FIRST  REUNION  OF  THE  PIKE  FAMILY. 


AUGUST  15,  1900,  the  following  notice,  was  sent  to  the 
many  members  of  the  Pike  Family  in  America:  — 
The  Reunion  of  the  Pike  Family  will  be  held  at 
Salisbury,  Mass.,  Tuesday  and  Wednesday,  Sept.    11  and 
12,  1900. 

All  persons  of  this  great  name  or  descended  therefrom, 
and  all  interested  in  commemorating  the  life  and  deeds  of 
that  "Great  English  Commoner,"  the  "Worshipful  Maj. 
Robert  Pike,"  of  Salisbury,  are  respectfully  requested  to 
be  present. 

Accommodations  can  be  had  at  Hotel  Cushing,  Salisbury 
Beach,  for  meals  or  lodging,  providing  due  notice  is  given 
the  undersigned  in  advance.     Please  give  notice  through 
your  local  papers  and  notify  your  relatives. 
Respectfully, 

C.  Iy.  PIKE,  Saco,  Maine. 

Pursuant  to  the  above  call,  upon  the  said  Tuesday  and 
Wednesday,  Sept.  11th  and  12th,  1900,  at  Hotel  Cushing, 
Salisbury  Beach,  Mass.,  was  held  the  first  grand  reunion 
of  the  great  family  of  Pike  and  their  descendents  in 
America. 

Over  2,000  of  the  above  circular  letters  of  invitation  to 
this  reunion  had  been  sent  out  over  the  continent  wher- 
ever the  name  had  been  found,  by  Dr.  Clifford  L,.  Pike  of 
Saco,  Me.,  who  with  the  Hon.  Edwin  B.  Pike  of  Pike's 
Station,  N.  H.,  and  others  had  conceived  and  carried  this 
idea  to  its  final  completion. 

A  committee  had  been  chosen  in  behalf  of  the  famity  and 
its  friends,  to  look  after  the  interests  of  the  reunion.     This 
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committee  consisted  of  John  Broadhead  Pike  as  chairman, 
John  Q.  Evans,  Secretary,  and  True  B.  Pike,  Dr. 
Jacob  F.  Spalding,  Fred  G.  Brown,  Amy  Pike  Brown; 
Miss  Hattie  Pike  of  East  Boston,  Mrs.  Lizzie  C.  Pike, 
Derry,  N.  H.,  Capt.  John  F.  Pike,  Worcester,  Mrs.  Annie 
Pike  Snow,  Newburyport  and  Mrs.  Mary  Lewis  to  whose 
uniting  efforts  the  success  of  the  occasion  was  largely  due. 
A  Brass  Band  of  sixteen  pieces  had  been  provided ;  the 
Postoffice  closed  by  an  order  from  Washington,  D.  C; 
reduced  fares  on  all  electric  roads ;  the  homes  of  all  the  old 
settlers  had  been  looked  up  and  the  Hon.  Wm.  H.  Moody, 
Congressman  from  the  Sixth  Congressional  District  of 
Massachusetts,  had  been  invited  to  speak  to  us  in  honor  of 
the  occasion  and  every  comfort  and  convenience  was  pro- 
vided by  the  manager  of  Hotel  Cushing. 

The  meeting  was  called  together  in  the  spacious  hall  at 
Hotel  Cushing  at  2  p.  m.,  Tuesday,  Sept.  11,  by  the  secre- 
tary of  the  local  committee  and  Hon.  Joseph  Trevitt  Pike 
of  New  York  City  was  called  upon  to  act  as  temporary 
chairman  and  Dr.  Clifford  L-  Pike  of  Saco,  Me.,  to  act  as 
temporary  secretary  of  the  meeting. 

Upon  motion  of  Walter  N.  Pike  of  Floral  Park,  N.  Y., 
it  was  voted  that  the  chairman  appoint  a  committee  consist- 
ing of  five  members  at  the  meeting  to  act  with  the  tempor- 
ary chairman  and  secretary,  to  draft  By-Laws  for  the  asso- 
ciation and  to  put  in  nomination  its  various  officers. 

The  chairman  appointed  the  following  to  act  upon  that 
committee,  Walter  N.  Pike  of  Floral  Park,  N.  Y.,  Rev. 
Dr.  Ezra  B.  Pike  of  East  Brentwood,  N.  H.,  Hon.  John 
Q.  Evans  and  True  B.  Pike  of  Salisbury  and  Gordon  B. 
Pike  of  New  York  City. 

The  meeting  was  then  adjourned  to  meet  at  four  o'clock 
if  possible. 

At  the  appointed  time  the  meeting  was  again  called  to 
order  and  the  following  By-Laws  were  submitted: 
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Article  I. 
This  Association  shall  be  called  the  Pike  Family  Asso- 
ciation. 

Article  II. 
Membership:     Any  person  may  become  a  member  of  this 
Association    of    the    name  of  Pike  or  a  lineal    descendent 
therefrom,  of  English  ancestor  of  that  name  and  payment 
of  fifty  cents. 

Article  III. 
Dues:     The  dues  each  year  shall  be  twenty -five  cents. 

Article  IV. 
Meetings:      Meetings    shall  ba  held  every  two  years    at 
such  place  and  time,  the  Executive  committee  may  deter- 
mine. 

Article  V. 
Officers:  Shall  consist  of  (l)  President,  (2)  Twelve 
Vice-Presidents,  (3)  Secretary,  who  shall  also  act  as 
Treasurer,  (4)  Executive  Committee  which  shall  consist  of 
the  President,  First  Vice-President,  Secretary  and  four 
others. 

Article  VI. 
Duties:     Duties  shall  be  such  as  usually  attach  to  officers 
in  similar  organizations. 

Article  VII. 
Money:     Shall    be    expended    for    necessary    incidental 
expenses  of  the  Association  and  any  surplus  may  be  used 
in  Genealogical  and  Historical  research  under  the  direction 
of  the  Executive  Committee. 

Article  VIII. 
Amendments:     These  By-Laws  may  be  amended  at  any 
meeting  of  the  Association  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  mem- 
bers present. 

The  officers  put  in  nomination  were :  For  President, 
Edwin  B.  Pike  of  Pike's  Station,  N.  H.  ;  For  First  Vice- 
President,  Joseph  T.  Pike,  43  Exchange  Place,  New  York 
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City;  For  Secretary,  who  shall  also  act  as  Treasurer,  Dr. 
Clifford  L.  Pike  of  Saco,  Me. ;  For  Executive  Committee, 
the  President,  First  Vice-President,  Secretary  and  Walter 
N.  Pike  of  Floral  Park,  N.  Y.  ;  Rev.  Dr.  Ezra  B.  Pike  of 
East  Brentwood,  N.  H. ;  John  Q.  Evans,  Salisbury,  Mass.  ; 
Gordon  B.  Pike,  111  5th  Avenue,  New  York  City.  The 
eleven  other  Vice-Presidents  were  recommended  to  be 
nominated  from  the  floor. 

Upon  motion  the  report  of  the  Committee  was  accepted 
and  the  Submitted  By-L,aws  were  adopted  by  the  Associa- 
tion, and  Edwin  B.  Pike  of  Pike's  Station  was  elected 
President;  Joseph  T.  Pike  of  43  Exchange  Place,  New 
York  City  was  elected  First  Vice-President;  Dr  Clifford  D- 
Pike  of  Saco,  Me.,  was  elected  Secretary,  who  shall  also 
act  as  Treasurer.  The  Executive  Committee  elected  were : 
The  President  Edwin  B.  Pike  of  Pike's  Station,  N.  H. ; 
First  Vice-President  Joseph  T.  Pike,  43  Exchange  Place, 
New  York  City. ;  the  Secretary  Dr.  Clifford  D-  Pike  of  Saco, 
Me. ;  Walter  N.  Pike  of  Floral  Park,  N.  Y.  ;  Rev.  Dr.  Ezra 
B.  Pike  of  East  Brentwood,  N.  H. ;  John  Q.  Evans  of 
Salisbury,  Mass.,  and  Gordon  B.  Pike,  111  5th  Avenue, 
New  York  City. 

The  eleven  Vice-Presidents  elected  by  nomination  from 
the  floor  were :  Hon.  Deroy  F.  Pike  of  Cornish,  Me.;

Robert  H.  Pike,  Union,  N.  H. ;  Rev.  Cornelius  Pike,  60 
Sycamore  Street,  New  Bedford,  Mass.;  Miss  Lillian  Pike, 
Coast  Survey,  Washington,  D.  C. ;  Rev.  Mrs.  Mary  Kath- 
erine  Pike  Heald  of  San  Raphael,  N.  M. ;  and  Mrs.  Emma 
Pike  Buswell  of  Salisbury,  Mass. 

It  was  voted,  after  some  discussion,  to  hold  the  meeting 
and  exercises  of  the  Association  Sept.  12,  within  the  hall

at  Hotel  dishing  the  program  to  commence  at  ten  o'clock, 
a.  m.,  then  voted  to  adjourn  to  that  time  and  place. 

September  12,  1900. 

At  the  appointed  time  and  place  the  meeting  was  called 
to  order  by  the  President  and  it  was  voted  to  have  a  meet- 
ing of  the  Association  some  time  during  next  year  at  Hotel 
Cushing,  Salisbury  Beach.  The  time  being  left  to  the 
Executive  Committee. 

Suitable  remarks  was  then  made  by  the  President  and 
the  program  was  called.

THE  PIKE  FAMILY  OF  SALISBURY. 

Mr.  Chairman: — You  may  somewhat  wonder  at  my 
being  selected  to  speak  to  you  of  the  "Pike  Fatuity"  of 
Salisbury  being  not  closely  related  to  them,  but  as  of  the 
eighth  generation  from  Major  Robert  Pike  whose  daughter 
Elizabeth  married  William  Carr  and  also  bj-  a  second  line 
from  Israel  the  sister  of  the  Major's,  who  married  Henrj^ 
True;  I  consider  myself  as  in  good  and  regular  standing  in 
this  reunion.

As  a  resident  of  the  town  of  Salisbury  I  join  with  others 
in  extending  a  welcome  to  each  and  all  of  you  to  the  old 
town  of  your  honored  ancestors.  A  town  which  has  for 
260  years  been  the  home  of  the  family  and  from  whence 
have  gone  out  many  representatives  who  have  honored  the 
name  of  Pike.  Nevertheless  we  have  within  our  town 
many  representatives  of  the  name  and  our  voting  list  shows 
no  less  than  30  names  out  of  our  400  voters. 

When  John  Pike  and  his  five  children  landed  in  this 
country  in  1635  and  took  up  their  residence  on  the  banks 
of  the  Parker  river  in  Newbury  they  found  awaiting  them 
the  task  of  subduing  the  wilderness. 

Such  men  as  John  Pike  and  his  two  stalwart  sons,  John 
and  Robert  must  have  been  a  valuable  addition  to  the  little 
settlement  and  have  found  ample  scope  for  all  of  their 
energies. 

Of  John  we  know  little  beyond  the  names  of  his  family. 
That  he  came  in  the  "James"  from  Southampton  and  while 
called  "Laborer  from  L,angford"  "this  may  have  been  but 
a  deception  to  conceal  a  more  noted  person  from  tyrannical 
regulations." 

The  probabilities  are  that  John  Pike  was  a  man  of  liberal 
education  and  much  natural  ability  not  only  from  his  hav- 
ing two  sons,  who  ranked  so  high  in  later  years  in  the  his- 
tory of  this  colony  and  that  of  the  New  Jersey,  but  from 
some  evidence  of  John's  personal  ability.  The  court 
records  show  that  he  acted  as  attorney  in  two  cases  and 
successfully  in  each  occasion. 

He  seems  to  have  made  his  home  in  his  last  years  with 
his  son,  Robert  in  Salisbury  where  he  died  in  1654,  leaving 
property  to  the  amount  of  ^230,  comprising  nearly  £\S  in 
clothing.  His  home  and  land  at  Newbury  and  land  at  the 
new  town  (Salisbury.)  His  will  made  two  days  before  his 
death  gave  his  estate  to  his  sons  and  ^20  to  each  of  his 
three  daughters,  Dorothy,  Ann  and  Israel. 

John,  the  elder  son,  continued  to  live  in  Newbury  until 
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about  1670  when  he  moved  to  Woodbridge,  N.  J.,  where 
he  became  the  leading  man  of  the  community.  Its  presi- 
dent and  the  ancestor  of  that  branch  of  the  family.  One 
of  his  sons  Joseph  continued  to  live  in  Salisbury  and  Hav- 
erhill for  some  years. 

When  the  town  of  Salisbury  was  settled  in  1638  we  find 
the  younger  son  Robert  then  a  young  man  of  22,  one  of  the 
60  odd  pioneers  who  crossed  the  Merrimac  to  dispute  with 
the  red  man  and  the  wolf  the  possession  of  the  soil.  In  the 
choice  of  a  house  lot  fortune  seems  to  have  favored  him 
with  two  acres  in  the  corner  of  the  way  to  Hampton  and 
way  to  the  great  neck  (now  the  beach  road.)  This  land 
being  now  in  possession  of  Mr.  D.  M.  Deal.  Here  he 
built  his  home  and  where  was  born  to  him  a  family  of  three 
sons  and  four  daughters,  who  reached  mature  years.  To- 
gether with  others  of  the  "commoners"  he  received  allot- 
ments of  land  in  all  of  the  divisions,  the  chief  of  which 
were  his  pasture  now  the  home  of  the  Pikes  on  the  old 
ferry  road,  100  acres  at  Batt's  hill  and  a  large  division  at 
Amesbury.  This  land  he  mostly  disposed  of  by  deed  of 
gift  to  his  children  during  his  life  leaving  only  a  moderate 
estate  at  his  death.  His  home  and  lot  of  three  acres  he 
gave  to  his  grandson  Robert,  son  of  Robert,  the  year  prior 
to  his  decease,  who  later  sold  it  to  his  father-in-law, 
William  Hook,  Jr.,  and  moved  to  Exeter.  To  his  younger 
son  Moses  he  deeded  his  pasture  where  he  later  settled  and 
which  has  been  in  the  family  to  this  day. 

Of  Robert  Pike's  public  services  I  shall  have  little  to  say 
leaving  to  others  more  competent  the  task  of  eulogizing 
one  so  eminently  entitled  thereto. 

He  early  took  a  prominent  position  in  the  militia  being  a 
Lieutenant  at  32,  captain  at  37  and  Major  when  41  }rears 
of  age.  During  King  Philip's  war,  he  was  in  command  of 
all  the  forces  of  Norfolk  Co.,  Mass.,  and  those  located  in 
the  State  of  Maine.  As  early  as  1650  he  was  what  would 
now  be  calied  a  trial  justice  and  in  1672  an  associate  judge 
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of  the  courts  of  Norfolk  Co.  In  political  life  a  member  of 
the  General  Court  when  32  and  of  the  Governor's  Council 
from  1682  to  1696,  when  having  reached  the  age  of  80 
years  he  retired  to  the  private  life  of  the  farm. 

In  local  affairs  a  selectman  from  1661  to  1677  and  on 
many  responsible  committees.  Of  his  public  services  his 
denunciation  of  the  General  Court  for  enacting  a  law  to 
forbid  any  but  ordained  ministers  from  preaching  and  for 
which  he  brought  down  upon  his  head  the  viols  of  their 
wrath.  This  and  his  defense  of  the  witches  so  far  as  to 
question  the  value  of  testimony  given  against  them  were 
events  in  his  life  which  were  far-reaching  and  the  right  of 
petition  as  well  as  the  right  of  honest  and  impartial  trial 
have  been  legacies  left  by  him  for  which  the  whole  country 
yea  the  world  itself  can  do  homage  to  his  memory. 

It  has  been  said  that  he  was  a  man  of  much  strength  and 
of  a  robust  constitution.  Tradition  states  that  on  the 
voyage  to  this  country  he  asked  the  captain  for  an  increase 
of  rations.  When  questioned  as  to  his  need  of  more  food 
by  a  display  of  strength  he  took  a  large  iron  bar  and  bent 
it  into  a  U  form.  This  so  surprised  the  captain  that  his 
request  was  granted. 

Again  his  trips  to  Boston  when  80  years  of  age  on  horse- 
back a  two  day's  ride  shows  that  a  rugged  physique  must 
have  been  given  him.  The  last  ten  years  of  his  life  was 
passed  in  the  quiet  of  his  town,  where  he  died  Dec.  12, 
1706,  at  the  age  of  ninety-one. 

His  son  John  in  his  Journal  says  his  father  was  very 
temperate  in  eating  and  drinking.  Buried  in  the  old  yard 
on  the  Beach  road  no  stone  now  marks  his  resting-place. 

There  is  in  the  rooms  of  the  Massachusetts  Historical 
Society  a  painting  which  has  been  copied  and  thought  by 
some  to  be  that  of  Major  Robert  Pike.  It  is  however  more 
probable  that  of  Dr.  Robert,  son  of  Rev.  John  Pike  of 
Dover. 

Of  his  children,  Sarah  married  Wymond,  son  of  Thomas 
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Bradbury  and  for  her  second  husband,  John  Stockman. 
She  lived  near  the  present  residence  of  Dr.  Spaulding.  A 
son,  Wymond  Bradbury,  married  Maria,  the  daughter  of 
Rev.  John  Cotton  of  Plymouth  and  the  sister  of  the  wife  of 
Rev.  James  Allen,  the  third  minister  of  Salisbury,  and 
were  ancestors  of  Theophilus  Bradbury  of  Newburyport,  a 
noted  judge  and  representative  to  Congress. 

Pardon  a  slight  digression  but  I  wish  to  speak  a  few 
words  of  Thomas  Bradbury,  the  co-worker  and  relative  of 
Major  Pike.  The  first  town  clerk  of  the  town  holding  the 
office  for  some  fifty-four  years,  a  selectman,  captain  of 
militia,  the  first  school  teacher  of  the  town,  a  man  of 
thorough  education,  he  wrote  most  of  the  legal  papers  all 
of  which  testify  to  his  excellent  penmanship  and  thorough 
education.  His  wife  in  her  old  age  accused  of  witchcraft, 
was  released,  (in  large  part)  through  the  efforts  of  her  old 
friend  and  neighbor,  Major  Robert  Pike.  Another 
daughter,  Dorothy  married  Joshua  Pierce  and  for  her  sec- 
ond husband,  John  Ljght,  while  Elizabeth  married  William 
Carr,  son  of  George,  the  noted  shipbuilder  and  ferryman. 

Of  his  sons,  John  married  Sarah,  daughter  of  Rev.  Joshua 
Moody.  He  preached  at  Dover  and  Hampton.  A  leading 
minister  of  the  times  using  no  notes.  Of  his  eight  children 
one  Robert  was  a  physician  of  some  note. 

The  second  son  made  his  home  with  his  father  and  died 
in  1690,  leaving  a  son  Robert,  who  received  the  homestead 
of  his  grandfather. 

The  third  son,  Moses,  ancestor  of  the  Pikes  of  Salisbury 
received  of  his  father  a  large  tract  of  land  on  the  ferry 
road.  Here  he  built  his  house  and  here  his  descendents 
have  lived  to  the  present  day.  His-  wife  was  Susanna, 
daughter  of  Timothy  Worcester  and  grand -daughter  of 
Rev.  William,  the  first  minister  of  Salisbury  and  a  man  of 
great  learning  and  piety. 

Of  his  eight  children,  two  sons  settled  out  of  town, 
Timothy    at    Newbury  where    a    son,    Timothy  moved   to 
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Maine  and  his  son  William  resided  in  Calais.  The  father 
of  James  Shepherd  Pike,  the  famous  war  correspondent  of 
the  New  York  Tribune  and  another  of  the  "New  Puritan. ' ' 
A  brother,  Frederick,  was  one  of  Maine's  most  able  lawyers, 
Representative  to  Congress,  who  gave  many  thousand 
dollars  to  the  erection  of  the  public  library  of  that  city. 

The  youngest  son,  Joseph,  settled  in  Kensington,  his 
son  Joseph  moved  to  Maine  and  was  the  ancestor  of  Dr. 
Clifford  L,.  Pike  to  whom  we  are  all  under  obligations  for 
the  success  of  this  meeting. 

Of  his  other  two  sons,  who  stayed  in  town,  Elias  was  a 
captain  in  the  militia  and  selectman  for  eleven  terms.  He 
married  Joanna,  daughter  of  Rev.  James  Allen,  and  had  two 
sons,  Moses,  who  was  ancestor  of  the  branch  of  the  family 
represented  by  the  Pikes  now  living  on  the  ferry  road  and 
among  his  descendents  are  Rev.  James  Pike,  a  noted 
clergyman  in  the  Methodsst  church,  was  graduated  at 
Wesleyen  University  and  a  presiding- elder  for  several 
terms,  Representative  to  Congress  for  two  terms  and 
Colonel  of  the  16th  N.  H.  Volunteers.  A  brother,  Moses 
K.,  was  of  the  board  of  selectmen  and  emigrated  to  Minne- 
sota. His  son,  James  Frederick,  is  now  one  of  the  leading 
lawyers  of  Seattle,  Washington. 

The  remaining  son,  John,  probably  lived  on  the  home- 
stead of  his  father  and  had  five  sons.  Jacob  and  Elias  are 
the  ancestors  of  the  Rings  Island  branch  of  the  family, 
while  Capt.  James  probably  inherited  a  portion  of  the 
property  of  his  father.  He  had  twelve  children,  six  sons 
and  six  daughters.  The  oldest,  John,  married  Mary  Pet- 
tengill  and  had  sons,  James,  John,  Nicholas  and  Joseph. 
Another  son,  Silas,  lived  on  the  road  to  the  beach  and  had 
sons,  John,  William,  Josiah,  Israel,  Joseph    and    Charles. 

The  Pike  Family  of  Salisbury  have  been  given  largely  to 
agricultural  pursuits  and  I  find  no  records  of  their  being 
engaged  in  manufacturing  and  only  to  a  small  extent  in  the 
way  of  trade. 
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The  strong  robust  constitution  seems  to  have  come  down 
through  all  the  generations  and  is  today  perceived  in  the 
members  of  the  family.  Many  stories  are  in  existence  of 
the  ability  to  labor  by  certain  members  of  the  family,  one 
of  them  mowing  a  three  acre  field  before  breakfast  and  then 
hurrying  home  to  get  ready  to  do  a  day's  work  or  of  work- 
ing all  day  unloading  a  cargo  from  a  vessel  at  Newbury - 
port  coming  home  and  mowing  a  five  acre  piece  of  marsh, 
during  the  night  and  at  work  unloading  the  vessel  the 
following  day. 

Again  the  Pikes  have  married  well  and  in  their  veins 
courses  the  blood  of  Worcester  and  Allen,  leading  ministers 
of  Salisbury,  Bradbury  of  whom  I  have  spoken,  of  Rev. 
John  Cotton  of  Plymouth,  of  the  Moodys,  Stevens, 
Frenches,  Hooks,  Smiths,  Eatons,  Pettengills  and  others 
of  the  most  substantial  families  of  the  town. 

As  a  result  of  the  mingling  of  such  blood  has  been  pro- 
duced a  family  who  have  been  a  credit  to  our  town.  In 
most  cases  of  some  means,  if  not  absolutely  well  to  do 
citizens,  of  high  moral  character. 

During  the  more  than  two  and  a  half  centuries  which 
have  elapsed  since  the  family  was  first  established  in  the 
town  many  and  vast  have  been  the  changes  which  have 
taken  place  on  every  hand.  From  the  horseback  ride  of 
two  days  to  Boston  to  that  of  the  time  by  steam  to  only  a 
single  hour  might  serve  as  an  illustration  of  the  march  of 
progress,  or  as  the  few  farmers  who  came  to  the  beach  for 
their  salt  hay  as  compared  to  this  beautiful  village  by  the 
sea  with  its  spacious  hotels  and  electric  communications. 
Of  Major  Robert  Pike's  brave  defense  of  the  nearby  towns 
from  attack  by  the  Indians  to  the  present  time  when  we  all 
dwell  in  absolute  peace  and  safety. 

Mr.  Chairman  my  time  has  expired  and  I  close  with  my 
best  wishes  for  a  prosperous  session,  a  pleasant  visit  to  an 
old  town  and  grand  old  beach  and  that  when  3'ou  go  from 
us  you  may  retain  pleasant  memories  of  this  visit  and  the 
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wish  to    continue  to  hold  your  re -unions  here    in    future 
years.

HOW  THE  WOMEN  WENT  FROM 
DOVER. 

BY  J.    G.    WHITTIER. 

The  following  is  a  copy  of  the  warrant  issued  by  Major  Waldron, 
of  Dover,  in  1662.  The  Quakers,  as  was  their  wont,  prophesied 
against  him,  and  saw,  as  they  supposed,  the  fulfillment  of  their 
prophecy  when,  many  years  after,  he  was  killed  by  the  Indians. 


To  the  constables  of  Dover,  Hampton,  Salisbury,  Newbury,  Row- 
ley, Ipszvich,  Wenham,  Lynn,  Boston,  Roxbury,  Dedham,  and 
until  these  vagabond  Quakers  are  carried  out  of  this  jurisdiction. 

You  and  every  one  of  you  are  required,  in  the  King's  Majesty's 
name,  to  take  these  vagabond  Quakers,  Anne  Colman,  Mary  Tom- 
kins,  and  Alice  Ambrose,  and  make  them  fast  to  the  cart's  tail,  and 
driving  the  cart  through  your  several  towns,  to  whip  them  upon 
their  naked  backs  not  exceeding  ten  stripes  apiece  on  each  of  them, 
in  each  town;  and  so  to  convey  them  from  constable  to  constable 
till  they  are  out  of  this  jurisdiction,  as  you  will  answer  it  at  your 
peril;  and  this  shall  be  your  warrant.  Richard  Waldron. 

Dated  at  Dover,  December  22,  1662. 


This  warrant  was  executed  only  in  Dover  and  Hampton.  At 
Salisbury  the  constable  refused  to  obey  it.  He  was  sustained  by 
the  town's  people,  who  were  under  the  influence  of  Major  Robert 
Pike,  the  leading  man  in  the  lower  valley  of  the  Merrimac,  who 
stood  far  in  advance  of  his  time,  as  an  advocate  of  religious  freedom, 
and  an  opponent  of  ecclesiastical  authority.  He  had  the  moral 
courage  to  address  an  able  and  manly  letter  to  the  court  at  Salem, 
remonstrating  against  the  witchcraft  trials. 


The  tossing  spray  of  Cocheco's  fall 

Hardened  to  ice  on  its  rocky  wall, 

As  through  Dover  town,  in  the  chill,  gray  dawn, 

Three  women  passed,  at  the  cart-tail  drawn! 

Bared  to  the  waist,  for  the  north  wind's  grip 
And  keener  sting  of  the  constable's  whip, 
The  blood  that  followed  each  hissing  blow 
Froze  as  it  sprinkled  the  winter  snow. 
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Priest  and  ruler,  boy  and  maid 
Followed  the  dismal  cavalcade; 
And  from  door  and  window,  open  thrown, 
Looked  and  wondered  gaffer  and  crone. 

"God  is  our  witness,"  the  victims  cried, 
"We  suffer  for  Him  who  for  all  men  died ; 
The  wrong  ye  do  has  been  done  before, 
We  bear  the  stripes  that  the  Master  bore ! 

"And  thou,  O  Richard  Waldron,  for  whom 
We  hear  the  feet  of  a  coming  doom, 
On  thy  cruel  heart  and  thy  hand  of  wrong 
Vengeance  is  sure,  though  it  tarry  long. 

"In  the  light  of  the  Lord,  a  flame  we  see 
Climb  and  kindle  a  proud  roof-tree; 
And  beneath  it  an  old  man  lying  dead, 
With  stains  of  blood  on  his  hoary  head." 

"Smite,  Goodman  Hate-Evil! — harder  still !  " 
The  magistrate  cried,  "lay  on  with  a  will! 
Drive  out  of  their  bodies  the  Father  of  Lies, 
Who  through  them  preaches  and  prophesies!" 

So  into  the  forest  they  held  their  way, 
By  winding  river  and  frost-rimmed  bay, 
Over  wind-swept  hills  that  felt  the  beat 
Of  the  winter  sea  at  their  icy  feet. 

The  Indian  hunter,  searching  his  traps, 
Peered  stealthily  through  the  forest  gaps ; 
And  the  outlying  settler  shook  his  head, — 
"They're  witches  going  to  jail,"  he  said. 

At  last  a  meeting-house  came  to  view; 

A  blast  on  his  horn  the  constable  blew ; 

And  the  boys  of  Hampton  cried  up  and  down, 

"The  Quakers  have  come!"  to  the  wondering  town. 

From  barn  and  woodpile  the  goodman  came ; 
The  goodwife  quitted  her  quilting  frame, 
With  her  child  at  her  breast;  and,  hobbling  slow, 
The  grandam  followed  to  see  the  show, 

Once  more  the  torturing  whip  was  swung, 
Once  more  keen  lashes  the  bare  flesh  stung. 
"Oh,  spare!  they  are  bleeding!"  a  little  maid  cried, 
And  covered  her  face  the  sight  to  hide. 
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A  murmur  ran  round  the  crowd:      "Good  folks," 
Quoth  the  constable,  busy  counting  the  strokes, 
"No  pity  to  wretches  like  these  is  due, 
They  have  beaten  the  gospel  black  and  blue!" 

Then  a  pallid  woman,  in  wild-eyed  fear, 
With  her  wooden  noggin  of  milk  drew  near. 
"Drink,  poor  hearts!"     A  rude  hand  smote 
Her  draught  away  from  a  parching  throat. 

"Take  heed,"  one  whispered,  "they'll  take  your  cow 
For  fines,  as  they  took  your  horse  and  plow, 
And  the  bed  from  under  you."     "Even  so," 
She  said.     "They  are  cruel  as  death  I  know." 

Then  on  they  passed,  in  the  waning  day, 
Through  Seabrook  woods,  a  weariful  way; 
By  great  salt  meadows  and  sand-hills  bare, 
And  glimpses  of  blue  sea  here  and  there. 

By  the  meeting-house  in  Salisbury  town, 
The  sufferers  stood,  in  the  red  sun-down, 
Bare  for  the  lash !     O  pitying  Night, 
Drop  swift  thy  curtain  and  hide  the  sight! 

With  shame  in  his  eye  and  wrath  on  his  lip 
The  Salisbury  constable  dropped  his  whip. 
"This  warrant  means  murder  foul  and  red; 
Cursed  is  he  who  serves  it,"  he  said. 

"Show  me  the  order,  and  meanwhile  strike 
A  blow  at  your  peril!"  said  Justice  Pike. 
Of  all  the  rulers  the  land  possessed, 
Wisest  and  boldest  was  he,  and  best. 

He  scoffed  at  witchcraft;  the  priest  he  met 
As  man  meets  man ;  his  feet  he  set 
Beyond  his  dark  age,  standing  upright, 
Soul-free,  with  his  face  to  the  morning  light. 

He  read  the  warrant:     "These  convey 
From  our  precincts;  at  every  town  on  the  way 
Give  each  ten  lashes.'"     "God  judge  the  brute! 
I  tread  his  order  under  my  foot! 

"Cut  loose  these  poor  ones  and  let  them  go; 
Come  what  will  of  it,  all  men  shall  know 
No  warrant  is  good,  though  backed  by  the  Crown, 
For  whipping  women  in  Salisbury  town!" 
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The  hearts  of  the  villagers,  half  released 
From  creed  of  terror  and  rule  of  priest, 
By  a  primal  instinct  owned  the  right 
Of  human  pity  in  law's  despite. 

For  ruth  and  chivalry  only  slept, 
His  Saxon  manhood  the  yeoman  kept; 
Quicker  or  slower,  the  same  blood  ran 
In  the  Cavalier  and  the  Puritan. 

The  Quakers  sank  on  their  knees  in  praise 
And  thanks.     A  last,  low  sunset  blaze 
Flashed  out  from  under  a  cloud,  and  shed 
A  golden  glory  on  each  bowed  head. 

The  tale  is  one  of  an  evil  time, 

When  souls  were  fettered  and  thought  was  crime, 

And  heresy's  whisper  above  its  breath 

Meant  shameful  scourging  and  bonds  and  death ! 

What  marvel,  that  hunted  and  sorely  tried, 
Even  woman  rebuked  and  prophesied, 
And  soft  words  rarely  answered  back 
The  grim  persuasion  of  whip  and  rack ! 

If  her  cry  from  the  whipping-post  and  jail 
Pierced  sharp  as  the  Kenite's  driven  nail, 
O  woman,  at  ease  in  these  happier  days, 
Forbear  to  judge  of  thy  sister's  ways! 

How  much  thy  beautiful  life  may  owe 
To  her  faith  and  courage  thou  canst  not  know, 
Nor  how  from  the  paths  of  thy  calm  retreat 
She  smoothed  the  thorns  with  her  bleeding  feet.

Thursday,  October,  2nd.,  the  Pike  Family  Association 
met  in  executive    session,  the    president,   Hon.   Edwin  B. 
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Pike  in  the  chair  and  the  secretary  and  treasurer  at  his 
various  allotted  station.  The  records  of  the  last  meeting 
of  June  18,  1901  were  read  and  approved.  The  secretary's 
report  was  read  and  approved;  it  was  as  follows:  — 

It  is  the  pleasant  duty  of  the  secretary  of  this  association 
to  record  that  it  has  been  in  a  very  prosperous  condition 
since  the  day  of  its  organization.  The  names  in  its  direc- 
tory have  been  steadily  increasing  until  they  now  number 
3260  to  whom  invitations  have  been  sent  to  unite  with  us 
in  our  reunion  and  to  join  our  association.  When  we  last 
met,  September  17,  1901,  we  found  our  little  family  then 
contained  250  members;  56  more  have  been  added  during 
the  past  year,  bringing  the  total  membership  up  to  306.  It 
is  my  painful  duty  to  record  that  of  these,  five  have  been 
taken  away  by  the  angel  of  Death.  Their  names  are : — 
Frederick  S.  Pike  of  Worcester,  Mass.,  who  died  July  12, 
1901;  James  Pike  of  Danvers,  Mass.,  who  died  March  1, 
1902;  Mrs.  Ellen  M.  Flint  of  Sweden,  Me.,  who  died 
June  5,  1902;  Mrs.  John  F.  Cook  of  Brookline,  Mass., 
died  March  21,  1902;  Miss  Elvira  Morrill  of  Amesbury, 
Mass.,  died  October  19,  1901;  for  whom  it  would  become 
the  members  of  this  association  to  have  drawn  up  suitable 
resolutions  of  condolence  and  respect. 

As  it  was  the  voice  of  a  large  number  of  the  members  of 
the  association,  as  well  as  of  the  executive  committee,  I  had 
the  organization  and  proceedings  of  the  association  pub- 
lished with  the  name  and  address  of  each  of  its  members. 
By  the  advice  of  the  treasurer,  whose  ideas  I  found  coin- 
cided with  mine,  I  had  1,000  copies  published  so  that  all 
the  new  members  could  have  a  copy  without  going  to  the 
expense  of  republishing  the  same ;  and  it  gives  me  great 
pleasure  to  say  too  that  there  are  quite  a  number  of  those 
with  whom  I  am  corresponding  and  who  cannot  be  present 
with  us  today,  are  going  to  join  the  association;  and  it 
should  behoove  each  of  its  members  to  try  to  induce  all  the

descendents  of  this  name  likewise  to  become  members  of 
this  association  which  I  believe  will  be  perpetuated  through- 
out all  future  generations. 

I  would  impress  upon  the  members  of  the  association  the 
necessity  of  notifying  the  secretary  of  all  the  dates  of  births 
or  deaths  or  change  of  residence  that  the  same  may  be 
properly  recorded.

It  was  moved  by  Hon.  John  Q.  Evans  and  seconded  by 
Rev.  Dr.  Ezra  B.  Pike,  that  the  secretary  be  instructed  to 
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procure  articles  of  incorporation  for  the  association,  and  to 
have  the  association  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  the 
State  of  Maine  at  the  next  session  of  the  Maine  Legislature. 

The  chairman,  Hon.  Herbert  A.  Pike  of  the  Reception 
Committee  reported  that  all  bills  relating  to  his  duties  had 
been  paid  by  said  Committee  and  a  vote  of  thanks  was 
given  them  by  the  association. 

There  were  several  different  coats  of  arms  of  the  Pike 
family  present.  Hon.  Edwin  B.  Pike  had  the  Pike  coat  of 
arms  of  Ireland  (Heraldic  reading, — "Ar.  three  trefoils 
slipped  vert,  crest  a  pike,  naiant,  ppr.")  Mrs.  Olive  I. 
Lincoln  had  the  Pike  coat  of  arms  of  Essex  Co.,  England. 
(Heraldic  reading, — "Sa.  on  a  pale  ar. ,  three  crosses 
formee,  gu.  within  a  bordure,  engr.  of  the  second.")  Hon. 
Benjamin  F.  Pike  had  a  coat  of  arms  that  had  been  painted 
for  the  family  some  years  before,  with  an  American  eagle 
for  its  crest.  There  was  also  the  coat  of  arms  brought 
over  by  John  Pike  when  he  came  to  this  country  in  1635. 
(Heraldic  reading, — "He  Beareth  Argent.  Chevron  Gules 
between  Three  Crescent  Vert,  Crest  three  pikes  proper  one 
erect  the  two  Salttire  Ways  by  the  name  of  Pike"]  Arms 
are  finely  mantled  and  beneath  supported  by  crossed  palm 
branches  and  scroll  bearing  the  following  motto, — 
"L.  AMOUR,  L.AVERTU  &  L.APAIX." 

It  was  voted  that  the  secretary  be  instructed  to  have  ten 
copies  of  the  family  coat  of  arms  emblazoned  for  the  asso- 
ciation and  to  sell  said  copies  to  members  of  the  association 
at  five  dollars  apiece. 

It  was  moved  by  Hon.  Herbert  A.  Pike  and  seconded 
by  Hon.  John  Q.  Evans  and  others,  that  a  fund  of  five 
thousand  dollars  be  raised  by  the  members  and  friends  of 
the  association,  so  that  the  interest  on  said  fund  may  be 
used  for  historical  and  genealogical  research;  and  Hon. 
Edwin  B.  Pike,  Pike's  Station,  N.  H. ;  Hon.  Joseph  T. 
Pike,  43  Exchange  Place,  New  York,  N.  Y. ;  Dr.  Clifford 
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L-  Pike,  Saco,  Me. ;  Hon.  Herbert  A.  Pike,  44  Winthrop 
street,  West  Newton,  Mass.  ;  Miss  Cora  B.  Pike,  122  Pearl 
street,  Boston,  Mass. ;  Miss  Annie  B.  Smith,  232  Ocean 
street,  Lynn,  Mass.;  Miss  Laura  E.  Bennett,  87  Revere 
street,  Boston,  Mass.  ;  Col.  Nicholas  Pike,  43  Exchange 
Place,  New  York,  N.  Y.  ;  and  Mrs.  Viola  J.  Russell,  Well- 
esley,  Mass.,  were  appointed  a  Committee  for  raising  said 
fund. 

It  was  voted  that  the  next  reunion  of  the  Pike  Family 
Association  be  held  in  Boston,  Mass.,  some  time  in  Sep- 
tember, 1904,  the  exact  time  being  left  to  the  Executive 
Committee.  This  decision  was  reached  after  a  lengthy 
discussion,  some  advocating  that  the  reunions  be  yearly, 
and  after  the  reading  of  a  letter  from  Capt.  Joshua  Pike  of 
Jerseyville,  111.,  inviting  the  Pike  Family  Association  to 
hold  its  next  reunion  at  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  during  the  World's 
Fair  in  1904.  Many  wished  to  avail. themselves  of  the  in- 
vitation, but  it  was  thought  better  not  to  leave  New  England 
until  the  association  was  stronger  and  could  bear  the  ex- 
pense better. 

Adjournment  of  the  meeting,  and  singing  of  America. 

The  secretary,  having  attended  to  his  duty,  the  Pike 
Family  Association  has  been  incorporated  under  the  laws 
of  Maine.     Articles  of  incorporation  are  as  follows:  — 

AN  ACT  TO  INCORPORATE  THE  PIKE 
FAMILY  ASSOCIATION. 

Be  it  eyiacted  by   the  Se?iate  and  House  of  Representatives 
in  Legislature  assembled,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Edwin  B.  Pike.  Joseph  T.  Pike,  Clifford 
L-  Pike,  Walter  N.  Pike,  Ezra  B.  Pike,  John  Q.  Evans, 
Gordon  B.  Pike,  their  associates  and  successors,  are  hereby 
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constituted  a  corporation  under  the  name  of  the  Pike  Family 
Association,  and  by  that  name  shall  have  power  to  prose- 
cute and  defend  suits  at  law,  have  and  use  a  common  seal 
and  change  the  same  at  pleasure,  take  and  hold  for  the  ob- 
jects of  their  association,  by  gift,  grant,  bequest,  purchase 
or  otherwise,  any  estate,  real  or  personal,  which  the  inter- 
ests of  said  association  may  require  to  be  sold  and  conveyed. 
Section  2.  All  property  and  estate,  real  or  personal, 
which  at  any  time  may  come  into  the  possession  of  the 
said  corporation  shall  be  applied  to  the  promotion  of  his- 
torical and  genealogical  research,  in  home  or  foreign  lands, 
to  the  publication  of  any  historical  or  genealogical  matter 
pertaining  to  the  family  of  which  it  may  become  possessed, 
to  the  maintenance,  by  purchase  or  otherwise,  of  a  suitable 
building  for  its  corporate  meetings  and  the  preservation  of 
its  property,  and  to  the  perpetuation,  by  tablet,  monument 
or  otherwise,  of  the  names  of  those  who  have  made  the 
family  name  illustrious. 

Section  3.  The  said  corporation  is  hereby  given  au- 
thority to  issue  stock  to  the  amount  of  one  hundred  dollars 
to  be  divided  into  shares  of  one  dollar  each  which  shall  be 
forever  unassessable. 

Section  4.  The  said  corporation  may  adopt  such  rules 
and  by  laws,  the  same  not  being  repugnant  to  the  laws  of 
this  state,  as  they  may  deem  expedient  for  the  management 
of  their  affairs.  They  may  choose  all  necessary  officers, 
and  they  shall  be  and  they  are  hereby  invested  with  all  the 
powers,  privileges,  rights  and  immunities  incident  to  simi- 
lar corporations. 

Section  5.  The  said  corporation  may  hold  its  meetings, 
biannual,  annual  or  special  in  anv  of  the  states  or  territories 
of  the  United  States,  and  may  choose  its  officers  therefrom. 

Section  6.  The  first  meeting  of  the  said  corporation 
may  be  held  in  the  United  States  Hotel  in  Boston,  Massa- 
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chusetts,  on  Tuesday,  the  twenty -seventh  day  of  Septem- 
ber, Nineteen  hundred  and  four,  at  ten  o'clock  in  the  fore- 
noon, or  at  such  other  place  and  time  as  Edwin  B.  Pike, 
Joseph  T.  Pike,  and  Clifford  L.  Pike,  or  any  two  of  them 
may  determine  by  giving  seasonable  notice  of  said  meeting 
to  all  the  persons  named  as  corporators. 

Section  7.  The  treasurer,  before  entering  upon  his 
duties  shall  give  a  bond  approved  by  the  directors,  for  the 
faithful  discharge  of  the  same. 

Section  8.     This  Act  shall  take  effect  when  approved.

ADDRESS  OF  WELCOME. 

My  Kinsmen  : — 

Two  years  ago  when  you  did  me  the  honor  to  elect  me 
president  of  the  Pike  Family  Association  of  America,  I  felt 
very  proud  and  I  then  thought  I  would  do  a  good  deal  for 
the  association.  I  intended  to  see  Dr.  Clifford  Pike  who 
knows  so  much  about  our  family  history,  and  learn  all  he 
knew,  and  then  hunt  up  all  of  the  other  Pikes  all  over  this 
country,  get  well  acquainted  with  them,  and  learn  all  they 
knew  about  the  entire  Pike  tribe  in  the  United  States,  and 
then  search  all  over  foreign  lands  for  Pikes  until  I  traced 
them  back  to  the  garden  of  Eden,  and  there  I  expected  to 
find  that  the  Pikes  had  remained  when  the  Adams  were 
driven  out.  But  alas!  the  "best  laid  plans  of  mice  and 
men  gang  aft  agley."  I  have  not  found  time  to  visit  Dr. 
Pike  or  any  one  of  the  splendid  women  and  men  whom  I 
met  two  years  ago  at  Salisbury. 
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They  were  splendid  women  and  men,  who  met  at  that 
first  reunion,  and  I  am  sure  that  last  year  the  gathering 
was  one  to  be  proud  of;  and  I  was  sorry  and  disappointed 
not  to  be  there.  But  there  is  no  use  wasting  time  in  vain 
regret  for  what  we  have  lost.  We  must  make  the  best  use 
of  the  present  and  future. 

As  I  look  into  your  faces,  I  am  glad  I  am  here  today; 
glad  to  welcome  you  all.  I  am  proud  to  belong  to  the 
Pike  family.  I  shall  not  try  and  tell  you  about  the  past  of 
our  family;  I  will  leave  that  to  those  who  can  do  it  so  well; 
who  have  given  the  task  hard,  faithful,  unselfish  work. 
We  owe  to  them  a  debt  of  gratitude  for  what  they  have 
done  and  are  doing  for  us. 

"Is  there  a  man  with  soul  so  dead, 
Who  never  to  himself  hath  said, 
This  is  my  own  my  native  land?" 

A  man  with  no  family  pride  is  far  worse  than  a  man 
without  pride  in  his  country  and  native  land. 

Let  us  hunt  up  the  history  of  the  noble  men  and  women 
of  our  family!  Let  us  set  them  before  us,  and  before  our 
children  to  inspire  us  and  them  to  noble  action,  that  we 
may  do  something  to  better  the  world  we  have  lived  in ; 
this  should  be  the  aim  of  every  true  man  and  woman. 

Let  us  see  to  it,  that  we  do  something  to  bring  honor  to 
the  name  of  Pike,  and  that  no  act  of  ours  shall  disgrace  it. 

"So  live  that  when  thy  summons  comes  to  join 
That  innumerable  caravan,  which  moves 
To  that  mysterious  realm,  where  each  shall  take 
His  chamber  in  the  silent  halls  of  death, 
Thou  go  not,  like  the  quarry  slave  at  night, 
Scourged  to  his  dungeon,  but,  sustained  and  soothed 
By  an  unfaltering  trust,  approach  thy  grave, 
Like  one  who  wraps  the  drapery  of  his  couch 
About  him  and  lies  down  to  pleasant  dreams."

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ROMAN    COIN, 
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HISTORICAL    ADDRESS. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Pike 

Family  : 

It  is  a  pleasure  at  this  third  reunion  to  be  with  you  for 
honoring  our  ancestors  of  the  illustrious  Pike  family  that 
have  ever  been  loyal  to  state  and  country  which  in  military, 
political,  clerical,  judicial,  medical  and  authorship  served 
to  enrich  from  science  and  letters  our  beloved  America, 
good  friend  and  mother  country  England,  father  country 
France,  whose  wit  and  politeness  is  proverbial. 

In  our  late  wars,  civil  and  foreign  there  has  ever  come 
to  the  front  as  Commander-in-Chief  Major  Robert  Pike  for 
New  England  when  the  mother  country  called  for  talent 
and  bravery  that  was  never  surpassed  by  their  Roman  an- 
cestors that  flourished  in  those  days  of  the  Roman  Empire 
when  it  was  a  little  less  to  be  a  Roman  soldier  beneath  the 
Eagle  of  Imperial  Rome  than  to  be  a  deity  among  the  idol- 
ators,  even  there  so  prominent  that  I  have  seen  a  plate  of 
the  name  on  the  Roman  coin,  and  further  back  along  the 
trend  of  history  found  the  name  in  literature  on  Egypt  and 
Hebrews. 

A  greater  deed  was  never  done  than  the  heroic  defense 
of  Kilburne  Garrison.  With  pleasure  I  bring  to  you  a 
good  plate  of  this  act  and  the  immortal  actors  therein  who 
shed  lustre  over  the  country  of  their  nativity.  We  quote 
"Belknap's  History  of  New  Hampshire,  Vol.  II,  p.  227, 
Edition,  1813." 

8  Sept.,  1755:  "After  the  engagement  on  the  8th.  it  was 
found  necessary  to  reinforce  the  army.  A  second  regiment 
of  300  men  was  raised  in  New  Hampshire  and  put  under 
the  command  of  Col.  Peter  Gilman  after  the  victory  of 
Captain  Nathaniel  Folsom."  "The  Indians  continued  to 
make  frequent  incursions,  and  returned  with  their  prison- 
ers and  booty." 
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At  New  Hopkinton,  they  took  a  man  and  boy;  but  per- 
ceiving a  scouting  party,  fled  leaving  their  captives.  At 
Keene  they  took  Benjamin  Twitchel,  and  at  Walpole  they 
killed  Daniel  Twitchel  and  Mr.  Flynt.  At  the  same  place 
Col.  Bellows  at  the  head  of  twenty  men,  met  with  a  party 
of  fifty  Indians,  killed  several  and  broke  through  them  and 
got  into  the  fort  without  losing  a  man. 

Fessenden's  Ms.  letter.  "After  a  few  days  these  Indians, 
being  joined  by  others  to  the  number  of  170,"  and  another 
authority  which  was  accepted,  "to  the  number  of  200," 
"assaulted  the  garrison  of  John  Kilburne  in  which  were" 
John  Pike  and  his  son  John  and  John  Kilburne  and  his 
son  John  with  the  wife  of  John  Kilburne  and  his  daughter, 
and  the  wife  of  of  John  Pike  who  loaded  the  guns  as  fast 
as  their  protectors  fired  into  the  foes  who  finally,  after  a 
long  engagement,  ceased  their  hideous  war  whoops  and  re- 
treated, carrying  off  their  dead  and  wounded,  which  were 
numerous  and  described  in  aforesaid  history  as  "consider- 
able. ' '  It  relates  that  '  'John  Pike  was  mortally  wounded. ' ' 
Uncle  Henry  Pike  said  "he  was  shot  in  the  head  and  died 
from  his  wound  which  injured  his  skull  and  he  continued 
fighting  after  receiving  it,"  also  that  his  cousin  John  Kil- 
burne's  daughter  heroically  joined  in  the  fight  till  wounded 
in  the  arm  and  shoulder.  The  Indian  was  shot  by  John 
Kilburne's  boy.  "The  promoted  midshipman,  John  Pike 
killed  was  the  grandson  of  Rev.  John  Pike  of  Dover,  New 
Hampshire,  whose  father,  John  Pike  the  mariner  was 
buried  at  Upham's  Corner,  Roxbury,  Mass.,  where  may  be 
seen  the  instructive  gravestone  with  initials  on  it  and  dates 
oxAy  which  probably  is  accounted  for  in  the  hereinafter 
written  roll.  He  was  executor  of  his  father's  will  recorded 
at  Court  House,  Boston,  Mass.  I  do  not  recollect  where 
Uncle  Henry  said  he  was  buried  but  as  near  as  I  can  recall 
the  date  of  the  battle  was  9th  or  10th  and  he  died  thirteen 
days  afterwards." 
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L,et  us  for  a  brief  time  look  backward  and  scan  with  im- 
partial eyes  and  critical  judgements  those  of  the  Pike  fam- 
ily who  have  departed,  leaving  footprints  on  the  sands  and 
granite  of  time  that  the  press  and  chisel,  more  mighty  than 
the  sword  has  commemorated  giving  impartial  justice  to 
whom  justice  is  due.  The  records  of  my  revered  father's 
ancestry  give  clues  and  evidence  not  to  be  disregarded. 
History  adds  to  those  facts. 

Seven  hundred  and  seventy -five  years  ago  of  the  ancient 
family  of  Pikes  there  flourished : 

Generation  I.  Robert,  the  brother  of  Henry  Pike,  con- 
secrated Bishop  of  L/itchfield,  1127.  Church  history  should 
give  his  life. 

Generation  II.  Richard,  1162,  consecrated  Bishop  of 
Coventry. 

Generation  III.  Hamon,  1216,  appears  on  the  pages  of 
history  spelt  Peche,  m. 

Generation  IV.  Gilbert,  1261,  d.,  had  Gilbert,  Hamon, 
Hugh,  Robert  II,  Thomas  and  William. 

Generation  V.  Gilbert  Peche  of  Brune .  was  the  first 
Baron  which  Barony  was  created  in  England,  1299,  m. 
Had  Robert  III.  and  John  and  d.  1323.  Robert  II.  m.  had 
Alexander. 

Generation  VI.  Alexander,  m.  Avice,  had  Nicholas  and 
John,  Joanna  or  Joan,  gr.  da.  and  h.  of  John,  gr.  s.  1st 
Baron.  She  was  eventually  heiress  of  John,  m.  Sir  Wm. 
Montforth  among  whose  heirs  in  the  14th  century  this  bar- 
ony was  held  in  abeyance  notwithstanding  many  Pikes. 
The  will  of  Alexander,  dated  25  Nov.,  A.  D.  1329  Court 
of  Hustings,  London,  England,  leaves  to  Avice,  his  wife, 
capital  tenement  in  the  Parish  St.  Dunstan,  or  Dustin  and 
remainder  to  Nicholas  and  John,  his  sons.  Katherine, 
widow  of  Wm.  Furniwall  mentions  Avice  and  Alice,  her 
sisters  in  will  1340,  Sept.  30. 

Generation  VII.  Nicholas  Pyke,  1332,  m.  Beatrice,  had 
Joanna  and  John.     Nicholas    is    mentioned    in  the  will  of 
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Richard  de  Gaunt  March  1340.  "To  Nicholas — a  tene- 
ment in  Ismangeres  Lane  so  that  the  said  Nicholas  pay  his 
Executors  forty  two  marks  to  discharge  his  debts  and  fulfil 
his  last  will,  otherwise  the  same  to  be  sold  and  Beatrix, 
his  wife,  to  have  a  moiety  of  the  aforesaid  forty -two- marks, 
the  aforesaid  Nicholas  to  have  eight  and  a  half  marks  and 
Joanna  the  daughter  of  the  aforesaid  Nicholas  to  have 
twenty  shillings.     The  residue,  etc." 

Generation  VIII.  John  Pike,  1385,  went  to  Spain  with 
the  Duke  of  Lancaster  and  died  1386.  Weever  in  his  work 
on  Heraldry  (now  at  Plate  makers)  p.  822,  mentions  Jo- 
annes Pike,  who  may  or  may  not  have  married  a  cousin  of 
Worthy  or  Washington  Pike  that  married  Beatrix  St.  Maur 
whose  ancestor  was  also  the  ancestor  of  Sir  Thomas  More. 
Much  would  be  printed  of  this  generation  but  in  a  manner 
not  known  to  me  very  many  of  my  Pike  records  have  dis- 
appeared as  also  the  plate  of  my  ancestor,  General  Zebulon 
Pike,  which  repeated  and  prolonged  search  at  great  costs 
have  failed  thus  far  to  obtain,  even  the  copy  of  his  features 
in  the  books  that  were  said  to  contain  it,  as  also  is  the 
same  of  the  plate  of  the  plaster  cast  of  King  Francis  of 
France  that  in  his  features  was  an  exact  resemblance  of  my 
honored  father  as  I  saw  him  before  his  deposit  at  the  last 
earthly  resting  place  at  Wolfboro  Centre,  N.  H.,  where 
fanatics  did  not  hesitate  to  break  his  grave  stone,  which 
was  history  repeating  itself. 

In  1380,  Archbishop  Richard  Pique,  crowned  Charles 
VI.,  The  Good  Friend,  king  of  France,  from  whom  de- 
scended Laurenc  Washington  Firnel,  the  gt.  gr,  s.  of 
Charles  VIII.,  and  his  lawful  wife,  Anne  of  Brittany,  da. 
of  Duke  Francis  II.  and  Margaret  de  Foix,  the  lawful  wife 
of  said  Francis  of  Britain.  Church  history  may  give  his 
parentage  as  son  of  Worthy  Washington  Pike  and  wife, 
Beatrix  St.  Maur,  with  the  relationship  to  the  kings  of 
France,  which  cannot  militate  against  the  stolen  records  of 
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the  emigrant  lawyer  John  Pike  and  his  wife  Sarah,  da.  of 
Charles  Washington,  the  father  of  Robert  who  was  the  an- 
cestor of  General  George  Washington  whose  legitimate 
children  were  the  thirteen  United  States  of  America. 

An  epocoh  of  new  history  has  with  its  excellent  King 
Alphonzo  from  whom  I  have  a  very  pleasant  letter  in 
answer  to  one  of  congratulations  now  developing  among 
the  brave,  generous,  hospitable  inhabitants  of  Great  Spain 
the  now  friend  of  their  friends,  the  American  people  of  all 
nations  and  religions  which  latter  by  wise  choice  should  be 
one  in  purity. 

Generation  IX.  Rev.  G(eorge?)  Pike,  m.,  had  Thomas. 
Will  the  church  history  give  his  "Memoranda?" 

Generation  X.  Thomas,  m.,  had  John,  baron.  Was 
sheriff  of  London,  Old  England,    1410. 

A  genealogical  chart  of  Dr.  Jean  Fernel  female  part  of 
his  family  in  which  the  French  Barony  of  the  Pike  family 
descends  to  his  descendants;  with  other  advices  which  is 
prolific  of  the  famity  presents  to  R.  C.  C.  With  not  a 
word  of  the  $20,000,000.  that  went  after  his  and  wife,  Mag- 
dalene Fernel' s  deaths  by  poisons  within  a  month  of  each 
other,  and  said  sum  went  to  enrich  "Ye  Roman  Catholic 
Church,"  part  of  which  was  used  to  fortify  the  walls  of 
Rome,  which  Rome  fell  after  the  curse  of  C.  Furnius,  mar- 
tyr of  the  Roman  Senate,  whose  widow  may  be  seen  Thecla, 
at  his  grave  mourning  for  him,  that  was,  and  was  not,  the 
brave  Roman  soldier,  that  is  and  will  be  recorded  in  the 
world's  history  with  Thecla  whose  descendant  Thecla  also 
wrote  the  Alexandrian  Codex.  I  have  the  seal  of  the  first, 
and  Alexandrian  Codex  of  the  first  or  second,  which  for 
purity  hath  withstood  the  test  of  time,  not  used  by  the 
churches,  as  she  was  an  Egyptian  lady  and  of  Hebrew  and 
Roman  descent.  Where  were  the  Pike  heirs  of  this  French 
Barony  may  be  asked?  I  show  you  today  the  Alexandrian 
Codex,  and  hope  the  other  may  be  found.

The  Egyptian  reading  of  the  last  symbol  of  third  and  five  of  fourth  line  gives  the 
Fna,  Peic  and  picture  of  Pike  in  5th  hieroglyphic  symbol. 
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Generation  XI.  John,  the  son  of  Thomas,  was  baron 
of  England,  had  John  Pike  whose  mother's  name  I  have 
not,  but  I  have  the  date  of  his  fr.  John,  1462.  I  have  but 
little  more  to  here  add  hoping  our  excellent  Pike  genealo- 
gists have  historic  data  of  all  other  essentials  to  complete 
satisfactory  the  rest  of  Gen.  eleventh. 

Generation  XII.  John  Pike,  the  author,  mentioned 
temp.  "Good  Queen  Bess,"  is  recorded  as  marrying  a  gr. 
da.  of  Sir  Thomas  More,  who  I  have  read  was  a  descend- 
ant of  Worthy  Pike  and  his  wife  Beatrix  St.  Maur,  which 
matter  is  more  at  large  set  forth  in  the  Fernald  Family  Chart 
and  in  the  downfall  of  Rome  or  history  repeating  itself  at 
State  Lib. 

Generation  XIII.  Rev.  William  Pike  was  the  son  of 
the  preceeding  and  this  and  another  William  Pike  were 
blessed  by  the  crown  of  martyrdom,  by  Pope,  1588  and 
1591.  He  married  a  da.  of  William  W. — this  Sir  Wm. 
whose  name  I  have  was  of  gt.  renown,  world  wide  re- 
spected. 

Generation  XIV.  John  Pike,  Atty.,  is  recorded  on  the 
Cypher  Mrs.  Temperance  Washington  Fernald  Medallion 
which  gives  nine  generations  of  American  Pikes  to  my 
mother,  deceased,  Mrs.  Mary  Cotton  Pike  Firnald  whose 
birth  and  that  of  my  father  is  in  cypher  recorded  on  the 
Peter  Faneuil  tomb,  Old  Granary  Cemetery  that  was  dedi- 
cated in  1899.  His  wife  Sarah,  da.  of  Charles  Washington, 
s.  of  George  and  fr.  of  Robert  of  Va.,  1630  who  was  the 
ancestor  of  General  George  Washington,  the  immortal 
father  of  thirteen  United  States  of  America  which  had 
numerous  growing  descendants. 

I  have  ordered  a  plate  made  of  this  George  I.,  et  als,  and 
now  have  them.  The  cypher  reads  nine  gens,  of  Pikes 
and  then  the  Hebrew  letter  A  for  America;  it  reads  22 
Pikes  of  gens,  and  the  twenty -third  is.  the  symbol  of  Philip 
I.  king,  and  Bertha,  queen.     He    was    a    Free  Mason  and 
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the  son  of  Henry  I.  and  Anne,  da.  Jaraslaus,  k.  of  Russia. 
Philip  was  excommunicated  by  the  Pope,  Urban  II.  and 
had  the  usual  amount  of  inexhaustable  papal  mud  thrown 
at  him  as  has  been  continued  down  to  this  the  present  mo- 
ment at  members,  not  only  of  our  families,  but  all  that 
cannot  be  inveigled  or  bought  up  into  at  least  falling  papacy 
that  the  ancient  Egyptians  prophecied  should  slay  55,000,- 
000  of  martyrs  with  records  now  claiming  over  50,000,000, 
that  shall  cease.  For  we  are  all  children  of  God  and  part 
of  God,  to  return  and  dwell  with  God  when  pure,  declareth 
the  found  lost  Hebrew  and  Egyptian  beautiful  languages. 
The  initial  of  the  Pope  with  count  of  six  pointed  stars  are 
in  the  cypher  and  be  it  known  that  both  our  families  are  of 
remote  Hebrew  descent.

The  records  of  John  Pike,  Atty.,  are  so  well  known 
that  were  so  faithfully  kept  by  his  descendants  that  it  seems 
superfluous  to  recapitulate,  but  as  part  was  kept  by  one 
branch  and  another  recorded  a  portion  the  following  may 
not  be  inappropriate: 

He  came  from  England,  sailed  from  Southampton  in  the 
good  ship  James,  commanded  by  Captain  Cooper,  2nd 
April  1635  and  arrived  in  America  2nd  June,  bringing  with 
him  his  wife,  Mrs.  Sarah  Washington  Pike  and  first  settled 
in  Ipswich,  the  cradle  of  American  liberty,  moved  to  New- 
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bury,  etc.  with  his  family.  Mr.  John  Pike,  lawyer,  hus- 
bandman, made  his  will  24  May,  1654  and  died  26  May, 
1654.  His  will  was  proved  in  County  Ct.  8  March,  1656. 
Samuel  More,  a  tenant,  was  mentioned  in  his  will.  Of  his 
five  children  genealogists  from  descendants  records  record 
many  pleasing  facts.  At  the  head  of  his  line  of  genealogy 
of  Chn.  is  as  follows:  Over  the  line  for  America.  Five 
children. 

"Entonces  Jesus  Dijo. — DeV  Ala  Para  El,  Dia  De  Mi 
Sepulturalia  Guardado  Esto." 

are  the  words  that  I  find  over  Major  Robert  Pike  who  was 
appointed  Commander-in-Chief  by  Governor  Simon  Brad- 
street  30  of  May,  1690,  and  his  six  children,  whose  number 
is  counted  by  the  six  points  of  one  of  the. stars  on  P(ike) 
Fu(r)nal(d)  tomb.  He  honored  many  important  positions 
of  honor  and  trust,  civil  (refused  to  punish  witchcraft)  po- 
litical and  military,  was  married  to  Sarah  Sanders,  or 
Saunders  as  the  name  is  now  spelt,  da.  of  John  Gauden, 
Ganden,  Sanders,  Saunders,  who  was  one  of  the  greatest 
of  Salisbury  men  and  this  da.  was  not  unlike  the  Roman 
virtuous  matrons  for  private  family  history  declared  that 
she  taught  her  daughters  the  use  of  the  bow,  axe,  gun  and 
swor4  her  warlike  sons  with  them  the  pure  truths  of  the 
Holy  Bible  that  after  history  shows  they  profited  by  it. 
Two  more  children  were  born,  viz.  Elizabeth  and  Moses 
whose  number  all  total  are  counted  by  the  seven  stars  and 
very  large  round  seal  of  their  ancient  family,  the  sun,  moon, 
or  star  with  the  cross  therein  which  may  be  seen  on  our 
Peter  Fanueil  tomb,  now  neglected  at  Old  Granery  Ceme- 
tery, for  which,  an  International  Universal  Genealogy 
Peter  Fanueil  Monument  Fund  has  been  started  by  me  with 
341  signatures  and  the  good  Consuls  of  twelve  Nations  in 
approval  are  affixed  for  there  and  elsewhere  in  its  cypher 
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is  recorded  ancestors  of  every  person  in.  names  of,  to  Fna 
Lamech,  L,amar  and  Noah.  The  whole  line  of  165  gener- 
ations are  and  have  been  in  press  for  two  years  with  a  con- 
tinued opposition  and  combine  of  the  quadruple  ring  that 
for  the  eighth  year  I  have  fought  in  the  attempt  to  get 
passed  the  three  great  moral  reform  laws  that  last  yr.  the 
power  of  660,000,000.  of  people  from  thirteen  consular  sig- 
natures, were  after  changing  dates  of  hearing  given  leave 
to  withdraw  our  State  and  United  States  Constitutions 
with  the  Holy  Undenominational  Bible  from  which  they

safety  of  families  and  nations  doing  God's  work  on  earth 
for  the  good  of  all  mankind  with  now  about  732,000,000, 
favoring  it.

Generation  XVI.  Over  the  line  of  Rev.  John  Pike  of 
Dover,  New  Hampshire  these  words  were  found  and  no 
mention  of  his  first  marriage  or  son  John,  bur.  with  initials 
and  date  at  Upham's  Corner,  nor  have  I  the  lost  record 
except  by  will  at  Boston's  new  court  house  from  which  it 
appears  his  son    was    John    and    appointed  executor;   the 
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Mass.  Hist.  Society  was  mentioned  of  1775 — 6  and  as  I  find 
another  of  1885 — 6  containing  the  Journal  or  part  of  it  of 
John  Pike,  in  which  is  mention  of — I  quote — "My  fr.  son 
was  born  Mar.  30,  1682,  but  being  still  born  was  buried 
anonymous.  He  was  born  Thursday  about  11  o'clock  at 
night."  L,ater  after  an  examination  of  the  cypher  medal- 
lion, will  and  fac -simile  or  original  journal  I  can  give  the 
names  and  dates  of  this  first  marriage  from  whom  descended 
Genl.  Zebulon,  the  father  of  Brig.  Genl.  Zebulon  Montgom- 
ery Pike,  but  here  for  the  want  of  time  let  us  proceed  to 
complete  this  much  longer  paper  than  I  desired.  First  re- 
peating the  words  under  his  11  children  by  Sarah,  da.  Rev, 
Joshua  Moody.  "It  is  the  glory  of  God  to  conceal  a  thing; 
but  the  honor  of  kings  to  search  out  a  matter. ' '  Prov. 
XXV.,  2. 

All  honor  the  Massachusetts  Historical  Society  for  the 
excellent  work  of  1775 — 6  and  1875 — 6. 

The  history  of  Rev.  John  Pike  is  so  well  known  to  the 
country  that  we  may  refer  to  it  and  pass  on  to  the  mariner. 

Generation  XVII.  John  Pike,  the  mariner,  and  half 
brother  to  the  mariner,  Nathaniel.  See  will  dated  at  Rox- 
bury  and  grave  at  Dorchester  with  the  instructive  grave 
stone  at  same  and  as  above  with  a  brief  examination  into 
history  culled  from  Mass.  Hist.  Soc,  of  1875 — 6  that  ap- 
pear to  show  some  of  the  reasons  of  keeping  graves  from 
molestation  by  Indians  and  others. 

HISTORY. 

In  a  paper  of  Jan.  1690,  p.  124,  Mass.  Hist.  Soc,  ac- 
companied by  the  historian,  Belknap's  reference  to  "Popish 
emisaries."  "M.  de  Denonville,  gov.  of  Canada,  says: 
"The  good  understanding  I  have  maintained  with  these 
Indians  through  the  care  of  the  Jesuits,  especially  the  two 
fathers  Bigot,  brothers  contributed  to  the  success  of  all 
their  attacks  this  summer  on  the  English."  etc. 
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We  may  now  observe  a  few  of  the  successes  against  our 
ancestors  of  New  England  by  the  Indians  et  als.  from 
Rev.  John  Pike's  journal  and  thus  show  one  reason  for 
gravestone  initials.     Items: 

1689,  June  28.  About  break  of  day  the  Indians  sud- 
denly seized  upon  Cocheco;  killed  23  persons  and  captured 
29. 

Aug.      18  killed  and  carried  away  at  Oyster  river. 

1690.  A  Dutch  town,  Sennectade  surprised  by  Indians 
and  French;  60  slain;  27  captives. 

March  18.  Salmon  Falls  captured  and  burnt;  27  slain 
and  52  carried  off  as  captives. 

July  4.     At  Lampereel  River,  7  killed  and  a  lad  captured. 

July  5.  Hilton's  Garrison  with  L,t.  Bancroft  in  attempt 
on  Exeter,  8  or  9  killed. 

July  6.      16  men  killed  at  Wheelright  Pond. 

July  7.     At  Amesbury  captured  Capt.  Foot  and  killed  3. 

Aug.  27.  Robert  Young  killed;  and  captured  Phineas 
Hull's  wife.

Jan.  25,  same  year,  at  York.  Killed  48  persons  and 
captured  73. 

Sept.  28.  David  Hamilton  and  Henry  Childe  slain  at 
Newick. 

Sept.  29.  20  or  21  killed  and  carried  away  at  Sandy 
Beach. 

May  10,  1693.     Tobias  Handson  killed. 

July  18.  At  break  of  day  at  Oyster  river,  killed  and 
captured  94;  burnt  13  houses.  July  21st  killed  Mrs.  Cutt 
and  3  others. 
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July  27.  Killed  21  and  captured  13.  4  Aug.  20  and  24th 
eight  at  Long  Beach. 

"September  4th.  Joseph  Pike  and  Richard  Long  were 
slain  by  the  Indians,  as  they  traveled  the  head  of  the  further 
end  of  Pond  Plain.  The  enemy  lay  in  a  deserted  house  by 
the  way,  or  a  clump  of  bushes,  or  both." 

Mass.  Hist.  Soc.  p.  128.  Foot  note  relates :  "Charlevoix 
makes  the  absurd  statement  that" — "two  hundred  and 
thirty  English  perished."  "Villieu  claims  to  have  killed 
104  persons  and  captured  27."  "Charlevoix  says  two 
hundred  and  fifty  Indians  from,"  etc.  joinnd  by  the  Aben- 
aquis  of  the  elder  father's  bigot's  mission."  attacked  Kil- 
bourne  Garrison.  About  740  besides  the  above  taken  from 
Rev.  John  Pike's  journal  were  captured,  killed  and 
wounded  by  that  ring  from  1689  to  1709.  The  other  ring 
that  we  requested  legislation  against  for  7  yrs.  slain,  1,400,- 
000.  in  U.   S. 

Are  these  reasons  sufficient  for  the  burial  of  John  Pike 
marked  with  his  initials  only  and  the  impossibility  of  get- 
ting a  monument  erected  over  his  remains  that  lay  there 
neglected  while  every  cost,  delay,  obstruction  is  placed 
that  the  great  work  of  International  History  may  not  be 
completed.  I  have  been  caused  to  spend  sufficient  money 
to  build  a  beautiful  monument  in  every  state  in  the  U.  S., 
and  a  nice  sum  left  for  our  friends  12  Nations.

John  Pike,  the  midshipman  and 
executor  of  his  father's  will,  went  to  Almatunk  now  called 
Lamberton,  N.  J.  He  may  be  seen  with  his  son  and  son's 
wife  as  per  plate  1st  at  Kilburne  Garrison,  in  which  battle 
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the  names  of  Pikes  that  was  then  often  spelled  Peakes  and 
Kilburnes  were  immortalized.  This  is  the  John,  in.  Mary 
(Hook)  and  had  eight  children,  and  was  mortally  wounded 
at  said  garrison.

They  had  children  I  had 
records  but  only  one  thus  far  is  proved.  He  was  a  gallant 
Indian  fighter,  and  they  feared  him.  See  instructive  plate, 
above.  I  have  names  of  others  without  proof  as  yet  suffi- 
cient for  a  claim. 

Generation  XX.  Genl.  Zebulon  Pike,  b.  1751,  m.  Anna 
Parker  Jureau  Funel,  da.  Rev.  Peter,  the  father  of  Peter 
Faneuil,  and  the  oldest  child  of  this  excellent  and  fearless 
clergyman  who  was  called  the  Protestant  Goliah.  Their 
chn.  were  as  follows: 

1.  Robert  Pike,  b.  5  Aug.,  1772;  m.  Mary,  da.  Col. 
William  Cotton  and  his  wife,  Mary  Clark.  Col.  Wm. 
Cotton  was  in  the  French  and  Indian  wars  and  had  numer- 
ous descendants  as  did  Robert  Pike. 

2.  Zebulon  Montgomery  Pike,  b.  5  Jan.,  1779  at  Lam  - 
berton,  N.  Jersey,  now  S.  part  of  Trenton ;  m.  Clarissa 
Brown,  and  of  several  children  only  two  daughters  survived 
him;  one  m.  John  Symmes  Cleves  Harrison  from  whom 
descended  worthys  of  U.  S.  John  S.  C.  Harrison  was  the 
son  of  Genl.  Harrison,  president  of  U.  S. 

Genl.  Zebulon  Pike  may  have  other  children  but  if  so 
the  names  have  disappeared,  as  we  may  suppose  did  dis- 
appear the  plate  of  the  features  of  this  my  great  grandfather, 
which  I  have  seen  and  thus  far  found  it  is  impossible  to 
get  a  plate  of  him. 

General  Zebulon  Pike  died  2  7  July,  1834.  He  was  Cor- 
net in  4th  Continental  Dragons,  1  March,  1777;  Adjutant, 
20  Nov.,  1777;  Lieut.,  15  June,  1815;  General. 
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Generation  XXI.  Robert  Pike,  husbandman,  farmer 
and  sometimes  a  lawyer,  m.  Mary,  da.  Col.  Wm.  Cotton,  s. 
Josiah  of  Plymouth,  descendant  of  Rev.  John  Cotton, 
buried  in  Kings  Chapel  Cemetery,  Tremont  street,  Boston. 
Mass.,  10  chn.  and  8th  Mary  C.  P. 

Generation  XXII.  Mary  Cotton  Pike,  m.  Jonathan 
Poor  Fernald,  descendant  of  Moses  Poor,  killed  on  Bunker 
Hill  now  known  as  Breeds  Hill,  and  his  wife  Hannah  More, 
whose  da.,  Hannah  Poor  m.  Phineas,  s.  of  Col.  Samuel 
Johnson;  Phineas  fought  on  Breeds  Hill  and  in  an  old 
doggerell  I  have  the  following:

Ready  to  Die  for  Your  Country." 

And  he  led  his  men  to  victory,  April  27,  1813.  Freely 
gave  his  life  for  his  country's  honor  and  you  and  me,  thus 
proving  these  his  mottoes  were  more  than  idle,  meaningless 
words.

ROBERT  PIKE. 


Who  was  born  before  March  17th,  1616  and  died  in 
Salisbury,  Mass.,  December  12,  1706. 

The  poet  Whittier  thus  writes  of  him : 

"From  all  that  I  have  read,  and  from  the  traditions  of  the 
valley  of  the  Merrimac,  I  have  been  accustomed  to  regard 
Robert  Pike  as  one  of  the  wisest  and  worthiest  of  the  early 
settlers  of  that  region.     .     . 
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"He  was  by  all  odds  the  most  remarkable  personage  of 
the  place  and  time." 

Robert  Pike  was  engaged  in  three  conspicuous  contro- 
versies during  his  life ;  and  it  is  principally  his  part  in 
these  that  lifts  him  above  the  generality  of  his  contempo- 
raries and  challenges  the  attention  of  posterity. 

The  first  was  his  arraignment,  in  1653  by  the  General 
Court  (or  Legislature)  of  Massachusetts  for  his  declaration 
that  they  had  exceeded  their  ecclesiastical  rights  and  broken 
their  oaths  as  freemen  when  they  passed  their  notorious 
laws  against  Quakers.  For  this  offence  he  was  tried,  con- 
victed, fined  and  disfranchised  by  that  body,  resulting  in 
the  Right  of  Petition. 

The  second  was  his  resistance,  in  1675,  to  the  dogmatic 
authority  of  the  clergy,  in  the  person  of  his  pastor,  the 
well  known  John  Wheelwright,  and  his  excommunication 
therefor. 

The  third  was  his  opposition  to  the  Salem  witchcraft  pros- 
ecutions of  1682,  and  his  triumphant  argument  against 
them. 

In  1690  he  was  commissioned  with  the  following  instruc- 
tions : 

"Major  Robert  Pike — in  pursuance  of  your  commission, 
given  you  by  the  Governor  and  General  Court,  to  be  com- 
mander-in-chief of  all  the  forces  detached  or  to  be  de- 
tached out  of  the  militia  belonging  to  this  colony  of  the 
Massachusetts,  posted  in  the  provinces  of  New  Hampshire 
and  Maine  and  such  others  as  shall  be  put  under  your 
command.  .  .  .  You  are  diligently  to  intend  the  de- 
fence and  preservation  of  the  lives  and  estates  of  their 
Majesties'  subjects,  and  to  repel  the  force  of  the  enemy. 

You  are  to  take  all  care  to  inform  yourself  of  the  seat, 
state  and  number  of  the  enemy,  and  to  improve  your 
soldiers  to  pursue,    prosecute,    kill,    and   destroy  them  as 
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The  plan  shows  a  section  of  the  town  of  Salisbury  some  mile  in  length  and  three  quarters  in  bredth  on  the  North  bank  of  the  Merrimac 
river  and  two  miles  from  the  ocean.  It  lies  directly  across  the  river  from  the  city  of  Newburyport  and  40  miles  North  of  Boston.  On  the 
section  of  the  town  here  shown  was  made  the  first  settlement  in  1638-9  where  68  families  clustered  around  the  little  meeting-house  in  The 
Green."  Many  of  the  settlers  later  settled  in  other  towns  and  their  children,  then  as  now.  pressed  on  to  the  West,  driving  back  the  frontier 
line  in  each  succeeding  generation.  Across  Carr's  Ferry  was  the  highway  from  Boston,  dividing  by  the  ways  to  Hampton  and  Portsmouth: 
to  Exeter  and  to  Haverhill.  The  dock  was  the  chief  avenue  of  commerce.  Here  in  the  old  meeting  house  were  held  the  Norfolk  County 
Courts,  while  on  "The  Green"  close  by,  Major  Pike  drilled  the  militia.  In  the  old  burying  ground  lie  many  of  the  old  pioneers,  '""hile 
others  moved  to  other  towns.  Samuel  Dudley,  a  son  of  Gov.  Dudley,  who  mairied  Mary,  the  daughter  of  Gov.  Winthrop,  became  a  celebra- 
ted divine  at  Exeter,  N.  H,;  Thomas  Macy  who  moved  to  Amesbury,  thence  to  Nantucket,  the  subject  of  Whittier's  '  The  Exiles;  '  a  son  of 
W  Partridge  was  Lt.  Gov.  of  N.  H.;  Thomas  Bradbury,  whose  wife  was  accused  as  a  witch,  made  one  of  the  important  ephors  of  Robert 
Pike's  life  work  done  in  her  defence;  Robert  North,  who  had  a  daughter  executed  as  a  witch;  Caleb  Cushing  for  50  years  pastor  of  the 
church  of  Col.  John  March— the  Indian  fighter  and  hero  of  "  Pemaquod."  This  plan  is  from  original  deeds  on  record  at  the  Essex  County 
Registry  of  Deeds  at  Salem,  Mass.,  compiled  and  drawn  by  Hon.  John  Q.  Evans  of  Salisbury. 
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you    shall    have    opportunity,    wheresoever    they    may    be 
found."     .      .      . 

SIMON  BRADSTREET,  Governor. 

May  1,  1691,  he  was  at  Wells,  Me.,  and  at  the  old  gar- 
rison house  of  Iyt.  Joseph  Storer  made  treaty  with  the  In- 
dian-chiefs,  Jonathan  Remington,  Wesombonet,  William 
Partridge,  Nonunkte,  Tentomegan,  Samson  Hegan,  Keno- 
wonit,  Rob  Dony,  Old  Dony,  and  Sabadis. 

He  was  on  the  Governor's  Council  many  years  ending 
his  public  career  in  1696,  when  he  resigned  and  devoted  the 
last  ten  years  of  his  life  to  disposing  of  his  valuable  prop- 
erty among  his  children.

This  Tablet  is  erected  to  mark  the  site  of  the  old  Timber  Fort  (see  picture  of 
the  Fort  above  the  tablet),  where  Major  Robert  Pike  made  treaty  with  the  Indian 
chiefs,  May  1,  1691 — which  treaty  was  broken  by  the  Indians  and  another  was 
made  at  Pemaquid,  Aug.  12,  1692.  A  small  steamboat  can  be  seen  on  the  river  at 
the  left  near  where  the  attack  was  made  on  the  sloops. 

Reading  on  the  Tablet — "Situation  of  the  large  Timber  Fort  built  by  the  lib- 
erality of  Lieut.  Joseph  Storer  of  Wells — which  was  garrisoned  by  Capt.  Convers 
30  Massachusetts  soldiers — various  inhabitants  of  wells  and  some  refugees.  June 
9,  1692  when  it  and  two  sloops  b'ing  in  the  river  with  crews  under  command  of 
Capts.  Storer  and  Gooch,  were  fiercely  assailed  by  the  largest  war  party  of  Indians 
ever  gathered  in  Maine,  and  led  by  Portneuf  and  La  Brognene,  French  officers — 
After  an  assault  continuing  3  days,  in  which  the  enemy  lost  several  of  their  num- 
ber, including  their  General,  they  retired. 

This  heroic  defense  in  which  even  the  women  assisted,  permanently  estab- 
lished the  frontier  settlement  of  Wells  and  won  high  encomiums  from  the  people 
of  this  and  other  provinces." 
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O  Mary  Bradbury!     Did  I  e'er  forsake  thee 

When  thou  wert  by  such  living  ghouls  condemned? 
Though  backed  by  kings,  their  power  could  not  o'ertake  thee 

With  all  its  mighty  force,  around  thee  hemmed! 
Did  I  not  ope  the  door  of  thy  stone  prison,

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Old  burying  ground  laid  out  in  1639,  where  lie  the  remains  of  John  Pike  the  father, 
Maj.  Robert  and  his  sisters  Israel  and  Ann,  and  most  of  the  lineal  descendants  of  Maj. 
Robert  who  finished  life's  journey  in  Salisbury.  Here  also  rest  among  its  early  settlers, 
William  Worcester,  the  first  settled  minister  of  the  town;  John  Wheelwright  the  second 
pastor,  at  one  time  expelled  from  the  Colony  and  the  founder  of  Exeter,  N.  H.,  and 
Wells,  Me.,  and  with  whom  Maj.  Robert  had  his  great  church  controversy:  the  Maj. 
having  been  expelled  from  the  church  by  Wheelwright  for  alleged  slander,  in  turn 
summonsed  Wheelwright  to  appear  before  him,  the  chief  magistrate  of  the  place,  on  the 
same  charge  (see  verse  8). 


THE  EARLIEST  SETTLERS  OF  THE  PIKE  FAMILY 
IN  NEW  ENGLAND. 


As  the  memory  of  a  hero  is  always  dear  to  his  country- 
men, so  the  memory  of  an  ancestor  is  always  dear  and  a 
source  of  veneration  to  his  descendents.  It  may  not  be 
that  the  ancestor  or  ancestors  of  each  and  every  member  of 
this  association  has  ever  attained  the  dignity  of  a  hero  by 
deeds  of  bravery  achieved    by    feats    of  manly  daring,  or 
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otherwise  reached  an  eminence  so  far  above  his  fellow  kins- 
men that  his  light  shines  more  brightly  than  the  lesser 
lights  in  this  great  firmament  of  our  genealogical  world  en- 
veloping them  within  its  steady  glare,  if  so,  let  us  strive 
hard  to  emulate  them  also,  for  no  man  climbs  to  heights 
that  others  cannot  reach.  But  as  we  look  with  ever  anxious 
gaze  upon  these  past  exemplars  of  our  present  lives,  we 
find  that  every  one  however  great  or  humble,  has  made  his 
footprints  on  the  sands  of  time;  that  we,  who  follow  back 
into  that  dim  and  mystic  past,  may  be  by  them,  led  safely 
down  the  branches  of  ancestral  tree  to  its  progenic  trunk  ; 
aye  even  to  the  roots  of  its  generic  source  beyond  which 
mortal  cannot  look  only  to  exclaim 

Here  must  beginning  and  the  ending  meet, 
Making  the  cycle  of  each  life  complete. 

We,  who  look  upon  the  scenes  of  the  past,  are  not  here 
to  record  the  melancholy  story  of  cities  in  ruins,  of  empires 
in  fragments  or  of  mouldering  wrecks  of  fallen  magnificence  ; 
but  to  listen  to  the  patter  of  those  footsteps  down  the  corri- 
dors of  time,  to  trace  the  cycle  of  each  to  its  final  comple- 
tion, that  we  may  know,  so  far  as  we  may,  by  whom  and 
in  what  manner  we  are  chained  by  the  links  of  Invisible 
L,aw  to  that  mysterious  past,  back,  until  the  distance  of 
time  renders  them  unintelligible  and  indistinguishable  be- 
fore that  mystery  enshrouding  the  God-head  of  man. 
Therefore  it  is  with  feelings  of  filial  piety  that  we  gather 
here;  and  with  hearts  bound  by  those  unchangeable  ties, 
unite  once  more  to  here  uncoil  the  tether  of  each  life, 
round  which  to  build  its  monument  engraven  with  past 
deeds. 

In  tracing  a  line  of  ancestry  it  becomes  necessary  to  be- 
gin with  the  emigrants  who  first  settle  in  a  country  and  to 
follow  their  descendents  down  through  the  children  of  each 
generation  to  one's  own    knowledge    of    their  identity;  in 
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this  manner  and  only  in  this  manner  can  a  full  line  of  de- 
scent be  established  and  one  be  made  known  who  of  the 
first  settlers  was  their  ancestor.  Of  the  first  settlers  who 
came  to  this  country,  it  was  at  first  supposed  that  John 
Pike  of  Newbury  who  came  to  this  country  in  1635  with 
his  two  sons,  John  and  Robert,  were  the  only  emigrants  of 
the  name  in  those  early  times;  in  the  process  of  research, 
it  was  discovered  later  that  there  was  a  James  Pike  who 
came  to  this  country  about  1640  and  settled  inCharlestown, 
Mass.,  and  who  afterwards  removed  to  Reading,  Mass. 
Then  in  the  progress  of  our  research  we  find  a  Richard  and 
Hugh  Pike  of  Newbury,  Mass. ;  a  Robert  Pike  of  Provi- 
dence, R.  I. ;  a  George  Pike  of  Marblehead,  Mass.,  a 
Moses  Pike  of  Sheepscott,  Me. ;  a  William  Pike  of  Lyme, 
Conn. ;  a  Samuel  Pike  of  Portland  or  Falmouth  Me. ;  a  Jo- 
seph Pike  of  Boston,  Mass.  ;  a  Thomas  Pike  of  Charles - 
town,  Mass.;  and  a  Philip  Pike  of  Kittery,  Me.,  all  of 
whom  came  to  this  country  prior  to  the  year  1700  except 
Philip  of  Kittery  of  whom  the  first  record  is  about  1705. 

Of  Richard  Pike  the  only  record  that  can  be  called  au- 
thentic that  I  have  been  able  to  find,  is,  that  on  June  30th, 
1665  he  testified  in  court,  that  Henry  Fay,  weaver,  said  to 
him,  "that  if  he  died  a  single  man,  then  his  brother's 
children  shall  have  his  estate."  Willis  in  his  history  of 
Portland  says  that  this  Richard  Pike  lived  in  Portland  in 
1665  and  that  he  believed  him  to  be  the  father  of  Hugh 
Pike  of  Newbury;  of  Samuel  Pike  of  Portland;  and  of 
George  Pike  of  Marblehead.  Although  Mr.  Willis  was  a 
very  careful  and  accurate  historian'  I  believe  this  matter  to 
be  based  wholly  on  speculation  and  not  on  evidence  as  he 
gives  us  nothing  in  proof  of  this  assertion.  George  «Pike 
of  Marblehead  was  here  in  1668,  about  as  early  as  Richard, 
and  it  is  extremely  doubtful  about  his  being  the  father  of 
this  George ;  it  has  been  clearly  proven  that  the  Richard 
Pike  of  Falmouth,  Me.,  was  the  son  of  Samuel  of  Falmouth 
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instead  of  being  his  father  and  they  both  were  driven  away 
from  their  home  with  the  rest  of  the  settlers  during  the  In- 
dian war  of  1688  when  they  removed  to  Salem,  Mass., 
which  was  their  residence  after  that  date.  It  has  been 
questioned  very  strongly  in  my  mind  whether  there  ever 
was  a  man  by  the  name  of  Richard  Pike  at  that  date  in  this 
country  and  especially  in  Newbury  as  it  has  not  been  dis- 
covered that  he  ever  obtained  a  grant  of  land  from  that  or 
any  other  town,  joined  a  church,  or  in  any  other  way  iden- 
tified himself  with  public  records.  I  am  almost  inclined  to 
the  belief  that  the  name  was  incorrectly  recorded  and  per- 
haps should  have  been  Robert;  but  if  correctly  recorded 
there  is  a  strong  probability  that  he  was  the  father  of  Hugh 
Pike  of  Newbury ;  and  I  will  state  here  that  the  names  of 
Richard,  Robert,  John  and  Hugh,  occur  quite  frequently 
in  what  I  believe  to  be  the  ancestral  branch  of  our  family 
in  England. 

Of  Moses  Pike  of  Sheepscott,  Me.,  which  with  Newcastle 
at  that  time  received  the  name  of  New  Dartmouth  divided 
by  a  line  from  Pemaquid,  is  that  Sept.  5,  1665  he  swore 
fealty  to  the  Duke  of  York.  Nearly  all  the  townships  with 
all  their  records  were  destroyed  by  the  Indians  some  eight- 
een years  later  and  if  he  survived  it  is  more  than  likely 
that  he  escaped  to  the  Provinces  or  returned  to  England. 

The  first  record  I  have  been  able  to  find  of  Robert  Pike 
of  Providence,  R.  I.,  is  when  he  receives  a  free  grant  of 
land  in  that  place  Feb.  19,  1645  and  the  last  record  of  him 
was  when  he  drew  Eot  No.  97  in  the  division  of  land  on 
the  West  side  of  Seven  Mile  river,  1683.  He  came  to  this 
country  prior  to  that  time  accompanied  by  his  wife  Catherine 
and  daughter  Hannah  and  brother  Conant.  I  have  found 
no  other  record  of  the  brother  Conant.  His  sister  married 
Nathaniel  Patten*  of  Dorchester,  Mass.,  where  she  lived 
and  died  in  1675  probably  without  issue.  Her  name  was 
Justina  and  she  also    accompanied    her    brother  Robert  to 
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this  country.  The  daughter  Hannah  married  Maturin  Bal- 
lou  and  lived  in  Providence  where  she  died  between  1661 
and  1663  leaving  a  family  of  six  children  the  first  of  which 
was  born  before  1850  therefore  she  must  have  been  born  in 
England.  I  have  not  been  able  to  find  that  Robert  Pike 
had  other  children. 

George  Pike  of  Marblehead  came  to  this  country  prior  to 
Dec.  5,  1663  for  upon  that  date  he  purchased  of  Samuel 
Condy  of  Marblehead,  fisherman,  and  his  wife  Anna  one 
end  of  a  dwelling  house  in  which  the  said  Condy  lived.  In 
this  deed  he  gives  his  occupation  also  as  fisherman.  He 
married  Hester,  daughter  of  Thomas  Atkins  formerly  of 
Kennebec,  Me.,  and  died  in  Mendon  in  the  county  of  Suf- 
folk between  April  2nd  and  the  11th,  1716.  I  believe  him 
to  be  the  father  of  George  Pike  who  married  Tabitha  and 
settled  at  Cape  Cod  and  had  a  son  George  born  in  1694 
and  a  son  Leonard  born  about  two  years  later.  Leonard 
settled  in  Truro,  Mass.,  where  he  married  in  1723  Ann 
Snow  and  had  eight  children.  His  fifth  child,  Leonard, 
married  1751  Sarah  Case  and  for  his  second  wife  Elizabeth 
Whitman  and  by  the  two  wives  had  a  family  of  twenty-nine 
children  most  of  them  born  at  his  home  in  Whitingham, 
Vt.  Many  of  his  descendants  still  reside  in  that  place 
while  others  are  scattered  over  the  state  of  New  York  and 
the  Western  states.  Of  the  parentage  of  George  Pike,  I 
have  of  Richard  of  Newbury  already  spoken ;  there  are  but 
two  others  of  the  early  settlers,  outside  the  other  Newbury 
family,  who  could  have  been  his  father,  and  they  are  Rob- 
ert of  Providence,  and  James  of  Charlestown,  afterwards  of 
Reading. 

William  Pike  of  Lyme,  Conn.,  married  at  that  place  in 
1679  Abigail  Comstock  and  settled  there  where  his  six 
children  were  born.  He  afterwards  moved  to  Southold, 
N.  Y.,  in  the  village  called  Mattituck  where  he  died  in 
1717  and  his  widow  died  in  1745.     I    believe    this    man  to 
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be  a  son  of  James  Pike  of  Reading  inasmuch  as  John,  son 
of  James,  Jr.,  settled  at  Norwich,  Ct.,  and  James,  his 
brother  settled  at  Southington,  Ct.  Of  his  children  Abigail 
married  Henry  Bennett  and  lived  at  L,yme,  Ct.  His  oldest 
son,  William,  married  first  1714  Priscilla  Thornton  and 
second  1719  Hannnah  or  Susanna  Berry  (or  Barry)  ;  he 
settled  in  Boston  and  his  son  William  married  1747  Eliza- 
beth Quillen  and  was  probably  the  father  of  William  of 
Revolutionary  war  fame  who  was  born  in  Boston,  1751  and 
who  settled  at  Southport,  Ct.,  and  married  Mrs.  Molly 
(Darrow)  Thorp  and  raised  a  family  of  14  children  some 
still  residing  at  that  place  today.  Of  the  sons  John  and 
Daniel  I  have  nothing  to  say.  The  youngest  son,  Henry, 
married  Margaret,  who  died  in  1745;  he  married,  1847,  the 
widow  Rachel  Sandiforth  who  died  1756  and  he  died  at 
his  residence  in  Mattituck,  in  1768.  His  son  Henry  mar- 
ried Jemima  Hallock  in  1768  and  lived  on  the  home  place. 
His  son  William  Henry  was  the  father  of  Henry  and 
grandfather  of  William  Henry  Pike  who  lives  in  Mattituck, 
h.  L,  N.  Y.,  today. 

In  regard  to  the  William  Pike  or  Pile  mentioned  in  the 
New  Puritan  as  settling  at  Nantucket  a  search  of  the  regis- 
try of  Deeds  clearly  proves  the  name  to  be  Pile. 

Joseph  Pike  of  Boston  married,  1680,  Susannah  Smith 
and  in  1687  Prudence.  He  settled  in  Boston  and  had  four 
children  the  first  three  dying  in  infancy;  his  last  child,  Jo- 
seph, I  have  not  traced.  It  is  said  he  died  in  1688  for  his 
estate  was  taxed  that  year  I  have  always  supposed  him  to 
be  a  son  of  James  of  Charlestown. 

Thomas  Pike  married  Elizabeth,  and  settled  in  Boston 
where  he  had  four  children  born  between  1686  and  1697. 
Their  names  were  Elizabeth,  Thomas,  Joseph  and  Sarah. 
It  is  most  probable  that  he  was  a  son  of  James  of  Charles - 
town.  It  may  be  that  Thomas  Pike  of  Fairfield,  Ct.,  in 
1727  was  a  son  of  the  above  named  Thomas. 
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Philip  Pike  married  Rebecca  Maddox  and  settled  in  Kit- 
tery,  Me.  The  first  record  I  have  of  him  is  in  1705  when 
he  purchased  land  in  Portsmouth,  N.  H.,  and  afterwards 
served  July  8th  to  the  19th,  1708  with  the  military  at  fort 
William  and  Mary  at  New  Castle.  His  sons  Thomas  and 
John  settled  at  Old  Berwick,  Me. ;  his  son  Philip  settled  at 
Kittery  and  moved  to  Arundel  (now  Kennebunkport)  Me. ; 
while  his  son  Amos  settled  in  Biddeford,  Me.,  married 
Mary  Jordan  and  died  leaving  one  son,  James  Pike,  who 
lived  with  his  mother  married  to  John  Norton  of  Buxton, 
Me.  James  married  Mary  Smith  and  lived  in  Hollis,  Me. ; 
his  son  Daniel  lived  in  Buxton  while  his  sons  John,  Wil- 
liam, James  and  Dominicus  lived  the  greater  part  of  their 
lives  in  Saco.  John  who  settled  in  Berwick  had  several 
children,  i.  e.  two  sons  and  four  daughters,  his  oldest  son, 
John,  married  Martha  Cotton  and  lived  in  Rochester,  N.  H., 
and  his  son,  Elisha  married  Sally  Hanson  and  moved  from 
Dover  to  Malta  (now  Windsor,)  Me.,  and  from  thence  to 
New  York  then  to  Bayfield,  Wisconsin,  and  had  a  family 
of  twelve  children.  Elisha,  son  of  the  above  named  John, 
married  a  daughter  of  Joseph  Moses  of  Portsmouth  and  had 
but  one  daughter,  Katherine  Pike,  so  far  as  I  now  know. 
He  lived  in  Portsmouth.  Thomas  Pike  who  also  settled  in 
Berwick  had  eleven  children,  all  girls  but  two.  Philip,  the 
oldest,  died  unmarried;  Amos  married  Sally  Stacy  and  had 
four  daughters  and  one  son,  Joseph  Hilliard  Pike,  who  also 
lived  in  Berwick  and  was  not  married  to  my  knowledge. 
Of  the  daughters  of  Thomas,  Mary  married  Joseph  Hardi- 
son,  Patience  married  Ezekiel  Wentworth,  Abigail  married 
Eliphalet  Richer  of  Somersworth,  Susannah  married  Benja- 
min Towle,  Jane  married  Timothy  Hubbard,  Olive  married 
Nathan  Murray,  and  I  do  not  know  that  Eunice  and  Martha 
ever  married. 

Philip  of  Arundel  only  had  two  daughters  and  one  son 
so  far  as  I  know.      Joanna  married,   1777,  Samuel  Winn 
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and  Rebecca  married,  1765,  Nathaniel,  son  of  Nathaniel 
and  Dorothy  (Light)  Wells  of  Wells,  Me.,  where  they 
both  lived. 

James  Pike  of  Hollis  always  told  his  children  and  grand- 
children that  his  father,  Philip  Pike  of  Kittery,  came  to 
this  country  from  Manchester,  England. 

Samuel  Pike  of  Falmouth,  (now  Portland,)  Me.  married 
Mary,  daughter  of  Nathaniel  Wallace  of  Beverly,  Mass. 
He  purchased  lands  of  his  father-in-law  on  the  west  side 
of  Muscle  Cove,  near  a  deep  gully  in  the  Cove  on  Casco 
Bay  and  resided  there  till  the  Indian  war  of  1688.  It  was 
he  who  gave  the  alarm  when  the  attack  was  made  by  the 
Indians  on  Corbin's  honse.  His  family  with  many  others 
escaped  to  the  garrison  house  and  soon  after  removed  to 
Salem,  Mass.  His  children  were  Samuel,  Richard, 
Nathaniel  and  Mary.  Samuel  married  by  the  Rev.  Cotton 
Mather,  in  Boston,  Mary  Radmore  Feb.  13,  1706.  He 
lived  in  Dorchester  where  his  three  children  were  born,  i.  e. 
Samuel  who  died  young,  Philip  who  married,  1738,  Jane 
Callender  and  Mary  who  married,  1731,  Philip  Colter.  He 
was  a  shipwright  by  occupation.  He  removed  to  Bolton, 
Mass.,  where  he  died  in  1729. 

Richard  was  twice  married.  I  do  not  know  the  name  of 
his  first  wife.  After  he  moved  to  Salem  he  married  the 
widow,  Elizabeth  (Pickman)  Ormes.  He  followed  his 
father's  occupation,  that  of  blacksmithy  and  died  Dec.  1747. 
He  had  one  child  by  his  first  wife,  i.  e.  Mary  who  married 
1728  Abijah  Estes.  Of  his  second  wife's  children  Elizabeth 
married  John  Dalponde;  Susannah  married  Joseph  Hood, 
second  Mr.  Bright;  Samuel  died  young;  Abigail  married 
Thomas  Mason;  Margaret  died  unmarried  in  1794;  Benja- 
min died  young;  Richard  married,  1750,  Elizabeth  Jefferds 
of  Wells,  Me. 

Nathaniel  married  Margaret  King  of  Salem.  He  was  a 
shipwright  and  lived  in  Salem.     He    had    two    daughters, 
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i.  e.  Susannah  who  married  Thomas  Shepherd,  and  Sarah; 
and  one  son,  Nathaniel,  who  married  Abigail  Phippen,  and 
had  three  children,  Nathaniel,  Samuel  and  Abigail.  He 
died  and  his  widow  married  at  Hampton  Falls,  N.  H.,  in 
1753  John  Ward,  both  of  Salem. 

Mary  married  Richard  Woodmany  or  Woodman  and  set- 
tled in  Salem. 

Samuel,  himself,  died  in  Salem  in  May  1694.  Of  his 
parentage  there  are  three  questions  to  be  answered.  First, 
was  he  a  son  of  Richard  before  mentioned,  which  I  believe 
hardly  probable;  second,  was  he  a  son  of  James  of 
Charlestown- Reading?  This  seems  more  reasonable  as  a 
grandson  of  the  said  James,  named  Samuel  lived  on  the 
Kennebec  in  Maine.  Third,  was  he  the  missing  son  by 
the  name  of  Samuel,  of  Captain  John  Pike  of  Newbury  - 
Woodbridge?  The  historian  sa}'S  there  was  a  missing  son 
by  that  name,  of  whom  no  trace  could  be  found  and  the 
Newbury  records  gave  his  birth;  he  was  not  mentioned  in 
Capt.  John's  will  nor  was  his  son  Joseph  who  was  living 
at  Newbury  at  the  time  the  will  was  made;  but  as  I  believe 
there  are  other  records  that  will  throw  more  light  on  this 
matter,  still  to  be  looked  up  I  will  leave  it  at  this  point. 

Of  the  remaining  three  early  settlers,  Hugh  Pike  of  New- 
bury, James  Pike  of  Charlestown -Reading,  and  John  Pike 
of  Newbury,  I  will  not  speak  at  this  time,  as,  to  do  them 
justice,  it  would  require  a  separate  paper  of  considerable 
length  for  each.  There  has  already  been  read  by  the  Hon. 
John  Q.  Evans,  a  very  excellent  paper  relating  to  Major 
Robert  Pike  and  the  Salisbury  branch  of  the  family;  there- 
fore it  will  not  be  necessary  for  me  to  speak  of  him  again ; 
but  of  the  above  named  Hugh  and  James  Pike  and  of  the 
Captain  John  Pike  branch  of  the  Newbury  family,  I  will 
try  and  arrange  papers  at  some  future  meeting. 

Brothers  and  sisters  of  this  associaiion,  for  such  I  like  to 
call  you,  in  the  meantime,   bound  as  we  are  by  ties  which 
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none  can  dissever,  with  hearts  beating  in  unison  let  us 
unite  in  the  spirit  of  filial  piety  and  disseminate  its  tenets 
among  all  of  our  relatives  and  among  all  who  can  claim 
adherance  to  our  name  throughout  the  length  and  breadth 
of  this  great  land ;  inviting  such  to  become  brothers  and 
sisters  with  us,  as  members  of  the  Pike  Family  Association, 
whose  branches  shall  be  as  firmly  bound  together  as  that 
invincible  historic  bundle  of  sticks,  never  again  to  be 
separated. 

With  these  few  remarks,  I  bid  you,  when  this  reunion  is 
over,  God  speed,  till  we  meet  again.

Shakspeare  and  Scott  are  full  of  heraldry  and  amongst 
modern  writers  Conan  Doyle's  "White  Company"  is  full 
of  heraldic  terms. 

How  many  know  that  the  opening  lines  of  Richard  III. — 

"Now  is  the  winter  of  our  discontent 

Made  glorious  summer  by  this  Sun  of  York." 

aware  that  they  allude  to  the  "Sun  in  splendor"  and  then 
one  of  the  badges  of  Edward  IV? 

But  little  knowledge  suffices  to  tell  us  that  a  crescent  or 
cross  in  any  form  is  evidence  that  the  original  grantee  of 
the  arms  had  been  engaged  in  the  Crusades  or  Holy  Wars. 
The  ancient  Egyptians,  Greeks  and  Romans  bore  arms, 
such  as  an  ox,  owl  and  so  on.     But  heraldry  proper  cannot 
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be  traced  further  back  than  the  12th  century  in  England, 
where  it  was  introduced  by  the  French,  who  had  previously 
adopted  it  from  the  Germans;  the  terms  now  used  in  her- 
aldry are  nearly  all  old  French,  such  as  the  mottos,  and 
words  indicating  different  parts  of  the  arms,  such  as  "sin- 
ister," "dexter,"  "fess"   etc. 

Originally  arms,  like  surnames,  were  adopted  at  will; 
owing  to  no  Registry  such  devices  were  often  adopted  by 
more  than  one  person;  this  led  to  much  confusion  and  dur- 
ing the  reign  of  Henry  III.,  1240—5,  a  Roll  of  Arms  was 
created,  and  borne  only  by  barons  and  knights,  whereby 
assumption  was  granted  and  made  hereditary  to  the  one 
who  had  longest  borne  such  arms  as  were  in  dispute. 

Henry's  successor,  Edward  I.,  made  arms  compulsory. 
During  the  reign  of  Edward  II.,  a  second  Roll  of  Arms 
was  made  and  comprised  the  names  and  arms  of  1160  per- 
sons. 

Henry  V.  prohibited,  under  a  heavy  penalty,  the  use  of 
any  arms  to  which  they  were  unable  to  show  proper  title, 
exception  being  made  to  those  who  bore  cognizance  (a 
kind  of  badge,  something  like  the  G.  A.  R.  buttons  of  the 
present  time)  at  Cressey,  Poictiers  or  Agincourt. 

Abuses  still  continued  to  arise  and  in  the  16th  century  a 
Royal  Commission  of  Enquiry  was  formed ;  this  commission, 
termed  the  "Herald's  Visitation"  had  power  over  all  who 
bore  arms  and  "made  infamous  by  proclamation  all  who 
unlawfully  took  arms  unto  themselves."  And  any  family 
whose  arms  are  confirmed  in  this  Visitation  cannot  wish 
further  proof  of  their  authenticity.  Many  of  the  earty 
settlers  in  Virginia  and  the  New  England  brought  with 
them  from  Europe  their  family  arms  engraved  on  plate, 
seals,  parchments,  etc.  and  which  have  been  carefully  pre- 
served and  are  consequently  beyond  suspicion.  There 
seems  to  be  no  doubt  of  the  authenticity  of  this  coat  of 
arms  we  have  here,  for    it    is    the    Visitation,  without  the 
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Chevron  however — which  merely  indicates  in  this  probably, 
that  it  belongs  to  a  branch  of  the  family  of  the  original 
grantee,  and  comes  to  us  directly  through  a  lineal  descend- 
ant of  Moses  Pike,  who,  tho'  a  younger  son,  was  probably 
more  interested  in  preserving  such  family  records  and 
possessions  than  the  more  widely  known  Major  Robert 
Pike. 

Why  were  arms  granted?  We  are  told  by  Sir  James 
Lawrence  in  his  "Nobility  of  British  Gentry" — "that  any 
individual  who  distinguishes  himself  may  be  said  to  en- 
noble himself . "  Woodward  and  Burnett  say  "A  Prince 
judging  an  individual  worthy  of  notice  gave  him  patent 
letters  of  nobility.  In  these  letters  were  emblazoned  the 
arms  which  were  to  distinguish  his  shield.  By  this  shield 
he  was  to  be  known  or  'nobilis. '  A  plebian  had  no  blazonry 
on  his  shield  because  he  was  'ignobilis'  or  unworthy  of 
notice." 

Hence  arms  are  a  criterion  of  nobility.  Whoever  has  a 
shield  of  arms  is  a  nobleman.  In  every  country  in  Europe, 
without  exception,  a  grant  of  arms  or  letters  of  nobility  is 
conferred  on  all  descendants. 

To  my  mind  there  is  no  doubt  that  this  shield,  or  coat  of 
arms  that  we  have  here  belongs  to  the  American  branch  of 
the  Pike  family,  and  that  we  are  entitled  to  its  use  as  de- 
scendants of  the  first  John  Pike  who  came  to  Newburyport, 
or  Ipswich,  in  1635,  and  I  think  it  is  the  key  to  the  situa- 
tion, and  through  it  we  can  trace  our  ancestry  back  through 
England's  history  to  the  Crusades;  perhaps  across  the 
English  Channel  into  France,  back  still  further,  if  we  care 
to,  even  as  far  into  remote  ages  as  our  friend,  Dr.  Fernald, 
has  led  us,  but  to  my  mind  the  Crusades  ever  hold  a 
charm  that  nothing  else  can,  and  I  fain  would  rest  our 
ancestry  on  some  grand  old  knight  of  the  Holy  Wars.

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ONE  OF  THE  PIKES  IN  DIXIE. 

To  My  Kinspeople  and  Namesakes  : 

As  I  cannot  be  at  the  reunion  in  person  I  want  to  say  a 
few  words  by  letter,  telling  of  what  a  Pike  has  done  in 
Dixie  Eand,  that  may  be  of  interest  to  the  Pikes  in  New 
England,  I  am  away  down  South  where  the  cotton,  rice 
and  sugar  cane  grow,  and  in  addition  every  kind  of  staple 
crops.  This  is  the  land  for  the  laboring  man.  When  I 
landed  here  I  had  less  than  $25.  in  cash,  and  as  I  am 
seventy -two  years  old  I  think  you  will  pardon  me  for  say- 
ing I  was  braver  than  a  great  many  men  half  my  age  to 
come  down  South  among  what  I  thought  would  be 
strangers  and  commence  a  life  work  over  again.  It  seems 
quite  a  venture,  but  thank  God  I  met  many  good  people 
from  the  North  who  had  come  before  and  started  pioneering, 
and  the  native  Southerners  I  have  met  are  very  kind  to  me. 
I  arrived  last  May  a  year  ago,  and  I  have  worked  almost 
every  day  since  my  arrival.  When  I  left  Revere,  Mass., 
I  was  suffering  from  a  long  standing  rheumatic  trouble.  I 
have  been  relieved  of  that  by  the  use  of  the  sand  hill  water 
from  the  springs  at  this  place.  While  wages  are  low  down 
here  for  mechanics  and  laborers,  it  costs  very  little  to  live, 
and  I  have  saved  enough  since  my  arrival  to  buy  and  pay 
for  a  nice  little  tract  of  land  on  which  I  have  built  me  a 
little  cottage,  planted  fruit  trees  of  various  kinds  and  have 
had  melons  and  vegetables  from  my  garden  for  my  own  use 
and  to  spare.  I  have  more  than  fifty  fig  bushes  growing, 
and  they  will  be  bearing  next  summer  as  it  only  takes  two 
years  for  a  fig  bush  or  tree  (they  are  a  small  tree)  to  come 
into  bearing  from  the  time  they  are  put  out.  L,ast  winter 
there  were  hundreds  and  hundreds  of  Northern  people  in 
this  place  to  escape  the  cold  of  New  England,  and  some  of 
the  most  delicate  persons  slept  in  tents  all  the  winter  through 
and  were  very  much  benefited  thereby. 
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I  have  bought  a  second  tract  of  land  and  paid  one-fourth 
on  it,  and  I  feel  as  though  I  will  live  to  make  one  of  the 
nicest  little  farms  in  the  Sunny  Sonth.  I  have  now  spent 
two  summers  down  South,  and  the  heat  is  not  as  oppressive 
as  it  is  up  at  my  old  home.  Down  here  we  have  a  health- 
ful dry  heat  for  about  eight  months  out  of  the  twelve,  while 
in  New  England  it  is  about  three  months  of  moist  heat. 

I  want  you  to  all  come  down  and  see  what  a  Pike  has 
done,  and  I  am  sure  you  will  feel  that  I  have  added  some 
credit  to  the  name  of  Pike.

WOMEN  WHO  HAVE  MADE  HISTORY  FOR  US. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  countless  interesting  tales  of  the 
exploits  of  our  respected  ancestors  will  be  told  and  retold 
during  this  reunion  of  the  Pike  family,  I  believe  I  may  be 
pardoned  for  choosing  a  subject  remote  from  the  line  of  the 
ancestral  tree,  but  one  in  direct  sympathy  with  the  women 
who  have  been  makers  of  its  history. 

The  advantages  and  independence  of  the  woman  of  the 
present  century  as  compared  with  those  of  her  sister  of  the 
period  in  which  lived  Major  Robert  Pike. 

In  choosing  this  subject  it  is  not  my  intention  or  purpose 
to  try  and  impress  you  with  the  superiority  of  the  women 
of  the  present,  when  we  compare  their  educational  advant- 
ages with  the  primitive  ones  enjoyed  by  our  sisters  of  the 
past  centuries,  as  such  an  argument  would  be  conceded  by 
all  fair  minded  as  unjust  and  entirely  uncalled  for. 

In  the  period  of  the  seventeenth  century,  railroads,  and 
all  but  the  most  primitive  methods  of  travel  were  unknown ; 
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making  travel,  which  is  now  considered  one  of  the  most 
liberal  educators  practically  impossible;  and  again  the 
crude,  unexplored  and  uncivilized  condition  of  the  Ameri- 
cas, rendered  it  unsafe  for  women  to  go  about  unattended, 
thus  practically  narrowing  their  world  and  experience  to 
the  little  settlements  in  which  they  lived. 

Employment  was  regulated  to  the  household,  where  for- 
sooth the  good  wife  and  mother  found  ample  opportunity  to 
exercise  both  hand  and  judgment. 

The  present  means  of  acquiring  mental  power  and  ability 
through  the  perusal  of  literature,  was  denied  them  as  few 
books  were  obtainable  during  this  period,  so  whatever  their 
aim  and  character  it  was  formed  in  an  independent  and  en- 
tirely unprejudiced  manner. 

The  education  and  training  of  the  children  devolved 
principally  upon  the  mother,  to  say  nothing  of  the  carding, 
spinning  and  weaving,  also  construction  of  the  garments 
for  the  entire  family. 

As  up  to  date  as  is  the  twentieth  century  woman, 
Would  you  vouch  for  her  were  she  confronted  with  all 
these  problems? 

For  all  this  and  much  more  was  our  earlier  sister  re- 
sponsible. Can  we  then  safely  affirm  that  the  woman  of 
today  exceeds  in  spirit  and  independence  her  sister  of  the 
primitive  age?  Looking  at  it  from  one  standpoint,  Yes, 
from  another,  No. 

L,et  us  look  further  into  the  negative  side  of  our  problem 
and  see  what  were  some  of  the  conditions  that  surrounded 
our  earlier  sister  in  her  battle  of  life. 

Coming  to  America  to  escape  the  bonds  of  Catholicism, 
the  mother  sought  to  install  in  the  mind  of  her  child, 
Christianity  drawn  on  rigid  and  puritanical  lines. 

The  "divine  right"  of  man  was  the  foundation  stone  of 
society.  The  maid  was  imbued  with  the  idea  that  man 
was  her  superior  and  to  him  must  she  bow  in  deference. 
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nor  was  she  allowed  in  any  manner  to  ursurp  the  authority 
over  man  or  his  pursuits. 

The  curse  of  superstition  and  witchcraft  was  a  disgrace 
and  a  blight  to  the  times,  and  through  fear  of  being 
thought  in  sympathy  with  the  witches,  many  minds,  that 
in  this  age  of  enlightenment  and  progress  would  expand 
and  broadening  out  bring  into  the  world  new  ideas  and  new 
methods,  were  carefully  curbed  and  concealed  that  the 
finger  of  public  opinion  might  not  be  pointed  at  them  as 
promoters  of  the  wierd  and  uncanny  witchcraft. 

Yet  laboring  under  such  disadvantages  it  was  an  age  of 
resolution  and  heroism.  No  doubt  the  very  barriers  to 
enlightenment  and  progress  laid  the  foundation  for  the  reso- 
lute and  determined  characters  of  the  men  and  women  of 
our  family,  to  whom  history  pays  high  tribute,  as  powerful 
factors  in  the  wars  of  the  eighteenth  and  nineteenth 
centuries. 

Perhaps  you  have  read  with  interest  the  story  of  the 
resolute  will  of  Miss  Sue  A.  Pike,  a  teacher  in  an  Illinois 
district  school,  in  the  dark  days  of  1862,  who  placed  upon 
the  walls  of  her  schoolroom  the  Stars  and  Stripes,  notwith- 
standing the  fact  that  the  majority  of  the  families  repre- 
sented there  were  supporters  and  sympathizers  of  "Jeff 
Davis,"  and  when  it  was  torn  from  the  walls  rescued  the 
fragments  and  replacing  them  protected  them  against  all 
comers.  The  "Flag  Day"  which  is  observed  by  our 
public  schools  throughout  the  country  also  the  custom  of 
floating  the  flag  from  all  public  schools,  dates  its  origin  in 
the  heroism  of  this  loyal  woman. 

But  to  return  to  earlier  happenings,  woman's  dependence 
was  due  largely  to  the  fault  of  her  underating  her  own 
abilities. 

The  fact  that  they  had  always  been  in  subjection  and 
very  much  oppressed,  left  its  mark  upon  them  and  in  a 
measure  the  yoke  was  still  about  their  neck. 
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The  social  condition  has  steadily  improved,  with  an 
occasional  reaction  caused  by  the  fear  of  the  doubting  or 
the  sneers  of  the  cynical. 

We  cast  no  reflection  on  the  morality  of  these  good 
women,  but  in  mention,  bring  into  significant  prominence 
the  term  social  and  intelectual  improvement,  rather  than 
moral. 

Taking  up  the  affirmative  side  of  our  query,  we  find  that 
the  female  mind,  duly  cultivated,  is  capable  of  very  high 
achievements. 

The  man  of  today  requires  a  companion  for  life  who  can 
participate  in  his  highest  pursuits  and  sympathize  with  his 
noblest  purposes. 

Such  women,  today  bless  our  community  and  give  tone 
to  social  intercourse  throughout  our  republic,  thanks  to  the 
advancement  of  our  educational  advantages,  which  has 
broadened  the  plane  of  womans  sphere  and  placed  her  on 
a  level  with  her  former  leader,  man. 

I  copy  from  Tennyson  these  lines,  which  appeal  to  me 
as  being  synonymous  with  the  aim  and  ambition  of  the 
average  woman  of  the  day,  "Self -reverence,  self-know- 
ledge, self-control,  these  three  alone  lead  life  to  sovereign 
power." 

The  world  sues  for  earnest  practical  women  to  meet  the 
exigencies  of  the  age. 

The  day  of  romantic  dreams  and  visionary  philanthropy 
has  gone  by.  There  is  yet  unlimited  work  to  be  done, 
someone  has  said,  though  egotistic  may  its  repetition  be, 
that  "Back  of  every  great  worthy  achievement  of  man,  you 
find  woman." 

Be  that  as  it  may,  she  is  now  appreciated  for  her  intel- 
lectual and  moral  worth ;  the  past  century  has  witnessed  an 
evolution  of  sentiment,  and  today  women  not  only  grace 
the  homes  of  their  husbands  and  fathers,  but  are  to  be 
found  occupying  responsible  positions  in  the  business 
world  and  among  the  leaders  of  all  professions. 
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The  woman  of  today  is  putting  her  intellect  to  new  uses. 
Medicine,  surgery,  law  and  the  finer  arts  have  all  surren- 
dered their  intricate  detail  to  the  tireless  researches  of 
ambitious  woman,  to  say  nothing  of  the  sea  of  business 
enterprises  which  are  daily  being  undertaken  and  carried 
to  successful  issue. 

I  would  call  to  your  mind  the  fact  that  among  the  many 
plans  submitted  to  the  committee,  for  the  New  England 
Building  at  the  recent  Exposition  at  Buffalo,  N.  Y.,  the 
design  chosen  and  carried  out  was  the  work  of  a  woman. 

Nor  does  all  this  tend  to  unsex  us.  Think  you,  women 
lose  in  morals  and  individuality  as  they  gain  prestige  and 
intelligence? 

Quite  the  reverse,  you  who  observe  and  keep  in  touch 
with  the  times,  have  found. 

Education  in  any  branch  of  business  or  profession  uplifts 
and  increases  the  instincts  and  natural  refinement  which 
by  right  is  woman's  heritage. 

Endless  and  various  as  the  ideas  that  may  be  advanced 
on  this  subject,  on  one  point,  you,  who  have  been  instru- 
mental in  unraveling  the  tangles  of  the  ancestral  chain  of 
the  Pike  family,  will  agree,  is,  that  all  the  generations 
from  the  one  in  which  Robert  Pike  first  saw  light,  to  the 
present,  have  brought  forth  women  of  sterling  worth,  by 
whose  very  existence  humanity  has  been  benefitted,  and 
for  whom  the  world  is  better  for  having  known. 

In  memory  of  our  departed  I  repeat  the  following  lines :  — 

"She  dwells  in  glory!     But  her  memory, 

Like  a  star,  that  on  the  horizon's  verge, 

Lingers  at  evening  o'er  our  distant  home, 

Will  light  our  footsteps  through  life's  evening  waste, 

And  guide  us  onward  to  our  heavenly  home." 

MISS  CORA  B.   PIKE. 
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BRIGADIER-GENERAL 
ZEBULON  MONTGOMERY  PIKE. 

General  Zebulon  Montgomery  Pike  was  the  son  of  Col. 
Zebulon  and  Isabella  (Brown)  Pike  and  was  born  in  L,am- 
berton,  now  Trenton,  N.  J.,  Jan.  5,  1779.  He  entered  the 
array  in  1799  and  rose  rapidly,  by  promotion  for  meritori- 
ous services,  to  the  rank  of  Brigadier-general.  September 
29,  1806,  having  been  sent  by  the  government  on  an  explor- 
ing expedition  into  the  West,  he  hauled  down  the  Spanish 
flag  and  raised,  for  the  first  time,  the  flag  of  his  country  in 
the  state  of  Kansas  at  a  place  now  called  Republic  City 
where  a  monument  has  since  been  erected  by  the  state  to 
his  memory.  Continuing  West,  on  November  13,  he  records 
that  he  saw  a  light  blue  cloud,  which  he  concluded  to  be  a 
mountain;  on  the  17th,  they  started  in  the  direction  of  the 
mountain  and  traveled  for  ten  days,  arriving  at  the  foot  of 
Cheyenne  mountain,  which  they  ascended  on  the  27th, 
and  from  its  heights  he  says,  "The  summit  of  the  grand 
old  peak,  which  was  entirely  bare  of  vegetation  and  covered 
with  snow,  now  appeared  at  the  distance  of  fifteen  or  sixteen 
miles  and  as  high  again  as  what  we  had  ascended,  and 
would  have  taken  a  whole  day's  march  to  have  arrived  at 
its  base,  whence  I  believe  no  human  being  could  have 
ascended  to  its  pinnacle."  This  is  the  famous  mountain 
that  has  since  been  called  Pike's  Peak  in  honor  of  him  who 
first  looked  upon  its  heights. 

During  the  1812  war  he  was  assigned  to  duty  on  the 
lakes  where  he  urged  the  invasion  of  Canada  and  was 
appointed  by  Gen.  Dearborn  in  charge  of  the  troops  to  make 
an  attack  on  York,  now  Toronto,  Canada,  which  was  the 
principal  depot  of  supplies  for  all  the  British  posts  in  the 
West.  Commodore  Chauncy  took  the  troops  on  board  at 
Sackett's  Harbor,  and  on  the  27th,  of  April  1813,  they 
landed  on  the  beach  at  York  under  a  heavy  fire  from  the 
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British  and  Indians  commanded  by  Col.  Sheaffe,  who 
immediately  retired  before  the  irresistable  charge  of  the 
Americans.  "Pike  pressed  forward  with  his  intrepid 
soldiery,  stormed  the  fort,  captured  two  redoubts,  but  while 
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in  advance  of  his  men,  waving  his  sword  and  urging  them 
to  attack  the  main  works,  the  fuse  which  the  British  had 
lighted  reached  the  magazine  of  the  fort  blowing  it  up  with 
great  loss  of  life  to  the  American  soldiery." 

General  Pike  was  among  the  injured    and  survived  his 
wonnds  but  a  few  hours. 
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An  account  of  his  death  and  obituary  from  the  Boston 
Whig:  — 

"On  Tuesday  last,  the  twentieth,  at  sunrise,  Com. 
Chauncy  with  a  squadron  of  ten  or  twelve  vessels  appeared 
before  York  with  General  Dearborn  and  three  thousand 
men.  The  infantry  under  Brig.  Gen.  Pike  landed  and 
attacked  the  town  and  batteries  in  the  rear  while  the  squad- 
ron attacked  them  by  water.  Gen.  Pike  with  about  two 
hundred  men  were  killed  by  the  blowing  up  of  a  magazine 
in  one  of  their  batteries,  and  in  which  they  had  laid  a  train 
for  that  purpose.  It  made  considerable  havoc  in  our  column, 
and  what  is  to  be  more  especially  lamented  is  the  death  of 
Brigadier  General  Pike  occasioned  by  a  severe  contusion 
by  a  stone,  he  survived  the  wounds  but  a  few  hours. 

Obituary: — Probably  the  loss  of  no  man  in  the  American 
Army  could  excite  more  unfeigned  and  universal  regret 
than  the  death  of  this  brave  and  gentlemanly  officer.  His 
skill,  intrepidity  and  sound  judgment  were  equalled  by  few, 
perhaps  excelled  by  none.  Anxious  to  retrieve  the  losses 
and  disgraces  we  have  sustained  by  treachery,  incompetency, 
and  precipitancy,  he  hastened  to  obtain  a  foothold  in  the 
enemy's  country,  but  alas!  in  the  accomplishment  of  this 
object  he  has  sacrificed  his  invaluable  life.  His  tomb  is  in 
the  hearts  of  his  countrymen." 

From  the  Boston  Patriot. — "The  death  of  General  Pike, 
as  that  of  Gen.  Wolf,  Wolf  died  almost  instantly.  When 
Pike  recovered  enough  to  speak  after  the  tremendous 
explosion  which  deafened  and  stunned  for  a  moment  every 
one,  he  encouraged  his  men  to  pass  on.  They  gave  three 
cheers,  and  advancing  to  the  charge,  overcame  all  before 
them  at  the  point  of  bayonet.  When  they  brought  the 
British  colors  to  Gen.  Pike,  they  were  folded  up  and  placed 
under  his  head;  upon  which  he  said — "I  die  content," 
then  laid  his  hand  upon  his  brave  heart  and  expired." 
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A  soul  of  honor,  breath' 'd  hi  every  word. 

No  act  of  the  life  of  General  Pike  will  better  display  his 
exalted  sense  of  true  honor,  than  his  last  General  Order, 
issued  on  the  morning  of  the  embarkation  of  the  American 
troops  from  Sackett's  Harbor,  April  25,  1713,  and  from 
which  the  following  are  extracts : 

"It  is  expected  that  every  corps  will  be  mindful  of  the 
honor  of  the  American  arms,  and  the  disgraces  which  have 
recently  tarnished  our  arms ;  and  endeavor  by  a  cool  and 
determined  discharge  of  their  duty  to  support  the  one,  and 
wipe  off  the  other." 

"Courage  and  bravery  in  the  field,  do  not  more  distin- 
guish the  soldier,  than  humanity  after  victory ;  and  what- 
ever examples  the  savage  allies  of  our  enemy  may  have 
given  us,  the  general  confidently  hopes  that  the  blood  of 
an  unresisting  or  yielding  enemy,  will  never  stain  the 
weapons  of  the  soldiers  of  his  column." 

"A  distinguished  officer,  who  was  in  the  battle  at  York, 
states,  that  as  he  passed  the  general,  after  he  was  wounded, 
he  cried,  "Push  on,  my  brave  fellows,  and  avenge  your 
general.'''' — Niles'  Register. 

"When  the  surgeons  were  carrying  the  wounded  general 
and  his  aids  from  the  field,  our  troops  who  had  just  formed, 
gave  a  tremendous  luizza!  The  general  turned  his  head, 
anxiously,  to  enquire  what  that  was  for;  a  sergeant  who 
accompanied  him  said — "The  British  union  jack  is  coming 
down,  general,  the  Stars  are  going  up.''' — He  heaved  a 
heavy  sigh  of  ecstacy,  and  smiled,  amidst  the  anguish 
which  must  have  been  inseparable  from  the  state  of  his 
wounds." 

As  the  general  was  "breathing  his  last,  the  British 
standard  was  brought  to  him — he  made  a  sign  to  have  it 
placed  under  his  head,  and  died  without  a  groan.  His 
body  was  embalmed  at  York  and  conveyed  to  Sacket's 
Harbor,  where  it    was    interred    in    the    magazine  at  Fort

Lamented  Pike!   whilst,  where  thy  ashes  sleep, 
The  passing  trav'ler  loves  to  pause  and  weep, 
And  village  maids  their  humble  off'rings  bring, 
And  deck  thy  tomb  with  early  sweets  of  spring;

Yes!  let  thy  name  the  marble  proudly  tell, 
Who  liv'd  in  honor,  and  in  glory  fell! 

But  vain  the  effort  of  the  sculptor's  art, 
To  trace  inscriptions  graven  on  the  heart; 
'TlS  THERE,  in  brightest  characters,  thy  fame 
Shall  stand  recorded — there  shall  live  thy  name ! 
There  the  sweet  flow'rs  of  memory  shall  bloom, 
And  sighs  shall  waft  their  odours  to  thy  tomb ; 
Whilst  manly  VIRTUE  on  thy  worth  shall  dwell, 
And  weeping  Beauty  breathe  the  sad  farewell!    .

MISCELLANEOUS   THOUGHTS. 

When  early  in  August  our  president  notified  me  of  the 
meeting  to  be  held  in  this  place,  I  felt  that  this  time,  I 
must  not  be  omitted  from  the  favored  company,  and 
resolved  to  come.  Indeed,  I  was  so  delighted  with  the 
prospect,  that,  in  my  desire  to  be  accommodating  to  the 
one  who  had  invited  me,  I  rashly  accepted  his  invitation  to 
address  this  meeting.  I  felt,  and  do  still  feel,  the  privilege 
and  the  honor  of  such  an  opportunity;  yet  have  almost 
regretted  accepting  it,  for  it  has  been  hard  lor  me  to  answer 
the  question, — "What  shall  I  talk  about?"  I  have  never 
had  time  or  opportunity  to  dig  down  to  the  roots  of   the 
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genealogical  tree  or  to  trace  out  its  ramifications,  so  that  I 
could  enlighten  you  with  regard  to  ancestry  or  relationship. 

I  have  no  special  personal  knowledge  of  remarkable 
individuals  of  our  name,  nor  access  to  information  about 
any  which  would  not  be  familiar  to  most  of  you  other  than 
fragmentary.  I  have  no  remarkable  achievements  of 
which  to  tell.  It  would  be  more  in  my  line,  and  therefore 
comparatively  easy,  to  preach  a  regular  sermon,  but  that 
would  hardly  be  appropriate  to  the  occasion,  so  I  have 
decided  that  all  I  can  do  is  to  give  expression  to  some 
miscellaneous  thoughts  and  feelings  which  are  stirred  with- 
in me  by  this  assembly. 

First,  I  will  act  upon  a  hint  which  I  found  in  an  account 
of  the  Huntington  f amity  reunion  some  years  ago,  and  thus 
introduce  myself  to  you.  They  had  a  kind  of  experience 
meeting,  and  each  speaker  told  something  about  himself 
and  family.  I  am  a  descendent  of  Maj.  Robert  Pike.  One 
of  his  descendents  moved  into  Epping,  N.  H.,  and  after- 
wards removed  to  Cornish,  Me.  One  of  the  four  children 
born  in  that  place  was  Samuel  T.  Pike,  who  was  my  grand- 
father; he  settled,  when  a  young  man,  on  a  rocky  hillside 
farm,  in  Hiram,  Me.,  and  that  romantic  locality  was  the 
place  of  my  earliest  recollections,  and  is  "Dear  to  my  heart 
as  the  scenes  of  my  childhood,"  but  I  have  not  seen  it  for 
many  years,  and  it  is  now,  I  understand,  one  of  the 
abandoned  farms,  growing  up  again  to  bushes  and  woods. 
My  father,  Rev.  Ezra  B.  Pike,  like  a  good  many  ministers, 
was  somewhat  migratory,  and  lived  in  several  places  in 
Maine,  New  Hampshire  and  Connecticut.  He  now  resides 
at  East  Brentwood,  N.  H. 

I  was  the  oldest  of  a  family  of  eight  children,  six  boys 
and  two  girls.  My  parents  believed  in  education,  and  I 
was  enabled  to  graduate  from  Dartmouth  College  in  1880, 
and  at  Andover  Theological  Seminary  in  1883;  since  then 
I  have  been  pastor  of  the  Congregational  church  in  Ames- 
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bury,  Mass.,  Underbill,  and  Jericho,  Vt.,  and  now  in 
Mansfield,  Ct.  My  family  consists  of  a  wife  and  one 
daughter,  twelve  years  old. 

We,  here  in  democratic  America,  have  not  been  accus- 
tomed to  lay  very  much  stress  on  family  descent.  We 
believe  that  every  man  shonld  stand  on  his  own  merits, 
and  we  recognize  no  nobility  but  that  of  personal  achieve- 
ment. In  this  spirit,  D.  L,.  Moody,  the  evangelist,  once 
said, — "Never  mind  the  ancestry.  A  man  I  once  heard 
of  was  ambitious  to  trace  his  family  to  the  Mayflower,  and 
he  stumbled  over  a  horse  thief.  Never  mind  a  man's 
ancestry ! ' '  Certainly  we  can  see  that  in  some  respects 
this  is  right.  A  man  who  is  trying  to  do  well  ought  not  to 
be  held  down  or  injured  by  the  failings  of  his  ancestors ; 
and  if  he  does  ill,  their  virtues  cannot  make  him  honorable. 
I  would  not  hint  that  we  could  be  in  any  danger  of  such 
experiance  as  that  of  the  man  to  whom  Mr.  Moody  alluded ; 
yet  if  we  could  know  all  the  fact  about  our  ancestors,  we 
might  find  errors  to  shun,  as  well  as  excellencies  to  imitate. 
I  fancy  that,  if  all  our  family,  and  local  and  general  histo- 
ries, were  to  tell  the  whole  truth  about  their  subjects,  they 
would  read  very  differently  from  what  they  do  now ;  what 
times  it  would  make  if  everything  was  told  about  some 
churches  and  neighborhoods  I  know  of,  who  yet,  take  great 
pride  in  their  local  history. 

This  is  one  way  of  looking  at  the  subject;  but  there  is 
another  way  which  will  give  us  just  as  much  truth,  and 
that  of  a  more  pleasant  nature.  We  all  know  that  it  is  a 
pleasure,  a  help,  and  a  recommendation  to  have  good 
parents.  The  feelings  which  we  have  towards  them,  we 
easily  and  naturally,  extend  to  our  grandparents,  and  more 
remote  ancestors.  Experience  shows  us  that  the  Bible  say- 
ing, that  God  visits  the  consequences  of  the  iniquity  of  the 
fathers  upon  the  third  and  fourth  generation,  is  painfully 
true.     It  also  shows  us  that  the  bright  assurance,  that  He 
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will  show  mercy  unto  many  generations  of  those  that  love 
Him,  is  equally  true.  We,  ourselves,  inherit  the  good 
deeds  of  those  who  have  gone  before  us,  and  if  we  know 
something  about  those  deeds,  we  have  a  motive  given  us 
to  do  something  for  present  and  future  generations.  Emula- 
tion often  stirs  to  generous  action.  Macaulay,  in  his  History 
of  England,  so  full  of  interest  and  instruction,  makes  this 
remark,— "A  people  which  takes  no  pride  in  the  noble 
achievements  of  remote  ancestors,  will  never  achieve  any- 
thing worthy  to  be  remembered  with  pride  by  remote 
descendants."  Doubtless  that  saying  may  have  a  proper 
application  to  families.  The  deeds  of  those  who  have  gone, 
may  stimulate  and  warn  us  in  present  exertions. 

If  it  did  nothing  more,  a  knowledge  of  those  from  whom 
we  have  sprung,  would  at  least  gratify  a  natural  curiosity. 
I  remember,  that  when  quite  a  small  boy,  I  used  to  fancy 
how  fine  it  would  be  if  I  could  know  who  my  ancestors 
were  in  a  direct  line  back  to  the  beginning,  and  especially 
if  I  could  see  them  drawn  up  before  me  in  a  row.  What 
an  opening  this  thought  gives  for  imagination !  That  line 
would  run  out  of  this  country,  back  across  the  great  waters 
to  England,  back  through  the  long  middle  Age — centuries 
of  struggle  and  conflict,  to  the  day  when  Hengist  and 
Horsa  landed  on  those  shores  with  their  Saxons  in  the 
Fifth  century;  back  into  the  German  forests  where  they 
wandered  and  fought  for  unrecorded  centuries ;  back  across 
the  plains  and  mountains  of  Russia  and  Asia  to  their 
unknown  primeval  home ;  back  through  the  misty  centu  - 
ries  to  the  first  father  of  the  race;  back — but  I  will  not,  in 
my  imagination,  try  to  go  back  through  the  line  of  monkeys, 
or  other  creatures  from  which  some  say  he  was  descended. 
It  is  sufficient  to  know  of  him,  at  this  time,  that  God  made 
him  some  way,  some  time.  Between  him  and  ourselves 
what  a  motley  group!  How  varied  in  appearance,  dress, 
ideas,  civilization,  religion!         Perhaps  we  should  not  care 
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to  make  the  intimate  acquaintance  of  some  of  them, — and 
yet  without  any  one  of  them  we  should  not  be  here.  We 
owe  thanks  to  them  all. 

But  while  imagination  might  run  riot  over  so  great  a 
field,  my  actual  knowledge  was  very  limited;  I  could  not 
then  trace  back  my  line  to  the  first  immigrant  to  this  coun- 
try. 

I  have  found  a  good  deal  of  satisfaction  in  some  very 
small  fragments  of  real  knowledge  which  were  permitted  to 
me  some  years  ago.  I  visited  an  old  burying  ground  in 
Cornish,  Me. ;  there  I  saw  some  plain  stones  which  marked 
the  resting  places  of  my  great-grandfather  and  his  father 
both  named  John.  Touching  and  stirring  it  was  to  me  to 
look  upon  these  relics,  and  think  of  the  pioneers,  who,  by 
their  hard  work,  had  prepared  the  way  for  me,  who  had 
finished  their  toil,  and  their  pilgrimage  and  now  lay  resting 
in  the  silent  dust.  This  summer  I  had  the  opportunity  of 
riding  with  my  father  to  the  old  homestead  in  the  edge  of 
Epping,  N.  H.,  from  which  they  emigrated  to  Cornish, 
Me.  One  of  the  Pike  clan  showed  us  the  spot.  Every 
trace  of  house,  or  sign  of  human  abode  had  vanished.  One 
riding  by  would  never  think  that  any  person  had  ever  lived 
there — most  suggestive  of  the  course  of  human  things,  and 
that,  "The  place  which  knows  us  now  shall  know  us  no 
more." 

When  we  think  of  families  and  compare  them,  we  are 
apt  to  give  our  attention  only  to  the  famous  men  they  have 
produced.  The  Pikes  have  a  share  of  these.  They  have 
some  historical  characters.  We  have  able  and  distinguished 
men,  no  doubt,  not  a  few;  others  will  celebrate  them  today. 
Still  when  we  speak  of  statesmen,  orators,  poets,  scholars, 
authors,  inventors,  and  scientists  of  world-wide,  or  even 
national  reputation,  we  must  confess  that  some  other  names 
excell  us;  yet,  if  that  was  far  more  the  case  than  it  is,  it 
would  not  follow  that  we  should  lose  satisfaction  or  interest 
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in  the  family  history.  It  was  appointed  unto  men  to  eat 
their  bread  in  the  sweat  of  their  face ;  those  who  make  their 
way  fairly,  who  fill  faithfully  the  common  relations  of  life, 
are  to  be  honored  and  loved.  Carlyle,  in  one  of  his  essays 
very  truly  remarks,  —  "The  life  biography  of  every  man, 
even  the  humblest,  would  be  interesting,  if  only  it  could  be 
truly  told."  If  we  could  follow  the  plans  and  thoughts, 
the  inner  experiences  and  outward  endeavors,  the  interplay 
of  his  life  with  that  of  others,  would  it  not  be  so?  We  see 
the  interest  which  people  take  in  other  people  in  the  way 
they  gossip  about  their  neighbors.  Lincoln  said, — "God 
must  love  the  common  people,  for  He  made  a  good  many 
of  them. ' '  We  know  what  words  of  cheer  the  Bible  speaks 
to  the  "Poor  in  this  world,  who  may  be  rich  in  faith,  and 
heirs  of  the  kingdom."  To  each  man  his  own  success  and 
happiness  are  of  great  importance  whether  others  notice 
them  or  not.  Our  fathers  and  mothers  had,  like  ourselves, 
their  hopes  and  fears,  joys  and  sorrows,  successes  and 
defeats.  Their  struggles  and  achievements  might  be  little 
known  to  the  world  at  large,  but  in  each  case  they  were 
real  and  important  to  themselves.  O  the  pathos  of  these 
hard  struggling  lives,  which  must  at  last  yield  to  the  silent 
dust!  The  earth  is  rich  with  them!  "They  that  sleep 
beneath  the  earth  are  more  than  they  that  walk  upon  it. ' ' 
Such  as  was  said  of  Abraham,  Isaac  and  Jacob,— "We 
shall  be  gathered  to  our  fathers."  Applies  to  us, — "the 
majority."  We  are  bidden  moreover  not  to  be  gloomy  at 
the  prospect,  but  to  rejoice,  for  Death  is  a  conquered  foe. 
Our  Lord  keeps  the  souls  of  those  who  trust  in  Him,  and 
shall  bring  them  forth  triumphant  in  His  own  time. 

At  a  time  like  this  we  might  naturally  ask,  what  is  a 
Pike,  anyway?  We  might  maintain  that  there  are  no  Pikes 
here,  but  only  fractions  of  such;  especially  when  we  meet 
so  many  of  different  names.  The  first  Pike  who  received 
the  name  was  the    only    true    one ;    the    ages  had  worked 
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together  to  produce  that  peculiar  individual,  who  first  won 
the  name  Pike;  but  as  you  can  see,  his  children  would  be 
only  half  Pikes,  their  children  would  only  be  quarters,  and 
what  an  infinitesimal  fraction  of  the  genuine  article  we 
must  be  by  this  time. 

In  a  case  like  this  we  can  easily  see  how  much  there  is  in 
a  name.  A  rose,  by  any  other  name,  might  smell  as  sweet. 
A  Pike  might  retain  that  dear  perfection  which  he  owns 
without  that  title;  but  he  could  not  be  known  as  such;  our 
unity  and  bond  are  in  that  name,  even  though  some  do  not 
wear  it.  So  the  first  Pike,  who  gained  the  name,  performed 
a  great  achievement.  We  would  like  to  become  acquainted 
with  that  ancestor;  know  when  he  lived,  and  what  sort  of 
a  man  he  was ;  but  these  facts  are  hidden  in  the  night  of 
the  past,  and  will  not  answer  to  our  inquiry.  About  the 
middle  of  the  twelfth  century,  we  are  told,  surnames  began 
to  multiply  in  England,  bnt  some  family  names  were  not 
settled  till  after  the  reformation.  Quite  a  number  of  books 
have  been  written  on  surnames.  They  tell  us  that  some 
names  came  from  the  father's  name  by  the  addition  of  "son" 
like  '  'Johnson  ; ' '  that  some  came  from  personal  appearance, 
like  "Black"  or  "White;"  some  from  personal  condition, 
like  "Rich"  or  "Poor;"  some  from  occupation,  like 
"Smith"  or  "Carpenter ;"  some  from  animals,  like  "Hogg" 
or  "Beaver;"  and  some  from  a  variety  of  origins.  Our 
own  name  might  have  come  from  the  deadly  weapon,  or 
from  that  voracious  fish,  called  pike;  probably  from  the 
latter,  but  in  either  case,  it  seems  to  suggest  savage  and 
dangerous  qualities;  let  us  hope  they  are  tamed  and  civi- 
lized by  this  time.  I  have  sometimes  wondered  whether 
our  name  could  have  anything  to  do  with  turnpikes — that 
would  be  a  more  peaceful  association. 

By  coming  together  in  this  manner,  we  cultivate  the 
feeling  of  unity.  Perhaps  we  might  think  of  ourselves  as 
"clan"  Pike,  like  "clan  Campbell"  or  "clan  McGregor;" 
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under  the  circumstances,  we  are  in  no  danger  of  cultivating 
clannish  feelings ;  we  are  too  much  associated  in  our  lives 
with  others,  and  scattered  over  too  wide  a  region  for  any- 
thing like  this ;  when  we  consider  how  many  relatives  we 
have,  we  find  that  they  include  everybody.  I  was  much 
interested  in  trying  to  compute  how  many  ancestors  I  must 
have  had,  supposing  that  none  of  them  married  relatives; 
of  course  reckoning  backward  from  ourselves,  they  increase 
by  geometrical  ratio  of  two;  suppose  then,  we  reckon  back- 
ward for  sixty  generations,  i.  e.  about  the  time  of  Christ, 
we  should  have  two  quintillions,  three  hundred  and  five 
quadrillions,  eight  hundred  and  forty-three  trillions,  nine 
billions,  two  hundred  and  fifty-three  millions,  six  hundred 
and  ninety-five  thousands,  nine  hundred  and  fifty-two 
ancestors,  (2,305,843,009,253,  695,952)  what  figures  should 
we  attain  were  we  to  compute  another  sixty  generations 
farther  back?  As  a  matter  of  fact,  we  should  find  many 
marriages  with  descendants  of  a  common  ancestor,  so  that 
in  the  end,  they  would  converge  till  they  reached  a  single 
pair,  from  which  all  sprung;  but  we  can  easily  see,  that 
after  all  allowances  for  this  fact,  the  number  of  our  relatives 
who  should  be  interested,  is  enormous.  Instead  of  narrow- 
ing or  limiting  our  sympathies  to  come  to  such  a  place,  its 
proper  effect  is  to  widen  them  immensely;  we  naturally  ask, 
who  is  my  brother,  and  who  are  my  relatives,  and  we  find 
before  we  get  through,  that  they  include  the  whole  human 
race.  Doubtless  our  first  natural  thought  is  to  look  on  self 
as  the  center  of  the  universe,  and  the  one  object  of  our  care: 
but  we  early  learn  to  include  the  family  circle  in  our  sym- 
pathies, as  persons  from  whom  we  receive  benefits  and 
whom  we  are  to  help.  In  a  place  like  this  we  learn  that 
there  is  a  wider  family  circle  from  which  we  may  receive 
impulse  and  encouragement,  and  to  which  we  may  con- 
tribute something;  and  before  we  conclude  our  inquiry,  we 
find  that  the  circle  of  'mutual  benefit  includes  the  whole  of 
Adam's  numerous  family. 
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And  thus  we   are   impressed   anew   with   the  helpful  and 
stimulating  lesson,  that   in   this  world   are, — "All  for  each 

and  each  for  all. "

JULY  i,  1904,  and  during  the  three  succeeding  months, 
the  following   notice   and   invitation  was   sent    to   the 
members  and  to  the   many  kinsmen  not  members   of 
our  organization,  whose  names  are  recorded  in  the  directory 
of  the  Pike  Family  Association  : — 

The  Pike  Family  Association,  Incorporated,  most  cor- 
dially invite  you  to  be  present  at  their  next  reunion,  which 
is  to  be  held  at  the  American  House,' 24  Hanover  Street, 
Boston,  Mass.,  on  Tuesday  and  Wednesday,  the  27th  and 
28th  days  of  September,  1904. 

This  invitation  includes  all  persons  of  the  name  of  Pike 
or  descended  therefrom,  of  Caucasian  descent,  and  all  such, 
who  are  imbued  with  any  degree  of  patriotism  or  family 
pride  and  who  would  unlock  the  door  of  their  Ancestral 
Past  in  conjunction  with  their  Living  Kinsmen,  are  earn- 
estly invited  to  join  this  Association,  which  was  organized 
September  12,  1900,  at  Salisbury,  Mass.,  with  an  admission 
fee  of  fifty  cents,  and  yearly  dues  twenty-five  cents.  This 
Association  now  numbers  nearly  five  hundred  members, 
and  the  admission  fee  may  be  changed  to  one  dollar  at  the 
next  reunion.

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A  cordial  response  was  accorded  these  invitations  from 
our  Living  Kinsmen,  who  immediately  began  to  join  the 
association  and  continued  to  do  so  from  all  parts  of  Amer- 
ica, until  after  the  happy  greetings  and  partings  of  our 
reunion  were  over,  during  which  time  the  Correspondence 
Department  of  the  Association  was  inundated  with  an 
almost  innumerable  number  of  letters  bearing  messages  of 
good  will,  genealogical  records,  fees  for  membership,  etc., 
all  of  which  were  faithfully  recorded  and  suitable  replies 
sent  to  the  many  correspondents.  Early  in  September, 
while  on  a  visit  to  the  Secretary,  observing  the  vast  amount 
of  work  to  be  done,  the  President  kindly  sent,  at  his  own 
expense,  a  typewriter  and  stenographer,  which  rendered 
the  labors  of  that  office  much  easier,  and  undoubtedly 
rendered  its  correspondence  more  intelligible  to  the  readers. 

September  26,  at  eventide,  the  Executive  Committee  met 
with  the  Finance  Committee  in  the  parlors  of  the  American 
House.  The  question,  "  That  a  fund  of  five  thousand  dol- 
lars be  raised  by  the  members  and  friends  of  the  Associa- 
tion, so  that  the  interest  on  said  fund  may  be  used  for 
historical  and  genealogical  research,"  as  passed  at  our 
previous  meeting,  was  thoroughly  discussed,  and  it  was 
decided  by  both  committees,  because  of  the  large  and  fast 
increasing  membership  of  the  Association,  not  to  make  the 
attempt,  however  much  we  might  need  the  same,  until  a 
better  knowledge  of  the  necessity  of  such  a  fund  should  be 
diffused  among  the  members.  .It  was  decided  that  the 
expenses  of  the  Association  could  be  met  by  raising  the 
price  of  the  admission  fee  and  the  amount  of  the  yearly 
dues,  and  if  any  had  joined  so  unpatriotic  as  to  be  unwilling 
to  pay  the  increased  price  of  dues,  that  it  would  be  better 
to  increaee  the  Quality  rather  than  the  Number  of  the 
members  ;  that  we  would  leave  the  question  of  a  Fund  to 
the  generosity  of  the  members  to  give,  grant  or  bequeath 
to  the  Association  such  money  or  property,  real  or  personal, 
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as  they  should  decide  to  so  convey,  always  bearing  in  mind 
that  this  is  an  Incorporated  Body  authorized  by  law  to 
receive  and  to  hold  or  to  convey  the  same  ;  and  that  the 
Association  may  at  some  future  day  desire  to  erect  a  suit- 
able building  in  which  to  hold  our  reunions  and  in  which  to 
store  and  preserve  our  precious  relics  and  heirlooms  of  the 
past. 

It  was  decided  to  have  a  reception  on  the  evening  of  the 
first  day,  and  arrangements  were  made  with  the  proprietor 
of  the  American  House  to  furnish  light  refreshments  and 
an  orchestra  at  the  expense  of  the  Association. 

It  was  decided  to  have  a  banquet  at  7  p.  m.  the  second 
day,  and  arrangements  were  made  with  the  proprietor  of 
the  American  House  to  furnish  the  same  at  $1.50  per 
plate  to  all  who  would  avail  themselves  of  the  prandium  of 
the  committee.  It  was  also  arranged  to  have  him  furnish 
an  orchestra  for  one  hour  from  the  commencement  of  the 
banquet  at  the  expense  of  the  Association,  the  remainder 
of  the  evening  to  be  given  to  oratorical  evolutions,  while 
the  President  acted  as  toastmaster. 

While  everything  definite  was  left  for  the  regular  meeting 
of  the  Association  on  the  following  day,  as  much  work  was 
done  in  planning  the  different  committees,  as  was  consistent 
with  the  duties  of  the  committee  ;  they  also  discussed  the 
construction  of  suitable  By-Laws  for  the  reorganization  of 
the  Association  under  its  Act  of  Incorporation  until  a  late 
hour,  when  they  finally  adjourned. 

Tuesday,  September  27,  at  10  o'clock  a.  m.,  pursuant  to 
the  foregoing  notice  and  invitation,  with  the  weather  fair 
and  beautiful,  the  Pike  Family  Association  met  in  executive 
session  in  the  large  parlors  of  the  American  House,  with 
the  President,  Edwin  B.  Pike,  in  the  chair  and  the  Secretary 
and  Treasurer  at  his  various  allotted  place  and  station.  The 
records  of  the  last  meeting,  October  2,  1902,  were  approved. 
The  Secretary's  report  was  then  read  and  approved ;  it  was 
as  follows  : 
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SECRETARY'S  REPORT 


The  Secretary  of  this  Association  takes  great  pleasure  in 
reporting  at  this  Bi-Annual  Reunion  that  the  year  1903  has 
been  one  of  the  most  prosperous  since  the  date  of  its  organ- 
ization. Eight  hundred  and  twenty  names  have  been  added 
to  our  directory,  making  the  present  number  4,080,  to  whom 
invitations  have  been  sent  to  unite  with  us  in  this  Reunion 
and  to  join  the  Association.  Of  the  names  added,  some 
were  obtained  in  the  general  way  of  correspondence  ;  and 
as  it  was  found  by  complaint  from  those  who  would  have 
been  present  that  they  had  received  no  notice  from  either 
the  Association  or  their  relatives,  a  careful  revision  was 
made  of  the  names  in  the  history  of  the  Pike  family  and  all 
names  added  which  had  before  been  overlooked,  and  great 
care  was  taken  to  write  for  the  addresses  of  those  unknown 
that  they  all  might  receive  an  invitation. 

The  Secretary's  report  October  2,  1902,  shows  306  names 
on  the  Association's  roll  of  membership.  Since  that  date 
221  names  have  been  added,  making  the  total  number  527. 
From  this  number  eight  have  already  been  reported  as  hav- 
ing been  taken  from  us  and  it  is  again  our  painful  duty  to 
record  that  nine  more  of  our  number  have  gone  to  join  that 
innumerable  caravan  awaiting  our  coming  in  that  mysterious 
realm  whose  vestibule  is  the  silent  hall  of  Death.  Their 
names  are :

For  whom  the  Association  should  have  drawn  up  suitable 
resolutions  to  their  memory.  The  transmigration  of  four- 
teen of  our  members  to  that  higher  family  reunion  leaves  us 
513  members  to  date. 

At  the  close  of  the  year  1902,  September  12,  was  begun 
the  publication  of  the  records  of  the  Association  for  that 
year.  Great  pains  were  taken  to  make  them  interesting 
not  only  to  those  who  had  been  present  and  had  the  delight- 
ful privilege  of  taking  a  part  in  the  proceedings  but  also  to 
those  who  were  not  permitted  to  be  present,  by  giving  to 
them  the  visage  of  the  author  as  well  as  the  paper  read> 
also  many  of  the  scenes  in  the  early  lives  of  our  ancestors  ; 
all  of  the  expense  of  which  was  borne  by  individual  mem- 
bers and  not  by  the  Association,  but  for  which  I  hope  some 
means  may  be  provided  in  the  future  that  these  records  may 
be  made  the  storehouse  of  useful  information  and  the  pres- 
ervation of  old  manuscripts,  papers  and  utensils  by  means 
of  the  photographic  art,  also  to  contain  the  half-tone  pic- 
tures of  those  who  present  papers  or  take  part  in  these  our 
reunions. 

The  greatest  care  was  taken  in  the  publication  of  the 
records,  but  there  have  been  many  typographical  errors 
found,  the  most  important  of  which  is  in  Section  3  of  the 
Act  of  Incorporation,  which  should  read  "  one  hundred 
thousand  dollars,"  the  word  "thousand"  being  left  out. 
The  other  errors  are  mostly  in  using  the  wrong  letter  in  the 
names  of  new  members. 

The  Act  of  Incorporation  was  written  by  the  Secretary 
and  passed  through  the  Maine  Legislature  to  become  a  law 
without  expense  to  the  Association. 
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The  records  having  been  completed  the  Secretary  found 
there  was  but  little  more  than  enough  money  in  the  treasury 
to  send  the  records  to  the  different  members  of  the  Asso- 
ciation after  having  settled  with  the  printer,  although  there 
was  much  due  from  members  for  past  dues.  By  the  advice 
of  the  President  one  thousand  of  the  following  circular 
notices  were  printed  : 

"  In  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  our  Associ- 
ation you  are  hereby  notified  that  your  indebtedness  to  the 

Association  for  dues  to    amounts    to  $ , 

which  you  are  requested  to  pay  before  we  can  send  out  cir- 
cular notices  to  the  members  for  the  next  reunion,  or  the 
records  of  the  last  reunion  which  are  now  ready. 

Add  ten  cents  to  checks  on  banks  not  included  in  Boston 
Clearing  house." 

Some  over  one  hundred  of  these  notices  were  mailed  to 
those  members  who  were  in  arrears  for  dues  prior  to  Sep- 
tember 12,  1902,  and  very  many  of  them  quickly  responded 
to  the  call  and  the  records  were  sent  out  about  the  first  of 
July  ;  some  were  sent  out  a  little  later,  though  by  no  fault 
of  the  Secretary. 

I  wish  to  here  state  that  while  twenty-five  cents  a  year  is 
a  very,  very  small  sum  to  pay  for  dues  in  our  Association, 
yet  for  that  very  reason  they  should  be  paid  promptly  by 
the  members  so  that  the  expenses  of  the  Association  can  be 
promptly  met.  But  I  have  no  fears  for  the  future,  as  all  of 
our  new  as  well  as  old  members  are  quite  enthusiastic  as  to 
the  good  work  done  by  the  Association. 

In  selecting  a  place  for  the  meeting  of  the  Association 
this  year,  as  we  met  in  the  United  States  Hotel  in  1902,  I 
thought  I  would  write  to  its  proprietor  for  terms  and  the 
following  is  the  response  : 

May  11,  1904. 

Dear  Sir: — Replying  to  yours  of  the  16th.     Shall  be  obliged 

to  charge  you  for  the  banquet  hall  for  the  reason  that  we  might 

want  it  for  a  large  banquet  and  if  we  gave  it  to  you  for  nothing  we 

should  lose  considerable.     Will  let  you  have   it   and   charge   you 
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$20.00  per  day  and  take  our  chances.     Our  rates  for  board  and  room 
will  be  the  same  as  last  time,  $2.50  per  day  and  up  each,  and  for 
room  only  $1.00  per  day  and  up  each  person. 
Shall  hope  to  receive  a  favorable  answer.

As  I  did  not  care  to  pay  board  and  hire  parlors,  too,  for 
the  accomodation  of  our  large  family,  I  wrote  Young's  Ho- 
tel for  rates  and  received  this  reply  :

Dear  Sir: — Will  say  in  reply  to  yours  of  the  4th  inst.  that  our 
rates  are  $1.00  per  day  and  upwards,  European  plan.  We  have  no 
room  or  hall  large  enough  to  seat  a  party  of  500.  Our  largest  room 
only  seats  150  persons.

A  request  for  terms  at  the  Revere  House  and  a  statement 
of  the  size  of  hall  brought  the  following :

My  Dear  Mr.  Pike: — I  have  a  large  banquet  hall  that  will 
hold  about  200  people  for  a  meeting,  also  adjoining  it  parlors- 
which  would  accommodate  about  as  many  more.  My  rates  are 
$1.00  per  day  and  upwards,  European  plan  exclusively.  If  you 
make  this  house  your  headquarters  would  not  charge  you  for  use 
of  the  meeting  hall.  I  can  accommodate  about  one  hundred  and 
fifty  to  two  hundred  according  to  other  business.

A  request  for  terms  at  the  American  House  and  inquiry 
as  to  size  of  hall  brought  this  answer :

Dear  Sir: — I  have  just  returned  from  a  trip  away  and  find 
your  two  letters  awaiting  me.  It  seems  you  intend  to  have  a  re- 
union of  the  Pike  family  Sept.  7th  and  8th  and  wibh  to  know  if 
there  will  be  any  charge  for  the  hall. 
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We  have  a  hall  accommodating  as  high  as  six  hundred  people 
besides  several  smaller  ones,  if  your  party  should  not  be  so  large. 
We  get  anywhere  from  $3.00  to  $10.00  for  these  halls.  Of  course  as 
regards  charge  for  these  halls  it  depends  upon  how  much  money  is 
left  at  the  hotel  by  your  party,  how  many  stop  over  night  and  so 
forth ;  also  if  you  should  have  any  dinners.  Knowing  this  I  could 
tell  you  about  the  other.

An  explanation  of  what  the  Association  wished  brought 
the  following : 

June  18,  1904. 
Mr.  C.  L.  Pike,  Saco,  Me. 

Dear  Sir: — In  answer  to  your  letter  of  June  17th,  I  made  the 
nominal  charge  for  the  room  so  as  to  protect  myself  in  case  nobody 
stopped  here.  You  think  there  may  possibly  be  one  hundred 
members  stop  here ;  if  there  are  more  than  twenty  we  make  no 
charge  whatever  for  rooms  that  you  may  need  for  parlors  during 
your  stay.  I  think  this  is  a  fair  proposition  and  if  there  are  only 
twenty  they  could  use  one  of  our  hotel  parlors  and  that,  of  course, 
would  not  cost  them  anything.  This  house  has  been  greatly  im- 
proved since  you  were  here,  having  added  a  new  dining  room  and 
Rathskeller;  the  front  has  been  built  over  and  more  than  half  of 
our  rooms  have  been  equipped  with  hot  and  cold  water;  all  of  our 
bathrooms  have  been  rebuilt  and  more  added,  so  that  we  are  in  a 
better  position  to  accommodate  our  patrons  than  many  of  the  down 
town  houses.

Upon  July  8th,  1904,  the  President  and  Secretary  of  the 
Association  called  upon  the   proprietor   of  the   American 
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House  and  made   arrangements  to  have  our  reunion  this 
season  at  this  house. 

There  were  one  thousand  copies  of  the  Association 
records  for  1902  printed,  but  it  may  be  necessary  to  increase 
the  number  in  the  near  future,  owing  to  the  large  number 
joining  now  and  I  believe  the  number  will  steadily  increase. 

It  is  a  Pike  characteristic  to  be  sure  a  thing  is  all  right  be- 
for  they  go  ahead  and  they  are  all  Coming  to  the  conclusion 
that  this  Association  is  more  than  that  as  it  gives  far  more 
than  it  received  to  its  members,  and  while  I  have  been  look- 
ing forward  to  see  a  membership  of  a  thousand  in  the  past, 
I  am  now  as  seriously  looking  for  the  second  edition.

The  Treasurer's  report,  having  been  approved  by  Hon. 
Edwin  B.  Pike  and  Hon.  John  O.  Evans  of  the  Executive 
Committee,  was  accepted  and  approved  by  a  vote  of  the 
Association. 

It  was  voted  by  the  Association  to  reorganize  under  the 
Act  of  Incorporation  and  that  the  President  appoint  a  com- 
mittee to  draw  up  suitable  By-Laws  for  the  governing  of 
the  same  for  its  adoption.  The  committee  appointed  by  the 
chair  for  that  purpose  were  :  Hon.  Herbert  A.  Pike,  of  44 
Winthrop  Street,  West  Newton,  Mass.;  Hon.  James  H. 
Jenkins,  of  the  Custom  House,  New  York,  and  Dr.  Clifford 
L.  Pike,  of  Saco,  Maine,  who  were  instructed  to  report  at  an 
adjourned  meeting. 
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It  was  voted  that  a  committee  on  nominations,  to  nom- 
inate the  officers  of  the  Association  for  the  ensuing  year,  be 
appointed  by  the  chair.  The  committee  appointed  by  the 
chair  for  that  purpose  were  :  Hon.  John.  Q.  Evans,  of 
Salisbury,  Mass.;  Dr.  Charles  A.  Fernald,  of  1483  Wash- 
ington Street,  Boston,  Mass.;  Mrs.  Frances  M.  Watkins,  of 
27  Thorndyke  Street,  Brookline,  Mass.;  Dr.  Clifford  L. 
Pike,  of  Saco,  Maine,  and  William  M.  Pike,  of  Derby 
Line,  Vt. 

After  the  adjournment  of  the  reunion  in  1902  it  was 
thought  best  by  the  members  of  the  Executive  Committee 
and  others  to  have  a  badge  made  which  should  be  known  as 
the  official  badge  of  the  Association,  with  the  crest  of  the 
Coat  of  Arms  for  its  emblem.  This  suggestion  was  acted 
upon  by  the  President,  the  design  of  the  crest  having  been 
drawn  by  Hon.  Robert  Collins  Cheney,  of  10  Second  Street, 
Newburyport,  Mass.,  and  satisfactory  samples  having  been 
obtained,  one  thousand  badges  were  ordered  from  the 
Whitehead  &  Hoag  Company,  of  Newark,  N.  J.  The 
badge  is  described  as  follows  :  The  face  is  blue  enamel 
encircled  by  a  ringlet  of  gold  upon  which  is  engraved  the 
crest,  viz.:  Three  pikes  proper,  one  erect,  the  two  saltier, 
issuing  from  a  wreath  ;  above  the  crest  and  forming  a  half 
circle,  is  engraved  in  gold  letters  "  Pike  Family  Associa- 
tion," and  below  the  wreath  is  engraved  the  figures  "  1900," 
the  year  of  its  organization.  Two  styles  of  backs  were 
made  for  these  badges,  that  of  a  button  for  gents,  and  that 
of  a  pin  for  ladies. 

It  was  voted  that  the  above  described  badge,  as  intro- 
duced by  the  President,  shall  be  the  official  badge  of  the 
Association. 

The  President  then  appointed  Hon.  Arthur  Worcester 
Pike,  of  461  Mission  Street,  San  Francisco,  Cal,,  to  take 
charge  of  and  to  sell  these  official  badges  to  members  of  the 
Association  for  fifty  cents  apiece. 
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A  souvenir  badge  made  by  the  Whitehead  &  Hoag  Com- 
pany was  introduced  by  the  President,  of  which  250  had 
been  ordered,  the  description  of  which  is :  A  gilt '  and 
white  circlet  of  metal  surrounding  a  picture  of  the  whole 
Coat  of  Arms,  the  whole  suspended  by  a  green  ribbon  upon 
which  was  printed  in  gold  letters  :  "  Reunion  Pike  Family, 
Boston,  Mass.,  Sept.  27-28,  1904."  This  badge  was 
adopted  by  the  Association  as  a  souvenir  badge  for  the  pres- 
ent reunion  and  the  President  appointed  Miss  Bertha  C. 
Pike,  of  Mansfield  Center,  Conn.,  to  take  charge  of  and  to 
sell  these  souvenir  badges  to  members  of  the  Association 
for  twenty-five  cents  apiece. 

Writing  paper  was  exhibited  upon  which  the  Coat  of 
Arms  was  beautifully  printed  and  embossed :  the  shield  in 
the  natural  colors  of  the  arms,  the  rest  in  gold,  except  the 
palm  branches  beneath  the  shield,  which  are  in  green.  The 
name  "Pike,"  in  gold  letters,  is  printed  or  embossed 
beneath  the  shield,  which  can  be  omitted  if  desired.  The 
paper  is  of  the  finest  and  best  quality,  and  contains  the  arms 
near  the  top  of  the  page  and  about  midway  of  the  sheet. 
Such  work  is  expensive,  as  it  requires  three  processes  of  art 
work  to  produce  them  in  colors.  For  further  particulars 
address  Hon.  Edwin  B.  Pike,  Pike,  N.  H.,  who  still  has  this 
matter  in  charge.  This  paper  was  sold  at  the  reunion  for 
one  dollar  per  quire  :  cheaper  paper  may  be  had  at  some- 
what less  cost,  negotiations  for  which  were  in  progress  at 
the  time  of  the  reunion. 

A  most  beautiful  work  of  art  was  exhibited  in  the  shape 
of  a  stein  upon  which  the  Coat  of  Arms  was  most  artistically 
painted :  the  delicate  tints  of  the  arms  blending  gracefully 
and  harmoniously  with  those  of  the  stein.  Those  who  wish 
to  secure  one  of  these  useful  as  well  as  ornamental  works  of 
art  should  address  Mrs  Winfred  C.  Pike,  8  Gaylord  Street, 
Dorchester,  Mass. 

The  price  of  this  stein  at  the  reunion  was  four  dollars 
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A  seal  was  exhibited  which  left  the  impression  of  our  arms 
upon  the  wax,  as  a  warning  to  those  of  evil  intent,  not  to 
break  through  and  steal.  Should  you  wish  to  obtain  one  of 
these  safeguards,  you  should  address  Hon.  Edwin  B.  Pike, 
Pike,  N.  H. 

Three  Coats  of  Arms  of  the  Pike  family  were  on  exhib- 
ition at  the  reunion,  viz.:  that  of  Ireland,  that  of  Essex 
County,  England,  and  that  brought  over  to  this  country  by 
our  ancestor  John  Pike  in  1635,  all  of  which  are  described  in 
the  records  of  1902.  Orders  were  taken  for  the  last  named 
Coat  of  Arms,  beautifully  hand  painted,  size  16  by  20  inches, 
at  five  dollars  each.  Those  who  wish  them  should  address 
the  Secretary  of  the  Association. 

Hon.  Arthur  Worcester  Pike,  of  461  Mission  Street,  San 
Francisco,  Cal.,  having  been  brought  up  among  the  glitter- 
ing and  golden  tints  of  the  setting  sun,  where  quarters  are 
called  "bits  "  and  cents  are  unknown,  missing  these  extrav- 
agances of  nature  in  the  land  of  his  forefathers,  came  to  the 
conclusion  that  a  cheaper  copy  of  the  Coat  of  Arms  would 
be  more  acceptable  to  his  Eastern  kinsmen,  than  the  more 
expensive  though  elegant  work  of  art  that  was  being  offered 
them  ;  he  therefore,  by  and  with  the  consent  of  the  Execu- 
tive Committee,  made  arrangements  to  have  the  arms  litho- 
graphed in  colors,  size  16  by  12  inches,  the  process  to  be 
done  on  bristol  board. 

Lithograph  copies  of  the  arms  were  sold  at  the  reunion  at 
one  dollar  apiece.  These  lithograph  copies  may  be  obtained 
of  the  Secretary  of  the  Association. 

It  was  voted  to  have  a  reception  with  light  refreshments 
in  the  evening,  and  that  the  President  appoint  a  committee 
to  look  after  all  the  arrangements  for  the  same  ;  the  Recep- 
tion Committee,  as  appointed  by  the  President,  were  :  Mrs. 
Edwin  B.  Pike,  of  Pike,  N.  H.;  Mrs.  Clifford  L.  Pike,  of 
Saco,  Maine  ;  Mrs.  Frances  M.  YVatkins,  of  27  Thorndyke 
Street,  Brookline,  Mass.;  Miss  Cora  B.  Pike,  of  443  Broad- 
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way,  South  Boston,  Mass.;  Prof.  Albert  W.  Pike,  of  3  Wil- 
low Court,  Stamford,  Conn.,  and  Arthur  Worcester  Pike,  of 
461  Mission  Street,  San  Francisco,  Cal. 

It  was  voted  to  have  a  banquet  dinner  on  Wednesday 
evening  and  that  the  President  appoint  a  committee  to  make 
all  arrangements  for  the  same  ;  the  Banquet  Committee,  as 
appointed  by  the  President,  were  :  Herbert  A.  Pike,  of  44 
Winthrop  Street,  West  Newton,  Mass.,  and  Arthur  Worces- 
ter Pike,  of  461  Mission  Street,  San  Francisco,  Cal. 

Other  Committees  were  then  appointed  by  the  chair,  viz.: 

Miss  Frances  C.  Dickerman,  of  Pike,  N.  H.,  was  ap- 
pointed to  assist  the  Secretary  in  his  duties  of  receiving  and 
recording  the  names  of  new  members,  their  admission  fees, 
and  the  payments  of  annual  dues. 

Miss  Cora  B.  Pike,  of  443  Broadway,  South  Boston,  Mass., 
was  appointed  to  take  orders  for  Coats  of  Arms,  stationery, 
etc.,  with  power  to  choose  her  assistants,  of  which  Arthur 
Worcester  Pike,  of  461  Mission  Street,  San  Francisco,  Cal., 
proved  a  most  valuable  helper. 

The  hour  of  noon  having  arrived,  it  was  voted  to  call  the 
members  from  labor  to  refreshments,  and  the  meeting  was 
adjourned,  to  meet  at  2  o'clock  in  the  afternoon. 

Tuesday,  September  27,  promptly  at  2  o'clock  P.  M.,  the 
Association  was  again  gathered  in  executive  session  in  the 
parlors  of  the  American  House,  as  per  vote  at  the  morning 
meeting,  the  President,  Secretary  and  Treasurer  at  their  re- 
spective stations. 

The  Committee  on  By-Laws  reported  that  they  had  made 
good  progress  on  their  formation,  but  asked  further  time 
for  their  final  completion,  which  was  granted. 

The  Committee  on  the  Nomination  of  Officers  reported 
good  progress,  but  also  asked  further  time  for  their  final 
completion,  which  was  granted. 

Hon.  John  Q.  Evans,  of  Salisbury,  Mass.,  representing 
a   committee   from    the    "  Salisbury    Town    Improvement 
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Society,"  then  arose  and  addressed  the  chair  ;  he  said  : 

"  Mr.  President : — -Some  six  years  ago  the  '  Salisbury 
Town  Improvement  Society '  undertook  the  erection  of  a 
memorial  to  her  most  illustrious  citizen  of  an  early  genera- 
tion, Major  Robert  Pike,  and  some  one  hundred  dollars  was 
secured  for  the  erection  of  a  tablet  to  his  memory. 

"Acting  on  the  advice  of  certain  of  the  Pike  descendants, 
further  action  was  deferred,  as  it  was  suggested  that  a  more 
substantial  memorial  would  be  undertaken  by  the  descend- 
ants of  the  Major  and  his  father,  John  Pike,  who  also  lived 
at  Salisbury  and  is  there  buried. 

"  The  Improvement  Society  believes  that  some  action 
should  now  be  taken  for  a  suitable  memorial  and  recently  at 
a  meeting  held  at  Salisbury,  a  committee  was  appointed 
consisting  of  John  Q.  Evans,  of  Salisbury,  Mass.;  Mrs.  Jo- 
seph S.  Ross,  of  Ipswich,  Mass.;  Mrs.  Olive  Pike  Lincoln, 
of  2  Roxton  Street,  Dorchester,  Mass.;  Miss  Hattie  N. 
Pike,  of  203  Lexington  Street,  East  Boston,  Mass.;  Louis 
F.  Barton,  of  187  High  Street,  Newburyport,  Mass.;  Mrs. 
Georgianna  W.  Perry,  of  141  Newbury  Street,  Boston, 
Mass.,  and  Mrs.  Mary  S.  Lewis,  of  Salisbury,  Mass.;  this 
committee  was  instructed  to  present  the  matter  to  the  Pike 
Family  Association  and  to  ask  its  co-operation,  not  asking 
the  Association  to  undertake  the  raising  of  funds,  but  would 
suggest  that  some  of  its  members  be  added  to  this  com- 
mittee." 

After  some  discussion  by  the  various  members  of  the  As- 
sociation, during  which  the  fact  was  clearly  brought  out  that 
the  body  of  Major  Robert  Pike,  who  was  one  of  the  old 
magistrates  of  Massachusetts  and  one  of  our  country's 
greatest  statesmen,  whose  name  is.  inscribed  among  the 
records  of  Vital  Statistics  in  his  native  town,  as  the  "Wor- 
shipful Major  Robert  Pike,"  in  testimony  of  the  high  esteem 
in  which  he  was  held  by  his  contemporaries,  lies  there  bur. 
ied  with  no  stone  to  mark  its  resting  place. 
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A  motion  was  then  made  by  Dr.  Clifford  L.  Pike,  of  Saco, 
Maine,  that  a  committee  of  five  be  appointed  by  the  chair  to 
co-operate  with  the  above  named  committee  from  the  Salis- 
bury Town  Improvement  Society  in  their  efforts  to  raise  a 
fund  and  to  erect  a  suitable  memorial  to  the  memory  of  Ma- 
jor Robert  Pike  ;  this  motion  being  seconded  by  William  W. 
Pike,  of  Groveton,  N.  H.,  was  carried  by  a  vote  of  the  Asso- 
ciation and  the  following  named  members  were  appointed 
members  of  that  committee  :  Robert  H.  Pike,  of  Union,  N. 
H.;  Dr.  Charles  Augustus  Fernald,  of  1483  Washington 
Street,  Boston,  Mass.;  Arthur  Worcester  Pike,  of  461  Mis- 
sion Street,  San  Francisco,  Cal.;  William  Wallace  Pike,  of 
Groveton,  N.  H.,  and  John  C.  Pike,  of  Union,  N.  H. 

A  motion  was  made,  and  having  been  fully  discussed,  was 
carried  by  a  unanimous  vote,  that  the  Association  shall  not 
sell  a  badge  or  a  Coat  of  Arms  to  any  person  whose  name  is 
not  enrolled,  as  a  member  of  the  Association. 

Voted  to  adjourn  to  meet  Wednesday  morning  at  9.30  in 
the  large  hall  of  the  American  House. 

Wednesday  morning,  September  28,  opened  bright  and 
beautiful.  The  adjourned  business  meeting  of  the  previous 
day  met  according  to  the  hour  of  adjournment,  at  9.30  A. 
M.  with  the  President  in  the  chair  and  the  Secretary  and 
Treasurer  at  their  proper  stations. 

Hon.  James  H.  Jenkins,  of  the  Custom  House,  New  York, 
reported  for  the  Committee  on  By-Laws,  that  the  committee 
had  unanimously  voted  to  adopt  the  Act  of  Incorporation  as 
the  Constitution  of  the  Pike  Family  Association ;  and  the 
following  as  By-Laws  to  govern  the  same.  They  are  as 
follows : 
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CONSTITUTION   OF   THE  PIKE    FAMILY 

ASSOCIATION 

AN  ACT  TO  INCORPORATE  THE    PIKE 

FAMILY    ASSOCIATION 

Be   enacted  by   the   Senate   and    House   of  Representatives 
in  Legislature  assembled,  as  follows : — 

Section  i.  Edwin  B.  Pike,  Joseph  T.  Pike,  Clifford 
L.  Pike,  Walter  N.  Pike,  Ezra  B.  Pike,  John  O.  Evans, 
Gordon  B.  Pike,  their  associates  and  successors,  are  hereby 
constituted  a  corporation  under  the  name  of  the  Pike  Fam- 
ily Association,  and  by  that  name  shall  have  power  to 
prosecute  and  defend  suits  at  law,  have  and  use  a  common 
seal  and  change  the  same  at  pleasure,  take  and  hold  for  the 
objects  of  their  Association,  by  gift,  grant,  bequest,  pur- 
chase or  otherwise,  any  estate,  real  or  personal,  which  the 
interests  of  said  association  may  require  to  be  sold  and 
conveyed. 

Section  2.  All  property  and  estate,  real  or  personal, 
which  at  any  time  may  come  into  the  possession  of  the 
said  corporation  shall  be  applied  to  the  promotion  of  his- 
torical and  genealogical  research,  in  home  or  foreign  lands, 
to  the  publication  of  any  historical  or  genealogical  matter 
pertaining  to  the  family  of  which  it  may  become  possessed, 
to  the  maintenance,  by  purchase  or  otherwise,  of  a  suitable 
building  for  its  corporate  meetings  and  the  preservation  of 
its  property,  and  to  the  perpetuation,  by  tablet,  monument 
or  otherwise,  of  the  names  of  those  who  have  made  the  fam- 
ily name  illustrious. 

Section  3.  The  said  corporation  is  hereby  given  author- 
ity to  issue  stock  to  the  amount  of  one  hundred  thousand 
dollars  to  be  divided  into  shares  of  one  dollar  each,  which 
shall  be  forever  unassessable. 
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Section  4.  The  said  corporation  may  adopt  such  rules 
and  by-laws,  the  same  not  being  repugnant  to  the  laws  of 
this  State,  as  they  may  deem  expedient  for  the  management 
of  their  affairs.  They  may  choose  all  necessary  officers,  and 
they  shall  be  and  they  are  hereby  invested  with  all  the  pow- 
ers, privileges,  rights  and  immunities  incident  to  similar  cor- 
porations. 

Section  5.  The  said  corporation  may  hold  its  meetings, 
bi-annual,  annual  or  special,  in  any  of  the  States  or  territor- 
ies of  the  United  States,  and  may  choose  its  officers  there- 
from. 

Section  6.  The  first  meeting  of  the  said  corporation 
may  be  held  in  the  United  States  Hotel  in  Boston,  Massa- 
chusetts, on  Tuesday,  the  twenty-seventh  day  of  September, 
Nineteen  hundred  and  four,  at  ten  o'clock  in  the  forenoon, 
or  at  such  other  place  and  time  as  Edwin  B.  Pike,  Joseph 
T.  Pike  and  Clifford  L.  Pike,  or  any  two  of  them  may  deter- 
mine by  giving  seasonable  notice  of  said  meeting  to  all  the 
persons  named  as  corporators. 

Section  7.  The  Treasurer,  before  entering  upon  his 
duties,  shall  give  a  bond  approved  by  the  directors,  for  the 
faithful  discharge  of  the  same. 

Section  8.     This  Act  shall  take  effect  when  approved. 

Approved  March  18,   1903. 

BY-LAWS  OF  THE  PIKE  FAMILY  ASSOCIATION 

ARTICLE  I.  Membership.  Any  person  of  the  name 
of  Pike,  or  a  lineal  descendant  therefrom,  or  a  husband  or 
wife  of  the  same,  being  of  good  moral  character  and  of  Cau- 
casian ancestry,  may  become  a  member  of  this  Association 
upon  the  payment  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  sum  of  one  dollar. 

ARTICLE  II.  Dues.  The  dues  shall  be  paid  annually 
and  shall  be  twenty -five  cents  until  September  12,  1905, 
after  which  date  the  annual  dues  shall  be  fifty  cents. 
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ARTICLE  III.  Any  member  may  attain  life  member- 
ship by  the  payment  of  fifteen  dollars. 

ARTICLE  IV.  The  regular  meeting  shall  be  held  every 
two  years  at  such  place  and  time  as  the  Board  of  Directors 
may  determine. 

Section  2.  Special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the 
Board  of  Directors  at  their  discretion. 

Section  3.  Twenty-five  members  shall  constitute  a 
quorum. 

Section  4.  Notices  shall  be  sent  to  all  members  by  the 
Secretary  at  least  thirty  days  before  date  of  meeting. 

ARTICLE  V.  The  officers  shall  consist  of  a  President, 
seven  Vice-Presidents,  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  and  the 
Secretary  may  also  act  as  Treasurer  ;  a  Board  of  Directors, 
which  shall  consist  of  the  President,  first  Vice-President, 
Secretary  and  four  others. 

Section  2.  The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  be 
elected  by  ballot. 

ARTICLE  VI.  Duties  of  Officers.  President. 
The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Associa- 
tion or  of  its  Board  of  Directors,  and  shall,  in  conjunction 
with  the  Secretray,  sign  all  legal  documents. 

Section  2.  Vice-Pi'esident.  The  first  Vice-President 
shall  preside  at  meetings  in  the  absence  of  the  President 
and  perform  the  duties  incident  to  his  office. 

Sectio.v  3.  Secretary.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Sec- 
retary to  keep  a  correct  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the 
Association  and  its  Board  of  Directors.  He  shall  have 
charge  of  its  records,  papers  and  documents  ;  shall  have 
printed  within  one  year  succeeding  each  regular  meeting  the 
records  of  that  meeting,  and  may,  if  desirable,  publish  all 
papers  or  poems  read,  the  programs  of  entertainments  and 
illustrations.     He  shall  record  the  death  of  any  member  and 
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the  changes  of  names  and  residences,  and  the  names  and 
addresses  of  all  the  members  ;  shall  send  to  each  member 
the  records  of  the  Association  when  published,  and  shall 
send  notices  and  invitations,  at  his  discretion,  to  all  persons 
in  the  directory  of  the  Pike  Family  Association.  He  shall 
conduct  the  correspondence  and  shall  have  charge  of  the 
seal  of  the  Association.  He  shall  have  power  to  draw  upon 
the  Treasury  of  the  Association  for  all  monies  necessary  for 
the  above  enumerated  duties  of  his  office. 

Section  4.  Treasurer.  The  duties  of  the  Treasurer 
shall  be  to  keep  a  correct  record  of  all  money  paid  into  the 
Treasury  and  to  pay  the  same  out  by  order  of  the  Board  of 
Directors,  which  order  shall  require  the  signature  of  the 
President,  countersigned  by  the  Secretary,  except  monies 
for  the  incidental  expenses. 

Section  5.  Board  of  Directors.  The  Board  of  Direct- 
ors shall  have  supervision  of  all  property  and  money  belong- 
ing to  the  Association  over  and  above  that  necessary  for  the 
incidental  expenses. 

ARTICLE  VII.  In  case  of  the  death  or  resignation  of 
any  of  the  above  enumerated  officers,  the  Board  of  Directors 
are  hereby  empowered  to  fill  any  such  vacancy  so  created. 

ARTICLE  VIII.  Seal.  The  Association  shall  furnish 
a  seal,  which  shall  be  known  as  the  Corporate  Seal  of  the 
Association,  to  the  Secretary,  which  shall  be  affixed  to  all 
legal  documents  of  the  Association. 

ARTICLE  IX.  The  signature  of  the  President,  coun- 
tersigned by  the  Secretary,  with  the  Corporate  Seal  shall  be 
affixed  to  all  legal  documents  of  the  Association. 

ARTICLE  X.  If  any  alteration  or  amendment  of  the 
By-Laws  be  proposed,  a  notice  of  such  alteration  or  amend- 
ment shall  be  published  in  the  notice  of  the  meeting  at 
which  action  thereon  is  to  be  taken,  and  a  majority  vote 
shall  be  required  for  its  adoption. 
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A  quorum  being  present,  it  was  unanimously  voted  that 
the  Act  of  Incorporation  shall  be  adopted  as  the  Constitu- 
tion of  the  Association. 

The  By-Laws  were  then  read  and  it  was  voted  to  take  up 
and  act  upon  each  article  separately.  This  being  done,  the 
articles  as  they  now  stand  were  so  adopted,  after  which  they 
were  adopted  as  a  whole,  by  a  unanimous  vote,  as  the  By- 
Laws  of  the  Association.

Hon.  John  Q.  Evans  of  Salisbury,  Mass.,  for  the  "  Major 
Robert  Pike  Memorial  Commitee,"  reported — that  the  com- 
mittee had  met  on  the  previous  evening  in  the  parlors  of  the 
American  House,  and  plans  had  been  discussed  as  to  what 
should  constitute  a  proper  memorial,  and  that  it  was  the 
unanimous  decision  of  the  committee  that  a  memorial  library 
building  at  Salisbury,  to  be  known  as  the  "  Major  Robert 
Pike  Memorial  Library  Building,"  would  be  the  most 
appropriate  to  commemorate  a  life  of  so  wide  and  far-reach- 
ing intelligence  as  that  exemplified  in  the  life  of  Robert  Pike. 

He  further  reported — that  the  committee  had  found  many 
of  the  descendants  of  Major  Pike,  with  others,  who  admired 
his  high  character,  stood  ready  to  contribute  to  such  a  Me- 
morial, also  that  the  citizens  of  Salisbury,  both  indi- 
vidually and  as  a  Town,  would  assist  in  the  undertaking. 

It  was  voted  that  the  next  regular  meeting  of  the  Associ- 
ation shall  be  held,  either  the  last  week  in  August  or  the 
first  week  in  September  in  1906. 

An  informal  expression  of  the  members  was  then  taken 
by  the  President  as  to  whether  the  Association  should  next 
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meet  at  Salisbury,  Mass.,  Old  Orchard,  Maine,  or  again  in 
Boston,  for  the  next  regular  meeting;  and  while  Old  Orchard 
had  an  unusually  large  vote,  it  was  decided  that  the  larger 
number  wished  to  remain  in  Boston.

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Thirty  years  ago  I  was  entertained  by  the  Pikes  of  Cork, 
Ireland.  I  made  the  acquaintance  afterwards  of  Hon.  Wil- 
liam Pike,  J.  P.,  in  Dublin,  who  was  interested  in  genealogy 
and  had  Sir  Barnard  Burke,  the  Master  of  Heraldry  at 
Dublin  Castle,  trace  up  the  Pike  family  and  landed  gentry  ; 
he  gave  me  a  full  account  of  the  English  Pikes  ?nd  an  inter- 
esting pamphlet  copied  from  an  old  manuscript  in  Oxford 
library  regarding  a  Sir  Richard  Pike,  who  accompanied  the 
Earl  of  Essex  in  the  Spanish  Armada.  He  was  captured 
and  had  to  fight  four  Spaniards,  all  at  once,  in  the  arena,  for 
his  life.  He  fought  with  a  pikestaff  or  halberd  and  killed 
two  at  once,  and  mortally  wounded  the  third,  when  the 
Dukes,  who  were  present,  stopped  the  encounter,  and  gave 
him  his  liberty,  together  with  a  royal  cloak  and  money  to 
take  him  back  to  England.  Sir  Barnard  Burke  furnished  an 
arms  and  crest,  which  I  have  ;  the  crest  is  a  broken  pike- 
staff and  the  motto,   "  Vraialafin" — "True  to  the  end." 

I  am  detained  from  having  the  great  pleasure  of  being 
with  you  on  this  honorable  occasion  through  important  bus- 
iness and  other  reasons,  but  hope  to  do  all  I  can  to  promote 
the  objects  of  the  Association,  and  with  very  best  wishes

OUR  HERITAGE 

When  our  Secretary  extended  an  invitation  to  me.  last 
July,  to  be  present  at  this  reunion  and  give  a  paper  of  some 
kind,  I  was  much  pleased  to  find  that  the  date  of  this  meet- 
ing was  most  opportune,  in  that  I  had  already  planned  to  be 
in  Boston  at  the  Peace  Congress. 

We,  of  the  Pike  family  on  the  Pacific  Coast,  are  not  en- 
rolled in  large  numbers  as  members  of  this  Association,  but 
I  can  assure  vou,  that  some  of  us  are  most  heartily  in  accord

with  you,  our  kinspeople,  and  do  not  intend  that  distance 
shall  lessen  our  interest  in  the  welfare  of  the  family. 

I  take  pleasure  in  mentioning  one  of  our  members,  who 
has  given  much  time,  and  made  extensive  research  in  va- 
rious lines  of  ancestry,  with  marked  success.  I  refer  to  Miss 
Sarah  Louise  Kimball,  of  Palo  Alto,  California,  who  would 
gladly  have  been  with  us  on  this  occasion,  had  circum- 
stances permitted. 

It  is  a  great  privilege  to  come  together,  exchange  greet- 
ings and  plan  for  more  extended  research  into  the  past  his- 
tory of  the  Pike  family. 

Much  credit  is  due  those  who  have  brought  from  various 
annals  of  the  past  so  much  valuable  information  concerning 
this  family,  and  the  present  reunion  will  add  another  inter- 
esting chapter  to  our  records. 

My  claim  to  membership  in  this  Association  is  based  upon 
the  fact  that  my  mother,  Achsa  Bridgman  Kimball,  who 
was  the  granddaughter  of  Boyce  Kimball  and  Mary  Pike, 
who  was  the  great-great-granddaughter  of  James  Pike,  who 
came  from  England  about  1640  and  settled,  first  in  Charles- 
town,  Mass.,  and  later  in  Reading. 

As  a  member  of  the  Friends'  Society,  and  an  earnest 
champion  of  the  oppressed  of  every  race  and  clime, 
I  honor  the  memory  of  that  noble  patriot,  Major  Robert 
Pike,  who  dared  to  tread  under  foot  the  cruel  order,  to  whip 
those  three  Quaker  women  'that  were  charged  with  being 
witches.  [There  was  no  charge  against  them  other  than 
that  of  their  religion. — Sec] 

It  was  true,  as  Whittier  wrote,  that  this  period  was  "an 
evil  time,  when  souls  were  fettered  and  thought  was  crime." 
So  much  the  more  should  we  honor  those  who  dared  to 
think  and  act,  "  soul-free  "  from  superstition's  chains.  We 
cannot  know  the  cost  of  these  heroic  acts.  We  can  only 
judge  from  our  own  experiences  in  somewhat  similar  cases. 
Thus  by  toilsome  stages  has  the  human  race  progressed  up- 
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ward,  and  it  is  cause  for  gratitude,  when  we  find  among  our 
direct  ancestors,  only  a  few  generations  back,  noble  souls 
who  were  in  the  front  rank  of  true  reformers. 

In  these  days  of  great  extremes  in  the  conditions  of  society, 
and  the  clashing  of  opinions  in  social,  political  and  indus- 
trial life  (for  "the  independent  thinker  is  abroad  in  the 
land"  as  never  before),  there  is  a  significance,  worthy  of 
consideration,  in  that  invitations  are  being  extended  for 
families  to  organize  into  associations,  join  in  reunions,  cul- 
tivate friendships  and  thereby  strengthen  the  bonds  of  kin- 
ship. It  is  surely  a  move  in  the  right  direction,  and  will 
tend  to  broaden  the  character  of  the  individual  and  thereby 
be  a  "blessing  to  the  world. 

"In  Union  is  Strength''  and  everything  that  tends 
towards  Union  in  behalf  of  the  right,  be  it  among  families 
or  nations,  should  be  earnestly  sought  after.  More  and  more 
it  is  bein^  realized  that  "no  man  liveth  to  himself,"  and 
as  we  trace  out  our  ancestral  lines,  and  learn  of  the  worthy, 
noble  men  and  women  who  lived  in  past  centuries,  whose 
blood  flows  in  our  veins,  we  rejoice  in  this,  our  heritage. 
We  have,  somehow,  a  feeling,  that  this  heritage  is  indeed 
ours,  not  like  our  ownership  of  worldly  possessions  that 
may  be  taken  from  us  at  any  time,  but  that  it  will  abide 
with  us  forever. 

Does  any  one  say  this  statement  is  too  strong  ?  I  ask  in 
reply,  "  Can  anything  good  be  lost?"  Can  children,  who 
have  been  blessed  with  parents  who  knew  their  duty  in  the 
training  of  their  offspring  and  lovingly  performed  it,  ever 
compute  the  real  value  of  their  inheritance?  How  much 
less  then,  can  we  estimate  the  greater  heritage,  when  the 
records  of  past  generations  of  our  kinspeople  are  opened, 
and  we  learn  that  many  of  them  have  nobly  stood  for  right 
and  justice  when  it  cost  them  much  self-sacrifice. 

We  are  proud  and  rightfully  so,  of  their  character,  and  the 
more  we  understand  the  condition  of  the  times  in    which 
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they  lived,  the  better  are  we  prepared  to  appreciate  their 
life  work.  We  commend  their  earnest  and  unselfish  adhe- 
rence to  justice,  and  the  estimate  of  our  heritage  increases 
in  manifold  ratio,  as  we  are  able  to  trace  our  kinship  to 
those  who  were,  in  their  day,  found  in  the  front  rank  doing- 
valiant  service  either  for  their  family,  their  country  or  the 
oppressed. 

We  are  not  slow  in  acknowledging  our  relationship  to  those 
who  patiently  bore  reproach  or  persecution  for  humanity's 
sake,  and  the  on-coming  ages  will  prove  the  truth  of  the 
proverb,  "  The  memory  of  the  just  is  blessed." 

When  one  comes  suddenly  into  possession  of  great  wealth 
it  is  commonly  considered  most  fortunate,  though  it  often- 
times proves  to  the  contrary;  while  an  inheritance  that  has 
come  down  through  many  generations  of  our  ancestors, 
possessed  of  real  mental  and  moral  worth,  added  to  a  strong, 
vigorous  constitution,  is  and  ever  will  be,  of  priceless  value. 

This  goodly  heritage  does  not,  of  course,  make  the  man  or 
the  woman,  as  everyone  must  build  his  or  her  own  character, 
but  it  is  a  splendid  capital  to  start  out  with,  and,  as  far  as 
possible  should  be  properly  estimated.  A  young  man  who 
wishes  to  make  a  success  in  business  life,  wisely  takes  ac- 
count of  his  possessions  ;  so  should  we,  who  desire  to  make 
the  best  use  of  our  time,  talents  and  fortune,  study  our  her- 
itage and  ask,  "  What  will  be  required  of  us  ?  " 

We  are  not  accidents  in  this  life,  neither  were  our  ances- 
tors. Far,  far  back  in  the  ages  many  of  them  toiled,  and 
we,  their  descendents,  have  entered  into  their  labors.  The 
more  we  study  their  life-work,  emulate  their  virtues  and 
their  excellences,  and  avoid  their  weaknesses  and  errors, 
the  stronger  and  better  will  be  our  characters. 

Charles  Sumner,  in  his  address  on  "The  True  Grandeui 
of  Nations,"  said  :  "  It  is  the  exalted  distinction  of  man 
that  he  is  progressive — that  his  reason  is  not  merely  the 
reason  of  a  single  human  being,  but  that  of  the  whole  hu- 
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man  race,  in  all  ages  from  which  knowledge  has  descended, 
in  all  lands  from  which  it  has  been  borne  away.  We  are 
the  heirs  to  an  inheritance  grandly  accumulating  from  gen- 
eration to  generation,  with  the  superadded  products  of  other 
lands." 

It  seems  to  be  natural  for  us  to  want  to  know  something 
about  our  ancestors.  Many  of  us  will  recall  that,  in  child- 
hood, there  was  a  fascination  in  listening  to  the  tales  of  the 
experiences  of  our  sires  and  grandsires,  especial!}-  when  we 
learned  that  they  were  chief  actors  in  the  performance  of 
noble  deeds. 

In  the  years  gone  by  when  I  heard  others  counting  their 
Pilgrim  ancestors,  who  made  notable  history  for  this  country 
after  they  landed  on  Plymouth  Rock  in  1620,  I  felt  that 
they  had  cause  for  gratitude,  though,  no  doubt,  many  came 
later  who  were  equally  brave  and  conscientious.  A  few 
years  since  I  learned  that  my  paternal  grandmother  was  a  de- 
scendent  of  Captain  Myles  and  Barbara  Standish  and  John 
and  Priscilla  Alden,  through  the  marriage  of  their  children. 
This  knowledge  has  given  me  added  interest  in  the  history 
of  these  people.  Captain  Standish,  who  was  small  of  stat- 
ure but  might)-  of  spirit,  and  withal  brave  and  heroic  ;  John 
Alden,  the  faithful  friend,  wise  counselor  and  loving  husband 
and  father  ;  Barbara,  the  fair  and  stately  dame,  who  proved 
a  wise  and  loving  companion  for  Myles  in  all  his  various 
moods  ;  Priscilla,  the  bright  young  Huguenot,  who,  despite 
her  own  sorrows,  was  full  of  courage,  wit  and  wisdom,  and 
had  a  heart  overflowing  with  sunshine  and  gladness  for  the 
other  members  of  this  Pilgrim  colonv, — all  these  have,  in 
some,  enriched  my  heritage. 

We  have  read  that  General  Pike,  in  November.  1806, 
looking  from  Cheyenne  Mountain,  to  the  summit  of  the 
peak,  named  for  him,  said  :  "  It  would  have  taken  a  whole 
day's  march  to  arrive  at  its  base,  whence  I  believe  no  human 
being  could  have  ascended  to  its  pinnacle."     However,  after 
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General  Pike  discovered  it,  others  pushed  on  ;  a  good  trail 
was  made  and  later,  the  Iron  Horse  utilized  for  the  benefit 
of  travelers.  Thus  it  is,  what  seemed  impossible  became 
afterwards,  not  only  possible,  but  delightful  to  lovers  of  the 
grand  and  beautiful  in  nature,  as  this  member  of  the  Pike 
family  can  testify,  having  made  the  twenty-five  mile  trip,  up 
and  down  this  mountain,  on  foot,  in  September,  1885. 
Now,  as  I  recall  the  wonderful  scenes  which  I  saw  during 
those  three  days  of  pur  journeyings,  I  realize  that  had  I  then 
have  known  that  the  discoverer  of  this  "grand  old  peak" 
was,  no  doubt,  one  of  my  kinsmen,  it  would  certainly  have 
added  still  more  to  the  pleasures  of  the  trip. 

In  tracing  out  the  lines  of  our  ancestry,  even  for  a  few 
generations,  we  find  that  our  interest  in  the  human  race 
broadens,  prejudice  decreases  as  to  nationality,  and,  as  a 
result,  an  onward  movement  is  made  towards  a  better  under- 
standing between  nations,  which  will  tend  to  abolish  war 
and  establish  peace. 

Next  week  will  witness  one  of  the  most  notable  gath- 
erings in  Boston  that  ever  occurred  in  the  United  States- 
Representatives  from  many  foreign  countries  will  come  to 
unite  with  us  in  the  thirteenth  International  Peace  Congress, 
which  has  been  held  but  once  before  in  the  United  States, 
viz.:  in  Chicago  during- the  Columbian  Exposition  in  1893. 
They  will  bring  reports  of  the  progress  of  the  work  among 
the  people — will  plan  for  the  spreading  of  peace  principles 
and  the  strengthening  of  the  fraternal  bond  among 
nations. 

In  the  building  of  this  "grand  temple  of  Universal  Peace, 
whose  dome  shall  be  lofty  as  the  firmament  of  Heaven, 
broad  and  comprehensive  as  Earth  itself,"  shall  we  not 
cheerfully  assist,  and,  as  a  family,  do  honor  to  our  noble 
heritage  by  sending  our  thoughts,  our  prayers  and  our 
efforts,  in  unison  with  our  foreign  brothers  and  sisters,  to 
advance  the  work  of  this  grand  convocation?

THE  EARLIEST  SETTLERS  OF   THE   PIKE 
FAMILY  IN  NEW  ENGLAND 

It  was  a  pleasure  for  me  to  be  with  you  two  years  ago 
and  give  the  members  of  the  Association  something  of  the 
lives  of  the  earliest  settlers  of  New  England,  and  it  is  again 
a  pleasure  for  me  to  be  with  you  and  to  continue  the  subject 
which  time  and  space  at  that  time  forbade  its  completion. 

During  the  two  years  which  have  elapsed  since  our  meet- 
ing many  new  facts  have  been  learned  about  the  different 
lines  of  our  ancestry,  and  many  new  names  have  appeared 
on  the  dim  horizon  of  their  time-o'ershadowed  past,  but  only 
a  few  of  these  will  I  endeavor  to  give  in  this  paper. 

About  a  year  ago  my  attention  was  called  to  the  name  of 
Peake  and  upon  examining  Savage's  Genealogical  Diction- 
ary, I  discovered  that  John  Peake  settled  about  1650  in 
Stratford,  Fairfield  County,  Connecticut,  and  he  was  on  the 
list  of  freemen  with  his  sons,  John  and  Benjamin,  in  1669. 
While  Savage  spells  the  name  "Peake"  in  his  dictionary, 
he  also  explains  that  the  name  "might  be  otherwise 
spelled."  The  children  of  this  emigrant,  so  far  as  I  now 
know,  were  John,  William  and  Benjamin.  The  two  sons, 
John  and  Benjamin,  settled  in  Stratford,  Connecticut,  and  I 
think  they  must  have  retained  the  above  spelling  of  the 
name,  though  I  am  not  certain  of  that.  The  son  William 
settled  in  New  London,  Connecticut,  and  spelled  his  name 
Pike.  His  children  were  :  Sarah,  born  1650,  married  1671, 
Abraham  Deane ;  William,  born  1655,  who  married  Abigail 
Comstock  and  settled  at  Lyme,  Connecticut,  whose  records 
were  given  in  a  former  paper,  supposed  to  be  a  descendant 
of  James  Pike,  of  Charlestown-Reading,  Massachusetts. 
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Another  son,  John,  born  in  New  London,  Connecticut, 
about  1660,  married  Eliza  and  settled  in  New  London.  His 
children  were:  John,  born  1690,  married  171 2,  Hannah 
Spencer,  and  settled  in  New  London  and  had  a  son  John, 
who  married  1740,  Sarah  Brooks  ;  Samuel,  born  1693  ;  Wil- 
liam, born  1695,  and  Ruth,  born  1699,  all  of  the  descendants 
of  William,  spelled  their  name  as  we  spell  the  name  of  Pike. 
It  may  be  that  further  research  will  show  that  Benjamin  and 
John  also  spelled  theirs  the  same  way.  It  is  sometimes  dif- 
ficult to  determine  what  the  name  is  by  the  spelling,  as 
many  of  those  days  were  illiterate  and  spelled  names  accord- 
ing to  the  way  they  heard  them  pronounced.  But  this 
would  go  to  show  that  the  Long  Island  family  were  de- 
scended through  this  line  rather  than  through  that  of  James, 
of  Charlestown. 

In  regard  to  the  Philip  Pike  family,  of  Kittery,  Maine,  I 
would  offer  two  corrections,  and  one  is  that  the  first  Philip 
Pike  married  Rebecca,  daughter  of  Peter  and  Grace  Lewis, 
of  Kittery,  and  his  son  Philip  married  Mary  Maddock,  of 
Wells. 

I  have  found  the  following  passengers  on  ships  bound 
from  England :  Andrew  Pike,  of  Great  Dolby,  aged  thirty- 
four  years,  sailed  from  Plymouth  to  St.  Christopher  in  1634. 
John  Pike,  aged  thirty  years,  sailed  from  ye  port  of  London, 
November  20,  1635,  for  Barbadoes.  And  the  parish  regis- 
ters at  Barbadoes  give  the  baptism  of  Grace,  daughter  of 
Oliver  and  Grace  Pike,  as  December  10,  1678,  and  records 
the  burial  of  Olive  Pike,  April  22,  1678-9.  Oliver  deeds 
21-2  acres  of  land,  December  22,  1680.  Whether  any  of 
these  families  ever  reached  the  continent  or  not  has  not  yet 
been  determined.  The  John  who  sailed  from  the  port  of 
London  I  have  always  supposed  was  Captain  John  Pike,  of 
Newbury,  Massachusetts,  and  Woodbridge,  New  Jersey. 
According  to  Calkins,  a  Robert  Sprike,  Spink  or  Pike,  set- 
tled in  Newport,  Rhode  Island,  and  was  among  the  freemen 
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of  that  place  in  1655,  and  says  he  was  found  at  Wickford  in 
1674.  His  daughter  Margaret  he  supposes  married  July  26, 
1680.  George  Vaughan,  of  Greenside ;  he  also  says  that 
Tared  Spick,  or  Spreck,  or  Pike,  of  Windsor,  Connecticut, 
married  Mary,  daughter  of  John  Purchase,  or  Purkas,  of 
Hartford,  Connecticut. 

The  investigation  of  the  above  named  emigrants  is  still 
open  to  research  and  I  hope  the  future  may  throw  more 
light  on  these  families,  who  no  doubt  fled  to  this  country 
from  the  cruel  persecutions  of  the  then  despotic  Church  of 
England 

I  now  come  to  James  Pike,  whom  Caulkins  called  Spight, 
and  whose  name  was  spelled  in  all  the  early  deeds  as  Spike, 
but  which  Savage  succeeded  in  his  genealogical  dictionary 
in  spelling  correctly.  He  probably  came  to  Charlestown, 
Massachusetts,  as  early  as  1640,  for  TabathaPike,  maid  ser- 
vant to  Richard  Billingham.  was  admitted  to  the  Church  in 
Boston,  September  1,  1640.  She  may  have  been  a  sister  or 
relative  of  this  James  Pike.  He  married  Naomi,  her  maiden 
name  unknown  ;  nor  is  it  known  whether  he  was  married 
when  he  came  to  this  country,  but  as  he  was  admitted  to 
the  Church  in  Charlestovvn,  March  3,  1644,  it  is  to  be  pre- 
sumed that  he  was  unmarried  at  that  time,  as  his  wife  was 
not  admitted  with  him.  He  was  made  freeman.  May  26, 
1647.  His  first  child,  as  far  as  we  know,  was  born  in 
Charlestown,  and  after  the  date  of  his  birth  he  moved  to 
Reading,  Massachusetts,  where  he  was  one  of  the  influen- 
tial men  of  that  place.  It  is  to  be  regretted  that  there  were 
no  full  records  of  the  names  and  dates  of  births  of  his 
children  as  there  are  several  who  settled  in  that  vicinity 
who  would  properly  be  called  his  children, — namely :  Jo- 
seph, who  married  Susannah  Smith,  and  for  his  second  wife. 
1688-9,  Prudence,  daughter  of  John  and  Hannah  Edmin- 
ster,  of  Charlestown,  where  she  was  born,  1668  ;  and 
Thomas,    who  was  referred  to  in  a  previous   paper.     Lon 
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Hammond,  of  Charlestown,  refers  parties  who  came  to  him 
December  15,  1685,  to  Cousin  Pike,  for  an  account  of  a 
murder  committed  in  Boston,  and  Thomas  Pike  is  the  only 
one  living  in  Boston  at  that  time  so  far  as  I  have  been  able 
to  ascertain.  Of  the  children  who  are  known  to  be  children 
of  James,  of  Charlestown-Reading,  are  James,  born  January 
1,  1647  ;  Jeremiah,  born  1649;  Jorm>  born  January  1,  1653  ; 
Zachariah,  born  October  8,  1658  ;  and  Mary. 

James  Pike,  Jr.,  married  in  1681  Hannah  Cutler;  who  was 
b'orn  in  Reading,  1662;  and  second,  May  23,  1700,  in  New- 
bury, Massachusetts,  he  married  Sarah,  daughter  of  Oneseph- 
orus  and  Hannah  (Cutler)  Marsh,  of  Hingham,  Massachu. 
setts,  where  she  was  born  February  23,  1668-9.  The 
Newbury  records  look  as  though  the  name  was  March  and 
her  name,  has  been  considered  March  by  all  genealogists  be- 
cause there  were  families  in  Newbury  by  the  name  of 
March.  He  settled  in  Reading,  but  afterwards  moved  to 
Framingham,  Massachusetts,  and  from  thence  removed  to 
Weston,  Massachusetts,  where  he  was  admitted  to  the  First 
Church  in  17 14,  and  where  he  died  in  July,  1723.  His  estate 
was  settled  in  1727.  He  was  in  the  brave  troop  of  raw  re- 
cruits that  fought  in  the  Nipmugg  County  and  at  the  Nar- 
ragansett  fort  during  King  Philip's  War,  for  whose'services 
the  Court  saw  fit  to  grant  them  a  tract  of  land  eight  miles 
square  in  the  Nipmugg  County,  providing  they  should  settle 
thirty  families  and  one  orthodox  minister  thereon  within 
four  years.  His  children  were:  James,  born  September 
15,  1682,  married  Hannah  (?)  and  settled  in  Coventry,  Con- 
necticut, where  his  first  child  was  born,  then  moved  to 
Farmington,  Connecticut,  where  his  wife  died  and  he  mar- 
ried about  1720,  Rebecca,  daughter  of  Samuel  and  Rebecca 
(Clark)  Woodruff,  of  Farmington,  where  she  was  born,  1690. 
He  had  James,  born  171 1  ;  William,  born  1712,  who  died 
young;  Samuel,  born  1724;  William,  second,  born  1726, 
who  probably  died  young,  as  he  was  not  mentioned  in  his 
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father's  will  in  1762,  and  Ebenezer  and  David.  Of  the 
children  of  James  Pike,  Jr.,  the  oldest  son,  James,  is  sup- 
posed to  marry  in  Brooklyn,  Connecticut,  in  1741,  Hannah 
Hyde,  his  descendants  have  not  been  discovered ;  David 
settled  in  Farmington,  Connecticut,  where  his  estate  was 
settled  in  1763  ;  his  children  were  Jonathan,  born  1750,  and 
David,  born  1754;  they  have  not  been  located.  Ebenezer 
has  not  been  located  for  a  certainty.  Samuel  settled  in 
New  Hartford,  Connecticut,  and  was  one  of  the  early  patri- 
ots that  marched  with  the  New  Hartford  company  upon  the 
first  news  of  the  battle  of  Lexington  ;  in  1777  he  removed 
to  Barkhamstead,  Connecticut.  The  children  of  Samuel 
Pike  were  :  James,  born  1750,  whose  children  were,  Harvey, 
who  died  without  issue  ;  Rosanna,  who  died  young  ;  Jesse- 
mial,  whose  children  were  Edwin  and  Harlan  ;  Joel,  who 
married  Lucy  Baldwin  and  moved  to  Iowa;  and  he  and  his 
family  were  all  supposed  to  have  been  killed  by  Indians  dur- 
ing the  Mexican  War ;  James,  who  married  Aura  Woodruff 
and  lived  at  Windom  and  Garrettsville,  Ohio  ;  they  had  nine 
children,  of  whom  Hezekiah  Woodruff  Pike  belongs  to  our 
Association  ;  Hannah,  married  Willis  Messenger  and  had 
seven  children;  of  whom  Linus  settled  in  Chase,  Michigan, 
and  also  had  seven  children;  James  Pike,  the  father,  mar- 
ried Sarah  Parsons  and  removed  to  Windom,  Ohio.  He 
was  a  Revolutionary  soldier  and  was  at  the  battle  of  Mon- 
mouth. The  other  children  of  Samuel  Pike  were  :  Rosan- 
na, Rebecca,  John,  William,  Abigail  and  Ebenezer.  Of 
these  I  have  only  the  records  of  John,  who  married  Widow 
Sarah  (Stowe)  Hungerford;  and  settled  in  Barkhamstead 
and  had  eight  children. 

The  second  son  of  James  Pike,  Jr.,  was  Nathaniel,  born 
May  4,  1685,  married  171 1,  Mary  Buck,  of  Woburn  ;  settled 
in  Framingham  but  moved  to  Hopkinton,  Massachusetts, 
where  his  wife  was  admitted  to  the  Church  March  17,  1717, 
and  where  he  died  in  1735.     His  children  were:     (1)     Na- 
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thaniel,  born  17 12-3,  married  1734,  Abial  Pratt,  and  settled 
in  Hopkinton,  and  had,  Mary,  born  1736 ;  Rachel,  born 
1738-9;  Hannah,  born  1742  ;  Nathaniel,  born  1744  ;  James, 
born  1746;  Timothy,  born  1748;  Lois,  born  1750;  David, 
born  1752  and  Jonathan,  born  1755.  Of  these  children 
Nathaniel  married  twice,  first  wife's  name  unknown,  second 
wife  was  Sarah  Hall ;  he  settled  in  Hopkinton  and  only  one 
son,  so  far  as  known,  by-  the  name  of  Elijah,  born  1773-4, 
who  married  Sally  Clark  and  lived  in  Hopkinton,  but  moved 
to  Petersham  in  1814;  their  children  were,  Dexter,  whose 
son  Philander  was  the  father  of  Eugene  H.,  who  belongs  to 
the  Association;  Mehitable,  who  married  Clark  West; 
Nathaniel ;  Mary  Ann,  who  married  Henry  Daniels,  whose 
son  William  Daniels  belongs  to  the  Association ;  Charles, 
who  married  Melinda  Goddard  ;  Martin,  who  married  Ruth 
Merritt  and  whose,  son,  George  Martin  Pike,  was  the  father 
of  Mrs.  James  L.  Cartwright  and  Mrs.  John  Wetherbee, 
who  belong  to  the  Association;  Elijah,  who  died  young; 
Susanna,  who  married  Stillman  Bicknell ;  Rev.  Simon  Ed- 
gell  Pike,  who  married  Mary  Manning  and  was  the  father 
of  Edwin  Stevens  Pike,  who  belongs  to  the  Association ; 
Moses  Pike;  who  married  Octavia,  (2)  Clarissa  S.  Morse, 
and  was  the  father  of  Professor  Alfred  W.  Pike,  who  be- 
longs to  the  Association  ;  Rhoda,  who  married  William  Fisk 
and  was  the  mother  of  Henry  E.  and  Herbert  W.  Fisk,  who 
belong  to  the  Association;  Sarah  R.,  who  married  George 
Hagar.  Timothy,  born  1748,  married  Abigail  Boyden,  set- 
tled in  Holliston,  moved  to  Framingham  in  1782  and  after- 
wards to  New  York;  children,  Asa,  born  1770;  Abner, 
born  1772;  Chloe,  born  1775,  and  Timothy,  born  1779. 
Their  descendants  are  unknown.  David,  born  1752,  married 
1778,  Freelove  Partridge,  and  settled  in  Rockingham,  Ver- 
mont, had  children;  Luther  and  Martin;  the  former  married 
Sally  dishing,  and  the  latter  married  Susan  Forbes  and 
Comfort   Warren,   and    settled   in    Upton,    Massachusetts.

live  at  Glens'  Falls,  New  York.  He  always  lived  in  Cald- 
well, New  York.

Sarah,  supposed  to  have  married  Levi  Edson,  of  Pittsfield, 
Massachusetts  ;  Nathaniel  ;  Elihu,  born  1775,  married  Mercy 
Keeler  ;  he  settled  in  Pittsfield,  Massachusetts,  but  in  1816 
moved  to  Poultney,  New  York,  and  later  to  Highland,  Ill- 
inois ;  his  children  were,  Salmon,  Samuel,  Amanda,  Almira 
and  John.  William  Grant,  born  1777,  married  Myranda 
Scott,  settled  in  Stratton,  Vermont  ;  children  were,  Isaac 
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Newton,  father  of  Mrs.  Rhoda  Bingham,  who  belongs  to  the 
Association  ;  Fannie  Almena,  Elizabeth  A.,  Rhoda,  My- 
randa,  Priscilla  Elvira,  Tryphena  and  Mary  F.  Anna 
Grant,  born  1777,  a  twin  ;  Jotham,  born  1780,  married  Han- 
nah Goodell  and  Mrs.  Anna  (Smith)  Riand ;  he  settled  in 
Stratton,  Vermont,  and  had  twelve  children  ;  Rhoda,  born 
1782.  (10)  Rachel,  born  1733.  (11)  Submit,  born  1735, 
married  Benoni  Shurtleff. 

John,  son  of  James  and  Hannah  (Cutler)  Pike,  married  in 
1710  Elizabeth  Welsh,  and  settled  in  Norwich,  Connecticut ; 
children,  Elizabeth,  born  1710  ;  John,  born  1712  ;  Samuel, 
born  1715  ;  Nathaniel,  born  1716-7;  Isaac,  born  1721  ; 
Hannah,  born  1723  ;  Silas,  born  1726,  died  1745  ;  he  is  sup- 
posed to  be  the  father  of  Isaac,  who  married  Mary  Dixon 
and  had  one  son,  Isaac,  born  1770,  who  married  Rebecca 
Briggs  and  had  children:  Isaac  W.  D.,  Nathan  S.,  Thomas 
Olney,  father  of  Alva  O.,  who  belongs  to  the  Association  : 
Mary,  Robert  Nelson,  Ezra  and  George  W.,  all  of  Killingly, 
Connecticut.  He  was  also  supposed  to  be  father  of  John, 
born  1754,  who  married  Sarah  (?)  and  Betsey  Chamberlain  ; 
he  settled  in  Killingly,  but  after  the  Revolutionary  War,  in 
which  he  served,  he  moved  to  Pomfret,  Connecticut ;  his 
children  were,  John,  born  1781  ;  Marsena,  born  1783,  who 
settled  in  Brooklyn,  Connecticut,  and  later  in  Thompson, 
Connecticut;  Sarah,  born  1784;  Arvine,  born  1786;  Cyrus, 
born  1788;  and  by  last  wife,  Cyrus,  born  1805;  Jerome, 
born  1807,  married  Maria  Trowbridge,  and  Elizabeth  Trow- 
bridge, who  belongs  to  the  Association  ;  Rufus,  born  1810;

Samuel,  son  of  James  Pike,  Jr.,  was  born  May  12,  1690, 
married  at  Kittery,  Maine,  1712-3,  Eleanor  Rhodes,  settled 
in  Georgetown,  Maine,  and  moved  to  Littleton,  Massachu- 
setts ;  had  sons,  George  and  Jacob ;  the  latter  married  in 
Middletown,  Massachusetts,  1740,  Mercy  Cummings ;  he 
was  baptized  in  171 7;  the  former,  baptized  1716,  married 
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Hannah  (?)  and  settled  in  Worcester,  Massachusetts,  and 
later  in  Charlton,  Massachusetts  ;  his  children  were  :  Sam- 
uel, born  1740;  Hannah,  born  1742;  Huldah,  born  1744; 
Mary,  born  1746;  Elizabeth,  born  1749;  George,  born 
1755  ;  Sarah,  born  1758;  the  son,  Samuel,  born  1740,  mar- 
ried Abigail  Dennis,  settled  in  Charlton,  and  had  children, 
Samuel,  born  1770;  Rachel,  born  1772  ;  Rhoda,  born  1774  ; 
Rebecca,  born  1777;  Mary,  born  1778;  Jacob,  born  1781, 
married  Sally  Eddy ;  Jeremiah,  born  1783  ;  Mary,  born 
1785 ;  Jonathan,  born  1788 ;  son,  George,  married  Mary 
Sever,  and  also  settled  in  Charlton,  and  had  children  : 
George,  Ruth,  Eleanor,  Jared,  and  perhaps  others. 

Jonathan,  son  of  James  Pike,  Jr.,  born  October  27,  1693, 
married  1716,  Ruth  Stratton,  settled  in  Concord,  Massa- 
chusetts, where  he  died,  1745  ;  children  were  :  Jonathan, 
born  1717  ;  Phoebe,  born  1718,  died  1719 ;  Phcebe,  born 
1720;  James,  born  1723  ;  Timothy,  born  1725  ;  Ruth,  born 
1728,  died  1745.  Of  these  children,  Jonathan  married, 
1742,  Sarah  Young,  settled  in  Providence,  Rhode  Island, 
and  had  children  :  Enoch,  born  1743  ;  Jeremiah,  born  1745  ; 
Ruth,  born  1746;  Phcebe,  born  1748  ;  Hannah,  born  1751  ; 
Peter,  born  1755.  It  is  thought  all  of  these  children  died 
young  but  Phoebe,  who  married  1769,  Stephen  Quiver ;  and 
Peter,  who  married  1787,  Ann  Capron,  and  settled  in  Provi- 
dence and  had  children  :  Asa,  born  1788,  who  married  181 1, 
Catherine  Durfee,  settled  in  Providence  and  had  children  : 
Almira,  Mary  Ann,  Sarah  Young,  Catherine  Durfee,  Wil- 
liam Henry  and  Charles  Frederick;  Sarah,  born  1789; 
Rachel  Capron,  born  1791  ;  Jonathan,  born  1793,  who  mar- 
ried 1824,  Cynthia  Hathaway,  settled  in  Providence,  and 
were  the  grandparents  of  Sylvester  M.  Snow,  who  belongs 
to  the  Association. 

James  might  have  married,  1755,  Abigail  Howe,  of  Rut- 
land ;  he  deeds  land  from  Hardwick  and  also  from  Rutland  ; 
Timothy,  married  Harmih  (?),  settled  in  Hardwick,  Massa- 
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chusetts,  and  about  1760  moved  to  Charlestown,  Massachu- 
setts, and  finally  moved  to  Weston,  Massachusetts  ;  his 
children  were,  Hannah;  Timothy,  married  1784,  Margaret 
Gardner,  of  Weston,  and  in  181 1  Miss  Rebecca  Allen,  of 
Needham  ;  his  will  probated  in  1816  gives  everything  to  his 
wife  Rebecca.  Jonathan,  married  in  Gloucester,  Massachu- 
setts, 1775,  Rachel  Hutchins;  he  settled  in  Weston,  where 
his  daughter  Sarah  was  born  in  1776  ;  Sarah,  born  1756, 
married  1777,  Josiah  Allen;  Simeon,  born  1759,  married 
Tamson  (?),  settled  in  Southboro,  Massachusetts,  was  in 
Revolutionary  War ;  his  children  were  Jonathan,  who  mar- 
ried, 181 1,  Miss  Azubah  Wood,  and  had  eight  children  ;  he 
was  Judge  of  the  Probate  Court  of  Worcester,  Massachu- 
setts, for  many  years.  His  son,  Marshall  Spring  Pike, 
whose  picture  is  in  the  records,  was  a  noted  poet  and  com- 
poser of  music;  "Home  Again,"  a  song  sung  all  over 
the  world,  is  one  of  his  compositions.  Charles,  born  1796, 
married  1819,  Priscilla  Butman,  settled  at  West  Newton, 
Massachusetts,  and  is  the  grandparent  of  Austin  S.  Kilburn, 
of  this  Association.  Hannah,  daughter  of  James,  Jr.,  born 
October  21,  1695,  married  Samuel  Allen  ;  no  further  record 
of  her. 

Onesephorus,  son  of  James  Pike,  Jr.,  and  his  second  wife, 
born  1 701,  married  1723,  Mary  Sanderson,  and  settled  in 
Weston,  Massachusetts,  and  had  children  :  John,  born 
1724;  David,  born  1726;  Mary,  born  1727;  James,  born 
1729;  Onesephorus,  born  1731,  and  Mary,  born  1731.  His 
first  wife  died  and  he  married,  1735,  Widow  Martha  (White) 
Wilson,  and  had  children  :  Jonas,  born  1738,  and  Sarah,  born 
1740-1.  Of  these  children,  John  married  1757,  Mehitable 
Hayward,  and  settled  in  Sturbridge,  Massachusetts,  and  had 
children  :  Mehitable,  born  1758  ;  Hannah,  born  1760  ;  John, 
born  1762,  married  1784,  Beulah  Bemis,  settled  in  Paxton, 
Massachusetts,  but  removed  to  Marshfield,  Vermont,  and 
had :  Nancy,  Lydia,  John,  Daniel,  Horace,  Bemis,  Harriet, 
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Sylvester,  Chester,  Abigail.  Ebenezer,  born  1764,  married 
Mary  Marcy,  and  1809,  Mrs.  Lucinda  (Fish)  Waters,  settled 
in  Hartland,  Vermont,  and  was  the  ancestor  of  the  Cornish, 
New  Hampshire,  family.  Lydia,  born  1767,  married  Wil- 
lard  Marcy;  Ruth,  born  1769;  Abigail,  born  1771  ;  Daniel, 
born  1774;  Lois,  born  1779;  James,  married  1755,  Abigail 
Howe  (this  may  be  possibly,  James,  son  of  Jonathan,  who 
married  Abigail  Howe);  in  1783  he  married  the  widow  of 
his  brother  Onesephorus,  who  died  1790,  and  in  1792  he 
married  Judith  Simmons;  be  settled  in  Sturbridge  and 
Brookfield  ;  I  have  no  record  of  any  children.  Onesephorus, 
Jr.,  married  1769,  Elizabeth  Jackson,  settled  in  Sturbridge, 
died  before  1783;  had  children,  Abigail,  born  1770,  married 
Samuel  Brown,  and  settled  in  Danville,  Vermont ;  and  Jesse, 
whose  son  Plinney  had  but  one  arm;  Jonas,  married  1767, 
Mary  Howard,  settled  in  Sturbridge  and  had  children  :  Da- 
vid, born  1768,  married  1789,  Elizabeth  Pitman,  settled  in 
Sturbridge,  but  moved  to  Sterling,  Connecticut  ;  Anna,  born 
1770,  married  Edward  Clark  Turner;  Ephraim,  born  1772, 
married  Lucy  Pitman,  settled  in  Sturbridge,  but  moved  to 
Sterling,  Connecticut  ;  Dr.  Jesse,  born  1774,  married  Sarah 
True  and  Clarissa  Augusta  Sawyer,  and  settled  in  Litchfield, 
Maine;  Jonas,  born  1777,  married  Margaret  Turner,  and 
lived  in  Sturbridge  and  Brookfield. 

Sarah,  daughter  of  James,  Jr.,  and  his  second  wife,  mar- 
ried James  Collerjand  Benjamin,  born  1710,  died  in  Wes- 
ton, Massachusetts,  1744  ;  marriage  not  known. 

Jeremiah,  the  second  son  of  James  and  Naomi,  married 
1671,  Rachel  Leffingwell,  of  Woburn,  and  settled  in  Fram- 
ingham,  where  he  was  selectman  many  years  ;  he  was  a 
spinning-wheel  maker  and  lived  on  Pike's  Row;  his  children 
were  :  Jeremiah,  born  1674  ;  James  and  Eleazer  and  Ebene- 
zer, who  all  died  young  ;  Michael,  born  1678;  James,  born 
1679,  probably  died  young;  Rachel,  born  1681  ;  William, 
born  1687,  and  Naomi,  born  1689,  who  married  John  Gibbs. 
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Of  these  children,  Jeremiah,  Jr.,  married,  1701,  Susanna 
Worcester,  and  settled  in  Framigham,  and  had  two  sons  : 
Moses,  born  1702,  married  Mehitable  Pratt,  and  had  daugh- 
ters, Susanna,  who  married  Joseph  Eames  ;  Comfort,  who 
married  Deacon  Gideon  Haven  ;  and  Mehitable,  who  mar- 
ried Captain  Simon  Edgell  ;  the  other  son,  Aaron,  born 
1709,  married  his  cousin,  Comfort  Pike,  and  had  no  child- 
ren ;  Michael,  married  1706,  Mehitable  Brown;  settled  in 
Framingham,  was  a  selectman  for  several  years  ;  his  child- 
ren were  Mehitable,  born  1707,  married  John  Winch  ;  Tim- 
othy, born  1709,  married  Rachel  Gibbs,  and  had  children, 
Naomi,  Rachel  and  Lucy  ;  Abraham,  born  1712,  married 
1742,  Martha  Bellows,  and  settled  in  Framingham,  and  had 
children  :  Naomi,  born  1745  ;  Daniel,  born  1747,  married 
Lois  Underwood  and  settled  in  Royalston,  Massachusetts, 
and  Waterford,  Vermont.  His  children  who  lived  were 
Luther,  born  1770,  married  1795  Anna  Caswell  ;  the  pic- 
tures of  his  children  are  in  the  records  ;  they  are  the  ances- 
tors of  Mrs.  Hiram  Warren  Hill,  who  belongs  to  the  Asso- 
ciation ;  Nathan,  the  second  son,  born  1772,  married  1794, 
Rebecca  Miner,  and  had  children  :  Daniel,  Brigham,  Mcses, 
Dennison,  Nathan,  Miner,  Lois,  Luther,  Madison  and  Re- 
becca ;  Nathan  was'the  ancestor  of  Walter  N.  Pike,  William 
Rodger  Pike,  Mrs.  Flora  C.  Belmore,  Bruce  W.  Bel  more,  and 
others.  The  other  children  of  Daniel  and  Lois  were  Sally, 
who  married  a  Mr.  Chase,  and  Polly,  who  married  John  Cas- 
well. Silas,  third,  son  of  Abraham,  born  1750,  married  1772, 
Hannah  Parmenter,  and  1777,  Molly  Frizzel,  lived  in  Framing- 
ham, Massachusetts,  and  Providence,  Rhode  Island,  after 
1804  ;  his  children  were:  Nellie,  born  1772,  married  Obadiah 
Osburn  ;  Polly,  born  1779;  Moses,  born  1783,  died  unmar- 
ried. Moses,  the  last  son  of  Abraham,  born  1752,  was  slain 
by  a  cannon  ball  shot  by  the  Ministerial  troops  on  Ploughed 
Hill,  August  28,  1775.  John,  the  last  son  of  Michael,  born 
1714-5,  married  Sarah  Balch,  and  settled  in  Framingham  ; 
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his  children  were,  Timothy,  born  1759,  married  1783  Anna 
Potter;  she  married,  second,  Joseph  Brigbam,  and  third, 
James  Stone  ;  his  other  son,  John,  born  1761,  went  into  the 
war  and  died  there. 

William,  youngest  son  of  Jeremiah,  married  1706,  Mary 
Flagg,  settled  in  Framingham ;  his  children  were  Ebenezer, 
born  1707;  Comfort,  born  1709,  married  Aaron  Pike;  Wil- 
liam, born  1713  ;  Mary,  born  1715,  married  John  Willis; 
Jeremiah,  born  1718;  Jacob,  born  1721  ;  Abigail,  born  1724, 
married  Charles  Ward,  and  Sarah,  born  1727,  married  a  Mr. 
Fay.  Of  these  children,  Ebenezer  married  Susanna  (?), 
settled  in  Lancaster,  Massachusetts,  had  children  :  Sarah, 
Lois  and  son,  Ebenezer,  who  married,  1758,  Lydia  Glazier  ; 
he  lived  at  Lancaster  and  Sterling,  Massachusetts  ;  children 
were  David,  born  1758,  married  Joanna  Cheney  and  lived 
at- Athol  and  settled  at  Phillipston,  Massachusetts,  and  had 
children :  Aaron,  Joanna  W.,  Willard,  Nathan,  David, 
Nancy,  and  Sally  Elvira  ;  the  second,  son  of  Ebenezer,  was 
Ephraim,  born  1761  ;  William,  born  1763  ;  Susanna,  born 
1765,  married  Amos  Gates;  and  Elijah,  born'  1768,  and  a 
daughter,  Annis,  born  1772.  William,  Jr.,  married  1738, 
Sybella  Frost,  and  settled  in  Framingham,  and  had  child- 
ren:  Asa,  born  1739,  married  Rachel  Pike,  second;  Sarah 
Blodgett,  settled  in  Framingham.  The  children  of  Asa 
were:  Michael,  born  1763,  married  1793,  Abigail  Lamb, 
lived  in  Phillipston-Athol,  Massachusetts,  and  McDonough, 
New  York,  had  eleven  children  :  Aaron,  born  1765,  married 
1794,  Bethia  Brindley  ;  Rachel,  born  1768,  married  Stephen 
Bigelow;  Mary,  born  1771  ;  William,  born  1774.  The  other 
children  of  William  were  Experience,  born  1743,  and  Jane, 
born  1 75 3,  married  a  Mr.  Wheeler,  of  Concord,  Massachu- 
setts. Jeremiah,  son  of  William  and  Mary,  married  1743, 
Keziah  Hemingway,  settled'  in  Framingham-Rutland- 
Barre,  Masssachusetts ;  children  were,  Mary,  born  1744; 
Jeremiah,  born  1749,  married  a  Miss  Childs,  of  Stnrbridge, 
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and  died  there  ;  Ruth,  born  1752  ;  Keziah,  born  1758  ;  Com- 
fort, born  1764,  married  Lemuel  Robinson,, of  Rutland. 
Jacob,  son  of  William  and  Mary,  married  1742,  Elizabeth 
Britton,  of  Southboro,  Massachusetts,  settled  in  Shrews- 
bury, Massachusetts,  had  children:  John,  born  1743,  was 
twice  married,  names  of  wives  unknown ;  he  settled  in 
Windham,  Connecticut,  but  soon  after  moved  to  Randolph, 
Vermont ;  his  children  were :  Seth,  born  1773,  married, 
1794,  Mary  Flint,  settled  in  Brookfield  and  Williamstown, 
Vermont ;  he  is  ancestor  of  the  family  at  Stowe,  Vermont, 
and  of  those  of  that  section;  James,  born  1784,  married 
1808,  Sophia  Lyman,  settled  in  Chelsea,  Vermont,  had  six 
children  :  Asa,  married  Polly  Smith,  and  lived  in  Randolph, 
Vermont;  his  son,  Stoughton  S.,  was  a  noted  lawyer;  his 
other  three  children  were  daughters.  Nathan,  second  son 
of  Jacob  and  Elizabeth,  married  Abigail  Holland ;  Eliza- 
beth, born  1747  ;  Jacob,  Jr.,  born  1751,  married  1770,  Beu- 
lah  Parmenter,  and  settled  in  Shrewsbury,  Massachusetts  ; 
his  children  were  :  Saloma  (called  Naomi),  born  1772,  mar- 
ried Abel  Randall  and  had  six  children  :  Levi,  born  1774, 
married  Rachel  Wilbur,  settled  at  Fort  Edward,  New  York, 
had  three  children  :  Philip,  Maribah  and  Seneca ;  Jotham, 
born  1776,  married  Mehitable  Sheldon,  settled  at  Western- 
ville,  New  York,  and  had  six  children :  Luther,  not  heard 
from  ;  Nancy,  not  heard  from  ;  Jacob,  born  1783,  married  a 
Miss  Seaborn,  and  settled  in  Fort  Edward,  New  York,  had 
three  sons  :  Samuel,  born  1805  ;  Deacon  Jotham,  born  1807, 
father  of  Rev.  Cornelius,  of  this  Association  ;  and  Corne- 
lius, born  181 1  ;  his  brother,  Thomas,  I  find  settled  in  Fort 
Edward  and  had  seven  childen  :  Elizabeth,  born  1785,  mar- 
ried Dr.  Thomas  Magee,  of  Cambridge,  New  York,  and  set- 
tled at  Janius,  afterwards  Tyre,  New  York,  and  had  ten 
children.  The  picture  of  Thomas  James  Magee,  his  son,  is 
in  these  records  ;  he  was  the  father  of  Mrs.  Stephen  Mon- 
roe of,  this  Association.     Polly,  born  1788-9,  married  Jona- 
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than  Reed  and  settled  in  Na-au-say,  Illinois ;  had  nine 
daughters  and  two  sons. 

John,  son  of  James  and  Naomi,  settled  in  Reading,  but 
lived  the  greater  part  of  his  life  in  Roxbury,  Massachusetts, 
where  he  received  a  land  grant,  February  26,  1695-6,  and 
his  heirs  received  another,  September  22,  171 5.  He  took  the 
oath  of  allegiance  in  Dorchester,  November  1  (?),  1678.  He 
married  March  28,  1671,  Elizabeth  Engleshie ;  he  died 
March,  1709.  His  will  was  dated  April  3,  1693,  and  pro- 
bated April  11,  1709.  He  bequeathed  everything  to  his  wife 
during  her  natural  life,  then  the  property  to  be  equally  divided 
tween  his  children,  except  that  his  oldest  son,  John,  should 
have  a  double  portion.  His  children — so  far  as  I  know,  and 
I  believe  there  were  no  more  because  all  their  children  were 
baptized,  and  the  births  and  baptisms  correspond — the 
children  were:  Susanna,  born  December  21,  1671  ;  Eliza- 
beth, born  March  5,  1674,  died  in  infancy  ;  Sarah,  born 
1677,  married  Thomas  Baker;  John,  born  and  baptized  Feb- 
ruary 3,  1681  ;  Jarvis,  born  February  26,  1684  ;  and  Eliza- 
beth, born  June  8,  1686.  Of  these,  John  is  still  in  doubt. 
It  is  claimed  by  Honorable  Charles  Burrell  Pike,  a  descend- 
ant, of  Chicago,  that  John,  of  Canterbury,  is  son  of  John 
and  Sarah  (Stout)  Pike,  of  Woodbridge,  New  Jersey,  while 
the  names  of  his  children  and  descendants  are  identical  with 
those  of  Jarvis  Pike,  his  brother.  As  this  is  still  in  doubt  I 
will  drop  this  line  at  this  point. 

Jarvis  Pike  settled  in  Roxbury  and  in  17 15  removed  to 
Dedham,  Massachusetts.  He  married  January  14,  1 708,  Abi- 
gail Story,  who  died  July  9,  1736,  and  second,  in  1739,  Eliz- 
abeth Everett.  Her  children  were  Jarvis,  who  married  Ex- 
perience (?),  and  had  John,  Moses,  Elizabeth,  and  Miriam, 
who  married  Amos  Garnzey  and  lived  in  New  Hampshire  ; 
Moses  married  Sarah  Garnzey  of  Rehoboth,  Massachusetts, 
where  he  lived  ;  he  was  the  father  of  John,  Moses,  and 
Jarvis,    who  settled  at  Newport,  New  Hampshire,  also  of 
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David,  Wonderful  and  Stephen,  of  Attleboro,  Massachusetts. 

Elisha  married  Anna  Kerley  and  settled  in  Hardwick, 
Massachusetts ;  had  sons,  Samuel,  who  married  Nabby 
Snow,  of  Sutton,  and  Elisha,  who  was  in  the  Lexington 
alarm  from  Hardwick,  February  25,  1778  ;  Abigail  married 
Thomas  Holmes,  of  Woodstock ;  Susanna  married  Isaac 
Frizel,  of  Roxbury ;  Elizabeth  married  Thomas  Tolman  ; 
Mary  ;  and  Benjamin,  who  married  Abigail  Keith  and  set- 
tled in  Uxbridge,  Massachusetts,  where  his  sons,  Jarvis, 
Artemus  and  Benjamin,  were  born.  He  served  in  the  Revo- 
lutionay  War  and  in  one  of  the  rolls  of  minute  men  he  is 
given  as  from  Douglass,  Massachusetts.  He  is  given  in  the 
rolls  as  sergeant ;  he  afterwards  re-enters  the  service  and 
serves  as  lieutenant  and  afterwards,  captain-lieutenant. 

Zechariah,  son  of  James  and  Naomi,  probably  never  mar- 
ried, but  was  living  and  sold  land  with  Robert  Carr  and  his 
wife  Mary,  "which  formerly  belonged  to  our  honored 
father,  James  Pike,"  but  no  wife  signs  the' deed.  He  also 
sold  land  September  5, 1709,  it  being  1-2  acre  of  a  cedar  swamp 
in  Reading.     This  is  also  without  a  wife's  signature. 

Mary  married  Robert,  probably  son  of  Robert  Carr,  who 
came  to  this  country  in  the  ship  "  Elizabeth  "  in  1635,  aged 
twenty-one  years  and  called  "  Tailor." 

I  have  given  this  line  of  James  Pike,  of  Charlestown-Read- 
ing  as  much  in  detail  as  possible  in  the  short  space  allotted 
to  a  paper  of  this  kind,  in  order  that  the  many  who  are  trac- 
ing their  genealogy  may  know  where  to  place  their  lines, 
should  their  line  connect  with  this  branch  of  the  Pike  fam- 
ily. At  a  future  meeting  I  will  give  something  of  Captain 
John  Pike,  of  Woodbridge,  also  a  paper  stating  the  names  of 
families  who  are  eligible  to  membership. 

Always  bearing  in  mind  that, — 

The  present  is,  there  is  no  by  and  by, 
Within  the  present,  we  must  live  and  die  ;

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HISTORICAL   ADDRESS 

Mr.  President  : — 

Ladies  and  gentlemen,  and  worthy  descendants  of  Law- 
yer John  Pike  and  his  lawful  wife,  Sarah  Washington  : 

On  this  joyous  occasion  of  the  fourth  reunion  commem- 
orative of  ancestry,  whose  lineage  is  traced  not  only  to  the 
highest  in  this  land  of  the  noble  and  free,  but  even  unto 
those  who  have  held  the  sceptre,  I  can  do  no  better  to  in- 
terest you  than  to  write  hereon  the  earliest  trace  of  the 
name  from  which  you  are  descended. 

In  the  discovered  lost  Hebrew  and  Egyptian  languages, 
we  have  from  the  Bible  of  Genesis  the  first  word  of  the  first 
chapter,  "BRASET,"  and  the  third  letter  symbol  is  the 
point  of  a  Pike  and  it  means  Man  from  one  reading,  that  in 
ascenthas  in  its  pointed  part  has  the  reading  of  Fa,  literally 
meaning  God,  whose  most  ancient  name  was  thus  spelt  in 
Egyptian,  now  kept  in  the  Chinese  and  Japanese  languages  : 
the  form  is  of  the  pyramids  of  Egypt  and  taken  over  by  the 
Greeks  as  Alpha,  the  first  letter  of  their  alphabet.  On  the 
reverse  of  the  great  seal  of  the  United  States  of  America, 
whose  obverse  beareth  the  eagle  and  thirteen  stars ;  it  was 
engraved  in  1776,  but  not  adopted.  It  is  found  in  the 
mounds  of  America  ;  in  North  Carolina,  Henderson  County, 
Iowa,  the  Serpent  mound,  Adams  County,  Ohio,  with  the 
Egg  of  Promise  built  in  the  shape  of  the  name  of  Faz=,  our 
spelling  of  God,  and  further  is  seen  in  the  Wisconsin  Kicka- 
poo  River,  of  no  longer  the  mounds  of  the  Aborigines,  but 
of  the  Antedeluvians,  for  their  arrangement,  as  I  show  you 
to-day,  is  the  history  of  Creation,  that  corresponds  with  the 
discovered  Egyptian  and  "lost"  Hebrew  languages;  tablet 
of  Abydus,  that  was  written  by  Fnr  Lamar,  the  wife  of 
Noah,  on  the  Ark  at  Mt.  Ararat ;  the  ancient  Chinese,  Jap- 
anese, Babylonian,  Assyrian  and  Indian  languages,  of  Amer- 
ica, that  I  found  spelt  Anon— Eden.     "Amarica,"  August 
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and  again  America,  the  A  changed  to  E.  The  pike  shaped 
point  is  the  initial  letters  of  Adam  and  Ava,  whose  name 
was  found  spelt  in  Genesis  "  AOA,"  and  their  Egyptian 
meaning  is  Adam,  or  God's  man  made  of  the  waters  and 
earth  or  land  in  Anon  :  her  name  indicates  greater  perfec- 
tion, etc. — both  names  found  in  monogramic  symbol  of 
Adam,  one  in  a  square  from  creation  in  purity  with  God  in 
Eden. 

An  interesting  find  has  been  made  from  "  The  Catacombs 
of  Rome"  by  Rev.  W.  H.  Withron,  M.  A.,  which  in  part 
we  copy,  showing  the  illustrations  that  I  have  plates  made 
for,  as  they  bear  on  the  important  Pike  and  C.  Furni  mono- 
grams that  existed  long  B.  C,  and  has  been  employed  since 
to  show  the  union  of  the  line  with  Thecla,  daughter  Mary 
and  Joseph.  One  religiously  counting  from  God,  and  then 
from  his  first  Creation,  Eve  and  Adam,  which  I  singularly 
found  from  the  monuments  of  Egypt. 

First  was  the  count  of  Fa,  which  was  the  most  ancient 
name  of  God,  with  twenty-seven  generations  of  Pharaohs  to 
and  including  Fnr  Arta,  married  Fna  Tata,  born  2192  and 
2184  of  Creation  of  Ava  and  Adam,  who  occupy  Gen.  26 
in  births  counted  from  leaves  of  a  wreath  pointing  to  the 
name  of  God,  called  also  a  crown,  and  is  a  picture  symbol  of 
the  Egg  of  Promise,  found  in  Serpent  mound,  of  the  Abori- 
gines of  America.

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All  the  religions  that  I  have  investigated,  and  I  have 
looked  deeply  into  the  matter,  have  traces  of  the  one  primi- 
tive that  had  no  martyrs  or  sinful  suffering  till  mankind  wil- 
fully changed  the  commandments  and  laws  of  God,  which 
are  laws  for  health  and  happiness,  here  and  hereafter.

Of  course  I  can  have  no  objections  to  any  one  using,  in  any 
publication,  a  print  of  my  grandfather,  General  Harrison. 
The  one  you  enclose  I  think  is  not  a  good  likeness. 

"  My  uncle  Symmes  married  a  daughter  of  General  Pike, 
and  the  son  of  his  now  living  in  Kentucky — though  I  do  not 
know  his  Post  Office  address — married  a  daughter  of  Cap- 
tain Moore,  who  lived  on  a  plantation  adjoining  the  old  Pike 
home  in  Kentucky. 
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"  The  sword  of  my  grandfather  is  not,  as  far  as  I  know,  in 
the  family.  I  have  recently  had  my  attention  called  to  a 
sword  in  possession  of  some  members  of  the  Symmes  family 
at  Hamilton,  Ohio,  which,  from  an  inscription  on  it,  seems 
to  have  been  used  by  John  Cleves  Symmes  and  afterwards 
by  General  William  Harrison. 

"Very  truly  yours, 

"Benjamin  Harrison.'' 

I  was  searching  for  Major  Robert  Pike's  sword,  that  may 
yet  be  found  somewhere  in  the  family,  and  found  one  now 
in  my  possession  and  another  owned  by  Walter  Kendall 
Watkins,  may  have  been  two  of  these  three  swords  owned 
by  General  Harrison,  as  the  preponderance  of  evidence 
showed, — mine  is  a  treasured  relic. 

The  point  of  the  pike  sword  pictured  in  the  ancient  Chin- 
ese language,  on  the  pikes  of  John  Pike's  crest  of  arms,  have 
and  ever  will  be  less  powerful  than  the  point  of  the  plumed 
pens  under  his  coat  of  arms  and  those  shown  on  the  Con- 
stantinian  Pike  monogram. 

If  our  excellent  President  and  Chairman  can  get  the  Pike 
facts  from  our  industrious  gleanings  from  all  sources,  be  they 
on  hallowed  or  unhallowed  ground,  let  US  each  one  bring- 
out  and  contribute  the  truth  wherever  it  is  found.  Be  it  in 
records,  deeds,  wills,  private  family  memoranda  in  any 
language,  or  cipher  written  that  in  time  of  the  misnomer 
called  "religious  "  persecutions,  from  antique  pieces  of  fur- 
niture, medals,  coins  and  often  valuable  traditions,  whether 
from  home,  the  Catacombs  of  Rome,  or  from  our  earth's 
most  ancient  buried  cities. 

In  conclusion  it  is  well  to  graciously  bestow  our  highest 
tributes  of  most  distinguished  regards  unto  the  Nations,  the 
great  UNITED  STATES,  the  Commonwealth  of  MASS- 
ACHUSETTS, the  PIKE  FAMILIES  in  every  nation  and 
clime,  with  their  officials  and  members  ;  we  ever  bearing  in 
mind  our  famous  mottoes,  which  in  themselves  are  a  ser- 
mon and  a  specific  prescription. 

Charles  A.  Fernald 
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HUGH  PIKE,   OF  NEWBURY 

The  first  I  know  of  my  remote  ancestor,  Hugh  Pike,  is 
his  being  recorded  in  King  Philip's  War,  in  1676.  He  was 
at  the  defence  of  Hatfield  in  April,  and  at  Hadley  in  Sep- 
tember of  same  year  ;  took  oath  of  allegiance  and  fidelity  in 
1676,  aged  twenty-one,  showing  him  to  have  been  a  foreigner 
and  a  mere  youth  when  he  went  to  help  exterminate  the  In- 
dians in  1676. 

In  1685,  when  he  was  about  twenty-eight,  he  married 
Sarah  Brown,  a  granddaughter  of  one  of  Newbury's  earliest 
settlers — not  an  early  marriage  for  the  day  and  generation. 
Three  children  were  the  result  of  that  marriage:  Mary, 
Hugh  and  Joseph.  Mary  married,  first,  Moses  Pike,  June 
S»  1711  i  ne  was  drowned,  December  18,  1716  ;  second, 
Timothy  French,  June  9,  1722.  Hugh,  who  married,  first, 
Hannah  Kelly,  June  30,  1714;  second,  Hannah  Emerson 
November  24;  171 5.  Joseph,  who  married  Johanna  Head, 
Deeember  28,  1710.  Wife  Sarah,  perhaps,  died  about  the 
time  Joseph  was  born,  although  as  yet  no  record  has  been 
found  of  it,  and  he  evidently  married  again  Mary  Woodies,  as 
in  1692  he  with  wife  Mary,  and  other  heirs,  signed  a  deed 
for  iand  sold  "  which  legally  descended  to  them  by  the 
death  and  bequest  of  their  grandfather,  Richard  Woodies, 
late  of  Boston,  deceased." 

By  his  second  marriage  he  had  Johanna,  who  married 
Henry  Springer,  October  15,  1719  ;  Solomon  married  Ann 
Eastman,  daughter  of  Benjamin  and  Judith  (Knight)  East- 
■raian,  of  Salisbury,  January  23,  1724;  Joshua  married  Su- 
sanna Mead,  May  24,  1739;  and  a  child,  born  1704,  died 
1707,  non  compus  mentis. 

The  second  wife  died  before  her  husband,  as  no  mention 
is  made  of  her  in  his  will,  but  the  date  is  as  yet  unknown. 
He  died  at  Newbury,  December  22,  1727,  about  seventy 
years  of  age,  and  in  his  will  bequeathes  "his  well-beloved 
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friend,  Sarah  Ackerman,  forty  shillings,  the  one  half  in  pork 
and  the  other  half  in  beef  ;  also  six  pounds  in  money  or  bills 
of  credit  to  be  paid  within  two  years."  It  is  thought  he  in- 
tended soon  to  have  married  Sarah  Ackerman. 

He  seemed  to  have  acquired  both  land  and  goods.  He 
had  an  interest  in  a  sloop  called  "Hopewell,"  of  which  he 
bequeathed  to  each  of  his  children  a  fifth  part  of  his  inter- 
est;  besides  which  he  gives  his  son  Hugh  "his  biggest 
gun,  half  his  wearing  apparel,  and  one  hundred  acres  of 
land  at  Cock's  Hall,  so  called." 

To  son  Joseph,  his  least  gun,  one  hundred  acres  of  land  at 
Cock's  Hall  and  half  his  wearing  apparel. 

Gives  son  Solomon  one-half  of  all  his  housings  and  land 
in  Newbury  ;  he  to  pay  daughter  (granddaughter  ? )  Nancy 
Springer,  and  Sarah  French,  twenty  shillings  in  bills  of 
credit,  within  six  months. 

Gives  son  Joshua  Pike  the  one-half  of  housings  and  lands 
in  Newbury ;  he  to  pay  son  Solomon  one-half  of  what  Solo- 
mon has  paid  out  on  same  within  four  years  in  bills  of 
credit,  etc. 

Gives  daughter  Mary  French  half  his  household  stuff  not 
disposed  of  elsewhere,  one-half  of  all  provisions  in  the  house 
and  half  his  swine. 

Gives  daughter  Hannah  Springer  same  as  Mary  French, 
also  a  cow. 

Gives  granddaughter  Nancy  Pike  one  feather  bed  with 
bedding  and  furniture  belonging  thereto. 

Gives  grandchildren  one  hundred  acres  of  land  at  "Cock's 
Hall,  to  be  equally  divided  between  them. 

The  three  hundred  acres  of  land  at  Cock's  Hall  appears 
to  have  been  purchased  by  him  for  a  valuable  sum  (not 
named)  from  one  John  Burnham,  "being  part  of  a  tract  of 
land  which  myself  and  divers  others  purchased  of  Mr.  Har- 
lakenden  Symonds,  of  Ipswich,  which  tract  of  land  is  six 
miles  in  length  and  four  in  breadth,  known  by  the  name  of 
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Cock's  Hall,  in  ye  County  of  Yorkshire,  in  ye  Province  of 
Maine."  Dated  June  10,  1694;  signed  John  Burnham,  with 
Jacob  Tappan  and  Joseph  Little  as  witnesses. 

"  I  have  all  the  deeds,  wills  and  probate  records  of  York 
County,"  writes  Dr.  Pike  to  me  some  years  ago,  "and  the 
land  has  not  been  disposed  of  by  any  of  the  heirs  according 
to  the  records.  Cock's  Hall,  of  the  will,  is  the  present  town 
of  Lyman,  about  twelve  miles  from  Saco.  I  have  consider- 
able curiosity  to  know  what  became  of  the  three  hundred 
acres." 

Son  Solomon  was  the  only  child  who  had  no  interest  in 
the  sloop  called  "  Hopewell." 

Of  the  next  generation,  my  ancestor,  also  Hugh,  was 
born  May  28,  1686.  I  think  he  is  also  called  carpenter  or 
housewright,  like  his  father.  When  about  twenty-eight  he 
married  Hannah,  daughter  of  John  and  Sarah  (Knight) 
Kelley,  who  was  born  at  Newbury  the  same  year.  One 
child,  Hannah,  was  born  March  31,  1715,  the  mother  prob- 
ably dying  at  her  birth,  as  on  November  24,  171 5,  the  mar- 
riage of  "  Hugh  Pike,  of  Newbury,  and  Hannah  Emerson,  of 
Amesbury,  by  Thomas  Wells,  minister  of  Amesbury,"  is 
recorded  in  Newbury.  Hannah  Emerson  was  young,  only 
about  sixteen,  but  came  from  tough,  sturdy  stock  on  the 
one  hand,  and  from  a  line  of  fighters  on  the  other.  Her 
father,  Samuel  Emerson,  was  a  brother  of  the  famous 
Hannah  Dustin,  of  Haverhill,  and  her  mother,  Judith  Davis, 
a  sister  of  the  Indian  fighters  of  that  name.  (I  have  only 
circumstantial  evidence  for  the  parentage  of  Hannah  Emer- 
son, but  it  is  quite  strong.)  Ten  children  were  the  result  of 
that  marriage  :  Mary,  born  April  6,  17 16,  married  Bartholo- 
mew Heath;  Solomon,  born  May  30,  1717,  died  February 
20,  1719-20;  Sarah,  born  January  15,  1718,  married  Francis 
Chase;  Abigail,  born  March  23,  1721,  married  Amos  Camp- 
bell and  lived  at  Hopkinton,  N.  H.;  Elizabeth,  born  July 
14,  1723  ;  James,  born  May  21,  1725,  married  Ann  George; 
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Moses,  born  January  20,  1726-7,  married  Mary  Harriman, 
of  Plaistow,  N.  H.,  and  had  seven  children  born  there  and 
moved  to  Bath,  N.  H.;  Simeon,  born  June  20,  1729;  Solo- 
mon, born  January  20,  1731  ;  Ruth,  born  May  20,  1734. 

Between  1735-7,  an  awful  scourge  of  throat  distemper 
swept  over  the  land,  most  of  the  victims  being  children- 
The  town  records  of  Haverhill  say  :  "  Of  persons  who  lost 
their  children  during  the  awful  throat  distemper  of  1735—7, 
was  Hugh  Pike."  Simeon,  Solomon  (the  second  child  of 
that  name),  Ruth — and  I  think — Elizabeth,  died  during  this 
time.  His  wife,  Hannah  Emerson,  also  died  about  this 
time,  of  what  cause  I  know  not.  The  history  of  Haverhill 
says  :  "  Only  one  person  upwards  of  forty  died  during  the 
throat  distemper.  She  may  have  been  that  one.  He 
evidently  married  again,  Mary  Case  or  Carr,  as  such  a  mar- 
riage is  recorded  in  Plaistow,  also  two  children  are  recorded 
there:  Ruth,  born  March  9,  1743,  and  Lydia,  born  August 
22,  1747.  Ruth  married,  1761,  Solomon  Backer,  and  settled 
in  Pomnalborough,  Maine.  Her  sister,  Lydia,  went  with 
her  and  in  1766  married  Samuel  Williams,  of  that  place. 

When  Moses  moved  to  Bath,  N.  H.,  about  1766-7,  he  set- 
tled on  an  island  in  the  Ammonoosuck  River,  at  the  upper 
village.  He  served  at  various  times  in  the  colonial  wars- 
In  1746  he  was  in  Captain  Goff's  company,  and  in  1760  he 
was  in  Colonel  Goff's  regiment,  from  June  6 — November 
27,  in  the  invasion  of  Canada.  In  1768  the  town  records 
show  he  claimed  five  acres  of  land  (for  settlement  of  service 
rendered).  His  children,  Susanna,  Hannah  and  John, 
died  young ;  of  Mehitable,  Hannah  again  and  Sarah,  no 
record  is  known.  His  only  son  Moses  married  Lucy  Stick- 
ney  in  1785,  and  lived  in  Bath  in  1802,  when  he  paid  his  last 
tax.  The  Stickney  Genealogy  says  he  then  moved  to  Ohio 
and  had  six  sons  and  three  daughters  living  in  1866.  Moses 
was  also  a  Revolutionary  soldier. 

James,  born  May  25,  1725,  by  wife,  Ann  George,  of  Hav- 
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erhill,  had  four  sons  and  three  daughters.  Wife  Ann  was 
granddaughter  to  one  of  Haverhill's  earliest  settlers.  Her 
father  was  John  Swoddock  George,  and  her  mother,  Alice 
Robinson. 

Simeon,  the  eldest  child,  was  born  in  Newbury,  August 
16,  1747,  and  married  Mary ;  Alice,  born  at  Haver- 
hill, June  28,  1750,  died  1754;  James,  born  at  Plaistow,  N. 
H.,  December  13,  1752,  married  Alice  George;  Alice,  born 
at  Plaistow,  June  24,  1756;  Austin,  born  March  29,  1759; 
Hugh,  born  February  11,  1762,  and  Anne,  born  February 
21,  1765  ;  the  latter  three  also  born  at  Plaistow. 

I  have  no  further  record  of  the  daughters,  but  three  of 
the  four  sons;  with  the  father,  served  in  the  Revolutionary 
War.  Simeon  was  in  the  scrimmage  at  Lexington  on  April 
*9»  177S>  and  was  one  of  the  two  from  New  Hampshire  who 
were  killed  at  Bunker  Hill,  June  17,  1775. 

On  March  1,  1776,  an  order  was  signed  by  Mary  Pike, 
widow  of  Simeon,  for  "twenty-five  shilling  in  lieu  of  a 
bounty  coat  due  her  late  husband,  he  having  been  killed  at 
Bunker  Hill."  He  left  one  child,  Anne,  born  1774,  who 
married  Moody  Noyes  and  moved  to  Bennington,  Erie  Co., 
N.  Y.,  the  widow  Mary  going  also  ;  she  died  at  the  same, 
January  26,  1844;  the  daughter,  Anne  Noyes,  lived  at  Ca- 
naan, N.  H.,  and  had  twelve  children. 

James,  Jr.,  who  married  Alice  George,  lived  for  awhile  at 
Haverhill ;  their  first  child,  Hannah,  was  born  there,  Decem- 
ber 6,  1777;  a  little  later  he  moved  to  Goffstown,  N.  H., 
and  from  there  to  Andover,  N.  H.,  where  he  was  collector 
of  the  "River  District"  of  Andover,  in  1790,  and  some 
years  after.  He  was  also  at  the  battle  of  Bunker  Hill  and 
was  wounded ;  he  was  also  at  the  alarm  at  Concord  and 
Lexington.  He  died,  1837.  Of  his  children,  Hannah  mar- 
ried Levi  George ;  Rebecca  married  Enoch  Nelson  ;  Simeon 
married  Melinda  Nichols  and  enlisted  September  13,  1814, 
for  three  months,  from  Unity,  N.  H.,  in  the  War  of  1812 ; 
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Alice;  Sally;  James;  Stephen,  who  died  young;  Hugh, 
married  Mrs.  Betsy  Fuller  ;  Major  Samuel,  married  three 
times  :  first,  Elizabeth  Brown,  1821  ;  second,  Hannah  Wells, 
1838;  third,  Polly  Clark,  1844.  In  all  he  had  twelve 
children,  and  was  a  major  in  State  Militia.  Lydia  and  Polly 
died  young  ;  Rufus,  who  has  been  given  as  his  son,  married 
Elsey  G.  Nelson  and  settled  in  Rochester,  Minn.  Of  his 
eight  children,  five  settled  at  Rochester,  Minn.,  two  at  Elk 
River,  Minn.,  and  two  lived  at  Aurora,  S.  D. 

Austin,  born  March  29,  1759,  at  Plaistow,  son  of  James 

and  Ann  (George)  Pike,  married  Thankful and  lived 

in  Unity,  N.  H.,  where  he  deeded  land  in  1800,  1805  and 
1826.     He  probably  had  several  children. 

Hugh,  born  February  11,  1762,  son  of  James  and  Ann 
(George)  Pike,  married  1786,  Sally  Giles,  and  had  four 
children. 

James  Pike,  the  father,  was  a  man  of  much  importance 
during  the  troublesome  Revolutionary  times.  He  was  at 
the  battle  of  Bunker  Hill  and  the  alarm  at  Concord  and  Lex- 
ington. As  early  as  1748,  when  trouble  was  caused  in  the 
affairs  of  the  town  "by  those  who  lately  came  among  us," 
an  appeal  was  made  to  the  citizens  signed  by  prominent 
men,  among  whom  appears  the  name  of  James  Pike,  also  John 
George,  brother  of  his  wife.  He  was  on  various  committees 
of  Correspondence  and  Safety.  In  November,  1779,  he  was 
one  of  ten  to  fix  the  prices  of  merchandise  and  country  pro- 
duce, and  in  1780,  again  on  the  Committee  of  Correspond- 
ence and  Safety.  When  donations  of  clothing  were  called 
for,  for  the  Army,  he  donated  three  shirts  and  five  pairs 
stockings,  probably  the  work  of  the  "women  who  stayed  at 
home."  Again,  in  1780,  he  gave  one  pair  "shues"  (shoes) 
and  one  pair  stockings.  My  respect  for  the  gift  increased 
very  much  when  I  later  learned  that  a  pair  of  shoes  was 
valued  at  $100,  Continental  money.  In  October,  1797,  the 
assessment  of  real  estate  in  Haverhill  placed  the  value  of 
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his  at  $120.  He  died  at  Haverhill,  1811,  at  the  age  of 
eighty-six,  having  lived  to  see  the  country  which  had  been 
so  dear  to  him  and  his  sons,  on  a  firm  footing  among  the 
nations. 

Hugh,  his  youngest  son,  also  served  in  the  Continental 
Army,  one  month  and  ten  days,  at  Castle  Island,  in  throw- 
ing up  defences.  He  enlisted  in  Captain  James  Mallon's 
company,  although  but  seventeen.  After  his  marriage  he 
lived  in  Beverly.  His  wife  was  youngest  child  of  Edmund 
(Eleazer3,  John2,  Edward1)  Giles  and  Esther  Ellenwood 
(Ralph 3,  Ralph  2,  Ralph  l ).  He  was  a  blacksmith,  and  died 
before  1796,  at  which  time  the  widow  settled  his  affairs.  In 
1803  the  widow  married  Asa  Gouldsbury.  Of  the  four 
children,  Hugh  was  born  May  26,  1787,  married  twice; 
James,  born  February  23,  1790,  of  whom  I  know  nothing 
more  ;  Sally,  born  April  27,  1792,  married  Samuel  Cole  and 
died  May  3,  1826,  without  issue;  Giles,  born  June  18,  1794, 
died  about  181 5. 

Hugh5,  the  eldest  child,  married  twice,  first  to  Betsey 
Marston,  December  30,  1810.  He  lived  for  a  while  at  Sa- 
lem, where  three  children  were  born :  Giles,  born  October 
28,  181 1,  married  Sarah  Davis,  by  whom  he  had  six  or  seven 
children,  all  but  two  of  whom  are  now  dead;  there  are  also 
living  three  grandchildren  and  two  great-grandchildren.  The 
only  one  bearing  the  name  is  a  grandson  of  ten  or  twelve, 
Louis  Pike,  whose  whereabouts  I  do  not  know.  Hannah,  born 
October  6,  181 3,  died  August  6,  1821.  William,  born  January 
13,  1816,  married  Elizabeth  Stone  ;  he  died  January  9,  1847. 
One  daughter  was  the  result  of  that  marriage,  who  is  mar- 
ried and  has  two  children,  all  living  in  Cambridge. 

Betsey  (Marston)  Pike  died  February  3,  1820,  and  on 
November  23,  1820,  he  married  again,  Elizabeth  Hale,  of 
Beverly,  the  descendant  of  Rev.  John  Hale,  of  Beverly,  the 
accusation  of  whose  wife  for  witchcraft  was  the  means  of 
checking  the  delusion.     Three  children  were  the  result  of 
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that  marriage:  Elizabeth,  born  January  19,  1823,  married 
E.  K.  Davis,  two  children  living  at  present  time.  Caroline, 
born  January  23,  1825,  died  November,  1903,  unmarried. 
George  Hale,  born  April  29,  1828;  three  children  and  two 
grandchildren,  are  the  descendants  of  the  latter.  Hugh 
Pike  died  in  Boston,  October  29,  1851.  He  was  a  member 
of  the  Salem  Artillery  Company  ;  enlisted  for  War  of  1812  ; 
served  six  months  on  home  duty,  subject  to  call.  The  call 
came  and  preparations  were  made  to  go  when  word  came 
that  peace  was  declared.  His  sword  and  fife  are  in  the 
family. 

George  Hale  Pike  married  December  9,  1857,  Meraina 
Naomi  Butman.  There  were  five  children,  two  daughters 
and  a  son  yet  living  ;  the  son  unmarried.  He  enlisted  Jan- 
uary 23,  1863,  in  the  Civil  War,  for  three  years,  or  close 
of  the  war. 

For  a  while  I  could  find  no  one  along  my  line  of  descent 
save  my  aunt,  Miss  Caroline  Pike,  who  died  in  November, 
1903,  and  my  cousin,  Miss  Elizabeth  Davis ;  the  majority 
claiming  their  descent  from  John,  of  Newbury,  through  Ma- 
jor Robert  the  Great.  A  few  of  the  less  ambitious  reached 
emigrant  John  through  his  son  John.  But  missing  links  are 
being  found,  and  descendants  of  Hugh,  of  Newbury,  now 
make  a  fair  counting  at  the  reunions  and  in  the  Association. 
Descendants  of  Mary2  (Hugh1),  who  married  Timothy 
French  ;  of  Moses2  (Hugh1),  who  married  Mary  Harriman, 
and  of  Hugh2  (Hugh1),  are  among  the  number.  James3, 
(Hugh2,  Hugh1)  had  three  sons  in  the  Revolutionary  War, 
and  each  of  the  three,  I  think,  is  represented  in  the 
Association  by  one  or  more  lines  of  descent.  At  future  re- 
unions I  hope  for  the  pleasure  of  meeting  with  all  present 
who  are  descendants  of  Hugh,  of  Newbury. 

I  would  urge  an  effort  to  collect  and  preserve  all 
possible  items  of  interest ;  of  fact,  legends  or  tradition 
which  may  be  gathered  from  those  yet  among  us,  as  well  as 
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from  histories  and  reference  books.  It  may  not  be  of  his- 
toric value  to  future  generations  to  know  that  my  father 
used  to  fish — when  a  boy — from  what  is  now  a  thoroughfare 
in  Boston  ;  or  that  he  once  heard  from  the  pulpit  a  minister 
announce  that  "  prayers  are  requested  for  the  safe  return  of 
Brother  Simonds,  who  is  about  to  undertake  a  perilous  jour- 
ney to  New  York  ; "  but  it  will  give  a  pleasing  interest  to 
the  records,  even  if  such  items  go  down  the  ages  as  legends 
and  traditions.  Legends  and  traditions  form  an  interesting 
part  of  records  of  the  past,  but  should  be  labeled  as  such 
and  not  confounded  with  facts.

I  send  you  design  of  the  old  settlers'  memorial,  which  the 
local  Historical  Society  is  to  erect  near  the  spot  where  these 
pioneers  landed.  The  name  of  John  Pike  will  represent  the 
Pike  family  ot  Newbury,  the  same  as  Percival  Sewall  will 
represent  the  Sewall  family.  The  Historical  Society  has  no 
funds,  but  an  appeal  has  been  made  to  the  descendants  of 
these  emigrants,  both  at  home  and  abroad,  to  aid  in  the 
work.  More  than  half  of  the  cost  has  already  been  secured, 
as  the  local  people  are  subscribing  liberally  and  the  responses 
from  those  to  whom  I  have  written  have  been  very  gratify- 
ing. No  large  sums  are  expected  or  asked  for ;  the  maxim- 
um has  rarely  exceeded  ten  dollars,  and  from  that  down  to 
two  dollars.

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In  reply  to  my  letter  of  inquiry,  December  16,  1904  : — 
Dr.  Clifford  L.  Pike. 

My  Dear  Sir : — I  have  to-day  received  your  letter  in  re- 
gard to  the  old  settlers'  memorial  and  thank  you  for  your 
continued  interest  in  the  scheme.  After  various  delays  the 
monument  will  doubtless  be  in  place  the  coming  Spring  or 
early  in  the  Summer.  The  spot  has  been  decided  upon  at 
the  "  Lower  Green"  and  the  foundation  is  already  in  ;  the 
granite  shaft  is  soon  to  be  put  in  place,  the  bronze  ship  is 
cast  and  the  tablets  are  in  preparation.  The  interest  in  the 
monument  has  been  unabated  and  donations  from  descend- 
ants abroad  have  been  most  liberal. 

The  great  drawback  has  been  deciding  what  names  should 
be  recorded.  At  length  it  was  left  to  a  committee  consist- 
ing of  my  brother,  William  Little,  who  has  been  President 
of  the  Historical  Society  since  1877,  until  resigning  last 
year;  Hon.  J.  J.  Currier,  our  local  historian,  and  myself. 
And  we  have  decided  upon  about  sixty-five  names. 

There  can  be  two  more  tablets  on  the  other  two  sides.  I 
have  wished  that  the  descendants  of  Major  Robert  Pike 
might  raise  money  enough  to  have  his  name  with  those  of  his 
friends,  who  petitioned  in  his  behalf  in  1652,  placed  upon 
another  tablet,  as  I  think  that  a  significant  event  in  history. 
Perhaps  you  will  think  thus,  and  remember,  it  need  not  be 
hurried,  as  a  tablet  can  be  placed  later  on.  I  should  have  to 
consult  our  artist,  as  he  must  do  the  work,  but  I  do  not 
think  it  would  cost  over  seventy-five  dollars — possibly  more. 
If  you  wish  any  more  information  do  not  hesitate  to 
write  me.

Dear  Sir : — I  must  apologize  for  not  replying  to  your  let- 
ter earlier.  I  have  been  looking  up  some  family  data  and 
the  statement  that  I  had  has  either  been  mislaid  or  lost,  or  I 
may  have  given  it  to  a  distant  kinsman  of  mine  who  is  gath- 
ering material  for  a  family  history. 

I  may  say  that  I  do  not  think  that  either  of  the  New- 
foundland Pikes  or  those  in  the  United  States  are  related  to 
our  family.     If  they  are,  it  must  be  a  long  way  off. 

My  great-grandfather,  John  George  Pyke,  for  whom  I  was 
named,  was  born  in  England  and  came  with  his  parents  to 
Halifax,  N.  S.,  at  its  first  settlement  by  Colonel  Cornwallis. 
He  was  an  only  child.  His  father  died  the  year  after  and 
his  mother  married  Richard  Wenman.  She  was  Anne 
Scroop,  or  Scroope,  and  was  descendant  from  Richard  Le 
Scroope,  Lord  Chancellor  of  England.  My  great-grand- 
father was  only  a  child  at  his  father's  death  and  was  sent  to 
England  and  educated  there.  As  I  said  before,  he  was  the 
only  child.  His  mother,  by  her  second  marriage,  had  three 
daughters.  Two  became  the  wives  of  Captains  Howe  and 
Pringle,  of  the  British  Army,  and  the  other  married  Ben- 
jamin Green,  who  succeeded  his  father  as  Treasurer  of  the 
Province.  John  George  Pyke  was  married  in  St.  Paul's, 
Halifax,  on  the  24  August,  1772,  to  Elizabeth  Allan,  a 
daughter  of  Major  William  Allen,  of  the  British  Army,  by 
his  wife  Isabella,  daughter  of  Sir  Eustace  Maxwell.  Her 
brother,  John  Allan,  settled  in  Maine  and  was  an  officer  in 
the  Revolutionary  Army. 

John  George  Pyke  had  a  large  family,  seven  sons  and  five 
daughters.  The  eldest  son,  George,  went  to  Montreal  and 
became  a  Judge  of  the  Supreme  Court.  His  descendants 
are  all,  I  think,  in  the  Province  of  Quebec.  Another  son, 
Wincknatte  Pyke,  was  a  lieutenant  in  the  Seventh  Royal 
Fusiliers,  and  was  killed  at  the  storming  of  San  Sebastian

in  Spain.  He  was  unmarried.  John  Wenman  Pyke  was  my 
grandfather.  I  represent  one  of  his  sons  and  a  cousin  in 
this  Province,  the  other  son. 

The  remaining  sons  of  J.  G.  P.,  except  Thomas,  died  un- 
married. Thomas  married  and  had  one  daughter,  who,  I 
think,  is  still  alive  and  resides  in  Montreal. 

The  eldest  daughter  of  J.  G.  P.,  Anne,  married  the  Hon. 
James  Irvine,  of  Quebec.  She  had  only  one  child,  the  late 
Lieutenant-Colonel  Irvine  ;  Isabella,  the  only  other  daugh- 
ter, who  married,  had  no  family. 

Such  is  a  brief  outline  of  the  family.  I  do  not  know  from 
what  part  of  England  my  ancestors  came.  The  family  coat 
of  arms  that  I  had  has  been  unfortunately  destroyed.  I 
have  a  copy  of  the  crest  and  motto.  The  latter  is  "  Ad 
McAtamV 

A  distant  cousin  of  mine,  a  clergyman  of  the  Church  of 
England,  is  gathering  material  for  a  family  history.  As  he  is 
not  in  charge  of  a  parish  and  travels  about  a  good  deal,  I  do 
not  know  where  he  is,  as  it  is  some  time  since  I  heard  from 
him,  but  will  find  out  as  soon  as  I  can.  I  should  be  pleased 
to  become  a  member  of  the  Association.  I  am  afraid,  how- 
ever, that  I  could  not  go  to  Boston  in  September  at  its 
meeting  there,  as  I  want  to  go  to  Grand  Lodge  and  to  our 
Diocesan  Synod  this  Summer  and  could  not  spare  any  more 
time.

FIFTH  REUNION  OF  THE  PIKE  FAMILY 


DURING  the  months  of  February  and  March,   1906. 
the    following   notice    and    proposed    amendments 
to  the  By-Laws  were  sent  to  all  the  members  of  the 
Association  and  the  1904  records  were  sent  to  all  of  those 
considered  in  good  standing. 

To  the  Members  of  the  Pike  Family  Association  : 

In  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the  Board  of 
Directors  I  hereby  notify  you  that  the  next  meeting  of  the 
Association  will  be  held  at  the  American  House,  24  Han- 
over Street,  Boston,  Mass.,  on  Tuesday  and  Wednesday, 
the  28  and  29  days  of  August,  1906,  and  you  are  all  most 
earnestly  requested  to  be  present.  Tuesday,  the  first  day, 
the  regular  bi-annual  business  meeting  of  the  Association 
will  be  called  to  order  at  10  A.  M.  for  the  election  of  officers 
and  any  other  business  that  may  come  before  the  meeting, 
and  in  accordance  with  Sec.  10  of  the  By-Laws  to  act  on 
the  following  alterations  or  amendments  to  our  by-laws. 

Article  I. 
Sec.  2.  Members  who  are  more  than  one  year  in  ar- 
rears for  their  dues  shall  stand  suspended  from  receiving 
any  further  benefits  from  the  Association  until  said  dues  are 
paid,  and  members  who  shall  not  have  paid  their  assess- 
ments when  due  shall  be  notified  of  the  fact  by  mail  to  their 
last  known  address,  and  the  names  of  those  not  paying  shall 
be  posted  in  the  meeting  hall  during  the  next  regular  meet- 
ing of  the  Association,  and  at  the  expiration  of  thirty  days 
from  said  posting,  if  said  assessment  then  remains  unpaid 
the  membership  of  those  not  paying  shall  cease,  provided, 
however,  that  the  Board  of  Directors  may  remit  the  penalty 
for  anv  erood  and  sufficient  reason. 
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Sec.  3.  The  names  of  all  those  who  have  ceased  to 
be  members  shall  be  published  in  the  records  of  that  meet- 
ing in  which  their  names  were  posted  and  such  persons 
shall  not  again  be  admitted  to  membership,  except  by  unan- 
imous vote  of  all  of  the  Board  of  Directors  present  and  vot- 
ing at  any  meeting  of  the  Board  to  which  the  names  of 
such  applicants  shall  be  presented.

Sec.  7.  No  members  of  the  Association  shall  be  en- 
titled to  receive  more  than  one  copy  of  its  bi-annual  records 
except  by  loss  of  fire  or  otherwise  provided  that  any  mem- 
ber may  order  extra  copies  for  their  own  special  use  of  the 
Secretary  before  the  time  of  publication  at  not  less  than  25 
cents  a  copy.  Which  orders  shall  be  over  and  above  the 
number  ordered  by  the  Association. 

Sec.  8.  No  badge,  coat  of  arms  or  other  insignia  of 
the  Association  shall  be  sold  to  any  person  not  a  member. 
Persons  applying  for  the  same  must  first  state  that  they  are 
members  of  the  Association. 
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Sec.  9.  On  resignation  or  death  of  a  member,  or  any 
forfeiture  of  membership  by  a  member  under  these  by-laws ;

shall  cease. 

Article  II. 
Dues.     The  dues  shall  be  50  cents  a  year  and  shall  be 
payable  with  the  admission  fee  and  afterward  shall  become 
due  and  payable  on  the  twelfth  day  of  September.

Any  member  may  attain  life  membership  by  the  pay- 
ment of  $25. 

Article  VI. 
Duties  of  Officers.  President.  The  President,  or  in 
his  absence,  one  of  the  Vice-Presidents,  in  order  of  their 
selection,  shall  preside  at  the  meetings  of  the  Association. 
If  the  President  and  all  the  Vice-Presidents  shall  be  absent, 
a  Chairman  shall  be  chosen  by  vote.  The  President  shall 
preside  at  the  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  and  shall, 
in  conjunction  with  the  Secretary  sign  all  written  contracts 
and  obligations  unless  otherwise  provided  by  special  vote 
of  the  Association. 

Sec.  5.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  have  super- 
vision of  all  property  and  money  belonging  to  the  Associa-

In  the  month  of  July  notices  were  sent  to  the  many 
descendants  from  the  family  name  registered  in  the  di- 
rectory of  the  Association.  The  Association  being  on  a 
firm  business  basis,  no  effort  was  made  this  year  to  obtain 
new  members  by  means   of  personal  letters,  but  neverthe-

It  was  voted  to  have  a  reception  in  the  evening,  with 
light  refreshments,  and  Frederic  A.  Pike,  of  St.  Paul, 
Minn.,  Frank  C.  Pike,  of  Keene,  N.  FT.,  and  Elbridge  N. 
Pike,  of  Boston,  were  appointed  by  the  chair  a  committee 
to  attend  to  the  same.  It  was  voted  to  have  a  banquet  the 
second  night  and  Eben  W.  Pike,  of  Cambridge,  Mass., 
James  Pike,  of  North  Bergen,  N.  J.,  and  Elbridge  N.  Pike, 
of  Boston,  were  appointed  by  the  chair  as  a  banquet  com- 
mittee. The  Secretary's  report  was  read  and  approved  by 
a  vote  of  the  Association.     It  was  as  follows : 

SECRETARY'S  REPORT 

The  Bi-Annual  year  for  our  meeting  has  again  come 
lound  and  it  is  with  great  pleasure  that  the  Secretary  of 
this  Association  makes  his  report  for  1906.  Many  names 
have  been  added  to  our  directory,  making  the  present  num- 
ber nearly  1,500  to  whom  invitations  have  been  to  some  in 
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an  indirect  way  through  other  members  of  the  family  and 
thus  saving  much  expense  to  the  Association,  and  I  find 
some  have  joined  who  have  received  their  invitations  in 
this  way. 

The  Secretary's  report  for  1904  shows  the  total  num- 
ber of  names  on  the  roll  of  membership  at  that  time  to  be 
527.  Since  that  report  was  made  up  195  names  have  been 
added,  making  the  whole  number  on  our  list  722.  Of  this 
number  seventeen  have  already  been  reported  as  having 
been  taken  from  us  and  it  is  again  my  sorrowful  duty  to 
record  that  fifteen  of  our  number  have  gone  to  join  that 
grand  reunion  on  high  where  there  is  no  separation.  Their 
names  are :

Nicholas  Pike,  Nathan  Crafts  Pike  and  I  vers  L.  Witherell, 
for  whom  the  Association  should  have  drawn  up  suitable 
resolutions  to  their  memory.  The  passing  of  thirty-two  of 
our  number  from  our  list  leaves  us  090  to  date. 

At  the  close  of  the  year  1904  the  records  were  ready 
for  publication,  but  owing  to  the  great  amount  of  work  on 
hand  it  was  impossible  to  get  them  printed  at  that  time,  so 
they  passed  over  till  the  summer  of  1905,  when  they  were 
published  by  the  firm  of  G.  H.  &  A.  L.  Nichols  of  Lynn, 
Mass.,  who  under  bid  our  Saco  friends.  Owing  to  the 
vast  growth  of  our  Association  I  had  fifteen  hundred  of 
them  printed  in  order  to  supply  our  incoming  members  of 
the  future.  The  Historical  Societies  have  become  cognizant 
of  the  value  of  our  records,  and  at  their  request  I  have  pre- 
sented copies  in  behalf  of  the  Association  to  the  "New 
England  Historic  Genealogical  Society,  the  New  York  Pub- 
lic Library,  the  New  York  Historical  Society  and  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce  at  Colorado  Springs,  and  the  Na-

tional  Public  Library  at  Washington,  D.  C.  I  will  again 
say  that  all  of  the  half  tones  in  the  records  were  furnished 
at  the  expense  of  members  and  not  by  the  Association ;  but 
I  hope  with  the  increased  clues  and  membership  fees  to  be 
able  to  do  such  work  in  the  future  without  having  to  ask 
for  assistance  from  outside  the  funds  of  the  Association. 
It  is  sometimes  a  trial  to  the  Secretary  to  locate  the  mem- 
bers after  they  have  moved  from  his  known  address.  The 
records  are  sent  to  them  and  he  receives  word  from  the 
postmaster  of  that  place,  "removed,  address  unknown ;  a 
certain  parcel  of  fourth  class  mail  matter  will  be  returned 
io  you  on  receipt  of  a  four  cent  postage  stamp."  He  has 
been  quite  fortunate  this  year  in  locating  all  but  two,  Ed- 
win M.  Pike  of  Dover,  N.  H.,  and  Edwin  L.  Pike  of  New- 
port, R.  I.  If  there  are  any  present  who  know  the  ad- 
dresses of  either  of  these  will  they  kindly  make  them  known 
at  this  meeting. 

The  Secretary  found  there  were  quite  a  number  of 
members  who  were  delinquent  and  negligent  about  paying 
their  dues  and  he  has  sent  notices  to  such  as  have  paid  no 
dues  and  written  personal  letters  to  them  at  least  twice  to 
each ;  many  have  paid  their  dues,  but  still  there  are  some 
who  have  taken  no  notice  of  his  letters.  I  presume  there 
are  a  class  of  fickle  minded  persons  in  every  family  but  I 
am  sorry  to  find  them  in  our  own.  I  firmly  believed  that 
every  Pike  or  descendant  knew  his  own  mind  and  when 
such  joined  the  Association  they  did  so  because  they  took 
great  pride  in  our  Family  organization,  and  were  willing  to 
contribute  their  mite  for  the  immense  benefits  they  received 
from  it.  There  are  some,  I  find,  who  are  willing  to  go  on 
year  in  and  year  out  and  have  the  records  sent  them  with- 
out contributing  a  cent,  and  it  was  decided  by  the  Board 
of  Directors  at  our  last  reunion  not  to  send  records  to  those 
who  were  more  than  two  years  in  arrears  for  their  dues  and 
to  report  such  at  our  next  meeting.  This  instruction  has 
been  pretty  well  carried  out,  and  I  here  present  a  list  of 
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those  who  have  paid  no  dues  or  are  sadly  in  arrears  for 
dues  that  they  may  be  known  to  their  friends  who  should 
either  pay  them  or  advise  their  friends  to  pay.  That  the 
members  may  better  understand  the  meaning  of  the  Asso- 
ciation there  has  been  drawn  up  a  set  of  By-Laws  giving 
implicit  instruction  as  to  how  a  person  can  join  the  Asso- 
ciation and  also  honorably  withdraw  from  the  same,  and 
how  they  will  be  dropped  from  membership  if  they  fail  to' 
pay  their  dues.  There  are  extenuating  circumstances  which 
will  excuse  a  person  sometimes  from  withdrawing  from  an 
Association  and  I  think  a  part  of  those  below  are  jus- 
tified in  doing  so.  But  when  a  minister  of  the  Gospel  with- 
draws from  an  organization  of  this  kind  I  can  find  no 
premises  he  can  take  as  justifiable.  It  would  seem  he  has 
dropped  from  the  sublime  to  the  degenerate,  for  the  mor- 
ale is  extremely  bad  when  he  would  abjure  the  one  Associa- 
tion that  should  be  most  dear  to  him  outside  of  the  eccles- 
iastical, simply  because  he  sees  no  "advantage''"  to  him  in 
belonging.

Upon  motion  of  Hon.  Elbridge  N.  Pike  it  was  adopted 
by  a  vote  of  the  Association.

Barton  of  187  High  St.,  Newburyport,  Mass. ;  Mrs.  Vir- 
ginia Pike  Martin  of  1809  Portland  Ave.,  Minneapolis, 
Minn. ;  Hon.  James  H.  Jenkins  of  the  Custom  House,  New 
York,  N.  Y. ;  Hon.  Ellery  C.  Pike  of  Mansfield  Center, 
Conn.,  and  Hon.  Elbridge  N.  Pike  of  27  India  St.,  Boston, 
Mass. ;  for  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  Dr.  Clifford  L.  Pike 
of  Saco,  Maine ;  for  Board  of  Directors,  Hon.  Edwin    B. 
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Pike  of  Pike,  N.  H. ;  Hon.  Herbert  A.  Pike  of  4  l:  Winthrop 
St.,  West  Newton,  Mass.;  Dr.  Clifford  L.  Pike  of  Saco, 
Me. ;  Hon.  Elbridge  N.  Pike  of  27  India  St.,  Boston,  Mass. ; 
Hon.  Eben  W.  Pike  of  City  Hall,  Cambridge,  Mass. ;  Hon.

It  was  voted  to  accept  the  names  placed  in  nomination 
for  the  various  offices  and  the  Secretary  was  instructed  to 
cast  a  vote  for  the  Association  on  them  as  a  whole,  which 
hekig  done,  they  were  declared  elected  to  their  respective 
offices  in  the  Association. 

The  alterations  and  amendments  to  the  By-Laws  as 
submitted  in  the  notice  to  the  members  were  taken  up  by 
the  Association.  Each  article  and  section  of  an  article  was 
acted  upon  separately  and  then  were  adopted  by  a  unani- 
mous vote  as  the  By-Laws  of  the  Association.  An  addi- 
tional By-Law  was  submitted  relating  to  corresponding 
members  which  was  also  adopted  by  a  unanimous  vote  of 
the  Association.  The  By-Laws  as  amended  and  adopted 
are  as  follows : 

BY-LAWS  OF  THE  PIKE  FAMILY  ASSOCIATION 

Article  I. 

Membership.  Any  person  of  the  name  of  Pike,  or  a 
lineal  descendant  therefrom,  or  a  husband  or  wife  of  the 
same,  being  of  good  moral  character  and  of  Caucasian  an- 
cestry, may  become  a  member  of  this  Association  upon 
the  payment  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  sum  of  one  dollar. 

Sec.  2.  Members  who  are  more  than  one  year  in  ar- 
rears for  their  dues  shall  stand  suspended  from  receiving 
any  further  benefits  from  the  Association  until  said  dues 
are  paid,  and  members  who  shall  not  have  paid  their  as- 
sessments when  due  shall  be  notified  of  the  fact  by  mail  to 
their  last  known  address,  and  the  names  of  those  not  pay- 
ing shall  be  posted  in  the  meeting  hall  during  the  next  reg- 
ular meeting  of  the  Association,  and  at  the  expiration  oi 
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thirty  days  from  said  posting,  if  said  assessment  then  re- 
mains unpaid  the  membership  of  those  not  paying  shall 
cease,  provided,  however,  that  the  Board  of  Directors  may 
remit  the  penalty  for  any  good  and  sufficient  reason. 

Sec.  3.  The  names  of  all  those  who  have  ceased  to 
be  members  shall  be  published  in  the  records  of  that  meet- 
ing in  which  their  names  were  posted  and  such  persons 
shall  not  again  be  admitted  to  membership,  except  by  unan- 
imous vote  of  all  of  the  Board  of  Directors  present  and  vot- 
ing at  any  meeting  of  the  Board  to  which  the  names  of 
such  applicants  shall  be  presented.  Said  applicants  for  re- 
instatement having  first  deposited  with  the  Secretary  all 
monies  clue  for  assessments  including  those  of  that  year. 

Sec.  4.  Any  member  may  withdraw  from  the  Asso- 
ciation after  payment  of  all  dues,  by  giving  written  notice 
of  their  resignation  to  the  Secretary,  but,  unless  such  res- 
ignation shall  be  received  before  the  twelfth  day  of  Sep- 
tember, of  any  year,  the  member  so  resigning  shall  be  li- 
able for  the  dues  of  that  year. 

Sec.  5.  A  notice  by  mail  to  the  last  known  address  of 
a  member  shall  be  construed  as  a  legal  notice. 

Sec.  6.  The  presence  of  no  person  other  than  that 
of  a  member  of  the  Association  shall  be  permitted  in  the 
room  during  its  regular  bi-annual  business  meeting  at  the 
hour  specified  in  the  call  or  to  any  hour  to  which  adjourn- 
ment may  be  made  except  bp  unanimous  consent  of  the 
members  present.  At  all  other  times  the  friends  of  the 
Association  shall  be  most  cordially  invited. 

Sec.  7.  No  members  of  the  Association  shall  be  en- 
titled to  receive  more  than  one  copy  of  its  bi-annual  records 
except  by  loss  of  fire  or  otherwise  provided  that  any  mem- 
ber may  order  extra  copies  for  their  own  special  use  of  the 
Secretary  before  the  time  of  publication  at  not  less  than  25 
cents  a  copy.  Which  orders  shall  be  over  and  above  the 
number  ordered  bv  the  Association. 
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Sec.  8.  No  badge,  coat  of  arms  or  other  insignia  of 
the  Association  shall  be  sold  to  any  person  not  a  member. 
Persons  applying  for  the  same  must  first  state  that  they 
are  members  of  the  Association. 

Sec.  9.  On  resignation  or  death  of  a  member,  or  any 
forfeiture  of  membership  by  a  member  under  these  by-laws ; 
all  their  right  and  interest  in  the  property  of  the  Associa- 
tion shall  cease. 

Article  II. 
Dues.     The  dues  shall  be  50  cents  a  year  and  shall  be 
payable  with  the  admission  fee  and  afterward  shall  become 
due  and  payable  on  the  twelfth  day  of  September. 

Article  III. 
Any  member  may  attain  life  membership  by  the  pay- 
ment of  $25. 

Article  IV. 
The  regular  meeting  shall  be  held  every  two  years  at 
such  place  and  time  as  the  Board  of  Directors  may  deter- 
mine. 

Sec.  2.  Special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  Board 
of  Directors  at  their  discretion. 

Sec.  3.  Twenty-five  members  shall  constitute  a  quo- 
rum. 

Sec.  4.  Notices  shall  be  sent  to  all  members  by  the 
Secretary  at  least  thirty  days  before  date  of  meeting. 

Article  V. 
The  officers  shall  consist  of  a  President,  seven  Vice- 
Presidents,  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  and  the  Secretary  may 
also  act  as  Treasurer ;  a  Board  of  Directors,  which  shall 
consist  of  the  President,  first  Vice-President,  Secretary  and 
four  others. 
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Sec.  2.  The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  he  elected 
by  ballot. 

Article  VI. 

Duties  of  Officers.  President.  The  President,  or  in 
his  absence,  one  of  the  Vice-Presidents,  in  order  of  their 
selection,  shall  preside  at  the  meetings  of  the  Association. 
If  the  President  and  all  the  Vice-Presidents  shall  be  absent,, 
a  chairman  shall  be  chosen  by  vote.  The  President  shall 
preside  at  the  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  and  shall, 
in  conjunction  with  the  Secretary  sign  aU  written  contracts 
and  obligations  unless  otherwise  provided  by  special  vote 
of  the  Association. 

Sec.    2.    .  Vice-President.     The     first     Vice-President 
shall  preside  at  the  meetings  in  the  absence  of  the  Presi- 
dent and  perform  the  duties  incident  to  his  office. 

Sec.  3.  Secretary.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Sec- 
retary to  keep  a  correct  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the 
Association  and  its  Board  of  Directors.  He  shall  have 
charge  of  its  records,  papers  and  documents ;  shall  have 
printed  within  one  year  succeeding  each  regular  meeting 
the  records  of  that  meeting,  and  may,  if  desirable,  publish 
all  papers  or  poems  read,  the  programs  of  entertainments 
and  illustrations.  He  shall  record  the  death  of  any  mem- 
ber and  the  changes  of  names  and  residences,  and  the  names 
and  addresses  of  all  the  members ;  shall  send  to  each  mem- 
ber the  records  of  the  Association  when  published,  and 
shall  send  notices  and  invitations,  at  his  discretion,  to  all 
persons  in  the  directory  of  the  Pike  Family  Association. 
He  shall  conduct  the  correspondence  and  shall  have  charge 
of  the  seal  of  the  Association.  He  shall  have  power  to 
draw  upon  the  Treasury  of  the  Association  for  all  monies 
necessary  for  the  above  enumerated  duties  of  his  office. 

Sec.  4.  Treasurer.  The  duties  of  the  Treasurer  shall 
be  to  keep  a  correct  record  of  all  money  paid  into  the 
Treasury  and  to  pay  the  same  out  by  order  of  the  Board  of 
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Directors,  which  order  shall  require  the  signature  of  the 
President,  countersigned  by  the  Secretary,  except  monies 
for  the  incidental  expenses. 

Sec.  5.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  have  super- 
vision of  all  property  and  money  belonging  to  the  Associa- 
tion over  and  above  that  necessary  for  the  incidental  ex- 
penses ;  shall  make  or  authorize  all  necessary  contracts,  and 
shall  have  the  entire  management  and  control  of  the  affairs 
of  the  Association,  subject  in  all  respects  to  such  instruc- 
tions and  limitations  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  prescribed 
by  the  Association.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  have 
power  to  discipline  and  expel  members  for  violation  of 
rules  or  for  other  adequate  cause. 

Part  2.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  meet  at  every 
reunion  or  meeting  of  the  Association  and  special  meetings 
may  be  called  by  the  Secretary  at  the  request  of  the  Presi- 
dent or  of  three  members  of  the  Board  upon  reasonable  no- 
tice being  given  of  the  time  and  place  to  other  members. 
Four  members  of  the  Board  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

Article  VII. 

In  case  of  the  death  or  resignation  of  any  of  the  above 
enumerated  officers,  the  Board  of  Directors  are  hereby  em- 
powered to  fill  any  such  vacancy  so  created. 

Article  VIII. 

Seal.  The  Association  shall  furnish  a  seal,  which 
shall  be  known  as  the  Corporate  Seal  of  the  Association,  to 
the  Secretary,  which  shall  be  affixed  to  all  legal  documents 
of  the  Association. 

Sec.  2.  The  corporate  seal  shall  consist  of  three  Pikes 
issuing  from  a  wreath  with  the  date  1900  in  a  plain  field 
and  encircling  the  same  the  words,  "Pike  Family  Asso- 
ciation," U.  S.  A.,  1902, 
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Article  IX. 

The  signature  of  the  President,  countersigned  by  the 
Secretary,  with  the  Corporate  Seal  shall  be  affixed  to  all 
legal  documents  of  the  Association. 

Article  X. 

Corresponding  Members.  Any  person  who  shall  have 
performed  signal  service  in  historical  genealogical  research 
upon  the  Pike  family,  and  any  persons  of  Pike  family  de- 
scent, not  residents  of  the  United  States  or  British  Amer- 
ica, shall  be  eligible  to  election  as  Corresponding  Members 
of  the  Association,  to  whose  genealogical  collections  they 
will  be  requested  to  contribute  additional  information  when 
called  upon  or  at  their  convenience. 

Corresponding  Members  shall  have  no  dues  to  pay  as 
such  nor  shall  they  hold  any  property,  vote,  or  hold  any 
office  in  the  Association  but  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  one 
copy  of  each  publication  issued  by  the  Association  after 
the  date  of  their  election. 

The  Board  of  Directors  shall  have  jurisdiction  over 
the  election  of  all  Corresponding  Members,  also  over  all 
their  genealogical  contributions   to  the  Association. 

Article  XI. 

If  any  alteration  or  amendment  of  the  By-Laws  be 
proposed,  a  notice  of  such  alteration  or  amendment  shall 
be  published  in  the  notice  of  the  meeting  at  which  action 
thereon  is  to  be  taken,  and  a  majority  vote  shall  be  required 
for  its  adoption. 

Hon.  John  Q.  Evans,  chairman  of  the  Maj.  Robert 
Pike  Monument  Committee,  reported  that,  owing  to  the  ill- 
ness and  death  of  his  father,  he  had  done  nothing  towards 
raising  funds  for  the  monument  but  that  he  thought  an 
active  canvass  would  produce  great  results  from  the  cen- 
timent  of  the  people.  Hon.  Robert  H.  Pike  of  Union,  XT.  H., 
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a  member  of  the  committee,  reported  that  he  had  started  a 
paper  and  raised  $32.00  in  his  own  town.  Upon  motion  of 
Dr.  Clifford  L.  Pike  the  same  committee  were  continued 
in  office  for  the  ensuing  two  years. 

Hon.  Eben  W.  Pike  of  Cambridge  introduced  the  fol- 
lowing resolution  :  That  the  notice  for  all  future  gather- 
ings enclose  a  return  postal  or  a  request  be  made  in  the 
notice  for  a  reply  to  the  invitation,  the  same  to  be  returned 
within  a  few  days  before  the  date  of  meeting.  This  reso- 
lution was  adopted  by  a  unanimous  vote  of  the  Association. 

Miss  Frances  C.  Dickerman  of  Pike,  N.  H.,  was  ap- 
pointed to  assist  the  Secretary  in  the  duties  of  his  office, 
which  she  did  very  efficiently,  and  relieved  him  of  a  great 
deal  of  the  labor. 

Coats  of  Arms  and  Lithograph  Coats  of  Arms  were 
on  exhibit  and  several  copies  of  each  were  sold  to  the  mem- 
bers :  also  badges  and  souvenir  badges,  the  latter  were  the 
same  as  those  of  the  previous  meeting  with  the  date 
changed.  A  picture,  nearly  life  sized,  of  Gen.  Z.  M.  Pike, 
representing  him  as  he  stood  looking  from  the  top  of 
Cheyenne  Mountain,  upon  the  lofty  apex  of  Pike's  Peak, 
was  hung  behind  the  President's  chair,  which  was  a  present 
from  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  of  Colorado  Springs  and 
for  which  the  Association  offered  a  vote  of  thanks. 

A  communication  was  read  from  tbe  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce (which  see  under  addresses  and  papers  read  at  the 
reunion)  in  regard  to  the  great  centennial  celebration  to 
be  held  at  Colorado  Springs  Sept.  25-29,  in  honor  of  Gen- 
Z.  M.  Pike,  the  discoverer  of  Pike's  Peak,  in  which  the 
United  States  government,  the  State  of  Colorado,  and  the 
city  of  Colorado  Springs  were  to  take  part,  which  was  dis- 
cussed at  great  length  but  definite  action  was  deferred  until 
a  later  part  of  the  meeting. 

Sometime  in  September  the  Secretary  received  a  com- 
munication from  the  State  Historical  Society  of  Kansas 
stating  that  there  would  be  a  great  Centennial  celebration 
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at  Pawnee  City,  Sept.  26-29,  in  honor  of  Gen.  Z.  M.  Pike, 
who  pulled  down  the  Spanish  flag  and  first  raised  the 
American  flag  at  that  place.  The  program  and  other  de- 
tails of  which  will  appear  in  these  records.  After  consid- 
erable discussion  it  was  voted  that  the  next  meeting  of  the 
Association  shall  be  held  early  in  the  month  of  October, 
1908,  and  the  Secretary  announces  in  behalf  of  the  Board 
of  Directors  that  it  will  in  all  probability  be  held  on  Tues- 
day and  Wednesday.  Oct.  0  and  7,  at  the  American  House 
in  Boston. 

The  hour  being  late,  it  was  voted  to  adjourn  to  meet 
at  the  same  place  at  10  o'clock  A.  M.,  on  Wednesday,  Au- 
gust "29. 

Wednesday,  August  29.  The  morning  opened  bright 
and  fair  and  the  meeting  was  called  upon  the  scheduled 
hour  with  the  same  officers  in  their  respective  chairs.  A 
discussion  was  held  in  regard  to  some  excursion  round  the 
city  as  suggested  in  the  notice.  Several  were  suggested, 
but  only  a  few  wished  to  avail  themselves  of  the  opportu- 
nity and  it  was  finally  decided  to  let  those  arrange  them- 
selves into  parties  who  wished  to  go  between  the  hours  of 
adjournment  and  banquet.  The  following  program  was 
then  called :

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After  the  banquet  in  the  evening  the  Association  was 
called  to  order  by  First  Vice-President  Herbert  A.  Pike, 
and  it  was  voted  to  send  the  Secretary,  Dr.  Clifford  L.  Pike, 
as  a  delegate  from  the  Association  to  the  Pike's  Peak  Cen- 
tennial at  Colorado  Springs.  It  was  voted  that  Hon,  Her- 
bert A.  Pike,  Elbridge  N.  Pike  and  Miss  Elizabeth  Pike 
Davis  be  a  committee  to  notify  all  the  members  and  to 
solicit  funds  for  that  purpose.

Dear  Cousin :  Several  months  ago  I  received  your 
request  for  a  few  words  from  yours  truly  to  be  read  at  the 
reunion  of  the  Pike  Family  which  is  to  be  held  next  week 
in  Boston.  That  was  before  the  earthquake  and  fire  of 
April  18th-20th,  1906,  and  since  that  time  I  have  been  so 
very  busy  with  office  work  that,  although  your  request  has 
often  come  to  mind,  I  have  been  compelled  to  put  it  aside 
on  account  of  more  pressing  matters,  until  here  it  is  time 
for  the  reunion  and  nothing  done.  I  shall  have  to  ask  you 
to  simply  say  a  word  of  greeting  to  the  cousins  from  one 
of  their  California  cousins,  who  wishes  she  could  be  with 
them  at  the  reunion.  I  know  something  about  reunions 
myself,  the  Kimballs  in  California  having  held  annual  re- 
unions for  some  time. 

Last  winter  I  visited  at  the  home  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Zoeth 
S.  Eldredge  in  San  Francisco,  overlooking  the  Golden 
Gate,  and  went  with  Mrs.  Eldredge  to  church  Sunday 
morning.  She  is  a  member  of  the  Swedenborgian  church, 
of  which  Rev.  Mr.  Worcester  is  pastor,  and  after  service 
was  introduced  to  two  young  ladies  named  Pike.  It  seemed 
rather  an  odd  coincidence.  You  will  recall  that  Major 
Robert  Pike  and  his  father  were  members  of  the  church 
in     Salisburv,     Massachusetts,     of     which      Rev.     William 
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Worcester  was  pastor,  and  with  whom  both  seem  to  have 
had  disagreements.  Major  Robert  Pike's  granddaughter, 
Elizabeth  Stockman,  married  Jacob  Bradbury,  whose 
grandfather  was  Rev.  John  Wheelwright,  and  their  son, 
Jacob,  Jr.,  married  Abigail  Eaton  and  had  several  children, 
among  them  two,  Squire  Jacob  Bradbury  and  his  sister 
Hannah,  from  both  of  whom  I  claim  descent,  Squire  Ja- 
cob's son,  Moses  Bradbury,  having  been  the  father  of  my 
grandmother,  Mary  (Bradbury)  Kimball,  while  Hannah 
(Bradbury)  Hearl's  daughter  Abigail  married  Joshua  Kim- 
ball and  had  Abraham  Love  Kimball,  my  grandfather. 

In  one  of  the  Reunion  Pamphlets  is  a  suggestion  that 
the  name  of  the  first  John  Pike's  wife  was  Sarah  Washing- 
ton, daughter  of  Charles,  and  that  she  was  of  the  same  fam- 
ily in  England  as  the  President.  Can  any  of  the  cousins 
send  me  the  direct  line  back  from  both  Sarah  Washington 
and  George  Washington,  the  President,  to  the  common  an- 
cestor of  both  in  England?  I  would  appreciate  this  in- 
formation. The  libraries  in  San  Francisco  were,  of  course, 
burned  by  the  great  fire,  and  only  a  few  genealogies  in 
private  hands  are  accessible.  There  is  not  a  set  of  the  New 
England  Historic  Genealogical  Register  on  the  coast! 
Everything  is  gone.     It  is  too  dreadful  to  talk  about. 

I  shall  be  pleased  to  hear  what  progress  is  made  to- 
wards establishing  a  memorial  to  Major  Robert  Pike,  and 
referring  to  the  suggestion  that  a  tablet  be  inserted  in  the 
monument  to  early  settlers  at  Newbury,  would  suggest  that 
instead  Major  Robert  Pike's  memory  be  honored  in  some 
similar  way  in  his  heme  town,  Salisbury. 

I  read  with  much  interest  that  little  story  of  "Richard 
Peeke  of  Tavistok,"  who  was  also  a  champion  in  his  par- 
ticular^ wav^  All  the  Pike  cousins  should  read  it.  I  think 
Mr.  Emes*rAIcPike  is  publishing  or  selling  this  little  story. 
You  doubtless  know  about  it. 

With  regards  to  all,  and  hoping  some  day  to  be  able 
to  attend  the  Pike  Family  reunion,  I  remain

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PIKE   CENTENNIAL 

Fitting"  tribute  to  the  deeds  of  General  Zebulon  Mont- 
gomery Pike,  discoverer  of  the  great  mountain  peak  bear- 
ing his  name,  will  be  paid  by  the  citizens  of  Colorado  dur- 
ing the  last  week  in  September,  1906.  Under  the  auspices 
of  the  Zebulon  Montgomery  Pike  Monument  association. 
a  centennial  celebration  will  be  held  at  Colorado  Springs. 
It  will  be  military  and  civic  in  character  and  on  a  scale 
never  before  attempted  in  the  west. 

Although  only  recently  announced,  the  pian  had  its  in- 
ception ten  years  ago  when  the  Monument  association  held 
a  banquet  in  commemoration  of  the  ninetieth  anniversary 
of  the  discovery  of  Pike's  Peak.  At  that  time  it  was  de- 
cided that  the  centennial  anniversary  of  the  discovery 
should  be  observed  with  appropriate  exercises,  to  include 
the  unveiling  of  a  monument  to  the  intrepid  soldier-ex- 
plorer who  blazed  the  first  pathway  from  the  east  to  the 
Rockies. 

With  the  approach  of  the  centennial  anniversary,  the 
original  plans  have  been  enlarged  until  they  have  assumed 
proportions  in  keeping  with  the  historic  significance  of  the 
event.  From  the  modest  idea  of  erecting  a  suitable  mon- 
ument to  Pike  has  grown  a  program  that  is  national  in  its 
interest.  It  became  so  important  that  the  United  States 
government  will  participate.  The  War  Department  will 
send  10,000  regular  troops,  the  Interior  Department  will 
send  representatives  of  the  tribes  of  Indians  with  which 
Pike  came  in  contact,  while  Congress  will  authorize  the 
coining  of  100,000  souvenir  medallions  of  bronze  and  sil- 
ver. Not  only  will  the  troops  be  a  decided  feature  in  them- 
selves, but  the  occasion  will  be  the  first  on  which  all 
branches  of  the  army  have  maneuvered  in  the  west  and  also 
the  first  time  that  a  mountainous  country  has  been  chosen 
for  make  believe  war. 

The  general  plan  of  the  program  is  an  allegorical  rep- 
resentation of  the  progress  of  the  Pike's  Peak  region  dur- 
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ing  the  century  that  it  has  been  known  to  the  white  man. 
The  opening  clay  will  be  devoted  to  the  military,  since  they 
represent  most  nearly  Pike  and  his  sturdy  little  band  of 
followers.  There  will  be  a  pioneer  day,  illustrating  the 
"days  of  '49,"  when  the  cry  of  gold  brought  the  sentinel 
peak  of  the  Rockies  into  the  knowledge  of  the  world,  and 
a  Colorado  day,  to  typify  the  industries,  commerce,  agri- 
culture and  mining  as  it  is  today.  The  military  features  will 
predominate  in  the  entire  program,  although  no  sacrifices 
will  be  made  on  this  account.  The  exercises  will  all  be  in 
the  open  air,  free  to  the  public  and  of  a  nature  to  inspire 
the  highest  patriotism. 

The  complete  history  of  the  Rocky  Mountains  will  be 
unfolded,  from  the  bleak  November  day  when  Pike  first 
gave  the  great  snow  capped  peak  official  position  on  the 
map  of  the  United  States,  to  the  present  day,  when  the 
beautiful  city  at  the  foot  of  the  peak  has  become  so  modern 
as  to  be  facetiously  dubbed  "Little  London." 

To  again  climb  to  the  vantage  point  on  Cheyenne 
mountain  whence  he  inspected  the  peak.  Pike  would  pass 
through  Stratton  park,  a  bit  of  mountain  fairyland  that 
was  presented  to  the  city  of  Colorado  Springs  by  the  late 
millionaire  mine  owner,  Myron  S.  Stratton.  He  would  not 
need  his  horses,  as  an  electric  car  line  runs  to  the  very  foot 
of  the  mountain.  In  the  event  he  wished  to  climb  the  Peak, 
he  could  ride  in  an  electric  car  line  to  the  depot  of  the  Cog 
road.  This  is  the  highest  steam  railroad  in  the  world, 
reaching  an  altitude  of  14,108  feet  in  a  distance  of  some 
twelve  miles.  The  round  trip  is  made  in  a  few  hours,  and 
while  on  the  Peak  the  explorer  could  take  his  bearings,  the 
temperature,  latitude,  longitude  and  secure  other  scientific 
data  at  the  L  nited  States  observatory  that  crowns  the  top- 
most point  of  the  massive  granite  pile.  His  party  could 
spend  the  night  at  either  the  Half  Way  House  or  at  the 
top  of  the  peak  in  comfortable  quarters,  secure  against  hun- 
ger and  storm. 


26  Records  of  the  Pike  Family 

Pike  started  from  St.  Louis  July  15,  1806,  on  his  trip 
to  the  Rocky  Mountains,  or  Mexican  Mountains,  as  he 
called  them.  He  pronounced  the  country  through  which 
he  travelled  so  devoid  of  sustenance  for  human  beings  that 
it  would  serve  as  a  barrier  for  all  time  in  the  expansion  of 
the  United  States.  In  vivid  contrast  are  the  conditions  to- 
day.  Pike  could  now  make  his  toilsome  journey  from  St. 
Louis  to  Pike's  Peak  over  either  of  several  great  trunk 
railways,  equipped  with  all  the  modern  luxuries  of  travel. 
Where  he  passed  great  herds  of  buffalo  he  would  see 
cattle  grazing  on  the  prairies  in  equal  numbers.  The  wide 
plains  that  staggered  his  imagination  on  account  of  their 
desolation  are  now  clotted  with  prosperous  farms  or 
ranches.  The  mountains  that  appealed  to  him  only  for 
their  scenic  grandeur  have  been  found  to  be  the  treasure 
vaults  of  nature  that  were  then  waiting  to  be  opened  by  the 
hardy  frontiersmen  who  followed  Pike  nearly  half  a  cen- 
tury later.  The  great  white  mountain  that  he  declared 
could  not  be  ascended  by  a  human  being  is  now  the  ob- 
jective point  of  100,000  tourists  annually.  Pike  said  that 
the  sight  of  the  peak  was  inexpressibly  grand,  while  mod- 
ern explorers  say  the  same  of  the  view  from  the  summit  of 
the  peak. 

History  records  no  more  exalted  patriot  or  intrepid 
soldier  than  Zebulon  Montgomery  Pike.  His  soldier  an- 
cestry for  generations  brought  him  the  Spartan  fortitude 
that  alone  made  possible  his  achievements  for  the  country 
he  loved  so  well.  Had  he  not  immortalized  himself  by  his 
remarkable  explorations  for  the  government,  his  name 
would  yet  be  resplendent  in  history,  in  that  his  military  rec- 
ord is  one  that  is  rarely  duplicated.  When  only  27  years 
old  he  was  chosen  to  lead  the  most  important  military  ex- 
pedition of  the  hour,  and  when  but  34  years  of  age  he  was 
a  brigadier  general  in  command  of  the  troops  that  captured 
the  British  stronghold  at  York  (now  Toronto)  Canada. 
His  death  at  this  battle  was  highly  dramatic  and  has  been 
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likened  to  that  of  Nelson.  The  captured  flag  of  the  enemy 
was  placed  under  the  head  of  the  dying  general  to  ease  the 
pain  of  mortal  wounds.  The  cheers  of  his  soldiers  aroused 
the  stricken  young  commander  and  on  being  told  that  the 
fort  was  captured,  he  closed  his  eyes  with  the  remark:  "I 
die  content." 

A  biography  of  Pike  is  yet  to  be  written,  but  his 
achievements  are  a  matter  of  record  in  the  archives  of  the 
"War  Department.  A  diary,  kept  faithfully  from  day  to 
day  during  his  explorations,  tells  in  quaint  terse  style  of 
the  tortuous  march  of  the  little  party  from  St.  Louis  to  the 
Rocky  Mountains.  Even  the  capture  of  his  papers  by  the 
Spaniards  at  Santa  Fe  did  not  serve  to  destroy  the  records 
of  the  astute  young  soldier,  who  had  carefully  concealed 
duplicates  of  his  papers  in  the  barrel  of  his  big  flint  lock 
rifle  and  he  was  afterward  able  to  restore  them  to  original 
form. 

The  journey  on  which  Pike  discovered  the  peak  was 
the  second  that  he  made  under  orders  from  the  govern- 
ment. He  had  previously  traced  the  head  waters  of  the 
Mississippi  to  their  source,  gathering  valuable  data  for 
the  government,  making  treaties  with  the  Indians  and 
making  notes  on  the  British  occupation  of  small  settle- 
ments. His  second  journey  was  to  take  him  through  the 
then  unexplored  territory  of  Louisiana.  The  government 
wished  to  know  more  about  the  vast  tract  of  land  that  it 
was  buying  from  Spain  and  Pike  was  selected  to  supply 
this  information. 

With  a  little  party  composed  of  a  squad  of  private  sol- 
diers, a  physician,  guides,  Indians  and  horses,  Pike  started 
from  St.  Louis  in  July.  He  was  a  first  lieutenant  at  the 
time,  but  was  promoted  to  a  captaincy  during  the  following 
month.  He  was  not  notified  of  his  promotion  until  a  long" 
while  afterward,  hence  the  discoverer  of  Pike's  Peak  is 
usually  alluded  to  as  lieutenant,  rather  than  as  captain, 
which  he  really  was  at  the  time,  or  as  general,  which  he  be- 
came shortlv  before  his  death. 
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The  condition  of  the  little  party  was  becoming  rather 
desperate  when,  on  November  15,  the  "Mexican  Mount- 
ains" were  sighted  from  the  banks  of  the  Arkansas  river 
in  western  Kansas.  Three  cheers  were  given  and  Pike  de- 
termined to  press  on  to  the  "great  white  peak."  The  near- 
est the  party  came  to  the  peak  was  on  November  27,  1806, 
-when  Pike  and  two  followers  climbed  to  the  top  of  a 
mountain  some  15  miles  from  the  Peak.  Pike  wrote  in  his 
diary  that  the  great  white  mountain  seemed  to  be  as  high 
again  as  the  mountain  he  had  climbed  and  that  it  would 
be  impossible  for  a  human  being  to  reach  the  summit.  The 
snow  on  the  mountain  that  Pike  climbed  was  "middle 
deep"  and  the  thermometer  registered  6  degrees  below  zero 
at  the  minimum.  The  supplies  of  the  party  were  at  a  low 
ebb,  with  no  game  in  sight.  The  clothing  of  the  men  was 
worn  to  shreds,  most  of  them  being  without  stockings  and 
wearing  moccasins  that  admitted  snow  and  stones  freely. 
Under  such  conditions  it  is  but  little  wonder  that  the  brave 
young  soldier  thought  that  the  peak  was  beyond  his 
prowess. 

After  noting  the  peak,  Pike  returned  to  the  Arkansas 
river  at  a  point  where  Pueblo  now  is,  continuing  his  jour- 
nev  into  the  mountains,  thence  to  New  Mexico,  where  he 
was  captured  by  the  Spaniards.  Hardships  of  every  de- 
scription were  suffered  by  the  party  before  being  placed  in 
•captivity  at  Santa  Fe.  Two  of  the  men  had  to  be  aban- 
doned and  left  to  their  fate  in  the  hills.  They  were  given 
a  small  supply  of  provisions  with  the  assurance  that  they 
would  be  rescued  if  the  rest  of  the  party  found  a  haven  of 
safety  and  rest.  Pike  saw  that  the  promise  was  kept,  and, 
more  dead  than  alive,  the  stricken  pair  were  brought  into 
Santa  Fe  by  the  Spanish  soldiers. 

The  remains  of  the  distinguished  young  soldier-ex- 
plorer lie  at  Madison  Barracks,  New  York,  where  they  were 
interred  with  military  honors  nearly  a  century  ago.  A 
modest  shaft  marks  the  resting  place  of  Pike  and  a  num- 
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ber  of  the  soldiers  who  were  killed  with  him.  On  his  body 
were  found  two  sentences,  dedicated  to  his  son,  "Preserve 
your  honor  free  from  blemish"  and  "Be  always  ready  to  die 
for  vour  country."

Authentic  historians  say  that  the  Franks  made  an  ir- 
ruption into  Gaul  about  A.  D.  420,  under  their  leader, 
Pharamond,  who  was  said  to  have  been  succeeded  by  lClo- 
dion  and  1  Merovoeus,  who  was  followed  by  his  son  2  Chil- 
deric  I,  who  had :  SCloz'is  I,  King  of  the  Franks ;  m.

THE  EARIEST  SETTLERS  OF  THE  PIKE  FAMILY  IN 
NEW  ENGLAND 

At  the  earnest  solicitation  of  many  of  the  descendants 
I  shall  confine  this  paper  almost  wholly  to  the  descendants 
of  Capt.  John  Pike  of  Newbury,  Mass.,  and  Woodbridge, 
N.  J.,  and  in  doing  this  I  shall  take  up  for  a  space  his  an- 
cestry in  England. 

In  "Visitations  of  Somerset"  by  Weaver,  Page  64,  I 
find,  "Pikes  Ash  in  Martock  and  of  Moorlinch,  also  called 
West  Bridgewater,  Arms  Per  pale  Az.  &  Sa.  over  all  three 
crescents  Or."    This  coat  of  arms  belonged  to  Sir  Richard 
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Pyke  living-  the  eighth  year  of  King  Richard  Second,  or 
in  the  year  1385  ;  this  line  as  given  is  2Thomas  Pyke, 
3Huge  Pike  living  in  the  third  year  of  King  Henry's  reign 
or  the  year  1425,  his  wife  was  Elizabeth.  4  Thomas  Pyke, 
5  John  Pyke.  6  William  Pyke  of  Moorlinch,  Somerset,  m. 
Alice,  heir  of  Thomas  Bowring  of  Bowring's  Leigh  in 
West  Arlington,  Co.  Devon.  He  had  two  sons,  Robert  and 
Stephen  Pyke ;  7Robert  Pyke  married  Eliza  Thornhill,  and 
Collinson's  History  of  Somerset  says  he  was  the  son  and 
heir  and  was  assessed  at  Pike's  Ash,  (Here  the  spelling 
changes  to  Pike),  Somerset  in  the  22nd  year  of  the  reign 
of  Henry  VIII  or  in  the  year  1531 ;  his  son  and  heir  was 
8  Thomas  Pkye,  who  married  Mary  Stowell  of  Cathel- 
stone ;  he  is  given  as  of  Moorlinch.  Collinson  says  he  had 
a  daughter,  9Elizabeth  Pyke,  who  married  James  Leigh  or 
Reynolds,  who  spoiled  the  estate  and  also — "tradition  says 
there  was  a  Stephen  Pyke,  brother  of  Elizabeth."  This  is 
highly  improbable  because  he  would  have  been  the  heir 
and  inherited  the  estate.  It  would  therefore  seem  that  this 
line  ends  with  Elizabeth  so  far  as  the  family  name  is  con- 
cerned. 

^Stephen  Pyke,  son  of  GWilliam,  married  Dorothy 
Cuffe  (Cutts)  [I  see  Weaver  has  the  word  Cutts  enclosed 
as  an  interpretation  of  the  name  Cuffe.]  He  settled  or  is 
given  as  of  Bridgewater,  Somerset,  wheie  his  children 
were  born.  He  had  two  sons  and  one  daughter,  viz. :  John, 
Francis  (who  had  sons  Jemonel  and  Jones)  and  Elizabeth. 

4john  Pyke  of  Bridgewater,  1573.  The  Vicar  of 
Bridgewater  gives  baptism  as  Nov.  1,  1572 ;  married  Jane, 
daughter  of  Richard  Castleman;  (the  Vicar  also  gives  the 
following  baptisms :  Robert  Pike,  baptized  Aug.  29,  1582, 
and  Robert  Pike  bapt.  July  29,  1583,  who  is  the  Robert 
Pike  of  Providence,  R.  I.,  without  any  doubt,  as  proved 
by  land  transactions  after  he  came  to  America.)  A  com- 
munication from  Moorlinch  vicarage,  Bridgewater,  is  as 
follows :  "Bridgewater,  Oct.  19,  '01.  I  have  had  vour  let- 
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ter  about  John  Pike  born  before  1600,  and  the  Vicar  of 
Martock  has  sent  me  the  similar  letter  you  wrote  to  him. 
I  regret  that  I  can  give  you  no  information  as  to  any  of  the 
Pikes  mentioned  by  you  as  the  Moorlinch  registers  only 
date  back  to  1652.  I  believe,  however,  that  the  Pike  fam- 
ily lived  here  in  the  lith  and  loth  centuries,  and  were  then 
the  great  people  of  the  neighborhood.  There  is  in  the  bel- 
fry of  Moorlinch  church  a  much  mutilated  female  effigy, 
which  was  formerly  recumbent  upon  a  tomb  in  a  niche  un- 
der a  window  on  the  north  side  of  the  church.  This  is 
supposed  to  represent  the  wife  of  one  of  the  Pikes  who 
lived  before  the  reformation.  There  is  no  inscription,  no 
coat  of  arms  or  crest  attached.  I  very  little  doubt  that 
Moorlinch  is  the  place  from  which  your  John  Pike  came. 
Yours  faithfully,  Fred  Horthcote  Smith,  Vicar  of  Moor- 
linch. 

My  reasons  for  believing  the  above  to  be  our  direct 
line  are  that  Sir  Richard  Pyke  was  the  only  Pyke  I  have 
been  able  to  find  in  England  whose  coat  of  arms  bore  the 
crescents ;  this  original  coat  of  arms  belonged  through  this 
line  to  William  Pyke  and  his  first  heir,  Robert,  whose  son, 
Thomas,  was  father  of  Elizabeth,  where  the  family  name 
became  extinct.  William's  other  son,  Stephen,  began  a  new 
line  and  still  retained  the  crescents  with  the  chevron  which 
indicates  the  beginning  of  a  new  line,  or  in  Heraldrv  "an 
Ordinary,  supposed  to  betoken  the  accomplishment  of 
some  memorable  work,  or  the  completion  of  some  business 
of  importance,  generally  the  foundation  of  his  own  family 
by  the  bearer."  We  know  that  Robert  Pike  of  Providence 
came  from  Bridgewater  and  I  believe  that  he  was  a  brother 
of  John  Pike  of  Newbury ;  I  believe  that  investigation  of 
land  titles  in  England  will  prove  my  claim.  I  find  in  the 
Second  Series  of  Notes  and  Queries  Vol.  7,  "The  church 
of  St.  Bartholomew  in  the  city  of  London  which  was  pulled 
down  to  enlarge  the  avenues  to  the  Royal  Exchange,  was 
built  mainly  at  the  charge  of  Thomas  Pike,  sheriff  of  Lon- 
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don  in  1410  whose  ancestor,  Nicholas  Pike,  was  sheriff  in 
1332."  Should  this  Thomas  Pike  be  a  son  of  Sir  Richard 
Pyke  it  would  give  us  one  generation  at  least  farther 
back,  as  Nicholas  would  be  the  father  of  Sir  Richard.  This 
is  only  speculation  as  it  is  not  known  from  what  place  Sir 
Richard  came  when  he  settled  in  Bridgewater  in  Somerset 
County. 

In  "marriage  licenses  London,  1520 — 1610,"  I  find 
"William  Pyke,  yeoman,  married  Nov.  6,  1583,  Emma 
Langforde,  widow,  of  all  Hallows."  A  genealogist  some 
years  ago  facetiously  remarked  to  me  that  one  John  Pike 
in  stating  that  he  came  from  Longford,  England,  referred     • '

to  his  mother  and  not  to  any  place.     I  did  not  know  at  the    ; 
time  that   Longforde   was   not   her   maiden   name,   and   the 
genealogist  is  now  dead  and  therefore  forgiven. 

I  now  -come  to  John  Pike,  eighth  from  Sir  Richard, 
and  first  of  the  line  in  America  who  came  to  this  countrv, 
sailing  from  Southampton  April  6,  1635,  in  the_  ship 
"James,"  Capt.  Cooper,  arriving  in  Boston  on  M^§n4av, '  ■***  ^ 
Augustr-4-6^5.  James  S.  Pike  in  "The  New  Puritan,"  says  c*~*>— * 
with  wife  Sarah.  What  authority  he  has  for  making  the 
statement  his  wife's  name  was  Sarah  or  that  his  wife 
came  with  him,  I  do  not  know.  I  believe  it  was  based  upon 
the  record  of  the  death  of  Sarah  Pike  at  Newbury,  Nov. 
19,  1659;  and  she  was  presumed  to  be  his  wife  because  her 
name  was  not  given  among  his  son's.  Capt.  John  Pike's 
children,  but  as  he  died  May  26,  1654,  and  having  made  his 
will  not  mentioning  any  wife,  such  presumption  cannot  be 
maintained.  The  early  Newbury  records  are  quite  com- 
plete and  they  do  not  record  the  death  of  his  wife,  so  with- 
out any  further  evidence  one  would  conclude  she  died  be- 
fore he  came  to  this  country.  He  settled  at  first  in  Ipswich 
but  after  a  short  stop  at  that  place  removed  to  Newburv 
and  settled  on  the  banks  of  Parker  river  and  was  made 
freeman  in  1642.  He  was  a  highly  educated  man  and  wrote 
a  fine  hand,  unknown  anion?  the  uneducated  of  his  times

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and  left  his  country  at  the  time  of  the  great  Reformation, 
and  has  often  been  classed  as  among  the  many  "dissent- 
ers" who  left  their  native  land  for  the  "Freedom  to  wor- 
ship God."  Quoting  from  the  history  of  the  Pike  family — 
"He  was  a  man  of  pronounced  opinions,  bold  in  his  as- 
sertions, but  as  history  has  shown,  educated  a  lawyer,  he 
undoubtedly  knew  how  to  keep  within  the  bounds  of  pru- 
dence in  his  intercourse  with  the  element  of  the  times.  It 
must  be  remembered  that  the  Church  and  State  were  prac- 
tically the  same  in  those  days  and  that  the  laws  of  the  land 
were  largely  scriptural,  and  that  law  was  argued  from  a 
Bible  standpoint ;  he  was  conversant  with  theological  rea- 
sonings and  as  the  theological  reasonings  for  the  preserva- 
tion of  peace  as  adopted  by  the  lawyers  and  the  theological 
reasonings  for  the  salvation  of  souls  as  adopted  by  the  min- 
istry, must  differ  in  some  of  their  essential  points,  is  it  to 
be  wondered  at  that  on  May  5,  1638  after  having  listened 
for  a  time  to  a  certain  discourse,  "It  is  ordered  that  John 
Pike  shall  pay  two  shillings  and  six  pence  for  departing 
from  the  meeting  without  leave  and  contemptuously,"  and 
before  this,  Feb.  24,  1638,  John  Pike,  Robert  Pike  and 
three  others  were  fined  two  shillings  and  six  pence  apiece 
for  being  absent  from  town  meeting  at  eight  o'clock  in 
the  morning,  having  had  due  and  fit  warning."  But  he 
must  have  risen  high  in  the  esteem  of  his  fellow  citizens, 
for  in  1647,  he  was  one  of  the  chosen  to  administer  "the 
prudential  affairs  of  the  town."  and  in  1618  to  "end  small 
causes"  which  he  did  in  an  exemplary  manner  as  the  court 
records  show.  His  will  was  probated  Aug.  3,  1&54,  in 
which  he  mentions  daughters  Dorothy,  who  married  Dan- 
iel Hendrick,  Ann  who  married  John  Fiske,  Israel,  who 
married  Henrv  True,  and  sons  John  and  Robert.  Gnot  £)"&?,<{  sc^n

(Captain  John  Pike,  ninth  from  English  and  second  from 
American  lines,  was  born  at  Bridgewater,  England,  (pre- 
sumably) in  1605  if  he  is  the  one  who  sailed  "from  ye  port 
of  London  Nov.     26,  1635  for     Barbadoes,     aged  thirty." 
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He  settled  in  Newbury,  Mass.,  where  he  married  Mary 
Tarville  or  (Tarbell).  (See  Coffin's  history  of  Old  New- 
bury where  he  asks  a  grant  of  land  for  his  brother,  Thomas 
Tarville)  Well  educated,  he  soon  became  one  of  the  lead- 
ing men  of  the  place,  was  educated  a  lawyer,  was  elected 
selectman  in  1647-16-18,  was  chosen  to  end  small  causes 
in  the  town  during  the  years  1651-1654-1656-1657-1660 ; 
was  elected  deputy  to  the  General  court  in  1657  and  1658, 
which  position  he  most  ably  filled.  He  was  educated  a 
Congregationalist,  but  later  in  life  became  a  Presbyterian. 
Quoting  from  the  history — "When  in  Newbury  there  was 
a  contention  in  the  church  regarding  church  discipline  be- 
cause the  pastor  and  teacher  had  changed  their  minds  after 
the  first  few  years,  from  the  Congregational  to  the  Pres- 
byterian form.  It  seems  the  matter  was  carried  into  court 
for  adjustment,  and  he  being  summonsed  as  a  witness  tes- 
tified 'That  he  was  present  at  the  gathering  of  the  church 
of  Newbury,  and  that  he  heard  the  pastor,  Mr.  Parker, 
preach  from  the  eighteenth  chapter  of  Matthew  and  17th 
verse,  wherein  the  preacher  held  forth  that  the  power  of 
discipline  belonged  to  the  whole  church  and  he  (John  Pike) 
strongly  favored  his  doctrine,  he  taking  notes  of  what  was 
said.'  " 

Early  in  1665  he  removed  to  Woodbridge,  N.  J.,  and 
on  May  21,  lo66,  articles  of  agreement  were  signed  between 
Governor  Carteret,  John  Pike,  Abraham  Tappan  and 
Joshua  Pierce  in  behalf  of  themselves  and  associates  of 
Woodbridge  and  Piscataway,  whereby  a  colony  was  es- 
tablished over  which  he  was  chosen  Judge  and  Governor 
which  position  he  held  for  many  years.  After  his  return 
to  Newbury  in  1671  he  was  chosen  a  member  of  Governor 
Cateret's  council  and  in  1675  was  appointed  captain  of  the 
militia  and  by  this  appellation  he  was  generally  known. 
His  first  wife  having  died,  he  married,  June  30,  16S5,  Eliz- 
abeth Fitz  Randolph  of  Piscataway.  He  died  in  January, 
1688-9,  and  his    remains  are    buried    in    the    Presbyterian 
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cemetery  at  Woodbridge.  His  children  were :  Joseph ; 
John,  who  died  young ;  Hannah,  who  married  Obadiah 
Ayer ;  a  son,  who  died  1645 ;  Mary,  who  married  Richard 
Worth ;  John ;  Ruth,  who  married  Abraham  Tappan ;  5a*ft- 
udl;  Thomas  and— Sa*a4^ — who  died — 3r650.  Joseph  Pike, 
tenth  generation  from  Sir  Richard,  and  third  American, 
was  born  Dec.  26,  1638  ;  married  Susannah  Kingsbury  and 
settled  in  Newbury.  He  was  at  "Ye  fall  fight  at  Spring- 
field" (Mass.)  1676,  also  in  garrison  at  Springfield  June 
24,  1676,  during  King  Philip's  war,  at  Hadley  and  other 
places.  He  occupied  many  offices  of  public  trust,  being  se- 
lectman 1690-1  and  1692-3,  assessor  1694,  and  was  elected 
deputy  to  the  General  Court  1690  to  1692,  was  deputy  sher- 
iff, and  while  passing  from  Haverhill  to  his  home  was 
killed  by  Indians  Bee.  o,  1694,  at  a  place  called  Pond  Plain. 
The  township  of  Ringe,  Cheshire  Co.,  N.  H.,  was  granted 
to  John  Tyler,  Joseph  Pike  and  others,  officers  and  soldiers 
in  the  expedition  to  Canada  anno  1690.  His  children  were 
Sarah,  born  1666,  married  Anthony  Morse ;  John 
born  1668,  died  1668;  Mary,  born  1670,  perhaps  married 
Richard  Woodmaney  of  Salem;  John,  born  1671;  Joseph, 
born  1674 ;  Benjamin,  born  1676,  died,  unmarried,  1760 ; 
Hannah,  born  1679,  married  Joseph  Ilslev;  Thomas,  born 
1681.  Of  these  children  John  married  Mrs.  Lydia  Little 
and  his  children  were  all  daughters.  Joseph  married,  De- 
cember, 1695,  Hannah  Smith,  daughter  of  Lt.  James  and 
Sarah  (Coker)  Smith  of  Newbury,  where  she  was  born 
March  23,  1675.  He  settled  in  Newbury  and  was  a  lieu- 
tenant in  the  army.  He  was  selectman  in  1699  and  held 
various  other  public  offices.  He  was  one  of  the  original 
grantees  of  the  township  of  Salisbury,  N.  H.,  Dec.  9,  1736, 
and  June  12,  1738,  he  was  taxed  for  one  Calash,  a  carriage. 
I  find  the  town  of  Newbury  on  June  13,  1718,  granted  Jos- 
eph Pike  and  others  leave  to  fish  upon  condition  that  they 
give  one  salmon  to  each  of  the  two  ministers.  He  died  in 
1757.

17,  1775,  Isabella  Brown  and  settled  at  Lawrenceburg, 
Ind.  He  was  an  officer  in  the  Revolutionary  army  and 
some  of  his  children  were  born  in  Camp,  as  was  his  son, 
Gen.  Zebulon    Montgomery  Pike ;    his  commissions  as  cap- 
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tain  and  Major  were  signed  by  George  Washington  and 
that  of  Colonel  by  Thomas  Jefferson.  They  are  in  the  pos- 
session of  Mrs.  Sarah  Sturdevant  or  her  children  at 
Earned,  Kansas.  He  was  noted  for  his  bravery  and  the  In- 
dians called  him  the  "Great  Brave."  He  always  visited 
their  wigwams  without  any  fear  in  making  his  treaties 
with  their  tribes.  He  died  July  27,  1834.  His  children 
were  Mary,  b.

Clarissa  Harlowe,  dau.  of  Capt.  John 
Brown,  who  settled  in  Boone  Co.,  Ky.  (Capt.  John  Brown 
was  a  cousin  to  Isabella  Brown.)  He  left  but  one  child  that 
was  old  enough  to  marry,  Clarissa,  who  m.  John  Cleves 
Symmes  Harrison,  son  of  Gen.  William  Henry  Harrison. 
His  brother,  James  Brown  Pike,  m.  Jan.  12,  1815,  Elizabeth 
Carberry,  lived  at  Lawrenceburg,  Ind.,  but  the  last  of  his 
life  at  Kirkville,  Iowa,  where  he  died  1855.  His  children 
were:  George  Washington,  b.

At  a  future  meeting  I  will  give  the  line  of  John  Pike, 
fourth  Gen.,  if  of  Capt.  John  Pike's  line,  but  whom  I  be- 
lieve to  be  of  John  Pike  of  Roxbury,  because  the  names  of 
all  the  Canterbury,  Ct.,  family  coincide  with  those  of  Jarvis, 
son  of  John  of  Roxbury.

Sixth  Reunion  of  the    Pike  Family 


In  the  fall  of  1908  the  following  notice  was  sent  out 
to  all  the  members  of  the  Pike  Family  Association,  to- 
gether with  the  copy  of  the  190G  Records,  to  the  addresses 
last  known  : 

Sept.  22nd,  1908.

It  is  with  deepest  regret  I  announce  the  death  of  our 
beloved  president,  the  Hon.  Edwin  Burbank  Pike,  which 
occurred  on  August  24th  last,  at  his  home  in  Pike,  N.  H., 
after  an  illness  of  one  week. 

His  death,  and  the  absence  of  our  secretary  in  Nevada, 
made  it  necessary  to  change  the  plans  for  our  meeting,  and 
after  correspondence  with  the  remaining  members  of  the 
board  of  directors,  it  was  decided  to  hold  the  next  meet- 
ing at  Salisbury,  Mass.,  on  Thursday,  October  22nd,  in 
the  Methodist  church,  which  has  kindly  been  offered  for 
our  use. 

The  regular  biennial  business  meeting  of  the  associa- 
tion will  be  called  to  order  at  10.30  A.  M.,  for  the  election 
of  officers  and  the  transaction  of  any  other  business  that 
may  come  before  the  meeting.  For  the  afternoon  a  pro- 
gramme has  been  arranged  by  the  Salisbury  and  New- 
buryport  members  of  the  association.  It  is  earnestlv  hoped 
that  a  large  number  will  be  present,  and  it  is  especially  re- 
quested that  if  you  cannot  be  there  you  will  send  some 
word  of  greeting,  and  do  not  forget  to  enclose  your  dues.

In  accordance  with  this  notice  a  goodly  number  of  the 
Pike  Family  gathered  at  Salisbury.  You  will  note  that  the 
call  was  for  a  session  of  one  day  only  instead  of  the  usual 
two  clays.  Owing  to  the  death  of  our  beloved  President, 
Edwin  B.  Pike,  and  the  absence  of  our  Secretary  and 
Treasurer  in  the  West,  we  were  deprived  of  the  two  who 
had  taken  the  most  active  part  in  the  plans  for  these  gath- 
erings and  it  was  thought  best  to  have  the  reunion  this 
year  more  especially  for  the  election  of  officers  and  to 
comply  with  the  regulations  of  the  Association  and  no 
elaborate  entertainment  or  program  was  attempted.

The  past  two  years  have  been 
those  of  prosperity  and  have  culminated  in  the  addition  of 
thirty-six  names  to  our  roll  of  membership,  and  many 
more  to  our  directory  of  names  in  the  kinship,  making  the 
total  number  who  have  joined  the  Association  758.  Of 
these  thirty-two  have  already  been  reported  as  having  been 
taken  from  us  and  it  is  now  my  painful  duty  to  report  that 
fourteen  more  have  gone  to  join  that  innumerable  throng 
where  partings  are  unknown.

Suitable  resolutions  should  be  drawn  up  to  the  memory 
of  these. 
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At  the  last  Reunion  the  names  of  all  those  who  were 
in  arrears  for  more  than  two  years'  dues  were  posted  in 
the  hall  during  the  meeting  of  the  Association  and  after- 
wards notices  were  sent  to  them  informing  them  of  what 
had  been  done,  which  resulted  in  many  of  them  settling 
their  dues  at  once.  But  I  am  sorry  to  have  to  state  that 
seventy-four  of  those  names  were  dropped  from  our  roll 
of  membership,  and  while  we  are  sorry  to  lose  them,  it  is 
an  immense  relief  to  the  Secretary  who  has  written  many 
times  to  these  delinquents  without  receiving  any  replies 
to  his  solicitations  to  settle.  The  striking  off  of  these 
names,  I  hope,  clears  our  roll  of  membership  of  all  unde- 
sirable members.

form  later  on,  but  he  will  at  this  time  state  that  every  at- 
tention was  bestowed  upon  him  by  the  citizens  of  that 
beautiful  city,  to  whom  and  for  which  he  is  extremely 
grateful.  He  was  invited  to  be  present  at  all  their  exer- 
cises, receptions,  banquets,  and  to  a  lunch  at  Gen.  William 
J.  Palmer's  resplendent  palace  in  the  mountains  whose 
vestibule  is  that  renowned  and  magnificent  "Garden  of  the 
Gods"  of  which  you  may  all  have  read  and  some  been 
privileged  to  visit.  Assistance  was  rendered  from  all  their 
committees  to  aid  your  Secretary  in  obtaining  all  the  pa- 
pers read,  speeches  delivered  and  photographs  of  all  the 
speakers,  and  of  the  beautiful  scenery  with  which  the  city 
abounds,  and  he  now  has  sixty-eight  half  tones  ready  for 
the  centennial  edition  of  our  records  when  published, 
which  he  hopes  may  be  done  before  the  next  Reunion  and 
which  may  be  possible  should  the  members  respond  in  the 
payment  of  their  dues  to  the  Association.

■corded  that  no  errors  may  be  made  in  sending-  out  the 
'.notices  and  records.

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A  pleasant  incident  occurred  in  the  afternoon  session 
when,  during  the  latter  part  of  the  afternoon,  as  Mr. 
Robert  Pike,  an  aged  member  of  the  Association  from 
Union,  N.  H.,  rose  to  leave  the  church,  he  made  his  way 
to  the  front  and  tendered  his  generous  gift  of  $25.00  to  the 
,Maj.  Robert  Pike  Memorial  Fund.  The  Association  with 
much  enthusiasm  gave  him  a  rising  vote  of  thanks. 

Greetings  were  read  from  a  few  of  the  members  who 
were  not  able  to  be  present  and  the  letters  from  our  Cort- 
land members,  Mrs.  Hill,  eighty-two  years  old  and  Mrs. 
Taylor,  eighty-four  years  old,  were  particularly  appre- 
ciated.

Committee  on   Resolutions. 
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Colonel  Zebulon  Pike* 

Tradition  says  that  my  great  grand-father,  Col.  Zeb- 
ulon Pike,  came  over  from  England  with  his  two  brothers, 
James  and  Robert,  some  years  before  the  Revolutionary 
War. 

Robert  went  to  sea  with  the  son  of  the  Governor  of 
New  Jersey,  and  as  neither  returned  it  was  supposed  that 
the  ship,  being  a  new  one,  had  not  been  properly  ballasted 
and  while  at  sea  had  turned  turtle,  all  on  board  being  lost. 

James  joined  the  Quakers  and  moved  to  Pennsyl- 
vania and  further  trace  of  him  was  lost. 

Tradition  also  says  that  each  of  the  brothers  brought 
with  him  five  thousand  pounds  of  English  money  and 
when  the  war  of  the  Revolution  began  Col.  Pike  used  all 
his  money  in  raising  and  equipping  a  company  of  cavalry 
which  he  commanded  during  the  war.  He  engaged  a 
French  riding  master  to  train  his  men  to  ride.  They  were 
taught  to  ride  in  a  circle  without  saddle  or  bridle.  Col. 
Pike  rode  a  fine  large  black  horse  called  Genius,  which 
was  the  pride  of  the  company.  He  had  his  horses  trained 
to  jump,  and  when  pursued  by  the  British  dragoons  would 
go  across  the  country  taking  the  fences  as  they  came  and 
leaving  the  British  far  in  the  rear. 

Once  when  Col.  Pike  was  out  scouting  he  came  to  the 
house  of  a  friend  about  dusk  and  tied  his  horse  and  went 
in,  thinking  to  surprise  his  friend.  Not  seeing  any  one 
in  front  of  the  house  he  went  through  on  to  the  rear.  But 
the  house  was  deserted  and  Col.  Pike  said  the  intense 
stillness  made  him  so  nervous  that  he  drew  his  saber  and 


*Dr.  Clifford  L.  Pike  (probably  the  best  posted  of  any  one 
in  the  country  on  the  Pike  Family)  wrote  with  reference  to  the 
paper  on  Colonel  Zebulon  Pike:  "It  is  all  true  except  the  tra- 
dition of  the  origin  of  the  family;  Col.  Zebulon  was  the  son  of 
James   Pike  of  Woodbridge,   N.  J. 
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walked  backwards  out  of  the  house. 

While  out  on  a  scouting  expedition  Col.  Pike  was 
slipping  upon  a  British  camp,  and  being  detected,  was 
pursued  by  a  body  of  British  dragoons.  While  in  retreat 
Col.  Pike  always  rode  at  the  rear  of  his  troops  and  was 
in  the  rear  on  this  occasion.  Two  of  the  English  troopers 
having  swifter  horses  than  the  rest,  had  overtaken  him 
and  were  trying  to  slay  him  with  their  sabers,  but  he,  be- 
ing an  excellent  swordsman,  was  protecting  himself  and 
was  making  the  fight  interesting  for  the  Englishmen,  when 
one  of  his  troopers,  a  Frenchman,  looking  back,  saw  the 
difficulty.  Dropping  alongside,  he  shot  one  of  the  Eng- 
lishmen, while  the  other  one  was  soon  dispatched  by  Colo- 
nel Pike. 

On  another  occasion  he  and  eight  of  his  men  were 
reconnoitering  a  British  camp,  and  while  he  was  looking 
through  his  field  or  spy  glass  he  saw  an  English  soldier 
come  out  of  the  camp  a  short  distance  and  after  kneeling 
down,  place  something  on  the  gunbarrel  and  take  aim ;  the 
Colonel  reined  his  horse  back  a  step  and  at  that  instant  a 
rifle  ball  passed  in  front  of  him,  cutting  a  lock  of  hair 
from  his  horse's  mane.  A  body  of  cavalry  was  then  sent 
after  them,  and  the  Colonel  ordered  his  men  to  make  for 
a  field  surrounded  by  a  post  and  rail  fence.  The  fence  was 
jumped  with  ease  by  the  Colonel's  horses  but  when  the 
English  came  to  it  they  had  to  dismount  and  tear  the  fence 
down  before  they  could  proceed,  thus  giving  him  ample 
time  to  get  away. 

After  the  war  he  taught  school  until  he  received  his 
commission  to  go  west  with  the  army  of  Gen.  St.  Clair  as 
commander  of  a  regiment.  The  Government's  attention 
had  been  called  to  the  perilous  situation  of  the  settlers  in 
the  far  west,  where  the  Indians  were  burning,  pillaging, 
and  murdering  the  defenceless  people  along  the  frontiers 
of    Ohio    and    Indiana.      The    Government   dispatched    St. 
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Clair  with  a  well  equipped  regular  army  to  check  the  In- 
dians and  succour  the  inhabitants.  The  army  was  as- 
sembled at  Cincinnati  where  it  was  reorganized  by  Gen. 
St.  Clair  and  his  call  for  volunteers  was  responded  to  in 
great  numbers.  The  army  took  the  line  of  march  to  the 
interior,  preceded  by  scouts  to  locate  the  enemy,  whom 
they  found  in  great  numbers  posted  in  a  favorable  place 
across  St.  Clair's  line  of  march.  Gen.  St.  Clair  was  a 
brave  man  and  a  skillful  general  so  far  as  European  tac- 
tics were  concerned,  but  he  knew  nothing  of  Indian  war- 
fare, and  he  drew  his  men  up  in  the  regulation  plan  of 
battle,  in  solid  column,  a  splendid  target  for  the  Indians 
to  shoot  at.  The  Indians  were  not  slow  to  improve  their 
opportunity,  and  opened  upon  the  whites  a  murderous  fire 
with  rifles  from  their  hiding  places  behind  trees  and  logs. 
The  consequence  was  that  in  a  short  time  St.  Clair's  army 
was  practically  annihilated  and  the  remnant  retreated  by 
the  wav  they  came.  Col.  Butler  of  Kentucky  was  shot 
through  and  said  to  Col.  Pike,  "I  cannot  live,  you  load  my 
pistol  and  set  me  against  a  tree  and  I  will  die  fighting  and 
you  tell  my  friends  so."  A  white  man  hidden  in  a  tree  top 
witnessed  the  death  of  Butler. 

The  order  to  retreat  ended  in  a  wild  rout  and  panic. 
Col.  Pike  called  a  small  remnant  of  his  regiment  around 
him  and  told  them  their  lives  depended  upon  their  keep- 
ing together  and  obeying  orders,  and  he  ordered  them  to 
fire  on  the  Indians  and  load  their  guns  as  they  ran,  thus 
keeping  them  in  check,  but  finally  Colonel  Pike's  legs  gave 
out  from  partial  paralysis,  which  later  in  life  totally  dis- 
abled him.  He  sat  down  on  a  log  to  await  death  and  told 
his  men  to  go  on  and  to  do  as  they  had  been  doing,  and 
they  would  get  to  the  fort  safely,  when  as  good  fortune 
would  have  it,  Dr.  Ellison,  a  surgeon,  came  riding  up  on 
a  wounded  horse  with  a  boy  behind.  Dr.  Ellison  said  to 
Colonel  Pike,  "Don't  sit  there  and  be  butchered  by    those 
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devils,  but  take  hold  of  my  horse's  mane  and  perhaps  the 
cramp  may  leave  you :"  and  it  did,  for  as  he  hobbled  along 
he  gained  strength  and  they  all  reached  Fort  Recovery  in 
safety.  Dr.  Ellison  established  himself  in  Cincinnati  and 
kept  that  horse  without  work  until  he  was  thirty  years 
old  in  gratitude  for  having  saved  the  lives  of  three  men. 

Immediately  after  St.  Clair's  defeat,  the  Government 
sent  Anthony  Wayne  west  to  reorganize  the  remnant  of 
the  army.  In  reorganizing  the  army  of  the  west  General 
Wayne  discarded  the  old  European  discipline  and  maneu- 
ver and  concluded  to  fight  the  Devil  with  the  Devil's  own 
plans.  By  the  advice  of  old  Indian  fighters  he  took  his 
men  into  the  woods  and  drilled  them  in  Indian  style, 
fought  sham  battles,  taught  his  men  to  lie  down  behind 
trees  and  logs,  and  to  out-yell  Indians,  and  his  whole  army 
was  like  a  skirmish  line  drawn  out  with  a  reserve  in  sup- 
porting distance,  and  he  met  the  enemy  not  on  grounds  of 
their  choice  but  on  grounds  Gen.  Wayne  forced  them  to 
occupy.  Col.  Pike  was  in  command  of  the  reserves  in  this 
battle  and  came  through  all  safely.  He  was  transferred 
from  here  to  a  command  at  Fort  Detroit  where  he  re- 
mained for  about  a  year,  after  which  he  was  ordered  to 
build  a  fort  near  the  mouth  of  the  Ohio  River.  He  se- 
lected a  place  where  there  had  once  stood  a  French  fort 
when  France  owned  Canada  and  also  claimed  the  Mis- 
sissippi River  from  its  source  to  its  mouth.  The  fort  was 
a  strong  one  built  by  French  engineers  and  occupied  by 
about  two  hundred  people.  The  Indians  took  the  fort  by 
strategy.  It  was  the  custom  of  the  French  and  Indians 
to  play  ball  outside  the  fort  and  at  the  time  of  the  attack 
the  Indians  had  cut  off  some  of  their  rifles  so  they  could 
be  concealed  in  their  clothing. 

When  they  appeared  on  the  playground,  and  the 
French  opened  their  gates,  the  Indians  at  a  sign  made  a 
simultaneous  rush  and  shot  the  guards  at  the  gate.   The  gar- 
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rison  were  so  taken  by  surprise  they  made  but  a  weak 
defense,  were  slaughtered  to  a  man,  their  bodies  thrown 
into  a  deep  well,  and  some  cannon  thrown  in  on  top.  Col- 
Pike  named  it  Fort  Massacre  in  memory  of  that  terrible 
French  tragedy. 

The  Colonel  being  a  prudent  man,  determined  to  build 
a  fort  strong  enough  and  large  enough  to  protect  his  gar- 
rison and  also  to  afford  room  for  the  settlers  in  case  of  at- 
tack. The  outside  fortifications  covered  many  acres  and 
were  built  of  hewed  timbers,  twenty  feet  long,  sixteen  feet 
above  ground  and  set  four  feet  in  the  ground ;  a  ditch 
eight  feet  deep  and  ten  feet  wide  surrounded  the  fort,  with 
pickets  drawn  to  a  sharp  point  in  the  bottom,  which  would 
"have  been  a  fatal  thing  to  fall  upon.  The  great  gate  of 
the  fort  was  seldom  opened ;  the  sally  port  gate  only  was 
permitted  to  be  opened  and  a  sentry  stood  guard. 

At  stated  times  the  great  war  chiefs  were  invited  by 
Col.  Pike  to  hold  a  grand  powwow  and  feast.  The  room 
was  twenty  feet  long  and  had  a  long  table  in  the  center. 
Six  hunters  were  kept  busy  supplying  the  garrison  with 
meat,  such  as  deer,  elk  and  small  game,  and  when  the  In- 
-dian  chiefs  visited  the  fort  an  especial  roast  dinner  was 
gotten  up  for  the  occasion  and  it  was  a  sight  to  see  twenty 
or  more  celebrated  Indians  sit  down  and  eat,  Indian  style. 
They  used  neither  knife  nor  fork,  only  hands  and  teeth. 
They  ate  stripping  the  bones  and  throwing  them  over  their 
shoulders  and  when  the  feast  was  through  there  was  a  line 
of  bones  from  one  end  of  the  room  to  the  other. 

At  about  this  time  there  were  indications  of  an  Indian 
attack,  or  war  on  the  settlers,  as  they  were  gradually  en- 
croaching on  the  Indians'  hunting  grounds  and  the  In- 
dians combined  in  large  bodies  for  self  defense.  Col.  Pike 
desired  to  communicate  with  the  army  at  Detroit,  to  give 
them  warning,  and  as  the  journey  was  a  long  and  danger- 
ous .one,  he  determined  to  assemble  the  whole  command  on 
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parade,  and  call  for  volunteers  to  go  on  the  perilous  jour- 
ney. The  Colonel  in  a  speech  stated  the  importance  of 
warning  Detroit  of  the  necessity  of  being  on  guard  and  of 
increasing  their  forces  and  protecting  their  people  as  far 
as  possible.  The  Colonel  called  for  volunteers  and  out  of 
three  hundred  men  but  one  responded  and  that  was  the 
Colonel's  son,  Zebulon  Montgomery  Pike.  It  was  a  hard 
blow  to  send  his  son,  hardly  twenty-  one  years  old,  a  dis- 
tance of  seven  hundred  miles  through  an  almost  unbroken 
wilderness,  a  country  occupied  by  the  most  savage,  cruel 
and  blood  thirsty  people  in  the  world,  the  Shawnee  Indians. 
One  of  the  duties  of  Col.  Pike  was  to  suppress  the 
river  pirates  who  infested  and  terrorized  the  Ohio  and 
Mississippi  Rivers.  There  were  two  gangs  of  them,  one 
the  Mason,  on  the  Ohio  River,  with  headquarters  at  Ca ve- 
in-Rock, on  the  Kentucky  shore  not  far  from  Fort  Mas- 
sacre. John  A.  Merrill  was  the  leader  of  the  Mississippi 
gang.  Col.  Pike  determined  to  capture  Mason's  gang  and' 
detailed  Zebulon  M.  Pike,  then  Lieutenant,  with  fifteen 
men  to  the  task.  Scouts  were  sent  out  to  determine  when 
to  make  the  attack  so  as  to  capture  as  many  as  possible. 
Lieut.  Pike  started  in  the  evening  in  a  large  boat  and  ar- 
rived at  the  cave  shortly  after  daybreak.  Mason  had  out 
no  sentinel  so  Lieut.  Pike  was  not  detected  in  coming. 
The  mouth  of  the  cave  being  just  a  few  feet  from  the  river 
bank,  the  boat  was  rowed  up  so  the  Lieutenant's  party 
might  command  the  entrance  while  they  landed.  It  hap- 
pened that  through  being  misinformed  by  the  scouts,  two^ 
of  the  gang  only  were  in  the  cave  at  the  time.  These  two, 
Mason  and  a  man  named  Smith,  were  at  breakfast  and 
were  completely  surprised.  They  leaped  for  their  guns 
but  an  order  to  halt  from  Lieut.  Pike,  and  the  muzzles  of 
fifteen  guns,  brought  them  to  a  speedy  surrender.  They 
were  taken  before  Col.  Pike  but  nothing  could  be  proven: 
against  them   and   the   Colonel   was   compelled,   under    the:

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circumstances,  to  let  them  go,  but  as  a  reminder  to  them 
of  their  future  conduct,  ordered  that  each  should  receive 
thirty-nine  lashes  on  the  hare  back.  Mason  returned  to 
the  cave  and  continued  his  depredations  and  a  reward  of 
one  thousand  dollars  was  offered  for  his  recapture,  dead 
or  alive.  One  of  his  gang  named  LeHarp,  thinking  to 
gain  the  reward,  shot  Mason  and  carried  his  head  to  New 
Orleans  to  claim  the  reward.  James  Brown  Pike,  son  of 
Col.  Pike,  being  in  Xew  Orleans  at  this  time,  identified 
Mason's  head  and  also  identified  LeHarp  as  one  of  Ma- 
son's gang.  LeHarp,  instead  of  receiving  one  thousand 
dollars,  was  hanged  as  his  reward,  by  the  order  of  Gov. 
Claybourne. 

Col.  Pike  had  a  gunsmith  at  work  near  the  fort  and 
when  any  of  the  Indians  entered  the  fort  they  were  com- 
pelled to  leave  their  arms  with  the  sentry,  who  turned  the 
guns  over  to  the  gunsmith.  The  English  were  supplving 
the  Indians  with  guns  to  make  war  on  the  Americans  and 
to  counteract  in  a  small  way  what  the  English  were  doing 
Col.  Pike  had  the  gunsmith  remove  and  soften  the  frizen 
(the  piece  on  which  the  flint  struck  fire)  of  their  flint  lock 
guns,  thus  rendering  them  useless. 

Col.  Pike  was  an  invalid  in  his  later  life,  this  condition 
being  brought  on  by  exposure  in  the  Revolutionary  war 
and  in  the  campaigns  of  St.  Clair  and  Wayne. 

Col.  Pike  retired  from  service  while  at  Fort  Massacre 
and  settled  near  Lawrenceburg,  Indiana,  where  he  died  in 
1834.

As  a  slight  tribute  to  the  memory  of  our  former  Pres- 
ident, Edwin  B.  Pike,  and  of  our  Secretary,  Clifford  L. 
Pike,  both  of  whom  were  so  deeply  interested  in  this  As- 
sociation and  most  largely  influential  in  its  organization, 
we  give  below  a  brief  sketch  of  each,  believing  that  all  the 
members  will  desire  to  have  this  in  permanent  form  in  the 
records. 

Edwin  B.  Pike 

Edwin  Burbank  Pike  was  born  in  Haverhill,  N.  H., 
April  7,  1845,  the  youngest  of  six  children.  His  father  was 
Isaac  Pike,  son  of  Moses  Pike,  and  his  mother's  name  was 
Sarah  Morse.  At  fourteen  years  of  age  the  death  of  his 
father  threw  him  upon  his  own  resources,  but  he  suc- 
ceeded in  paying  his  way  by  his  own  labor  for  a  period  of 
instruction  at  Haverhill  Academy  and  Newbury  Seminary. 
At  the  outbreak  of  the  Rebellion,  when  sixteen  years  of 
age,  he  enlisted  in  the  Union  Army,  but  his  mother  pre- 
vented his  entering  the  service,  though  later  he  was  con- 
nected for  two  years  with  the  railroad  and  supply  service 
of  the  Army  in  the  South.  For  the  greater  part  of  his 
life  he  was  connected  with  the  Pike  Manufacturing  Com- 
pany, of  Pike,  New  Hampshire,  the  last  seventeen  years 
-serving  as  President,  and  it  was  largely  through  his 
marked  ability,  tireless  energy  and  superior  business  sa- 
gacity that  this  became  the  largest  and  most  prosperous 
concern  in  its  line  in  the  world.  A  quotation  from  his  re- 
marks at  the  annual  conference  of  his  salesmen  and  de- 
partment heads  will  show  something  of  the  principle  which 
he  carried  into  his  business  affairs:  "It  has  been  my  in- 
tention and  effort  for  years  that  what  I  touched  should  be 
benefited  by  my  connection  with  it,  whether  it  was  a  piece 
of  land  or  a  horse;  whether  it  was  some  one  who  entered 
our  employ,  or  some  one  who  bought  something  from  us. 
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Whatever  we  do  I  want  to  be  a  benefit  to  those  we  come 
in  contact  with.  I  want  to  put  honesty  and  kindliness  as 
well  as  push  and  perseverance  into  our  business." 

Mr.  Pike  was  President  of  the  Pike  Family  Associa- 
tion from  its  organization.  He  was  for  many  years  actively 
interested  in  the  work  of  the  National  Association  of  Man- 
ufacturers, serving  as  Chairman  of  the  Interstate  Com- 
merce Committee  and  as  Vice  President  for  New  Hamp- 
shire. He  was  also  a  member  of  the  American  Hardware 
Manufacturers'  Association,  of  the  Hardware  Merchants' 
and  Manufacturers'  Club  of  Philadelphia,  and  one  of  the 
organizers  of  the  Hardware  Club  of  New  York.  He  was 
a  member  of  the  New  Hampshire  Historical  Society  and 
served  as  delegate  in  the  last  Constitutional  Convention  of 
the  State.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Congregational  church 
at  Haverhill,  N.  H.,  until  he  became  a  charter  member  of 
the  Bethany  Church  at  Pike,  organized  after  years  of  effort 
on  his  part. 

Mr.  Pike  was  a  man  of  strong  personality,  genial 
manners  and  generous  disposition,  hospitable,  charitable 
and  public-spirited  in  a  marked  degree.  He  married  in 
Salem,  Mass.,  April  14,  1865,  Miss  Addie  A.  Miner,  who 
died  August  27,  1887.  There  were  three  children  by  this 
marriage  of  whom  two  are  now  living,  E.  Bertram  Pike, 
and  Winifred  Pike  Emory,  (Mrs.  Walter  L.  Emory)  of 
Honolulu.  Mr.  Pike  was  married  again  Sept.  10,  1890, 
to  Miss  Harriet  D.  Tromblee,  who  with  one  daughterr 
Katherine,  survives  him. 
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Clifford  L.  Pike 

Dr.  Clifford  Llewellyn  Pike  was  born  in  Sweden,  Me., 
Feb.  21,  1859.  the  son  of  Hannah  F.  and  Elias  Pike,  the 
great-grandson  of  Moses  Pike.  As  a  boy  he  studied  med- 
icine with  Dr.  C.  L.  Wilson  of  Waterford,  Me.,  later  en- 
tering Bridgton  Academy,  where  he  graduated  with  honors 
in  1878.  He  entered  the  medical  department  of  Bowdoin 
College  in  1879  and  during  the  summer  and  fall  terms  of 
1880  attended  the  medical  school  of  Portland.  He  grad- 
uated from  Bowdoin  in  the  class  of  1881  on  which  occa- 
sion he  prepared  a  thesis  which  was  highly  commended  by 
the  faculty.  After  serving  at  the  Maine  General  Hospital 
in  Portland,  Dr.  Pike  entered  upon  the  practice  of  medi- 
cine in  Sweden,  moving  from  there  to  Norway.  He  re- 
mained in  Norway  until  1890,  going  from  there  to  Saco 
where  for  a  time  he  was  quite  prominent  in  professional 
and  political  circles.  In  190G  he  gave  up  his  office  in  Saco 
and  went  to  Reno,  Nevada,  returning  in  1908  broken  in 
health.  In  September,  1909,  he  was  taken  ill  with  pneu- 
monia and  had  not  the  strength  to  rally.  His  death  oc- 
curred Sept.  20th. 

Dr.  Pike  first  became  interested  in  Pike  Family  History 
in  1880  and  from  that  time  until  his  death  he  gave  much 
attention  and  hard  work  to  this.  In  1900  he.  together  with 
Mr.  Edwin  B.  Pike  and  some  others,  called  together  the 
Pikes  from  all  over  the  country  for  the  organization  of  the 
Pike  Family  Association.  He  was  preparing  to  publish  a 
History  of  the  Pike  Family  and  had  a  large  part  of  the 
manuscript  ready  for  typing.  Had  the  Association  been 
in  position  to  furnish  funds  for  this  work  it  would  doubt- 
less have  been  completed  long  ago,  but  although  Dr.  Pike 
gave  so  much  of  his  own  time  and  money,  even  neglect- 
ing his  practice  in  order  to  carry  forward  this  work  which 
he  so  loved,  yet  he  was  not  able  to  accomplish  the  fulfill- 
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ment  of  his  cherished  plans.  He  was  probably  the  best 
posted  man  in  the  country  on  Pike  Family  genealogy  and 
he  will  be  greatly  missed  in  the  work  of  the  Association. 
For  the  benefit  of  many  who  may  not  have  read  his  paper 
written  for  the  Pike's  Peak  Centennial  we  are  publishing 
same  elsewhere  in  this  report. 

Probably  not  all  of  Dr.  Pike's  friends  were  aware  of 
the  fact  that  besides  the  practice  of  his  profession,  in  which 
he  was  very  successful,  and  his  genealogical  research  work, 
he  also  wrote  a  number  of  poems  of  various  kinds.  Only 
a  few  of  these  have  been  published,  however.  One  long 
one,  the  "Address  of  Welcome  to  the  17th  Maine,"  was 
written  for  the  24th  Reunion  of  the  17th  Maine,  the  regi- 
ment to  which  his  father  belonged,  and  this  poem  was 
published  in  the  papers  at  the  time. 
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The  Call  of  the  Kin 

"The   time  has  come,"   the  "Walrus   said, 

"To    talk- — of  various   things; 
Of  mottoes,    shields,    and   coats-of-arms, 
Of  swords, — and  Pikes, — and   kings." 
So  our  faithful  Secretary  sent  some  hundred  orders  out 
.  Summoning  all  the  faithful  to  an   immense  Pike  rout. 
They  came  from  all  the  States  and  Counties  far  and  near, 
And   our  well-beloved   President   came   from   his   Station   here. 
'Twas  good  to  see  his  genial  smile  and  shake  his  friendly  hand, 
As  he  stood  there  to  welcome  each  member  of  our  band. 
Our  hard-worked  Secretary,   as  usual,   was  there, 
And   our  Honorary  Member  filled  her  accustomed   chair. 
There  were  Pikes  that  dealt  in  dry  goods, 

And  Pikes  that  dealt  in  wet; 
There  were  Pikes  who'd  travelled  round  the  world, 

And  Pikes  who  are  travelling  yet; 
There  were  Pikes   who   preached  the   Gospel 
And  Pikes  who  sharpened  steel, 
And  Pikes  who  ploughed  the  ocean  on  a  firm  and  even  keel. 
There  were  Lawyers, 

There  were  Doctors, 

And   Professions, — not  a   few; 
And  then  there  were  the  women  who  served  the  world  well,  too, 
For  they  strove  for  purity  and   temperance 
In  their  Homes, 
The  State, 

The    World; 
They   strove   that   the    white    banner   should     be   everywhere    un- 
furled. 
Pikes  came  from  stores, 
From    workshops, 

From   the   home, 
The  school. 

The  State, 
For  they  knew  the  Pike  Reunions  "are  just  naturally  great!" 
"IFor  we  meet  "so  much  relations"  whom  we  never  knew  before. 
There    are   Aunts, 

And   there   are  Uncles, 

And   Cousins!   by  the  score! 
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'There  is  wit  and  there  is  wisdom;  there  are  songs  and  speeches, 

too; 
There  are  papers  read  which  show  we're  related, — me  and  you; 
There  are  stories  told  of  deeds  of  valor  done 
By   some    way-back    forefather, — or    his    father, — or    his    son. 
We've  been  told  our   name  is  written  in  the  ancient  catacombs, 
And  that   we   may  find   it   pictured   on   the   old   Egyptian   stones. 
We've  been  told  we  are  related  to  an  ancient  King  of  France, 
And  that  we  were  in  the  Ark  there's  a  more  than  even  chance. 
And,    I   doubt   not,   could   we    only  find   it   written   out   real   clear 

and   plain. 
We  could  prove  descent  from  Adam  and  the  others  in  his  train. 
We  could  e'en  go  back  of  Adam  to  the  Mound  Builders  and  see 
•Our   name    written     out    in    pictures    on     some   chieftain's   State 

Decree. 
Oh,  you  see,  we   are   descended 

From    the    First    Families 
In  the  land, 
And  no  man  nor  king,   nor  peasant 

Need   be  ashamed  to  take  our  hand. 
When   you  see  the  Wit  and  Wisdom,    Fashion,    Fame    and   High 

Renown, 
That  come  flocking  to  the  city  whene'er  we  come  to  town, 

Do  you   wonder  we  are  anxious, 

And   waiting  eagerly, 
For   the    coming    Pike    Reunion    when    these    good    things    there 

will  be?

(The  following  lines  were  written  by  Dr.  Clifford  L. 
Pike:) 

Our  family  circle,  which  met  in  the  past 

With  hands  fondly  clasped  in  each  other's, 
By  death  has  been  broken;  and  gathered  at  last, 

In  God's  mansions,  are  sisters  and  brothers. 
Sixteen  of  our  number  have  gone  to  the  tomb — 

So  cold  and  so  silent,  without  us; 
But  their  deeds  remain  bright,  and  their  lives  re-illume, 

As  memory  wraps  them  about  us. 
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Then  gather,  oh,  friends,  their  fabric  of  deeds, 

Like  a  mantle  of  beauty  around  us, 
Though  it  dazzle  our  gaze,  by  its  brightness  that  leads 

To  the  glories  beyond  which  surround  us, 
And  bid  them  farewell  from  a  circle,  the  less, 

For  what  God  in  His  mercy  hath  taken, 
Till  we  lay  it  aside  for  the  glorified  dress 
Of  Life  in  His  love  to  awaken. 

You  may  be  interested  to  know  that  Mrs.  Sturdevant 
was  a  niece  of  Lieut.  Zebulon  Pike,  the  discoverer  of  Pike's 
Peak  and  she  was  brought  up  by  her  grandfather,  Col. 
Zebulon  Pike  of  Revolutionary  fame.  The  obituary  of 
Mrs.  Sturdevant,  which  was  sent  me  by  her  daughter, 
Mrs.  Adams,  gives  an  interesting  sketch  of  the  life  of  this 
interesting  member  of  our  Association,  whose  long  life  of 
usefulness  came  to  an  end  on  her  97th  birthday. 

There  are  at  this  time  247  members  in  good  and  reg- 
ular standing  and  433  on  the  list  for  non-payment  of  dues. 
At  first  thought  this  statement  may  not  seem  to  agree  with 
the  last  Secretary's  report  which  stated  that  there  were  758 
names  on  the  list.  This  did  not  take  into  consideration, 
however,  the  loss  of  about  eighty  members  by  death  and 
withdrawal  since  the  organization  of  the  Association. 

Just  a  few  words  with  regard  to  the  members  still 
owing  for  dues.  I  wish  each  one  of  you  would  carefully 
look  over  the  posted  list  here  in  the  Hall, — first  to  make 
sure  that  your  name  is  not  there. 

If  you  do  find  your  name  there  when  you  feel  sure 
that  you  have  paid  dues  to  date,  please  bring  your  story 
at  once  to  the  Treasurer  and  we  will  endeavor  to  straighten 
the  matter  out.  And  I  would  ask  you  to  look  the  list  over 
also  in  order  to  advise  if  you  know  of  any  different  ad- 
dresses for  the  members  thereon.     Some  of  the  notices  sent 
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to  the  addresses  given  have  been  returned  and  I  do  not 
know  how  to  locate  the  members. 

I  am  sure  that  most  of  the  members  on  the  list  posted 
would  desire  to  pay  their  dues  and  retain  their  membership 
in  the  Association  and  I  am  most  unwilling  to  drop  one 
name,  yet,  according  to  the  By-Laws  of  the  Association, 
I  shall  have  to  drop  all  those  whose  dues  to  1909  are  not 
paid  within  thirty  days.  I  must  beg  your  co-operation  if 
we  are  to  retain  these  members.  If  you  know  any  of  them 
personally  use  your  influence  in  the  matter  or  advise  the 
Secretary  how  best  to  reach  them.  It  is  not  that  we  are 
selfishly  thinking  of  the  addition  to  our  Treasury,  although 
these  delinquent  dues  when  paid  will  mean  about  $600 
more  with  which  to  carry  forward  the  work,  but  we  are 
thinking  of  the  individual  members  personally  whom  we 
want  to  keep  with  us  for  the  good  fellowship  of  the  Family. 
To  avoid  the  bother  of  dues  I  would  remind  you  of  the  life 
membership  plan  by  means  of  which  you  can  pay  $25  and 
have  all  the  benefits  of  the  Association  for  the  rest  of  your 
life  without  further  assessment  for  dues. 

Again,  I  would  try  to  impress  on  each  one  of  you,  as 
our  late  Secretary  has  endeavored  to  do  at  each  meeting, 
that  you  keep  the  Secretary  informed  of  any  change  of 
address  or  of  any  other  information  which  will  aid  in 
keeping  the  records  clear  and  correct. 

And  let  me  urge  that  you,  each  member,  give  the 
Association  the  benefit  of  any  suggestions  that  may  occur 
to  you  that  may  possibly  aid  in  promoting  its  success  and 
prosperity.  All  suggestions  submitted  will  receive  due 
consideration  and  if  they  are  not  always  acted  upon,  do 
not  be  discouraged  but  just  keep  on  sending  them  and  be 
a  "booster"  for  the  Pike  Family. 
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The  official  badge  of  the  Association,  either  in  the 
form  of  pin  or  stud,  can  always  be  procured  of  the  Secre- 
tary, also  the  coat  of  arms,  painted  or  lithographed,  and 
the  coat  of  arms  stationery. 

Apologies  are  due  the  members  for  the  long  delay  in 
getting  out  the  1908  report.  It  was  expected  that  the  Sec- 
retary, Dr.  Clifford  L.  Pike,  would  look  after  this  matter 
in  due  time  and  therefore  nothing  was  done  about  getting 
the  reports  printed  until  late  in  1909  and  there  have  been 
numerous  delays  since.  We  hope  your  patience  will  be 
rewarded  by  your  receiving  the  1910  records  very  promptly. 

I  must  acknowledge  that  I  have  been  rather  slow  in 
answering  letters  sometimes  that  have  come  to  me  yet  I 
have  given  them  all  attention  in  due  time  and  am  sorry 
that  I  could  not  always  reply  promptly.  I  have  been  en- 
couraged and  made  glad  by  enthusiastic,  kindly  letters  and 
I  want  you  to  know  that  these  have  been  appreciated  and 
my  belief  in  the  future  prosperity  and  success  of  the  As- 
sociation has  been  strengthened  by  this  evidence  of  loyalty 
on  the  part  of  the  widely  scattered  members. 

Let  one  and  all  who  can  proudly  claim  possession  of 
a  drop  of  Pike  blood  strive  valiantly  to  do  their  part  in 
proving  that  this  stands  for  nobility  of  character,  loyalty 
to  all  that  is  truest  and  best,  so  that  the  generations  to 
come,  looking  back  upon  us  of  this  present  day,  may  right- 
fully feel  proud  of  the  name  of  Pike.  May  the  Pike  Fam- 
ily by  giving  its  full  share  of  service  for  the  advancement 
of  righteousness  in  the  home,  the  State  and  the  Nation, 
be  entitled  to  the  greatest  reward  of  any  family, — the  de- 
votion of  a  glorious  posterity  worthy  of  all  honor.

The  matter  of  addresses  was  at  this  time  brought  be- 
fore the  Association  by  the  President.  He  endeavored  to 
impress  upon  the  members  the  necessity  of  keeping  the 
Secretary  posted  in  order  that  all  communications  might 
reach  them  promptly. 

The  Election  of  Officers  was  next  in  order  and    the 
President  appointed  the  following  Nominating  Committee :

E.  N.  Pike  of  Boston. 

Also  a  Committee  on  Resolutions  was  appointed  as 
follows :

Memorial  Committee  as  follows :

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At  this  point  the  meeting,  at  the  suggestion  of  the 
President,  resolved  itself  into  a  Committee  of  the  Whole 
to  discuss  plans,  etc.  Mrs.  Dr.  Clifford  Pike  was  one  of 
the  first  called  on  for  remarks.  In  brief  Mrs.  Pike  said 
that  she  had  never  been  in  close  touch  with  the  work  and 
was  not  in  position  to  say  much  with  regard  to  the  Pike 
Family  Association  but  expressed  her  desire  and  purpose 
that  the  work,  so  far  as  possible,  should  be  carried  on  as 
Dr.  Pike  wished,  and  that  the  Records  should  be  published 
as  he  had  planned.  She  said  she  had  part  of  the  records 
and  that  they  were  in  very  good  order  but  that  she  did  not 
have  all  of  them.  She  stated  very  earnestly  that  it  was  her 
purpose  to  have  the  Pike  Family  History  published  as  Dr. 
Pike  had  intended. 

The  matter  of  completing  and  publishing  the  History 
was  discussed  at  some  length  by  members  in  session  and 
different  plans  were  proposed  for  accomplishing  this.  Mr. 
Evans  suggested  that  some  one  should  be  secured  who  for 
a  reasonable  compensation  would  complete  the  records 
ready  for  the  printer ;  said  he  believed  Dr.  Pike's  work 
altogether  too  valuable  to  be  lost.  Joseph  Trevett  Pike  of 
New  York  suggested  that  the  money  be  raised  by  sub- 
scription for  the  publication  of  this  history.  No  definite 
plans  were  decided  upon  at  this  time.

There  was  some  discussion  with  regard  to  the  office 
of  Secretary  and  it  was  suggested  that  an  x\ssistant  Sec- 
retary be  appointed  to  act  as  Corresponding  Secretary. 
After  some  discussion  the  report  of  the  Committee  was  al- 
lowed to  stand,  it  being  voted,  however,  that  the  President 
and  Secretary  be  empowered  to  appoint  an  Assistant  Sec- 
retary, if  desired,  whose  duties  should  be  those  of  Corre- 
sponding Secretary. 

The  oldest  member  of  the  Association  who  was  pres- 
ent, Mrs.  Elizabeth  YVetherbee  of  Lexington,  Mass.,  eighty- 
nine  years  old,  responded  briefly  and  pleasantly  when 
called  upon  for  a  few  remarks. 

A  number  of  letters  were  read  from  absent  members 
expressing  their  interest  in  the  Association  and  their  re- 
gret at  not  being  able  to  attend.  A  few  extracts  from  these 
letters  are  given  below : 

FROM    MRS.     M.    E.    BAILEY',    TROY,    PA. 

"It  is  with  sincere  regret  that  I  write  to  say  that  I  can 
not  attend  the  meeting  of  the  Pike  Family  Association.  I 
am  sure  it  would  be  a  great  pleasure  to  me  to  be  there.  I 
am  6?  years  young  and  look  forward  to  many  more  years. 
My  great-grandmother  Pike  was  almost  one  hundred  years 
old  when  she  died.  She  was  a  native  of  Meredith,  X.  H., 
and  I  think  most  of  her  life  was  passed  there.  Another 
great-grandmother  was  9?.  Her  maiden  name  was  Gil- 
man  and  she  lived  in  Gilmanton,  died  at  the  age  of  97,  so 
you  see  I  have  some  reason  to  expect  more  years.  Dr. 
Thomas   Chattle,  the  son  of  Thomas   Chattle  and  Judith 
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Gilman,  married  Nancy  Pike,  only  daughter  of  William 
and  Phebe  Smith  Pike  (my  grandparents)  and  moved  to 
Orange  County,  New  York.  It  is  said  my  Grandmother 
Chattle  came  all  the  way  on  horseback  and  among  the 
things  she  brought  with  her  from  New  Hampshire  is  a 
skillet  which  is  still  in  the  possession  of  one  of  her  de- 
scendants. My  father's  name  was  William  Pike  Chattle, 
so  I  feel  quite  closely  related  to  the  Pike  family. 

FROM    MRS.    S.    M.    NORTHRUP,   DENVER,   COL. 

"Greetings  to  the  Pike  Family  Association  from  one 
who  lives  in  the  State  of  Colorado  and  who  has  lived  there 
since  it  was  a  territory.  I  have  often  seen  the  Indian  in 
his  blanket  roaming  over  the  country,  but  where  once  he 
pitched  his  tent  you  will  now  see  fine  farms.  This  trans- 
formation was  brought  about  in  part  through  the  efforts 
of  our  great  kinsman,  General  Zebulon  M.  Pike,  who  was 
my  grandfather's  brother,  as  you  will  see  by  referring  to 
the  records,  and  by  copies  of  our  family  records  sent  the 
Association.  I  am  proud  to  have  been  born  a  Pike.  They 
are  honest,  reliable,  well  educated  people.  Some  of  them 
live  in  the  West  and  have  helped  to  develop  its  great  indus- 
tries, though  few  of  them  are  millionaires. 

I  trust  all  loyal  Pikes  will  help  to  make  the  Associa- 
tion one  of  which  we  may  all  be  proud,  whether  we  find 
ourselves  in  the  west  or  the  east  or  in  any  part  of  the 
world.  Yours  with  best  wishes  for  trie  success  of  the  next 
meeting." 

FROM    FREDERIC    A.    PIKE,    ST.    PAUL,    MINN. 

"I  have  received  your  circular  notice  of  the  pending 
meeting  of  the  Pike  Family  Association  and  do  most  sin- 
cerely regret  that  I  shall  be  among  the  absentees  again.  I 
remember  with  a  great  deal  of  pleasure,  the  two  occasions 
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when  I  found  myself  in  the  pleasant  group  of  my  kindred, 
in  1902  and  1906,  and  I  had  hoped  that  I  should  soon  again 
renew  the  interesting  experience.  I  chanced  to  form  sev- 
eral acquaintances,  in  particular,  which  I  highly  prize,  and 
I  trust  that  some  day  I  shall  meet  them  again. 

With  the  kindest  regards  to  all  my  friends  in  the  As- 
sociation and  with  earnest  wishes  for  the  prosperity  of  the 
entire  Association,  I  am,  with  renewed  greetings  to  all," 

The  obituary  of  Mrs.  Sarah  Wardell  Sturdevant  was 
sent  the  Association  by  her  daughter  and  this  was  read  at 
the  meeting  and  is  given  in  this  report  in  full. 

Robert  Pike  of  Union,  N.  H.,  was  mentioned  as  the 
oldest  member  of  the  Association. 

Upon  vote  of  the  Association  the  Secretary  was  in- 
structed to  send  letters  of  greeting  to  the  older  members 
of  the  Association  and  in  accordance  with  these  instruc- 
tions letters  were  sent  to  Rev.  E.  B.  Pike,  of  Exeter,  Rob- 
ert Pike,  Union,  N.  H.,  Bemis  Pike,  Marshfield,  Vt,  Mrs. 
William  C.  Taylor  of  Cortland,  N.  Y.,  Mrs.  Elizabeth  T, 
Richardson,  Laramie,  Wy.,  and  Mrs.  Adah  I.  Robinson, 
Mt.  Vernon,  N.  Y.  Very  possibly  there  are  other  members 
as  much  entitled  to  be  thus  remembered,  but  the  Secretary 
was  not  posted  with  regard  to  their  ages. 

At  this  time  there  was  another  discussion  with  regard 
to  possible  ways  of  securing  and  completing  the  records 
and  upon  motion  of  the  Association  the  President,  Secre- 
tary and  Mrs.  Cora  F.  Pike  were  appointed  as  a  Committee 
to  try  to  work  out  some  plan  for  the  accomplishment  of  this 
purpose  and  were  given  authority  to  spend  whatever  money 
should  be  necessary  to  secure  the  records, 
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The  next  topic  of  discussion  was  the  reference  to  the 
President  and  Secretary  sending  letters  to  members  in  dif- 
ferent States  and  the  President  outlined  his  plan,  of  ap- 
pointing some  member  in  each  State  to  have  a  general  out- 
look over  the  membership  of  that  State,  this  member  to 
keep  in  touch  with  the  President  and  Secretary  and  en- 
deavor to  keep  his  State  membership  interested  and  en- 
thused in  the  Association  work. 

There  was  so  much  of  interest  to  discuss  that  it  was 
difficult  to  close  the  business  meeting  in  time  for  prepara- 
tion for  the  banquet  of  the  evening.  A  larger  number  than 
usual  remained  for  this  banquet  and  entertainment  and  all 
seemed  to  find  the  occasion  enjoyable  enough  to  repay  them 
for  the  extra  effort. 

Mrs.  Sarah  Sturdevant 

Mrs.  Sarah  Sturdevant  died  at  the  home  of  her  daugh- 
ter, Mrs.  W.  R.  Adams,  Larned,  Kansas,  Friday  morning, 
April  9th,  1910,  on  the  97th  anniversary  of  her  birth.  She 
was  sick  but  a  few  days  and  her  death  was  due  principally 
to  her  advanced  age. 

In  the  death  of  Mrs.  Sturdevant,  Larned  has  lost  its 
oldest  citizen  in  point  of  age,  and  one  of  its  oldest  settlers. 
She  was  a  most  remarkable  woman  in  many  ways  besides 
her  extreme  age.  She  had  an  unusual  memory  and  to  the 
last  her  recollection  of  the  events  of  her  long  life  were  clear 
and  distinct. 

She  was  born  in  Lawrenceburg,  Dearborn  County, 
Indiana,  April  9,  1812,  two  months  prior  to  the  beginning 
of  the  second  war  with  Great  Britain.  Her  maiden  name 
was  Wardell.  Her  mother  was  the  daughter  of  Col.  Zeb- 
nlon   Pike,   a  Revolutionary   hero.     Her  mother's   brother 
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was  Lieut.  Zebulon  Pike,  the  discoverer  of  Pike's  Peak  in 
Colorado. 

She  was  reared  by  her  grandfather,  Col.  Pike,  who  was 
a  staunch  patriot  and  was  deeply  interested  in  the  political 
life  of  the  new  nation  which  he  helped  to  wrest  from  Eng- 
land. As  he  grew  old  and  infirm  it  became  the  duty  and 
pleasure  of  his  young  granddaughter  to  read  to  him  the 
great  political  speeches  and  discussions  of  the  day.  In  this 
way  she  became  conversant  with  public  affairs  and  under 
his  tutelage  became  an  ardent  student  of  politics,  and  re- 
mained so  to  the  time  of  her  death. 

The  great  political  speeches  of  Clay  and  Webster,  and 
the  fierce  debates  of  ante-bellum  days  were  fresh  in  her 
memory.  But  she  did  not  live  in  the  past  alone.  She  had 
a  keen  interest  in  present  day  politics  and  read  her  daily 
paper.  She  was  a  great  admirer  of  Roosevelt,  La  Follette 
and  of  Hadley,  whom  she  knew  as  a  boy  in  eastern  Kansas. 

She  was  married  to  Rev.  Charles  Sturdevant  May  24, 
1835.  To  this  union  were  born  four  children,  two  of  whom 
are  now  living,  Mrs.  W.  R.  Adams  of  Larned,  and  Charles 
Sturdevant  of  Alva,  Okla.  Rev.  Charles  Sturdevant  was 
a  Presbyterian  minister.  After  the  war  he  was  President 
of  a  female  seminary  at  Independence,  Mo.  In  1870  the 
family  settled  at  Olathe,  Kansas,  and  in  1876  moved  to 
Larned,  which  has  been  the  family  home  since. 

Mrs.  Sturdevant  had  lived  a  full,  rounded  life,  the 
span  of  which  was  so  nearly  coincident  with  that  of  the 
nation.  Her  girlhood  was  spent  in  the  early  days  of  the 
republic  and  her  last  days  saw  the  crowning  achievements 
of  our  modern  civilization.  The  beginning,  growth  and 
developing  of  the  use  of  steam,  electricity  and  railroads 
have  all  passed  under  her  observation. 

It  was  a  great  pleasure  to  listen  to  her  stories  of  the 
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olden  times.  As  a  girl  of  thirteen,  one  morning  she  was 
standing  by  the  gate  in  front  of  her  grandfather's  home 
looking  toward  the  steamboat  landing  on  the  Ohio  river, 
when  she  saw  two  gentlemen  approaching  up  the  path  to 
her  grandfather's  house.  They  inquired  for  Col.  Pike  and 
she  conducted  them  to  her  grandfather.  One  of  the  gen- 
tlemen was  the  great  General  Lafayette,  who  fought  so 
valiantly  for  the  American  colonies  in  the  Revolutionary 
war.  It  was  during  the  trip  to  America  as  the  nation's 
guest  in  1824-5  that  he  called  to  see  his  former  comrade- 
in-arms,  Colonel  Pike.

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A  GREETING. 

I'm  glad  to  greet  you,  kinsfolk,  all;

In  response  to  this  call  about  fifty  members,  old  and  new, 
gathered  at  the  Hotel  Statler  on  May  third.  The  President,  Mr. 
Herbert  A.  Pike,  presided,  called  the  meeting  to  order  and  wel- 
comed the  members: 


Members  of  the  Pike  Family  Association,  friends  and 
kinsmen: 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  we  of  Boston  and  of  Massa- 
chusetts Bay  Colony  greet  you  and  give  you  a  most 
hearty  welcome. 

Many  years  have  passed  and  numerous  changes  have 
taken  place  since  we  met  at  the  old  American  House  on 
Hanover  Street,  changes  in  the  city,  state  and  nation,  and 
especially  among  members  of  the  Pike  clan.  The  loss  of 
our  honored  Secretary,  Dr.  Clifford  L.  Pike,  and  the  de- 
struction of  his  records,  was  a  stunning  blow.  Really  it 
was  a  catastrophe;  and  it  is  only  recently  that  we  have 
found  courage  to  effect  a  re-organization.  Hence  this 
meeting  today,  and  we  are  much  encouraged  by  the  in- 
terest shown  by  members  and  would-be  members  from 
all  over  the  country. 

We  should  be,  and  I  know  we  are  all  proud  of  being 
the  descendants  of  such  illustrious  ancestors.  They  were 
sturdy,  honest,  God-fearing  men  and  women,  ready  at 
all  times  to  fight  for  the  right. 

When  we  look  over  some  of  the  outstanding  figures 
we  see  such  names  as  John  Pike,  the  first  settler  of  New- 
bury, and  his  stalwart  sons  Captain  John  and  Major 
Robert;  Colonel  Zebulon  of  the  Revolution,  and  his 
son  Brigadier-General  Zebulon  Montgomery  Pike,  who 
was  killed  in  the  war  of  1812.  There  are  many  more  too 
numerous  to  mention  in  the  limited  time  we  have  this 
morning. 

We  will  now  proceed  to  the  business  before  us.  We 
will  listen  first  to  the  call  for  the  meeting,  and  the  re- 
port of  the  faithful  Secretary. 


The  Secretary,  Mrs.  Frances  Dickerman  Noyes,  read  her  re- 
port which  was  accepted,  and  was  as  follows: 

REPORT  OF  THE  SECRETARY 

The  last  meeting  of  the  Pike  Family  Association  was  held  at 
the  Parker  House  in  Boston,  December  7,  1916,  in  response  to 

the  following  call: 

November  8,  1916. 
To  the  Members  of  the  Pike  Family  Association: 

The  Biennial  Meeting  of  the  Pike  Family  Association 
will  be  held  on  Thursday,  December  7,  at  the  Parker 
House  in  Boston. 

The  first  session  for  the  transaction  of  routine  busi- 
ness will  be  called  at  10:45  A.  M.  Other  business  will 
be  taken  up  at  the  afternoon  session.  Final  action  will 
at  this  time  be  taken  upon  the  proposed  change  in  By- 
laws regarding  membership,  notice  of  which  was  given 
in  the  1914  report. 

A  definite  proposition  will  be  presented  from  Mrs. 
C.  L.  Pike  with  reference  to  records  compiled  by  Dr. 
Pike. 

If  you  are  unable  to  attend  this  reunion  we  would 
earnestly  urge  that  you  send  some  message,  if  only  a 
word  of  greeting,  and  forward  same  promptly.  We 
would  like  to  hear  from  every  member.

At  that  last  meeting  there  was  less  than  a  quorum  of  twenty- 
five  present  and  therefore  no  business  could  be  transacted. 

An  informal  business  meeting  was  held  at  which  the  Presi- 
dent, Mr.  Herbert  A.  Pike,  presided,  and  the  reports  of  Secretary 
and  Treasurer  were  read. 

Plans  were  talked  over  and  a  social  time  was  enjoyed  by  the 
few  members  who  were  present.  The  most  important  part  of  the 
discussion  was  in  connection  with  the  securing  of  the  Pike  records 
in  the  hands  of  Mrs.  Clifford  L.  Pike.  Mrs.  Pike  was  present  and 
expressed  herself  as  desirous  of  co-operating  with  the  Pike  Family 
Association  in  an  effort  to  utilize  the  genealogical  data  which  had 
been  collected  by  Dr.  Clifford  L.  Pike,  at  the  expense  of  the 


Association  and  himself.  However,  after  considerable  conversa- 
tion it  became  evident  that  Mrs.  Pike  was  less  interested  in  co- 
operating with  the  Association  for  the  completion  and  publication 
of  the  records  than  she  was  in  securing  for  herself  as  much  cash 
as  possible.  Inasmuch  as  all  the  funds  of  the  Association,  and 
some  special  contributions  of  members,  had  been  expended  in  the 
genealogical  work  of  Dr.  Pike,  it  did  not  seem  fair  for  Mrs.  Pike 
to  claim  the  records,  yet  realizing  the  importance  of  securing  them 
the  Association  made  various  suggestions  of  offers  and  tried  in 
vain  to  persuade  her  to  co-operate  in  some  plan  or  to  turn  the 
papers  over  to  the  Association  accepting  certain  payments  and 
royalties.  She  refused  all  offers  and  the  only  proposals  she 
would  make  in  return  were  most  unreasonable.  Finally  the  matter 
was  left  that  Mrs.  Pike  would  think  over  carefully  the  final  offer 
of  the  Association,  which  was  as  liberal  as  they  dared  make,  with 
regard  to  certain  payment  for  her  rights  in  the  manuscripts,  the 
Association  to  take  over  the  completion  and  publication  of  the 
Pike  Family  History  and  pay  a  certain  royalty  to  her.  She  was  to 
report  her  decision  as  soon  as  possible  to  the  President  in  order 
that  the  matter  might  be  settled,  and  promised  she  would  advise 
him  promptly.  So  far  as  the  Secretary  knows,  nothing  was  heard 
from  Mrs.  Pike,  and  the  next  report  that  reached  us  was  that 
Mrs.  Clifford  Pike  was  dead  and  that  the  genealogical  records, 
upon  the  assembling  of  which  Dr.  Pike  had  spent  so  many 
years  of  interested  labor,  had  been  burned  by  her  executor,  in 
ignorance  of  the  value  of  the  papers.  Also  valuable  manuscripts 
and  relics  loaned  for  Dr.  Pike's  use  in  publishing  pamphlets  and 
the  Pike  Family  History  have  disappeared,  presumably  destroyed 
at  the  same  time  as  the  genealogical  records.  These  serious  losses 
have  apparently  had  the  effect  of  benumbing  the  Association. 

After  the  United  States  entered  into  the  World  War  conditions 
were  such  that  it  was  deemed  unwise  to  attempt  any  gatherings 
of  the  Pike  Family  Association  and  they  were  given  up  indefi- 
nitely. 

Since  the  close  of  the  War  there  has  been  little  effort  to 
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renew  the  activities  of  the  Association  but  during  the  past  few 
years  some  new  members  have  joined  the  seemingly  dead  or- 
ganization, refusing  to  be  discouraged  by  its  lifeless  appearance, 
and  have  expressed  a  real  interest  in  the  renewal  of  its  activities. 
It  has  therefore  seemed  wise  to  call  another  gathering  of  the  clan 
to  decide  just  what  shall  be  done  with  regard  to  the  resuming 
of  regular  meetings  and  the  carrying  on  of  the  genealogical  work. 
Naturally  during  the  years  since  our  last  meeting  many  of  our 
older  members  have  passed  to  the  life  beyond,  many  others  have 
moved  to  new  addresses  and  we  have  been  unable  to  reach  them. 
We  miss  the  friendly  presence  and  deep  interest  of  those  early 
members  and  can  only  hope  their  descendants  will  manifest  a 
similar  interest  in  the  Family. 

In  spite  of  the  inactive  condition  of  the  Association  your 
Secretary  reports  the  addition  of  twenty-eight  members,  including 
one  life  member,  between  December  5,  1916,  and  March  1, 
1938,  and  thirty-one  new  members  between  March  1  and  May  1, 
1938.

Several  hundred  copies  of  Records  are  on  hand,  there  still 
being  available  some  of  the  earliest  Records,  which  will  be  issued 
to  new  members  as  long  as  the  supply  lasts. 

There  is  also  among  the  supplies  a  box  of  electrotypes  which 
Dr.  Clifford  Pike  had  made  for  the  booklet  on  Pikes  Peak 
Centennial,  the  manuscript  of  which  I  understood  he  had  pre- 
pared but  did  not  publish  before  his  death,  and  evidently  it  was 
destroyed  with  his  other  papers  and  records.  Possibly  some  of 
these  electrotypes  may  be  used  to  advantage  in  the  publication  of 
some  future  reports. 

We  have  had  a  set  of  proofs  made  from  the  electrotypes  and 
half-tones,  hoping  some  members  might  help  us  in  properly  nam- 
ing the  pictures  as  most  of  them  are  unmarked.  This  proof  sheet 
will  be  found  at  the  Secretary's  desk. 
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I  realize  as  fully  as  you  can  that  you  should  have  some  one  in 
the  position  of  Secretary  who  is  better  posted  genealogically  and 
who  can  give  you  more  assistance,  and  at  this  meeting  I  am  sure  you 
can  select  such  a  one  who  can  render  real  service  along  this 
line. 

And  now  for  a  personal  word  of  greeting,  just  among  the 
Family.  You  all  like  to  look  back  along  the  lines  of  your  own 
particular  family  branch  and  call  to  mind  the  Pikes  who  have 
done  most  worthily  in  private  and  public  life — and  they  are  to  be 
found  in  all  lines.  Best  of  all,  the  excellent  qualities  of  those  an- 
cestors are  still  alive  and  active  in  living  Pikes.  Trying  times  are 
upon  us  and  we  know  not  what  the  future  may  have  in  store  but 
we  do  know  that  now,  as  much  as  ever  in  the  history  of  our 
Country,  true  men  of  honor  are  needed — steadfast  in  purpose  and 
unflinchingly  loyal  as  were  our  Pilgrim  Fathers  where  principle  is 
at  stake, — and  here  and  now  is  where  Pike  blood  should  prove 
its  value. 

If  you  cannot  get  all  your  genealogy  straightened  out  to  your 
satisfaction,  and  connected  up  with  the  right  ancestors,  you  can 
at  least  make  sure  of  doing  your  best  to  see  that  your  generation 
goes  down  in  history  as  one  of  which  your  descendants  can  be 
proud,  and  you  can  keep  your  own  records  so  carefully  that 
following  generations  will  not  have  to  do  so  much  guess-work. 

Now  once  again  I  want  to  assure  you  of  my  appreciation  of 
all  the  courtesy  and  friendliness  shown  me  through  the  years 
by  the  members  of  the  Association.  I  hope  the  reorganized  Asso- 
ciation may  move  forward  to  real  accomplishment  that  shall  give 
you  all  a  feeling  of  pride  and  satisfaction  not  only  in  your 
Pike  name  but  in  the  Pike  Family  Association.

In  March,  1921,  Miss  Elizabeth  Davis,  knowing  she 
could  live  but  a  short  time,  arranged  to  have  the  fund  for 
the  Major  Robert  Pike  Memorial  turned  over  to  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Pike  Family  Association.

The  Secretary  gave  the  names  of  the  many  who  sent  notes  of 
acknowledgment  and  regret,  extracts  from  some  of  which  were 
read. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Luther  H.  Pike  of  Manchester,  N.  H.,  returned 
their  card,  with  the  notation  that  he  was  eighty-six  on  May  second, 
and  she  was  eighty-three  on  April  ninth ;  Mrs.  George  Humphrey 
of  Ipswich  regretted  exceedingly  not  being  able  to  attend  on  ac- 
count of  absence  from  home  and  asked  if  we  could  not  have  a 
meeting  every  year;  Dr.  Frank  A.  Smith  of  Lebanon,  N.  H. 
acknowledged  from  Florida,  and  said  he  was  glad  the  meetings 
were  being  revived  and  he  would  attend  when  possible;  news  of 
his  sudden  death  had  recently  come;  Mrs.  James  L.  Lee  and 
Mr.  Frank  M.  Chapin  also  sent  regrets  from  Florida,  and  would 
not  be  North  by  the  time  of  the  meeting. 

Mrs.  Elizabeth  Goodrich  Jordan,  of  Bingham,  Maine,  ack- 
nowledged the  notice  for  her  mother  who  was  no  longer  living, 
and  she  continued  that  she  realized  that  when  anyone  is  trying 
to  put  through  anything  of  this  sort,  it  helps  to  know  whether 
the  people  one  wishes  to  make  contact  with  are  still  with  us,  and 
she  therefore  offered  to  give  any  facts  of  interest  about  the  family 
in  that  section;  Judge  Harry  B.  Ayer  of  Saco,  Maine,  sent  his 
regrets  and  best  wishes;  Dr.  Maurice  M.  Pike,  of  Hartford,  said 
it  was  a  great  disappointment  to  him  but  he  would  be  attending 
a  medical  meeting  at  Atlantic  City  at  the  time. 

Rev.  R.  Vernon  Pike,  of  Iowa,  as  spokesman  for  the  unusually 
large  number  of  members  in  his  branch  of  the  family,  the  rela- 
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tives  of  Gen.  Zebulon  M.  Pike,  said  that  on  the  day  before  they 
had  held  a  family  reunion  on  short  notice  when  members  came 
from  six  different  places;  that  they  all  were  very  glad  of  the 
re-organization  plans,  and  regretted  their  inability  to  be  with  us;
